PREFACE 


N an Age ſo curious and inquifitive as this is , wherein like Athe- 
nians a7 ſeek after Knowledg, and affett nothing: ſo much as Novel- 
ty; the Title of this Book may ſuffice for a Preface. It offers to 
the Readers view many new Diſcoveries, that the Author made at 
the coſt of dear Experience, in a long. continued ſeries of difficult 

and dangerous Travels, undertaken in the beginning of raſh and inconfide- 
rate Youth, proſecuted throughout the vigour of riper Age, with ſuch va- 
riety of contrary accidents and unſhaken conſtancy of the Undertaker ; as 
if Fortune and the Author had mutually reſolved to try what each -other 
wereable to perform; Andat length brought to aperiod with the ſucceſs 
that 1 always the aim, and but ſometimes the fruition of the daring ; 1 

, mean, reſt . after labour, and repoſe at home after tedious and hazardous 
Adwentures abroad; fickle Fate wanting either Power or malice enough al- 
ways to croſs tbe bold, but being ſometimes willing, or at leaſt forced to 
abate its vigour in favour of the undaunted. 

This is an uſeful kind of knowletdg and a pleaſant ſpeculation that the 
ingenious Reader may have at a very chead Rate, and uhich the Diſco- 
verer buntht with the peril of his life and freedom. The truth of this 

/ will le frund ſo ſurpriſingly evident throughout the whole Memoirs of 
this accurate and painful 7 raveller, that it may confidently be affirmed, 

few Rooks of the like nature do afford greater inſtances of the aſtoniſk- 

ing wictſſitude of Fortune in regard of one Man, nor of a more unwea#ied

[ confeſs, when moderate and guided inthe right way, us good and ju- 
Stifiable ; for the deſire of knowledg 1 as old as Man, and produceth 
effeits as variows as there are Diſpoſitions. Some purſu? it on? way, and 
Jorge another, ſome ramble-in ſearch of it overthe World, others ſeek it 
nearer- home, ane-all, thewgh-in different degrees, with ſome trouble and 
wexation of ſpirit. It is a glowing heat hatched and cheriſhed in Para- 
diſe, in the Breaſts of our firſt Parents ; and though, in new firmed Man, 
Innocence: priviledged: it, and integrity. ſtill: preſerves it from betag a 
crime; yet it was from the beginning,. it ftill and always will be an occa- 
ſron of offending. As the Serpent made uſe: of it to ſeduce the curious 
Eve; and both thereby enſnared by the.credulous Adam ; ſo hath it ever 
fince been, and will ever be a falſe light to miſlead their unwary Off-ſpring. 
And what they get by anxious and; over-ſolicitous inquiry, Solomon-the 
wiſeft- of humane Race out of his own experience, does inform us, when 
Eccleſ. Ch. 1. v. 13. he tells us, that-he gave his heart to ſeek and 
ſearch out by Wiſdom,, concerning all things that arc done. under 
hcaven; but that it was a fore travel that God had:given to the Sons of 
Men to be exerciſed therewith. Now whether this ſore travel beget Kncw- 
ledg, or vain and imaginary Knowledg produce that, the expert are free to 
indg in their own caſe. 
Certainly, if we reflect upon our preſent times, we need not have recourſe 
to the Ancients for confirmation of the- teſtimony of ſacred Oracles, nor 
ith for Ariſtotle i Euripus, nor fift the duſt of calcined Empedocles in 
Erna, for z»ſtances of the pernicious effeits of too much C wriofity, and the 
ain aud fatal defire of unneceſſary Knowledg, and of the Wiſdom which it 
z fancied to procure: We lrue in an Age wherein Mercury has taken his 
quictus eſt, and left off being the Courrier of the Gods ; the Wings that 
gave. his feet ſwiftaeſs in poſting with their Meſſages and ſecret Intelli- 
gences, he ſeems to have fitted to the heads of Mortals, which ran taſter 
than he, and carry more tidings than ever he was, or indeed would be the 
Meſſenger of. How many fingular Divines are there, who upon ea/1e term 
in a corner, will tell the- World what is decreed in the Councils above 2» 
How many bold Philoſophers pretend to have unlocked the Cabinets of Na- 
ture, and boaſt of the diſcovery of her moſt ſecret Myſteries > To paſs 
by other buſineſs, Is there a Man, now adays, fit for Society, but he that 
can new model Governments, and diſcover the Errors of State, ſooner than:

However, 1t is not the meaning of what hath been ſaid, that the deſign of + 
true Knowledg w.to be ſtifled was, abandoned; m: that would be to depreſs 
Man into the. nature of ſenſual brutes, .evacuate the genuine uſe of Reaſon, 
and rob God Almighty of the honour of his Worſhip from a creature. which 
be hath made after his own: Image,. and endawed. with | capable of 
knowing, obeying, honouring aud adoring its Maker; but only to comvince 
us, that as God did. in the ſtate of innocence, ſet limits to Mans defire of 
Knowledg, thereby torender him more happy, ſo long as he attempted not to 
tranſgreſs them; ſo in this our lapſed condition, when all we can do is to. 
play 'an after-game, and endeavour, with aſſiſtance from above, to retrieve 
in ſome meaſure our forfeited felicity, we (hould not repoſe all our bliſs os 
that which occaſioned our miſery and ruine, I mean, an over-weening appe- 
tite of knowing many things, which in eur own ceanfeſſton cannot be uſeful to 
mankind, nor bring us any other advantage, than ſome imaginary pleaſure 
and ſatisfaftion, in the uncertain and fallacious att of our own ſpeculation. 
It would ſeem then, very adviſeable that Men who are the Candidats for 
knowledg, and eſpecially ſuch of them whoſe quality, genius and abilities, 
do moſt invite to Stuch, ſhould, if no occult and irreſiſtible inclination 
thruſt them upon ſome peculiar way, addiftt themſelves to thoſe Studies, 
that may moſt conduce to the good of Mankind, or to their own private and 
lawful profit and ſatisfattion, with the leaſt danger and expence, and make 
that a powerful motive to induce them to love ſuch, though they may be 
naturally indifferent as to thematter. Curioſity and defire of Knowledy is 
an intelleual love, and though it be ſo Platonick,that all its fruition con 
fiſts in Contemplation, yet like other Paſſions that have material and ſen- 
fible Objefts, it is apt to miſtake, and dote upon a falſe and painted beauty, 
in ſtead of a true, and many times meets with diſappointments in the en- 
Joyment, when not well direfed by due and mature deliberation, and bet- 
ter advice than eager youth, prejudice, or emulation commonly do give. 
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So that confidering the miſcarriages and irreparable"loſſes, it'mind, body, 
eſtate and reputatien, that. many have had by a wrony, application of their 
Talents in ſearch of Knowledg,and their too late repentance and regret there- 
after, it were to be wiſhed that as ſome have been ſo wiſe to grve, all would 
be ſo prudent as to ebſerve Rules and Methods of Condutt in attaining to 
uſeful and true Knowledg, which ought to be the chief deſign of the ſtudioug. 
And I think moſt will agree that there is no kind of humane Learning more 
: Safe and pleaſant, nor generally more uſeful ts mankind and Yycitty, ( not 
to ſpeak of Mechanick and N athematical Arts) than the knowledg that 
may be got by the ſtudy of publick Hiſtories, and the ingenious relations of 
the Travels, Adventures, and various Fates of private Men, the one 
acquainting us with the publick affairs and changes in States, and theother 
with the contingencies of particular Fortunes > the one by Maxims and Ex- 
amples ſhaping us for publick employment in Society, and the other by more 
imitable Precedents confirming, or verifying our meaſures, as to what is fit- 
- reſt to be done, if it be our lot to travel abroad in the World ; And both \ 
delighting us in our ſafe retirement at home, by giving us aniongſt other ' 
things, a ſecrre proſpect of the fate and dangers of other Men, as of a Ship * 
toſſed in a ſtorm at Sea, from a firm and ſteady Mountain aſhoar. | 
If in any of the writings of this laſt kind, I make no doubt," but in the 
peruſal of this Book the Reader will jind the ſatisfattion he propoſes to him.

T is a remarkable ſaying of a Modern Author, that Deſpair 
drives a Man either to the Camp or a Convent; and I have 
found it no [els true by experience, that the raſh and precipi- 
tate reſo{utions of youth, lead cither to unlawful Arts or Tra- 
vel.

T1 ſhippedimy ſelf on boarg the, Sr. Jobr.Bapei/e, with a refolu- 
tion to do the beſt ſervice 1 could, being then a Lad of ſeyenteen years 
of age, and very little-conecrned whither we were bound, or how long

1647. by the permiſſion of Providence, we.ſet Sail from 
the 7exel, but being ſcarcely got without the Gaats, we Found our Ships 
out of trim, and were therefore forced ro tack about, and ſtand back 
again for the Texe/.

bur having rid there two days at Anchor, and the Wind &'Weather then 
proving fair, we weiphed Anthor and pur owt t6'Sta; but ſoonafterby a

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heavy Storm and rough Sea, we were forced again to put into ſome 


other Harbour ; which we did at the Ifle of FVright , & there we x 


ſtay'd till the 25 when the Weather began to grow more mbderate , 
and the high Winds abated. 

Under hopes that this good Weather would continue we ſet fail 
but were no ſooner out of the Bay , before the Weather changed , 
and we now the third time forc'd to look out for a Harbour. 

On the 6 of February we Came to Anchor at Portland, where we 
road three days , and then fer fail direGly for the Bay of Gibralter , 
where we arrived on the 10" of that moncth. The next day with a 
brisk gale weentred the dtraits , and with a conſtant and favourable 
wind , made Gernra in 15 days, wherearriving wedropp'd Anchor 
behind the Mold. 

On thc 32 we got Prattica, and Licence to unload both the 
Ships; which done the Men were paid oft, and diſmiſs'd. The 
Ships , as we ſaid before, were fold to the Duke of Genua, which 
he turniſhed with Proviſion of Victuals, Powder, Shot and cher 
Ammunition, for 2 years. Aboard each Ship werea Hundred Dutch 
taken into ſervice, the reſt for the moſt part 7alians, amoagit which 
were a few of the Bandirti, Here I hired my elf tor Upper-Sailma- 
ker, and had 18 Livers per Moneth although neither I , norany 


elſe that went before the Maſt , knew whither , or upon what Deſign. 


Having now regain'd my liberty , Ilong'd to ſatisfy my curiolity 
in taking a view of the Town, with what elſe was worthy of remark. 
Genua is ſeated on the Sca fide, having a very commodious and com- 
plete Haven, on the South facing the Coaft of #ffrice.” The City 
1s built partly on montanous and hilly ground , and partly on a Le- 
vel, ſeated between two velleys; and is computed to be abut 6 Ita- 
lian Miles in circumference, being very well and cloſe built , muni- 
ted with ſtrong Walls, ſufficient enough to reſiſt a ſmall Attacque; 
but would nor ſecure the Town 1n2 long and durable Siege, orvio- 
lent Storms, without the Militia. T heir Militia conſiſts of fome 
Dntchand Corſican Companies , together witha few ſmall Troops of 
Horſe , which are conſtantly in motion , citheron the Sea-ſide, or 
throthe City , to prevent ,if need require, any ſilent Attacque, and 
{uppreſs Murtinies ;as alſo to ſecure the Coaſts from Twrkiſhand other 
Pyrats , which ſometimes come aſhoar in theia Shalops, to get Slav 
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7:38, and Spoil. They have alwaics four Galleys ready upon all Oc. 
164%, cations, for Defence of the Havens, batides a conſiderable number 

more , which they have in their Arſenal , in good cquippage; theſe 

are often 1imployed as Auxiliarics for che YVenctians, againſt rhe Turks, 

On the Sea-lide ftands a Watch-Tower , on which by night they ſet 

a Beacon; and jult at the Entrance of the Haven, ſtands a huge 

piece of Ordnance , mounted upon a Carriage , continually guar- 

ded with a Sentinel, The Dukes Perſon is guarded with a Body of 

500 Soldiers, who with their Colonel have a place allotted them in 

the Palace. The City 1s generally well built with ſtately Houſes and 

magnificent Structures , more &lpecially on that {ide which is ſeated 
near the Sea: having beſides the more eminent Hoſtels and Public 

Buildings, 30 fair Pariſh Churches , of which that dedicated to St. 

Laurence claims the priority , as Cathedral. In the Church dedicated 

to the H. Euchariſt,they ſhow'd us a Key made of an Emerald , being 

of that unuſual bignes that it's worth may not be computed. Com- 
ing to the Church of St. Bartholomew, we law a handkercheif, with 
which they told us our Saviour wiped the ſweat from his face, and /as 
they ſay) has done abundance of Miracles. "The City is very popu- 
lous, their Merchants rich and numerous; and their Manufactury alſo 
very conſiderable, eſpecially in Velvets , there being (according to 
the relation given us ) above 8000 Looms 1n the T own : ſo that con- 

{idering the Magnificency of Building , the Riches of her Mer- 

chants, Commodiouſnels of Situation, and Splendor of her Court 

| and Palace, may be reckoned asa Town of the firſt Magnitude. 
Mater On the 12 of £Mprilwe ct fail , directing our courſe for Velez Ma- 
+ * lags, where on the 15 we arrived. Onthe 18 wehoifed fail, and 
made for lags, and on the 24. came to caſt anchor in the Bay ; where 
almoſt all the Banditti were {et athoar. Here we took in a hundred 

. Pipes of Wine, with candied Fruits and other Refreſhments for 

the ick. 

On the 29 of May we weighed Anchor, and with a briſk gale of 

Wind reached the Straits mouth on the 2 of [une. When we were 

paſt Gibratrer , we {tcer'd our Courſe towards the Salt Iſlands, which 

was deligned for another place of Refreſhment, from whence we 
gathered that, our Voyage muſt needs be longer than at firſt we 
thought z for till then none aboard the ſhip (unleſs the Officers ) 


knew 
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knew whither we were bound, or upon what account we were ſent YUVS, 
OUT. * 164 
On the fourth of /wme, we met with 9 Turkiſh Men of War, 
about the 34. Watch in the night , who HaiPd us, asking , From 
whence our ſhip , we anſwered, From Gerzz , and asked them, From 
whence they were : they made anſwer, From Argiers. Our Com- 
mander' hearing that unwelcome Eccho , was not a little-alarm'd , 
and could have wiſh'd himſelfat a f arther diſtance; however he re- 
ſolves to exchange a ball or two with them by break of day; and in or- 
der thereto gets all ina readineſs, commandsevery man to his Poſt, 
and gave us all the couragehe could by his own Example. The'Cor- rind 
fairs who although better zman'd and mounted than we , had nc «<2 
creat ſtomach togo fo early to breakfaſt , for obſerving ſuch marks ig 
of Courage in our Officers , and that they werc abſolutely rclolved 
to fight 'um,, madeall the fail they could, and left us. 
On the 14 we paſs'd the Flemmiſh lands , and onthe 6 of July , 
we arrived at Boa Viſta, where we camero Anchorin the Bay. On 
this Hland were ſeveral of the Banditti , who brought us ſuch Pro- 
viſion as they had aboard : we took inalſo ten boats ;offalec. About 
this Iſland 1s ſuch plenty of Fiſh that at onedraught we got 1500 
Corcoadsand Salmon-Fry. Peſert- 
BoaViſtais one of thoſe Iſlands, whichare called Cabo Yerds Iſlands , prionof 
having obtained that appellation , from it's deleable. proſpect {1,29 
from the Seaward ,and lies 7 leagues to the northward of 11h del Sal : 
and is reckoned to be about 20 leagues in circumfercnce, ſtretched , 
out in length South- eaſt and North-weſt. That part which liesnear 
the ſea 1s all ſandy and hilly ground , but within altogether” 
montanous and high land. On the north end 1s a long Banaknear 
half a* league in length , whichrepelleth the billows of the ſea with 
oreat violence. There are yet beſides this ſeveral other Foords, 
which are often the occaſion of Shipwrack. On the South is alſo 
another , where the Rocks ſometimes appear above water , and points 
out towards the Eaſt, and E. and by North. The beſt and ſafeſt 
place to come to Aacker! in, 1sat the Southweſt Point, where isa 
very commodious Road for Ships of the greateſt burthen , having 
at leſt 16 or 17 fathom-Water, anda fine ſand cround. 
In this.Road we lay at anchor 6 days, and then ferfail for Mayo, 
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Joly Ot lago , Fuogo and Bravaz which are the neareſt Iflands to Boa Viſta, 

— The Ifland <ajo lies about nine leaguesS. S. W. or rather more 

Te Welterly, from Boa Yiſta, and is the ſmalleſt of all the reſt, being 

Majo- about 7 leagues round. Within land are ſeveral ſteep hills, and on 
the North a Plain, about a lcaguein breadth from whence reaches 
out a long Bank towards the North-caſt , and another towards the 
Weſt , which cauſe impetuous Breaches of the Sea , and conſe- 
quently great danger for Ships that fail that way. The land is al- 
molt round in circumfereacc, having its\breadth and length almoſt 
equal, and 1s full of ſmall Capes or Promontortes , which make ſo 
many Inlets. The common Road belonging to this Ifland , 1s on 
rhe South-weſt Coaſt , where you have 15 and 16 fathom Water, 
and a ſandy ground; having the Weſtern point of the Ifland at N. 
and by W. and another Point at E. S. E. and the South end of St. 
1-20 S. W. On the North ſide of the Ifſand , behind a litle black 
Cape, lies a ſmall Bay, or Road for Anchorage, at 5 or 6 fathom 
water, and upon the loweſt point , on the Eait, 1s a Village of 10 or 
{2 houſes. "This Iſland is very rocky, high and dry, having litle 
&raſs upon 1t but what grows 1n the cletts of the Rocks. Ir 1s alſo 
vcry barren of Fruit, neither Lemmons nor Oranges will like there , 
nor no other fruit whatſoever , unles ſigs , and thoſe , by reaſon of the 
drought of the Seaſon and Greund ſeldom ever come to marurity, or 
rcturn to profit. There.arc in this Iland ſome Cotton-trees,and good 
plenty Om , ſo that there are many thouſands of thoſe Hides 
tranſported yearly from hence. There are alſo ſome wild Hor- 
ſes, Kine and Aſſes; good plenty of Fowl, as Patridge , Heath- 
hens , Buſtards , Wild-gecſc, and other Fowl, not known with 
us 1n Emrope, 

There are alſo many Saltpans on this Iſland , waerethe Salt by 
the Ground Water, and the Ingreſs of the Sca, with the help of 
the Sun, 1s wcll concreted, yet is ſomewhat too yellow in colour.

St.Jago, St. ago is the greateſt and chief of the Cabo VerdoIflands, being 


about 12 leagues in length , lying South-Eaſt and N onh-yell bv 
out 
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South-eaſt Cape thereof hath the Road of the Ifland catajo on the pr xy: 
Weſt, and W. and by N. about 5 leagues diſtant. The high Land 5% 
of St. 1agolies from the Road of AMajo directly Weſt, but the middle 
thereof South-weſt from Boa Y;/ta, or rather more Weſterly; and 
| from the Salt and S. W. and by S. about 25 Leagues. From the 
South-welt Angle, the coaſt ſtretches it ſelf forth 2 leagues South- 

welt , where there 1s a ſmall Hamlet , called Praye, ſituated in a com- 
modious place, between two Hills, and environed, with 2 Rivers; 
which running into the Sea , do make two handfom Bays , cne 
whereof is called, Porto de Praye, and has room cnough to contain 
an hundred Ships, which may ſafely ride at Anchor , without damni- 
fying each other , having 14. fathom water, and ſhot-free from Land, 

as allo the benefit of 2 ſmall Ifland , which breaks off the wind. Sail- 

ing paſt Porto de Praze, before you come at the Town, 1isa Cape, 

or ſmall Promontory , which the Portugeezes call Capo de Tubaras: 

On the Weſt whereof is another Bay , called Porto de Ribeirra Corea, 
which alſo is very fitly ſeated between two Hills,and aRiver that runs 
through the midle, riſing from a fountain , about 2 leagues from 
thence, and diſgorging it ſelf into the Sea, by a mouth about a Bow- 

ſhot in breadth. In the North is alſo another Haven called $7. Mary. 

On the Ifland S:. 1agoare yet two Towns of note, whereof the one 

is called $7. Thomas , very well ſeated ; the other Sz. 1429, or St, lames , 
which is built upona riſing Ground : This is the Metrapolis of all 

the Towns of theſe Iflands , where is alfo the Reſidence and Palace 

of their Biſhop. Towards the Welt, on an Angle of the Ifland is a 
Fortreſs , two leagues from Porto de Praye , where Ships come to _ 
anchor ;z and North-weſt from this Angle another Haven; kngwn by 
the name of Porto de Caniſos. 

This Ifland is very fertile , and abounds with fruit of ſeveral kinds, 

as on each ſide the Ro de Corea grow great plenty of Cocos , Oranges , 
Citrons , & other Fruit-trees , as alio ſome Cedars. Beſides this, it 
affoards good ſtore of Rice , Mais, and other grain, as alſo Cattel 

both for work and ſlaughter. 

tha del Fuogo , or , The Iſle of Fire , probably has that name jy, 4 

from one of it's Mountains, which continually ſends forthflames , Fuogo. 
by ſome inteſtin Fire. Ir lies in 14, degr. 20 min. Northerly Latitude, 


and 12 leagues from the South-weſt point of $4. 1azo. Nerth- 
welt, 
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JILY, weſt , on the Weſtſide, is a Bay , and a ſmall Caſtle ſeated at 
166% the foot of a hill: but the violent courſe ofjthe ſtream , renders 


the haven unapt to receive any Shipping. Thoſe that would enter 
the Bay muſt ſteer their courle to the North of this Iſland, and fo 
abour. 

About 4 leagues South-weſt of 1/ha del Fuezo, lies 1tha del Brava , 
thatis, YYAa, or Deſert Iſland, with two or t three ſmall Iſlands z On 
the North thereof. On the Weſt-{ide 13a Creek, very convenient 

for ſuch as have occaſion to take in water : but the beſt haven is on 
the South-eaſt ſide where it 1s 15 fathom deep , and a$hip of the 
greateſt burthen may come to anchor cloſe to the Kay. Above this 
Harbour is a Hermitage, and a Village very well peopled. This 
Iſland is alſo fruitfull enough, having good ftore of figs , Mulberrys, 
Water-Melons, and Indian wheat , but far inferiour to Mayo and St, 
1120 for cattel. 

The Air of theſe Iflands 1s generally unwholſom , ſo that the in- 
habitants are very ſubject to Feavers, Aches and Fluxes. Theſe 
INands lying between the eAiquator and the Tropic of Caxncer,affoard the 
Pcople two Summersevery year, the Sun paſling twice direCtly over 
their heads. When the ſun enters into Cancer , which is in the end of 
Tune , the ſeaſon is very intemperate, with St >rms » Winds, Thun- 
der and Lightning , continuing ſo till the midle of October; theſe 
the Portagueezes call the Rain moneths. They have certain tokens R 
whereby they know when this Seaſon approaches , as , high Souther- 
ly Winds which blow along the Coat, and the Salt, which begins 
to diſſolve, with the Billows r: Mling out of the Sea. 

On the 14, we left the Salt 15lards, and {et fail , for Sierra Lines , 
and made land onthe 2 of _Au2yf , caring ata great diſtance the 
Wind roaring from the Mountains , waich by the reaſon of their 
Concavity , do makea great buzzing whe it blows hard, that per- 
haps has given them the name of Srerya Lioves , or Lioneſi Mountains, 
A litle before the evening we came with our Boat cloſe to the ſhore , 
where we hearda moſt terrible Noiſe, occaſioned by an impetuous 
and continual beating of the billows through the cleft of a Rock , 
which was ſo loud that we could hardly hear one ancther ſpeak. 
Sjerra Liones takes it's beginning from Cabo de Virgin , and ſtretches it 
ſelf ſo far out as Cabo Tagrin , or Lede, which is alſo by Fhnccalkd

- -The Commander notwithſtanding all this, was not yet content , 


but remanded the men and Shallops to pillage their Houſes and Or- 
chards,and fet the Kings Neger-houſe on fire; all whichthey did in a 
moment. The King ſeeing this , thought it high time to put him- 
ſelf in a poſture of Defence; and in order to that , muſters up all 
the Forces he could on a ſudden, the whole Countrey being Alarm- 
ed , and appear'd with a number ofa Thouſand Canoes , or more , 
half of cach being loaden with Faggots; whether to ſer oor Ships 
on fire, or touſethem for Shields, we could not determine : how- 
ever having obtained ourends, we held it beſt to weigh Anchor , and

Before we were got out of ſight of Sierra Liones , we met witha ſmall 
Flyboat which Traded along that Coaſt , whereof one Thy Backer of 
Durgerdam was Maſter, The Maſter came and proffered his Ship and 
ſervice to our Commander and V ice-Admural,;to conduct us over the 
Foords and ſhallow Places of the Red fea , and to make uſe of 
his Veſſel as an advice Yacht. Butour Ship-maſter diſſwaded them 
to accept of his Tender , whereupon he declared that he was un- 
willing, and ſo declined his Favour. This Maſter had the like 
Reſcontre with that Kings Majeſty , and for his Churliſhneſs 
gavehim atoſs (as he told us) out of the Cabin-port ſo that it ſeem'd 
2 Paradox tous, that he would be ſo void of Prudence as to ha- 
zard himſelf a ſecond time, being once before in jeopardy of his |

choice Rivers, which arc pure Rain-water , that comes from the 
Mountains , but in the Month of ,My, ( the beginning of the Rain 
ſeaſon ) it 1s very unwholſom and unapt for ule , as our Maſters 
Mate told me who'was well acquainted with thoſe Parts , and 
is frequently the Occaſion of Feavers, Fluxes , and other per- 
rillous diſtempers ; and nat only ſo, but 15 ſo venemous, that where 
it falls upon the skin of one, whois not uſed to that Climat, will 
cauſe Tumors and Ulcers , and breeds a kind of worm or moth in 
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1648, Cloaths which may fervefor a Caveat to ſuch as ſhall be forced to 
make uſe of it , about that time of the year, although it be- approved 
good, when it 15ſome days old ,, as 1ft the venemous property were 
vaniſhed with keeping. "The Inhabitants are not altogether black, 
but tawny ; and their bodies cauterized in many places with hot 
Irons. Thetips of their Ears, and their nofes, are bored through ;and 
hung with Jewels , which they hold for paſling rare Ornaments. 
Both Men and Women go naked , and ufe no mannerof Veſture 
ſave only a ſurcingle , or towel; made of the barks of Trees , 
which ( it ſeems ) for modeſty ſake, they wear about their Middle, 
Thoſe that inhabit thoſe parts which lie further within Land,are Can- 
mbals (or Men-eaters ) but fuch as dwell near the Sea, more civiliz'd, 
and flexible to commerce with ZEuropears , and other Strangers. 
Fhe King with whom we were concern'd , was an old, ill vifag- 
cd and homely Man , in a Garbtolerably handſom, after the Moo- 
riſh faſhion; having alſo a kind of a hat of a grayiſh colour; but 
neither he, nor any of his Retinue, had either ſhoes or ſtockings, 
but ſuch as they came into the World with.

(orſer; Chor welſent forth-our Boat, and putout a white Flag m token of 
by ſome Friendſhip ; which they obſerving , did the like. But wewere great- 
ci) ly diſmay'd, when weſaw a' great number of men running down 
rence the Hills toward us , with Bows , Arrows and Darts : ſothat we 
not daring to truſt our ſelves to them , concluded our fafeſt way 
was to return , and row back again to our Ships; but they perceiving 


that, one of them cried out , Be not afraid , but come —_— 
| an 
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land; wewill do you no harm ,, we give you liberty to come afſhoar, 
Capt. Maas tald us that he had been there in that Iſland before, 
and that a Slave of his , whom he had taught to read and write, 
had run away from him there, having taken his opportunity 
when the Ship was ready to ſet Sail ; and that he had heard how 
the Slave was come to great Adyancement , and by rhe INatives 
cleced King. 

So ſoon as we weregot to land , we were intraduQteil by the Ki 
himſelf, and his Attendants wto his Pallace , which was in the alt 
of a Sconce, reaſonably ſtrong , and cuviran'd with Palizados. The 
Houſe was hung with neat Mat-werk,and theFloors covered with the 
ſame. The King preſently began to inquire, What for People that we 
were? and, to what place our Ship belong'd ? for he could ſee by her 
Colours that we did aot come ouc of Holland. 'T he Commander made 
anſwer that we were Hellanders; but were then in the ſervice of 
the Duke of Genua , to whom the, Ships belong'd. After they had 
exchanged a few Wards together , the Commander aſfumed the 
liberty to, ask him, Where he had learned to ſpeak Durch ? I have 
been, quoth he, formerly in Eaft India yand was at that time a Slave 
to one /ohu Haas ,a Marriner, and intending for Holland , we were 
{urpriz'd with 'a diſmal Hurricano , which diſabled us of our 
Maſts , and made us 1n ſuch a Condition, that we were forced to 
put in hereto Calk, and fit us out againz but I having no great 
appetite to proceed on our Voyage, deſerted my Maſter, when I ſaw 
the Ship was ready-to ſail. Well / quoth the Captain ) was not your 
name Diembro. Yes, replies the King , do you know me? Why, ſaid 
the Captain, do younot know 1x 4aas? The King was hereupon 
in a great ſtupor , but viewing him thorowly began to remember his 
Countenance, and with that embraced and kiſled him. While they 
ſtood .mute a whule and-ftaring one anather-earneſtly . on. the face, 
both ſtupifyed at this ſtrange meeting , the King began. thankfully 
toacknowledge,how good a Maſter our. Commander had beento him, 
and preſented himall neceſſary Proviſion gratis : but the Commander 
courtcautly declined it ,faymg , He .cſtemed it a ſufficient Favour to 
exchange Wares, for Wares. The King ( according to the cuſtome 
of that Country ) preſented our men. the uſe of his Wives and Con- 
cubines ; who coming forth made choice of ſuch as they would

The foremaſt men ſeeing themſelves outwitted b the 
Commanders Politic, began to looſe their Courage, and after a ma- 
ture deliberation among themſelves, concluded it the ſafeſt way to 
ſurrender themſelves and Ship to the Commander. "This done, a 
Council of War was held , and the Captive Officers ({Yoogr himſeK 
only excluded )were brought into the great Cabin, where theCouncil, 
for the time being , was afſembled, and asked which they would 
rather chuſe, 'To burn with their Ship 3 or , To ſerve the Com- 
mander — without murmuring ?

ous in any Uproar, or the Occaſion of Tumult. Upon theſe Sup- 
plications the Council fat again, and came to this Reſult, That

Madazaſcar is diſtant from the Coalt of Cefale about 110 Leagues , 
and 44 from Moſambique. It lies in length Northeaſt and Southweſt ; 
reaching from about 12 degr. to 26 , Southerly Latitude; being abour 
220 Dutch leagues in length and 701n breadth, and conſequently 
reputed the largeſt Iſland in the whole World. Ir is alfo divided 
into ſeveral Provinces and Dominions, which are moſtly bounded and 
ſevered from each other ,.by Rivers. 

This Iſland is very fertile, and aftoards great plenty of Grain, as 
Wheat (or Mats) and Barly, as alſo Pulle, as Lentils Peale & Beans

It affoards alſo very rich Honey, va- 

riety of Gums , Medicinal Balſams , Oils, Roots and Herbs , nor may 

we ommit the commemoration of its'rich Mines, and variety of 

Metctals, though the beſt it affoards beyond other Places,is Steel. he 

Gold which is digged here,is much baſer than that of Peru, the Ounce 

not valuing above tcn Crowns.

ſtarve than be fed out of hand, There are alſo many Squirrels '*** +> 
Weſels and Civet Cats. They are. likewiſe annoyed with many 

forts of venemous Creatures and Vermin , as Scorpions , Spiders, 
Waſps and MyYlepedes , which are here ſo horribly fell , that the 

party ſtung falls 1mmediately intoa ſwound. 

T his Iſland 1s inhabited both by Whites and Negros , the former +, ;,. 
having long and lank hair , the latter alitle curled , and handſom babiran, 
bodied. There are alſo a ſort of tawny People that are not ** 
ſo well civiliz'd as the reſt , letting their hair and beards grow, ca,end 
which the other for the moſt part ſhave. Pefſart, 

T hey are in general a treacherous and fraudulent people , prone 
to Thievery , and greedy of Revenge, which they eſteem a lauda- 
ble vertue, and deem him a man of merit , who knows how toquit 
himſelf handſomly in vindication of a Quarrel'; but on the contrary 
he that -puts up an affront or injury done him , is held in great 
contempt , and ſtigmatiz'd for a Coward. They are by nature 
very fluggiſh,and inclined to Sloth, much given to Dancing andSing- 
ging. Theſe that are willing to take upon them any hard Imploy- 
ment or laborious exerciſc ,are ſuch as follow Husbandry , Smiths, 
- Carpenters , Fullers , Spinners , Weevers , Fiſhers and Fowlers. 
Their Smiths have a good way to temper Iron and Steel, and are 
very aQive in making Knives, Javelins, Pile-heads and Plyers to 
ln hair by the roots. They havealſo Silverſmiths , but ſuch as 
hardly deſerve the naming. 

Their Houſes are but little wooden Tabernacles, of one ſtory high rye 
and a firm Cicling ; yet at the Inaugurationof thoſe Cottages they Honſer 
make ſumptuous Banquets : So ſoon as the Houſe is complet 
the Owner invites all his Relations and Allies, with other acquain- 
tance to the ſaid Houſe , where they are entertained in folendid Y 
-manner : Yet this Treat 1s notat all chargeable to him , but rather 
. an advantageous mean ; for there is not any of theſe Gueſts who 
dare make pi appearance without ſome, Preſent , which he is to 
bring with him (as if it were at a Y/eftmerland wedding ) Some 
bring Gold , Silver , or Steel ;-ſome great Bowls with Corn, or 
perhaps Moveables and Furniture for the Houſe ; others Oxen, 
Sheep or other Belly-timber, So that in brief , none-ever comes 
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empty-handed ; by which means -the Builder has not only the 
Expences of his Feaſt reimburſ'd , but ſometimes more than what 
he haslaid out in ſuch a ſtupendious Fabric. Theſe Excenia , or 
Feaſts Dedicatory , do uſually hold for ſome days together , during 
which time they livean Epicurean life , in Luxury and Riot, Danc- 
ing , Singing and Playing. Moſt of their Houſe furniture is what 
properly belongs to the Kitchin : but as for Table, Stools , Benches, 


Table-cloth, Napkins, Beds and Cuſhions they never uſe any , and 


when they eatſit down humbly upon a Mar. 

The Common People goalmoſt naked , but theſe of the beſt rank 
are aparrelcd in different veſtures, to diſtinguiſh the ſexes; the men 
wearing Breaches which reach from the midleto the Calf of the leg , 
and from the midle upward a Cotton cloth ,4 almoſt like a Scorch 
Plad ) thrown careleſly about their ſhoulders , girded about the mid- 
dle with a Surcingle. The Women wear a Garb, with, and without, 
ſleeves, demitted to the knees , having alſoa kind of Drawers witha 
Girdleabout the body, and ſometimes a htle mantle thrown about 
their Shoulders. Their Cloths are moſtly of Cotton, Bombaſt,and Silk 
of yarious Colours, garniſhed with loops of Silk, which is of another 
colour than the Garment it ſelf. Both men and women go bare-headed, 
and barefoot, except one f&rt, whereofthe Man wears a Cap, ſome- 
thing reſembling that of a Jeſuit , and the Woman a Hood made 
after the form of a Pyramid, which comes down to the ſhoulders. 

Fheir Marriages are generally performed without many Ceremo- 
nies; and Polygamy allowed, . every man taking to himſelf fo many 
Wives as he thinks fit , or is capable to maintain. They are alſo caſi- 
ly divorced , Their men willnot ſtick todelight themſelves with the 
Wives of others , and the Women as inclinable to that way, asanyin 
the World, andare carefull to make uſe of every Opportunity they 
meet with: This they eſteem no ſin, but account it (if they cando it 
cunningly without being catch'd in the Fa&t )buta kind of Filching, 
Or yes of fa Theft,which may be expiated, with fome inconſidera- 
ble Prefent , or Gift. Their | Ones: women are alſo great Traders 
that Way; and without ſhamefaſtneſs will render themſelves pro- 
ſtitute, toany that will but give good wages, and thoſe generally 
moſt opplauded , which come off with moſt Gain: and if they intend 
ta marry will not give theirConſent to their Party,till they have _ 
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proof of his Manhood. "The Parents are delighted to ſee their Chil- ocr, 
drenaCtive in imitation , and yet notwithſtanding this licentious '*** 
ſenſuality be tolerated in the Action, yet they will be offended at their 
Daughters,if they utter any word without the limits of modeſty. 
hen any Perſon comes todie, the neareſt Friends and Allics, The: 

do bath the Corps ; and then adorned with Bracelets and Ear-rings , —— ; 
and wrapt in fine cloaths,is carried in a Mat to the place of burial. But 
the Funeral Rites of Perſons of the higheſt rank are performed with 
greater pomp ; for when one of ſuch Quality dies , he is alſo bath- 
ed after that manner as we have already faid ; which done they 
ſhave him, andif it be a Woman put a hood upon her head, and 
adorn her with precious ornaments. Then come 1n the neareſt Kin- 
dred, as Father, Mother and others of the Conſanguinity, with Wo- 
men , Children and Slaves, to bewail the Dead, making a lamentable 
howling and yelling;the tearstrickling down theCheeks. Others begin 
by way of Elogy to recite the Prayſes of the deceaſed Party , a O- 
thersto beat Drums , the reſt fall a fs Theſe Ceremonies ended, 
one of them addreſſes himſelf to the Corps, as if it were alive, Asking 
theſe, or the like Queſtions. 0h my dear Friend ! how cameſt thou todie ? 
Or , didſt thou want for any thing ? Hadſt not thou Cattel, Gold, Silver , Stec!, 
andother Goods enough? &c. When they have deplored the Departure of 
their Friend, anddanc'd the whole day, they killa Fatling or two, 
which is diſtributed among his Relations in the Evening. Solong as 
the Corps 1s above ground they burn light by it; and when they are 
ready to interr him, they cloſe him ina Coffin made of the Trunk of a 
Tree whichis fitly fhut up, and carried toalitle Cottage made on 
purpoſe, in the midle whereofis a Grave about 6 foot deep , here they 
lay him, and ſet by his ſide a Basket of Rice,a Tobacco-box,an Earth- 
en Pan, a Chaffin-diſh a ſuit of Apparrel, a Girdle, with what other 
things they conceive he ſhall have occaſion for, in ſach along and 
tedious Journey. Soſoon as they have done that,they roll a great ſtone 
to the door of his {epulchre, and ſacrifice ſome beaſt or other to the 
Devil , that they may not annoy or moleſt him on his way to Paradice. 

Ofall the Idolatrous Cuſtoms that I could obſerve among them , 1=pio= 
there is ſome Nation or other that hath parity with them ; But one _— 
Barbarous and inhuman PraCQtiſe they have, as peculiar and praper to ##circhi 
themſelves , that is , making away of their own Children. True it is 
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that in moſt places in India and Tartary, they make merchandiſe of 
their Children, and that by reaſon of their not beingina capacity of 
bringing them up , but never ( like thoſe of Aadagaſcar ) take away 
their lives. This they are induced to by an implicit Faith , being per- 
ſwaded by their Prietts, that they are born upon unhappy days , and 
ſhall be ſubjeX ro great mifery and affliciions ſolong as they live or 
that the Planet under which rhe Child is born, has ſome bad influence 
upon it; and having view'd the Palms of his hands, and his Face, 
make conclution that he will be either Thief, or Parricide , &c. Upon 
theſe and the like Occaſions , they deliver the Child over toa Slave, 
which he 1s to Carry out of the way , and throw.it into a Ditch or un- 
dera ' horn-hedge , where tho pyor Infant mult either dic of hun- 
ger, or be devourcd up of Dogs, or other Beafts of Prey. Others 
there are among thoſe Women , who when they are with 
Child if they find themſelves never'fſo litle out of. order , immedia- 
medaately afcribe the cauſe to the ill Nature of the unborn Babe, and 
either kill it before it come into the World, or to ſoon as it 1s born 
bury italive, and ſometimes throw it intothe Water. If a VVoman 
ſlave chance to prove with Child by her Patron, and be turned away ; 
ſo that ſhe be not able to bring it up, ſhe either ſtrangles, or diſpatches 
it before 1t come into the World : and ſometimes a white Wo- 
man having a Child bya Negro, it the ſecit reſemble the Father, or 
have curl'd hair: asalfo their Young-women , who make themſelves 
proſtitute for Gain,follow the like Courte, but commonly murther 
the Infant before it be barn , deeming it but aþurthen to them , and 
a hindrance of their Profeſſion. But befides all theſe inhuman Cu- 
ſtoms they have another no whit inferiour to thoſe already ſaid , that 
when the woman dies 1n Child-bed , the Child is thrown alive with 
the Mother into the Grave,ſaying. Berrer it is that the Child dies than to 
be brought up by ſtrangers. And becauſe ſo many days are by them held 
infortunate, almoſt half of the Children are difpatch'd, which 
with other occaſions already mentioned , is undoubtedly the reafon 
that this great, happy and moſt fruitfull Ifland is not very popu- 
lous,where not only Polygamy is allow'd, but alſo ſuch freedomgiven 
to the unmarricd to ſatisfy their luſt, and libidinous ends. Yet certain 
15 that thereis a Stock of people among them,who are more compal- 
ionate with their Young, and when they preſume that the Child 1s ſo 
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poſſeſſed , do only cauſe a Slave to carry it away and hideitTwhile,. 9<7- 
and ſoon after fetch it home again : afſoon as they have gat it home a- ***®* 
gain,they Sacrifice ſome beaſt,or Fowl,or perhaps ſhut it up ina Hen- 

rooſt , thinking thereby toafſwageand moderate the ill temper of the 
childs ſpirit, which otherwiſe would lead him to.fome unhappy end. 

. The Religion of the Madazaſears , 1s hardly worth recounting, — _ 
they being wholly Strangers both to Houſes of Worſhip , and allo Sn 
to Prayer. "They beleeve that there is a God who hath made both 
Heaven and Earth , but neither adore nor ſerve him » yet growing 
old or ſick , they make a kind of Confeſton to him, They alſo 
beleeve that there 15a Devil,who is the Oucafion of all evi], having the 
power of Life and Dcath in his hand , and that they muſt conterve 
2 perpetual Peace with him , by Worſhip and Sacrifice. Beſides their 
Qpinion that there 1s a God and an cvilSpirit,they havea thirdPower, 
which they call Dia» anazs, or Lord of Wealth, at whoſe diſpoſing 
will , they think that they are maderichand proſper in their affairs. 
They ſeem alfo to have ſome light of inviſible Angels , and of the farſt 
peopling of the World,after the Creation by Adam &Evw and the re- 
pcopling thereof, afterthe great Deluge by Neahzas alſo ſome glance of 
a Saviour, who was madea Pieculumyfor fore great offence committed 
by allmankind in general. They havealſo their Faſts and Holy-days.. 

Circumciſion 1salſoa rite in uſe with them , which they doatone +;,;, 
certain time of the yer , with great ſolemnity. The day before fircum- 
all the Friends and Acquaintance meet together , and drink Me- ** 
theglin till they grow raging mad : and then draw up upon the 
beating of a Drum,cxcrciſing with their Darts and * Afſagays ; the , 
Youngmen 2d Women all the time dancing in Maſquerado , and aſlgar, 
i the Evening conclude with a luxurious Banquer,, and open table © them 
for all that plcate ro come. At night the mother takes the child to _ " 
bed with her, ina little Houſe made for that purpoſe , about a moneth « &indof 


before the day of Circumciſion , by the Varher and Uncles of the 4,75 


* Child. Thenext morning by break of day , the Woman rifth , and « foes 


baths her ſelf, afterwards her child : which done ſhe dreſſes it with 2% 


Corral and Precious ſtones, and thereupon they fall a drumming 


again , after which a great ſilence 15 made, and all the Gueſts which 
are there, muſt withdraw , as alſo all ſuch as have any thing about 


their body that is red ; thinking that if ſuch were preicnt, the blood 
; $4 A ; 
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would not ftench. Afoon as all are withdrawn , except theſe that 


are nominated to aſſiſt, ' the Prieſt takes his knife, and ties a white 
towel about his left legg ; that done the Father and Uncles of the 
Child , take each of them a Child under the Arm, enter in at the 
Weſt-door, and outagain at the Eaſt ; and ſo fitting down;the Prieſt 
performs the work. If it be the Son ofa Slave or Bondwoman , the 


Prepuce is thrown away , but if otherwiſe , it is preſerved by the 


Uncle of the child , who lays it up in the Yelk of an Egg , for 
fome Inchantment , or other; theſe people being reputed very ative 
Exorciſts, and much inclined to Necromancy : and laſtly they 
apply a mixture of Cocks-blood and the juyce of ſome Herbs , to 
the wound ; which done they march home , with great Exultation 
and joy , and fo ends the Ceremony. 

This Ifland is divided into many Kingdoms and Dominions , 


ment and Which are the Occaſion of perpetual diſcord and warrsamong them. 
Policy. 


Their Arms are Bows and Arrows, Javelins, and Targets , which 
they can uſe expertly well. They are for matter of courage and 
valour ſecond to none; but fight without any Diſcipline or Order, 
breaking in with the main Battalion upon the Enemy , till they 
grow ſo confuſed , thar they cannot diſtinguiſh their own , from 
the contrary Party. During the time of War. They run out in 
ſmall Companies to plunder and pillage the Towns and Cottages 
of their Enemies , and afterward ſet them on fire. When the Man 
'is in Battel or under March , the Wife continually dances and 
fings , and will not ſleep, , or eatin her own Houſe , nor admitt 
of the Uſe of any other Man , unleſs ſhe be deſirous to be rid of 
her own 3 for they entertain this Opinion among them, That if they 
{ſuffer themſelves to be overcome with an #nteftin YYar at home, 
their Husbands muſt ſuffer tor it , being ingaged in a forreign Ex- 
peaition ; but on the contrary , if they behave themſelves chaſtly , 
and dance luſtily , that then their Husbands by ſome certain Sym- 
pathetical operation , will be able to vanquiſh all their Con- 
combatants. 

During the time of our aboad there , we ſaw the King Diembro + 
ſeveral times ingaged with his Enemy , who had a more powerfull 
Army than he , his own not exceeding 7000 men. So ſoon as the 
Enemy gave battel, Diembro with his Battalion ran upon him (after, 
they 
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they had done with the Javelins ) ina promiſcuous order , every 
one pitching upon his man , and after a ſhort Ingagement gave 
over , With the loſs of ſome of the beſt on each fide ; although 
Diembro , conſidering the great A—_ of men, had the better 
Succeſs , and honour of the Camp. When the Battel, was done , our 
party returned , with great Joy for the Day, , and. every one that 
could bring the Heads of the Champions ,. with whom they were 
particularly ingaged , laid them at the feet of the King , who 
either gave them a noble recompence , or honoured them with 
ſome Dignity. 
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They have a very quaint manner of 'making Peace. ' 'The The

Parties inclined to adjouſt their Quarrels ; ſend firſt a Herald ,- with »fibir 


Preſents , who defire to have communication with the Hoftility,

which when it is granted them , they nominate Time and Place where Peace, 


they may have conference , in order tobring their Diſcord to ſome 
amicable compoſure. The Meſſenger having performed his charge, 
returns to the King his Maſter', who gives the General order to put 
himſelf in a Poſtnreof marching ; the General in obedience thereto. 
muſters up all his Forces and fits '\down before' fome River, where 
the Enemy faces him on the Bank , on the other fide. When botli 
arties have made their appearance , they kill each of them a Bul- 
Jock ; "take out the Liver,and roaſt it, and fend each othera piece, 
which 1s interchangeably received andeaten'in preſence of the'He- 
ralds or Legates which are ſent on purpofetoſeethat the Ceremony 
be effe&tually performed, binding themſelves with a folemn Oath,and 
undera Curſe , neverto break the Truce which is agreed upon, be- 
tween them: andat the ſame time repeat ſome mutual Articles, 'as, 


Not to kill one anothers (Men. 

Not to ſteal one anothers Cattel, 

Not to burn Villages. 

Not to poyfon one anothers Rivers and Fountains. &c. 


And afterwards utter many bitter Execrations , as, Fhat the Liver 


they eat, may be their poyfon if they do not faithfully hold all the: 
Articles ſpecified both ſacred and 1nviolable. 
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The Author's departure from Madagaſcar , Arrival at Sumatra, Four Prizes 
belonging to Atchin raken. The beaſtly Senſuality of ſome of the Ships-coms+ 
pany , upon 4 Woman. The Ship whereon the Author was , taken as Prize, 
and brought up to Batavia, The men plundered , and their Cheſts broken 


vp. ' The Author adniitts bimſelf into the Service of the Eaſt India Company, 
his Voyage to Siam. Ar accurate deſcription of that Kingdom,

Aving ſtay'd fully 5 moneths at Madagaſcar , we ſet fail for 

Sumatra on the 16 of March 1649 , where we arrived on the 
12 of twne then following. We came to anchor in the Bay of Slaber 
where we exchanged ſome Commodities for Pepper and. other 
Spices. On this Coaſt we took two Iunks belonging to CAthir, 
but all the people jump'd over board,and fav'd themſelves , except 
one Woman , whom the 1:alians , raviſhed: , the Officers not able 


-to reſtrain them. The Woman after ſhe had been thus treated by 


theſe ſenſual. bruits ( that rather than todeny their beailly appetite, 
made a Baway bouſe of. our Ship ) was aftcr much. intreatics put 


- aſhoar , and delivered toher Husband,who inhumanly mangled her 


till ſhe dicd. | 

On-the 28 we weighed anchor , and ſet fail for 1udrepozra, tak- 
ing. by the way , two lunks more , loaden with Pepper ,, Camphir, 
and other Druggs and Spices. . On the 29 we atrived at /ndrapours , 
where we took 1n ſome neceſſary Proviſion and Refreſhments, think- 
ing by the way to meet with more ſmall Prizes , but had not 
our expectation. | 

On the 2 of July , we left 1ndraporra , and fo ſet fail for the 
Straits of Sundz. When wehad got the height of Toppers hook , we 
met 14 Sail of Ships , belonging to the Dutch Eaſt - india company, 
which were: ſent out by expreſs order of the General , and the 
Council, to bring us up ,-whether willing , or unwilling. So ſoon 
as our commander had received the Meſſage , he returned anſwer, 
That he was not under the command - of the General , and that 
If they. ſhould affail him , he was reſolved, to fight in his own 
defence. The Dutch commander was hereat in a doubt, and ſent to 


Batayiefor new Inſtructions. It wasnotlong before he got an Order 


from 
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from the General , with a Ship of War to athſt him in caſe o 
Oppofition : 'and thereupon imperiouſly commanded him to ſtrike, 
threatning to fire a whole tear of Guns in caſe of refuſal. Capt. 
Maze , who ſeeing himſelf now in-a great Strait, and the uneaſi- 
neſs of his Ships-folk, called together all the Officers , to con- 
ſult the matter , when afrer mature deliberation they concluded it 
more faſe to ſurrender themſelves, -and give their Maſters a true 
account of the buſineſs, ſeeing they were notable to defend them- 
ſelves againſt ſuch a number of Ships. This Reſolution was my 
acceptable to the Ships-company , who ſince that diviſion an 
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uproarat Madagaſcar , were ({tillat odds, continually jarring among. Thesbipe 


themſelves , {rene os for this, or the like oportunity. The Com- Um =_ 


pany now made Maſters of our Ships, brought them up to Bete-- the 


rreu- 


via, Where we arrived the 12 of ly. Our Ships outſaiF'd the reſt Putchy 


by far , we arriving at the Haven 6 or 8-hours before them; fo 
that if we had been willing , might have left them, and made our 
eſcape by night. 

On the 15 came Captain vender Meulen aboard , with an Or- 
der from the Heer wander Lim, then General, to take poſſeſſion 
of the Ship. Afſfoon as he was aboard, went into the great Cabin, 
where he examin'd us one by one. All the D#tch were brought ab. 
aft; and afterwards committed to the 7avans Corps du Garde, The 
1talians and other Strangers remain'd aboard, and in the mean while 
pillaged our Cheſts, and took all the money they could come ar. 
They being now at liberty and diſmiſſed , went every man where 
he beſt liked , the /z4t4ans moſtly to Goa, or Banthem, but the Hans. 
burgers and others imbarqu'd themſelves for Ewurope. Shortly after 
the Commander died, and by ſeveral tokens he had on his body , 
was ſuppoſed to be poyſoned; and as ſome conjecture was done 
by thoſe which were left aboard the Ship , when we were -car- 
ried aſhoar. After we had now lain about 14, days in ptiſon, we 
delivered a Petition , deſiring Inlargement; which was not only 
granted, but by Order of the General, all our Arrearages pay'd us 
to the utmoſt penny , and a Choice preferr'd us , Whether we 
would return home , or, Liſt our ſelves in the Companies fervice : 
ſome rather chuſed to go home, but I, with the moſt part of the 
men , accepted of the latter. Ihired.myſelf as Sailmaker , forthe 
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74n, Term of three years , at 18 Gild. per moneth. 

_ On the 15 January , I was put aboard the Black Bear , bound 
«: Siam. for Siam , Where we ſafely arrived,and caſt anchor in the Bay. 
Sir The Kingdom of $:am lies in the moſt Eaſterly part of Eaſt 
Siam de- [udia , from 7 to 8 degr. Northerly Latitude. There are many 
ſeries: Cities, and Towns of note in it, and thoſe very populous, among 
winch 1#aia 1s the chicf , being the Metropolis of India extra Gan- 
gem , and the city where the King has his Courtand Reſidence, 
't he land is very tertile , affoarding all that may ſerve for the de- 
I:ghr and ſuſtenance of human Bodies , the Fields ſtored with ma- 
ny ſorts. of Cattel ., the Rivers with Fiſh , and the Towns with 
Magazines of rich Merchandizes. The Inhabitants are of a tawny 
and yellowiſh complexion , and ſuperſtitious Pagans in\Religion ; 
as appears by their great Zeal, in adorning of their Temples , and 

{tr & R-verence for their Prieſts which are here too great and nu- 
me; ou; for the Laity. Their Government 1s Monarchical , and 
the King for many ages has been abſolute Sovereign , over this 
and the neighbouring Territories and Dominions , and that with 
as much Power , Grandour , and Reverence from the Subjett; as 
any Potentate or King , under the canopy of Heaven. In ſhort, 
Siam in regard of it's Fertility , Wealth , Number of Inhabitants, 
and ſubordinat Principalities , may paralel any other Empire in 
the Univerſe. | 

India , which (as we have already ſaid )is the Imperial Town 
of Siam, lies about 16 degrees Northerly Latitude from the e£9ua- 
tor , and is ſeated on one of the faireſt Rivers (without doubt in 
all the Eaſtern World , where a Ship of the greateſt burthen may 
come up cloſe to. the Kay, to load or unload , without fear of 
ſuſtaining dammage. 

The Ri- In going from the mouth of the River upwards about 30 
pwiorvy Leagues , we found ſeveral Inlets and ſwift Currents, which diſgorge 
ſome themſelves into this great and noble River , with abundance of 
- —_ fair Orchards, pleaſant and deleQable Groves, an infinit number 
«or, Of Villages, Religious Houſes, Hamlets, and other amiable Pro- 

ſpe&s; the Fields all the while caſting a fragrant ſmell from her ſpicy 
Flowers;and the Groves affoarded a moſt raviſhing melodie of Birds; 
warbling their wanton ſtrains , and chanting in the ſhades and __ 
ets, 
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kets , whither they retired to ſhelter themſelves from thetos powet- *, 
full raies of the ſcorching Sun , and thoſe anfwerod again by rhe 1 650. * 
ſoft whiſpering gales of the gentle Wind ,and the baſe murmurings 
of the great Cataractsand Water - falls ata diſtance, raiſ'd and de- 

reſl*d with the unconſtant turnings of the Wind : all which ſeemed 
to have ſuch Harmony, that it raviſh'd us as much, asever the re- 
nowned Theſſalian Tempe could the men of old. 

The Land is for the moſt part level , ofaclay and ſfandyearth; 
few Hills appear , or any thing elſe ſeems toſurmouat the Horizon, 
fave the high Towers and Pyramids , whereof we found an incre- 
dible number. | 

About 8 leagues up the River isa ſmall City, ofatriangularPlat- 
form, and environed with a wall , called Bawtok.: In the ſame Ciry 
is the Kings firſt Toll-or Cuſtome-houſe , which they call the Canon Cuſtone- 
Bankok , and every Ship and Junk to whomſoever they belong are **/* 
obliged to come to anchor there, and give in their information , apon © - * 
whataccount they come, and from whence; as alſo what Men and 
Goods they have aboard. — performed that Duty , they pay 
their Toll, and receive their Billet, with Letters of Conduct, to 
go ſo far up as they liſt , till they come within a League of 1udie , 
where the ſecond Toll-houſe is , called , the Canon Bantenau; and 
here they are a ſecond time bound to anchor , and exhibit their Coc- 
kets, which having ſhown, they have their liberty to go further. This 
ſecond Canon, 1s erected only to ſee that the Prince have his due, 
and to examin whether that the Stranger be not defrauded by the 
Commiſſioners of the firſt; and to give Licences to enter the Town, 
and traffique. It is allo to be underſtood , that when any Ship is 
outward bound , they are to pay their Toll at the Canon Bantenas. 
which at coming up was. the ſecond , now the firſt Cuſtome. * *ifieen 
Houſe; and are to paſs an Examen at the Cawon Bankokt , as they did + 
before at the other, without paying any thing , if they can manifeſt /olews 
by their Cocket , that they have already paid: and this eyery Veſſel rot 
how mean ſoever it be , 1s bound to do , or-1n caſe of refufal to wile 
forfeit Ship and Carga. | on

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fiderably ſtrong , with round Bulwarks after the old way ,-but af- 
ter its- manner very Stately and magnificent. Within the Town 
are ſome Thouſands of Temples, Cloyſters; and gilded Turrets, 
. which together do make a pompous ſhow. The ſtreets of this 
Cityare very long and fpatious, the Town it felf ſurrounded with 
a;\Riverabout z Musquet-ſhot in breadth, and divides it ſelf into 8 
ſtreams, at that place where the King has his Court and Reſt- 
dence. The Royal Palace is very magnificent and Coftly, ſtrongly 
walled about, and fortified , within alſo are very ſtately and nobles 
Appartments, a Fabric which for Workmanſhip and Riches ſur- 
paſſes all that ever I have ſeen in 1n4ia , and (certainly , for the 
Power and Grandour of the Prince , Splendour of the Palace , 
immenſe Wealth of the Inhabitants, Fertility of the Countrey, 
and Temperateneſs of the. Climate , 1t 1s iecond tono place in In- - 
aia, if China may be excluded. 

The Soll is very good, and the Land fertile , producing yearly 
a vaſt increaſe of Rice and other Corn; Irt is alſo rich of Cattel, 
as Kine, Hoggs, Buffels , Elks, Hares and Coneys , incredible 
Flocks of Deer , which are more hunted for their Hides than Car- 
caſes ,. they reckoning That one of the Staple commodities ,' and 
export many Thouſands yearly to Japon, and other places of Traf- 
fic , ſo that the main "Trading of the Compaay- there to [4por, 
conſiſts in that Merchandiſe. Wild-beafts are alſo here in great 
abundance, as, Elephants, Rhinocerots, Leopards, Tygres, and 
the like; asalfo all kinds of Fowl, both great and ſmall, that I 
have ſeen in Europe , Swans and Nightingales onely excepted, which 
I dare not be poſitive whether there be any or not. . Nor are the 
Rivers , as alſo the Sea without good ſtore of Fiſh, and that of 
many kinds: "The Sea-ſhore lies thick with Oiſters ,- and Lobſters, 
which are as delicate as they are plentifull. They uſe the Fiſhing 
Tradealſoasin other places, and make great profit, eſpecially in 
a kind of Scate, that they take chiefly for the Skin , which thoſe 


begre«t of [apon. hold in great eſteem. , paying ſometimes at the- rate of 
/ 50, or 60 Ducgts for one Skin, if it be choice and good; yet fuch is 
Skivz. the difference , that T have feen a hundred Pieces of Eight paid fora 
ſingle Skin, whilſt it has been known, that a whole hundred would 
\ Not yield 4 Rix-dollars, "Theſe Skins they firſt dry , and with 
great... 


— 
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great care pack them up, and ſo export them. There are alſo in 4x, 
this River many Crocodiles, which the Siamers call Cayman, and '** 
uſe them for Phyſic. There are alſo many venemous Creatures as crocodi. 
Serpents , Adders , Scorpions and Snakes. It exuberates, beſides '**/4 


the ſeveral Produdts already mentioned, in Sugar, Ot, Kitchin- 
and Medicinal herbs, and various kinds of Fruit: and in a word 
Siam is ſo well provided by nature of it ſelf that the Inhabitants may 
ſupply themſelves with what 1s neceſſary for human Life, and Re- 
creation, without the means of exotic Commerce, and 1mporta- 
tion of forreign Commodities. 


CHAP. 1V. 


The Nature 4nd Way of living of the Siamers. Their ſeveral Trades and Pro- 
feſſion. Travail of their Merchants. Government and Politie. The great 
State of the Emperour, and Magnificency of his Throne: his Cavalcade, and 
manner of chewing himſelf to his People. The Riches of his Veſſels, the Ele- 
phants ſerved in Gold and Silver. The Wars about the white Elephant, againſt 
Ava and Pegy, - 


= as I ſaid before , is very populous, and the Inhabitants 
generally of a good and free diſpoſition. They Negotiate 
ſtrongly in every kind of Merchandiſe, whereof they can make a pro- 
fit, and that more eſpecially within Land. 

They are great mcouragersof Art and Artiſts, efpecially the Me- 
chanicks , and ſuch as they cannot well want, as Houſe-and Ship- 
Carpenters, Maſons, Smiths, Braziers, Founders; Turners , 
Plummers, Pewterers, Painters , Carvers , Gold-Smiths, Fullers, 
Sawiers , ! az fron » Weevers, and an infinit number of Jewellers 
and Lapidaries;. Nor are they without their Phyſicians ,- Chirur« 
-yeons, and Lawiers, after their own manner. Here are alſo Ped- 
wy by Thouſands, that travail from Town to Town, like ſuch 
as follow the Fairs in Europe ; theſe: have no faſt dwelling, bur 
are in motion the whole year round, and ſleep always in the booths 
which they erect whereſoever they come. Fiſhing and Husbandry 
axewell promoted, forevery man , be he neverſomean', if he have 
D- 3. 
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74%, 1 faſt Reſidence , has his Lands, either leſs or more, which are 


cultivated with all imaginable diligence, as appears by the yearl 
Product of Grain, which not only ſupplies themſelves , but rw 
ſo exported into other Countreys, as well on the main Continent, 
as the adjacent Iflands. And ſo cheap 1s all manner of neceſſary 
Proviſion and ſuſtenance, that Labourers and common Slaves will 
work any ſervile work for 34 a Day. 

Every City has a Pretor, or Deputy , who derives his power 
from the King , and with a Council of Aſliiſtance is to determin 
of all Matters and Aﬀeauirs ,- as well Civil as Criminal. The ſame 
Pretor , or Vice-roy has alſo charge over the Imperial Revenues, 
Tolls, and Cuſtoms, toſee that they be payd without defrauding 
of the King , and that the Sub-commiſſioners of the ſaid Duties 
do not exad& upon Forreigners, that are not acquainted with the 
Rates 1mpoſed upon their Goods. This Officer , as alſo every 
Officer of State, is only to continue three years in one place, and 
at theexpiration of that term, 1s either removed to a place of grea- 
ter 'Truſt and Eminency, or has his Diſcharge ſent him. Their 
Suits at Law are preſently broughttoanend, and Sentence paſſ'd 
according to equity , without regard to the Degree and Quality of 
the Parties; the Client firſt going to a Notary, and has his caſe 
fairly ſtated , which then is brought to an Advocate , who 1s to 
diſcuſs and comment it before the Pretor , as in moſt places in 
Europe : with this difterence only, that the Advocate or Attorn 
has the power to continue or give over the Suit, as he thinks fit; 
which is ordained to prevent tedious Appeals , and perpetual 
clamours at Court. Criminat Aﬀairsare puniſhed ſeverely enough, 
eſpecially, Treaſon and Murther , nor do they diſpence with any 
places of Refuge, or Sancuary , for the Perpetratours of ſuch 
enormous Crimes. 

There 1s no Potentate in the Eaſt may paralel this Emperour for 
Magnificence and Pomp. He never ſets his foot upon the Earth, but 
is carried on a Throne of Gold , from place toplace; and uſually 
appears once a day before his Peers and Grandees , which always 
attend the Court : theſe ſhow him all imaginable Reverence, and 
aſcribe him ſuch honouras accrews to no Mortal. When any deſires 
to ſpeak with hun , ſo foon as hegets admiſſion, preſents hunſelf 
upon 
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his Harangue, whic'1is alwaies done with a ſubmiſlive voice , and 
at the end of every Sentence, rehearſes his Title, Jaoua Tjauw 
PexrxE BotveE Tjauw Jaova , which by an Idiotiſm of our 


own , 1s King of Kings, and Lord of Lords. His ſupreme "Throne is of Scety 


maſlive Gold,made after the form ofa Pyramid , and fo contrived 
that none can ſee him aſcend. On each ſide of the Throne ſtand fe- 
veral Statues, and Creatures of monſtrous ſhapes ; as 1s recorded of 
the Judgment-ſeat of Solomon , which was guarded with Lions. His 
Perion 1s ſecured with a very noble Guard, and well arm'd ; ſeveral 
Elephants alwaies ready in the inner court of the Pallace alfo,tor his 
Pleaſure and Service upon occaſion; theſe are mounted with Trap- 
pings of rich Silk, fimbriated and imboſſed with Gold, and pre- 
Ccious Stones. 

When he goes abroad to viſit his Pagods and Religious Houſes, 
or to take his Divertiſement ( which 1s ordinarily twice or thrice 


. every year) heis attended witharinfinit Retinue of Grandees, and 


Officers at Court , as alſo: all his Wives and Concubines , which 
are very numerous , all mounted upon Elephants. When this Set- 
ting forth is not performed with a Cavalcade,but by Water; there 
are a certain number of Praws, brought up cloſe to the Pallace. 
Theſe are almoſt like a Barge , but far greater , having 20 or 30 
Oars a piece , with 5 men to an Oar; without they are richly gil- 
ded and charged with Feſtons and Foliages on a diapered ground. 
Others there are leſs noble and rich , which ſerve onlyto tranſport 
the Soldateſque , and aboard every Praw are ſeveral that play upon 
Wind Inſtruments and Drums ,which makea confuſed noyſe; Upon 
the hearing ofthis, every one, whether Citizen or Peaſant, Free- 
man or Slave, Young or Old , is injoyned to come forth and fall 
proſtrate , with all imaginable Reverence, upon very ſevere Pena]- 
ties , according to the Quality and Diſcretion of the Party. This 
InjunCtion is obſerved very ſtritly , and certain Officers ordained 
to take notice of the Delinquents , whoſe Rule1s-Arbitrary , and 
Meſures ſudden ; they are ſo corre& in puniſhing ſuch that few 
eſcape ; I my ſelf having ſeen , while I was there , fome two or 


three beheaded with a Scimitar ,only for being tooremiſs , in doing 
Wor-

and that with ſuch Majeſtie, creates great Loyalty and veneration 
in the heart of the Subjects for their Prince: and ſurely the concluſion 
and cffeCt of every Maxim in Politic Aﬀairs is the ſecureſt Index ; or 
DiſtinCtion from a Contrary , which almoſt all the Kingdoms and 
Dominions of the Eaſt aftoard an Example of, and more notedly the 
Sophy of Perſia, who when with a huge Retinue he makes a Caval- - 
cade ( which might ſeem to be for noother end than to be ſeen) none 
dare preſume to appear in the ſtreet , upon pain of Death; of which 
more hereafter. | 
Graz Gold is here in ſuch plenty that not only Plates, Chargers , Gob- 
pen ff lets, Bowls , Baſons , Lavers , and whatſoever els is uſefull for 
the-Kings Table , is allof ſolid Gold , but alſo greater veſſels in the 
Kitchin ; which had I not ſeen them my ſelf , ſhould have held it 
The te. Incredible , if the weight and greatneſs had truly been reported. 
pbems But what 1s yet more, the white Elephant, withthe reſt ( which 
_— {# are about 6 or 8 in N umber) kept.within the Palace , -areſerv'd in 
'Siver, Gold and Silver. The Gallantry of the Court , andthe gorgeous 
attire of the Courtiers, is unſpeakeably rich. And to be brief, if 
I ſhould repeat the Maicſty of that Prince in Power and Command, 
The profuſe Emulation of the Courtiers in Embroydery, Jewels 
and other coſtly Ornaments , and the Magnificent Structure of the 
Palace and other ſtately Fabrics ; I ſhould either prove too weak, in 
the performance of ſuch a Province, or, hazard my reputation, in 
giving a Narrative of the Pomp which I have inreality beheld , to 
ſuch as have not ſeen it', who would inall probability be too time- 
rous to take things of that nature upon Credit. Thus I ſhall only 
add, that rather than to be undeſervedly tax'd with hyperbelizing 
Froth , Tle content -my ſelf with a recommendation thereof to 
other-modeſt Gentlemen -that have been there, and publiſhed their 
Journals for the _ peruſalof the Curious in general. 
of their The preſent King of Stam , has lived in great peace and tran- 
ye; quillity , ever ſince he firſt ſway'd the Scepter : But in thetime of 
the late King , that nation has been deeply ingaged in forreign 
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troubles : Specially with Pegu , CAvaand Lang jander , partly outof , F AN 


the ambitious minds of thoſe Princes , and partly out of a ſordid 
covetouſneſs ; as of the king of Pegu , who indeavoured to make 
himſelf Maſter of the white Elephant , which he of S;am had : but Quic- 
after the depopulation of the countreys, and loſs of many thouſand Ji9 <«- 
Souls,they made Peace upon ſtrict Articles. mole 
In the year 1648, the King of Mvawith the aſſiſtance of a neigh. Funur 
bouring Potentate , invaded part of Siam , and took in ſome open © 
Villages, and Towns of ſmaller note; but the king of $:4m coming to 
have notice of this ſu4denExpedition,levies anArmy of 200000 men, 
or upwards , marching himſelf at the head in Perſon; and encamped _ 
about 2 English Miles from the Enemy , where without cither Battel 
or Skirmiſh they lay for 3 Moneths , when the Enemy not finding 
himſelf able to continue longer in camp, for want of Proviſion, 
and Recruits of men , was fain to break up; and march homewards. 
Thoſe of Parany had ſent Ten Thouſand men , all well diſciplin'd 
and arm'd , for Auxiliaries 1n the Service of the king of Siam; but 
thoſe arrived too late, the King being juſt upon his March for 14a; 
whe:e about 20 days after , he was Solemnly fetch'd in by his Nobles 
with great Triumph and Joy, as if he had obtained ſome notable Vi- 
tory : and certainly it was the moſt prudent courſe he could have 
taken, to ſpare his own people, by ſhunning the Blood-ſhed of fo 
many innocent ſouls , vanquiſhing the Hoſtility by the reſtraint 
of his Arms ; and in making himſelf formidable with the greatneſs of 
his Battalions. There was alſoa Navy of Twenty Thouſand Praws, 
preſſed for the behoof of the Army , to tranſport the Baggage and 
Proviſion ; and beſides the ſtanding Militia and Voluntairs, 52000 
Citizens preſſ”d tor this Expedition , whom the King allowed Rice 
for Vittualling , the reſt they were to take care for themſelves. The 
Mandate was no ſooner out , but this Body was completed , which 
gave occaſion of wonder, to ſome, when they obſerved the rea- 
dineſs and obedience of thoſe Pagans to their lawfull Soveraign. The 
weapons uſed then for that Diſpatch, were moſtly fire-arms , and 
about 20 Pieces of Ordnance , which were committed to the charge 
of 2 expert Gunners; beſides 5 Thouſand Elephants,and 2 Thouſand 
Horſe ; thoſe that were mounted on Elephants were armed with 


Bows, Arrows and Darts, and the Cavalry with Fire-locks, Sci- 
marcars 
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matars and Bucklers , which Armory is alwaies ready for uſe in thc 
Kings Repoſitory. As for Powder they are never ata loſs thro want 
of it , having ſuch pleaty of Salt-peter, which is the main Ingredient 
thereof : ſo that it 15 moſt certain , the &/ammers are never deſtitute 
of any neceſſary Ammunition for War,either upon offenſiv or defenſiv 
Occations. Nor yet ſecond to any for true valour and courage , 
which is checked by a prudent Condud@t,and politic Direction of their 
Power ; and thereby the Prince , and the leading Officers of the 
Army , become dreadtull to the N eighbouring Potentates abroad , 
and awfull co the Subject at home.

occaſion of War: but as we have already mentioned, the Solda- —_ 
reſque have no Pay from the King , except a certain allowance ad 
of Rice , and what Spoil they can take from the Enemy ; and fe 
theſe, although they goe under the Denomination of Soldiers, yet _ 
are but Slaves at beſt, being imployed in all fervile uſes , as Labou- 
rers; when, and where, the King commands.

them in time of need. Yet notwithſtanding thoſe heavy burthens 
impoſed on the Commonalty , in the performance whereof they 

are not found remiſs, or tardy , they bring up above twenty *Tun &«9,,,, 
of Gold yearly, for Offerings to their Pagods , and the behoof of Tu: , 
the Spiritual ; inſomuch that the Pricſts, with the large Offerings 7mm 
of the King, and Liberalityof the People, grow richand in great ”_ 
eſteem , netwithſtanding their being 10 numerous in this King- 

dom. : 

The King and Pcople embrace no other Religion than barel 
Genrtiliſm , which, as appears by the ruins of Monaſteries and Cells 
every where , has been anciently profeſſed among them. Their 
Ceremonies they ſeem to have borrowed from the Roman, or Greet: 
Church, which they ape, as near as may be, with reſervation of 
Paganiſm. They are inceſlantly building , repairing and adorn- 
ing the Temples of their Pagods , founding Cloyſters, and ecefting 
of” Pyramids; wherin they ſpare not for money : for though they 
ſpend their whole Eſtates , about them, they mult be gilded without, 
and richly hung within. Their 89277, or Prieſts, are diſtinguiſhed 
from the Laity by a yellow Veſture, and thoſe again differing 
among hankire: by certain Badges, or tokens , denoting their 
degrees: Their Beards, Head and Eiebrows are always ſhaven. Ac- 


cording to their Order, they may not handle Money, Marry, nor 


make uſe of Women , upon ſeyere Penalties; for ifany be taken, 
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in company with a Female, heis burn'd alive, or. at b:{it baniſhed 
the Kingdomduring the Termof Life; and certainly if their Cod- 
piece were not faſtned with ſuch aheavy Padlock ; the Laymens 
Wives and Daughters could never be fſccure, from that peſtifer- 
ous rout? Tis true by their Rule they ar not to handle money, 
yet hike the Jeſuits , have accumulated to them{elves vaſt Treaſures, 
which arc accompanied with a great reverence and honour 
from the Commonalty, who whether they have ſuſtenance for their 
Family and Children at home, will not ſec th Bonzs deſtitute. of 
what he has a mind to , whether it be in Victuals or Apparrel. 
Their Function is to exhort and teach the Paople , for which cnd 
they have certain LeCtures, four times every moon, and at that 
tim? ſet open the Temples, where all the pcople reſort , and meet 
in due order. So ſoon as they have buzz'd overa few formal words, 
_ begin a kind of Admonition , inſiſting upon ſeveral good works 
and moral vertues , but eſpecially to be liberal to the Boxzi , or 
Prieſts, and the Pageds : How far this prevails upon them appears 


truly in their free-will offerings , which are indeed very conſide- ,' 


rable, in Gold, Silver, Garments and Meat , which the Boxzz then 
receive at the Offertory , promiſing to make ſome new Gods there- 
with , oradorn the O1d. | 

At morning and at night they go to prayers, which they re- 
hearſe with a loud voice , that any ſtranger thereto induced by 
curioſity, may be permitted” to ſee and hear. They go allo to 
viſit the Sick, and pray for the Deceaſed, with great ſobbings , and 
tokens of ſorrow. When they have done Prayer they ling all to- 
gether ina Chorus, in the * Pegs or Borneo Tongue, and that with 


«e their a, tolerable good Harmony ; that done, they walk leiſurely towards 
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the head of the Temple, and kiſs rhe Pagods. The Pagods are 1ma- 
ges of divers ſorts of Metalls, as ſome of Gold , Silverand Braſs, 
others of Woodor Stone. In the Cathedral of 14diz are twelve Pageds 
ofa vaſt Bigneſs, ſitting all croſs legged , like Taylors upon.a Ta- 
ble: the chief chat was 13 fathom high, as he ſat, being ofa 
due Symmetry and Analogy , through all his members. This is uſu- 
ally called by the D:ch , Ben gzooten Afgodt van DOSD , that 
IS , The great Idol of SOES.. Thereſt were ſomewhat leſs than this,

Good materials for building in Siam, Their manner of Houſe-keeping, and enter- 
tainment of Friends. Neatneſs and cleanlineſs in their Houſes and Bodies, Their 
way of dreſſing themſelves , both men and Women. Strange Contratts of matri- 
mony. Early marriage. Education of their Children. Learning and learned 
menhad in great veneration. Rites about their deceaſed. Urbanity in their Con- 
verſation.

Iam has of it ſelf whatſoever is requiſite in bulding either for Hou- gg 

ſes or Shipping: they neither want Lime, Stone, Lead, Iron,nor Too 
Wood, or whatſoever elſe is neceſſary. Yet notwithitanding Stone be beitden 
here in plenty enough, yet they build their Dwelling-houſes moſtly #* Siam, 
of Wood , and reſerve Stone for the uſe of their Pagods , Temples , 
Pyramids, Fortifications and other Public Edifices. Their Houſes 
they cover with Tiles, and within haveſeveral Appartments , as we yy 
have in Ewrope, TT hey uſe not many moveables in their Houſes neither hrping 
uſe they Benches , Stools , or Tables. Their Floors areall ſpread with £9 
Matts which they uſe for cleanlineſs , and upon theſe they ſit down. men: of 
But if a perſon of Eminency comes to viſit them they honour him #rieds. 
with another Matt, orelſe an Arabian Carpet , which isof cxcellent- 
ly well wrought Tapeſtry. When heis ſet, they give him Fair-water # ,,c,- 
in Gold or [Silver Goblets, and a * Siery Pizang , which 1s the chief ferin ths 
thing wherewith they careſs their Friends. They are very nice and 5 
curious about their Veſlels in the Kitchin and Diſhes , which for the late in 
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Mott part arc ot Lrats 5 an of ancarf 2ſhion | but cc nc erally chaſed. 
hey bo alſo. ry cleanly 1n their C hamber, and ſurpaſi any other 
Peop ole that I have : ſeen, cither before or ſince. The 2y keep their bo- 
dics cleancr tan tone Turks themſelves , and bath themſelves ofter 
than they cat, which 15 not only their Head , Hands and Feet, as 
was the Cuſton 'c of the Talmudiſts , and thoſe under the LevitiCal 
Law , but all oycr: which being foge , they anoint themſclves with 
perfume d Confettures, made of fragrant Spices , and Herbs. Some of 
them I have known uſean Oyntment made of Xylaloes, or , wood of 
Aloes , Sandal , Musk , and Ambcrgreece, t:mpercd with Roſc- 
watcr , which befides the delectable odour it renders , 1s a great 
Preſervative againſt epidemical and pcſtilential Airs. 

Whenſoever their Devotion moves them to go and viſit their 
Friends , or the Pagods , which they frequently adorc, they bath 
and anoint themſelyes after this wiſe, and afterwards , attire them- 
{clves in a Garb peculiar to ſuch Sol:zmnitics : the Men have all their 
fingers loaden with gold Rings , as many as they can well put on, 
W irhout h:ndring the duc uſe of their Joynts, and a long Cotton 
Robe , or Caflock, of divers colours cither ſo woven , or pain- 
red ; which appears very gorgeouſly : this is their Habit from the 
middle downward ; under that they wear a Shirt of very fine Linnen , 
or Cotton, of red \ white, or other colours: above the middle a kind of 
Surplice, with wide ſleeves ( like the Gown of a Batchlour of Art 
in our Univerſities) Head , Handsand Fect are all bare. 

The Women have their hair tied up1na round ball, on the crown 
of the head, faſtned with a golden Bodkin, 5 or6 inches long. At 
their Ears they hang Pendants of Gold about a finger long , which 
are faſtned to the Tips of their Ears , by great wide holes, bored 
when they are Young, the head where they faſten the Peadene i 1S 
ſet with Precious ſtones, as Ruby , Diamond, Amethiſt, Emerald or 
Pearls. Beſides the Rings , which are alſo ſet with Diamonds , Of 
other Stones , and ſometimes plain , they wear others about their 
arms , which are maſſie and ponderous. They wear alſo a long Veſture 
of 7 or 8 foot long , and6 or 7 broad, painted of divers colours , 
being faſtned with 2 Surcingle about 6 tootlong , wound round 
their body , which 1s neatly embroidered with Gold ; From the 


- middle upward they haye nothing but a Cotton-cloth, ora Scarfof 
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39 
coloured Silk which they throw about their ſhoulders ro cover 14%, 
their breaſts. To be brief the Habit of Men and Women, as well as *** 
Children , is as coſtly as gaudy , and their Perſons of a very hand- 
ſom ſtature , but rather with the ſhorteſt ; fo that with the ſtatelineſs 
of attire , and)comclineſs of bodic, they preſent better than thoſe of 
China or lapon When they walk the ſtreets, they areatteaded with 
4 retinue of 'Slavcs conformable to their Rank and Avilitic zwiuch arc 
alſo in gentilc habit. 

The Siammers , although Pagans, have a ſacred veneration for | 
Matrimony , and are generally very chaſt; Yet they do not eſteem Ow 
it a diſhonour or ſhame to be Adulterers. Whorcdom 1s in fome:rc- Siam. 
gard diſpenced w:th ( or at leaſt connived at ) nevertheleſs they 35: 
are not much inclined to Venery , but content themlelves with ſuch 
as they are ingaged to by Wedlock : and in their honeſt demeanor 
towards their Fo full Conlorts (of whether ſex it be meant ) may 
convince moſt of us , that profeſs the Faith of Chriſt : The conjugal 
Love of Man and Wile 1s ſo mutually obſerved on both ſides, and 
the filial Duty of Children towards their Parents , fo reciprocally 
paid, that ſome who pretend to a more than natural Light,need not to 
reckon thoſe too mean a precedent for Morality. The parents are ve- 
ry carefull to educate their children , when they are young, and the 
children diligent in nouriſhing and providing for their parents , 
when they are grown aged, and unable to help themſelves. 

A Batchlour deſirous to marry,and conſequently having ſettled his 
thoughts upon a Maid , muſt addreſs himſelf (or ſend ſome friend) to 
the Father of the party , or having none;to her Guardian , and not the 
Maid her ſelf , with whom they may not converſe; and theſe are to 
treat together upon the matter. But it is more uſual , that the Parents 
of both the parties make the Overture,among themſelves. "They have 
no reſpect to Conſanguinity or Affinity , but marry ſometimes with 
the neareſt relations they have , Brother and Siſter only excluded, 
unleſs they have different Mothers. But to ſtrangers they rarely mar- 
ry, although it were to a Family of a better rank or Fortune. They 
look much after Wealth and Beauty , but not ſo much after 
vertuous Inclinations, as we do; neither are they prone to beled 
aſide with affability , or flattery , as ſometimes happens among us , 
which tends frequently to a future diſcontent and irrevocable cala- 
nurv. 
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mity. Now as the: Parents alwaies make up the Marriage, fo 
the young couple may not of themſelves diſſolve it ; and the bet- 
ter to avoid any diſſatisfaction, which may ariſe from the dislike 
that the one may have of the other, they are generally married 
before they come to maturity , when they are not capable of judg- 
ing, as at 1o years of age. I have ſeen a Couple marricd , the 
man at 12 and the Woman not fully 9. Another couple I have 
known, who had 2 Children, and both their ages could not make * 
up 25 years. Polygamy 1s hereallowed, forevery man may marry 
ſo many Wives as he liſts, unleſs he be under ſome particular 
obligation to the contrary. They are ſometimes divorced for ſlen- 
der reaſons , but alwaies when they cannot procreate Children 
and being ſeperate they may ſeverally marry again. Their Mar- 
riages are not confirmed by the Spiritual, but Temporal Magiſtrate; 
yet always the Pricſt , mult be preſent to do Sacrifice on behalfe 
both the Parties, They are very punctual in obſerving all the Ar- 
ticles ſpecified in the Covenant of Matrimony , without the con- 
ſtringency of the Law. They regulate themielves in Hous-keep- 
ing, Education of their Children and the like , moſtly after the 
Law of Nature, without reſtraint or compulſion. Their Children 
are very flexible and obedient , without beating or other ſevere 
chaſtiſement. When they are young their Parents commit them 
to the Boyzi, who inſtruct them in all Sciences and good manners; 
as alſo mechanical Profeſſions and Trades , whereby they after- -

The 
Aſhes they conſerve inan Urn, which they incloſe in a Pyramid, 
erected to the Memory of the Deceaſed : others out of Zeal cauſe 
Churches and Monaſteries to be built! ; or bequeath large Reve- 
nues to the Pagods and Boxzi: nay , there 1s hardly a Slave among 
them but gives ſomething for Religious uſes, or perhaps all that 
he was maſter of ; and upon theſe accaſions they are burned at the 
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charges of the Convent. Thoſe that die of any diſeaſe which they 74% 
repute unclean as Small-pox , Feavers, &c. are not burned, but _ 
either thrown into a River with a ſtone about their neck , or gi- 

ven to the Beaſts of prey. The ſame they do with Children,if they 
come to die before a certain age, for that they ſay , That for want 

of diſcretion they could not rightly Worſhip their Deity,and con- 
ſequently do not deſerve an Urn. \/ 

They are of a very liberal nature, and civilto converſe withall, Urt«ny 
but eſpecially to Strangers. Englich, Portugueezes , Hollanders , and _— 
Moors , without reſpeCt to their Profeſſion , have liberal acceſs to en- tion 
ter, mhabit and trafhc in the Land, by order of the King; and 
enjoy as much Liberty , and benefit of the Law, as his own na- 
tural ſubje&ts; which draws abundance of Forreigners , from all 
Countreys , who come thither , either upon the account of Com- 
merce, or to ſeek Protettion. "This concurrency of ſo many ſeve- 
ral ſorts of People doth not only daily teach new Politie , but ren- 
ders the Prince formidable to his neigbouring Potentates , who 
know his Kingdom to be ſo populous and x 4 people ſo deeply 
ingaged to their ——_ 

The Crown 1s ſucceſhiv, yet during the minority of the Heir _ The 
- (which is at 15 years) the Uncle, or ſome Guardian nominated j%.. 
by the King , takes place as Adminiſtrator : By this Precedent 1. 
alſo are all the Officers in the Kingdom regulated, that are ſuc- 
ceſliy. 


CHAP. VIII. 


The Sieur wan Muyden invited to the Exequies of the Princeſs, A ſtately Scaf- , 
fold erefted for the Solemnity of the day. A magnificent and ſumpruous Altar © 
Ornaments of the Corps. The Train attending the Ceremony: Order of the 
ſame. Money thrown among the People. Stages eretted for the Almoſners. 
Artificial Fireworks. Thevaſt Charges of this Preparation. 


N the 23 of February, the Sieur va» Muyden, Conſul for the ;,,,... 
Company ,. was ſent for , by two Interpreters , to wait upon 164. F 
the King; who invited him to attend the Ceremony of burning 
the Corps of his ſole legitimat __ I went my ſelf alſo 


to 
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FeBR, to ſec the Exequies performed , but by the remiſlneſs of the Meſſen-= 
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gers, came too late to ſee the Train; for the Corps was brought to 
the place , before we got thither ; but yet came 1n timcenough to 
gct to tie {tage, which was crected for us. On the middle of the Para- 
de before the pallacc , were erected 5 "Towers; upon each Tower 
a poll, chat which ſtood in the middeſt was 3o fathom high, the 
other 4 that ſtood in a quadrangular form , cach 20 fathom. The 
Fabric of thoſe Towers was very artificial : Round about under the 
Architraves , they were neatly painted with Foliage , raiſ'd with 
Gold , and depregg'd with Umber and burn'd Ivory. On the Stylo- 
bat were carved Hcads of Leopards, 'Tygres and Panthers. Under 
the Projecture , Supporters in antic-work , and emblemarical to that 
occalion; the Scima, or Corniſh with cloſe Leaves ſuitable to the Phriſe 
and Architrave, but could not at the diſtance I was at , perceive 
whether it was carv'd or painted. Within the great Tower which 
ſtood in the midle , was a very coftly Altar , covered with Gold , 
and ſet with Sapphirs and other ſtones , being about 6 foot high from 
the Ground. Upon this Altar was the Corps of the Young Lad 
laid , afterit had lay imbalmed about 6 Moneths within the Pallace. 
The Body was attired in a Royal Garb, with Gold chains , Bracelets 
and Collars of Gold,and faſtned with Diamonds.She was ſet in a Cof- 
fin of ſolid Gold, in. which ſhe fate upright, with her Hands con- 
joyned, and her face looking upwards : upon her head was a Crown 
of Gold , veryrichly ſet with ſtones. 'Then cameall the cAtandorins, 
or, Grandees of the Nation, with their Ladies,attired in White,with- 
out any ornament , for White is their Mourning colour ; they feigned 
themſelves ſorrowfull for the Dead , and paſling by ſtrow'd the 
Corps , with Flowers and odorous Waters, When theſe Ceremo- 
nies were done,the Corps was brought out of the 'Tower,and ſet upon 
a Chariot of Triumph, richly gilded, and ſhown to the Grandees of 
the Empire , whereupon all the Ladies began to weep aloud :, which 
was not altogether real , but feigned; every one emalating toſhow 
a greater appearance of Sorrow than the reſt; which was withifach 
carneſtneſs , that it might have been heard all through the Town. 
After the Chariot had ſtood there about 2 ſhorthours , it was re- 
moved to another place, where the Body was to beburned; and was 
followed by the cManabrins,, and their Ladies ; who went ſoftlyafter. 
| "> 
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In the firſt rank went the Kings eldeſt fon , aged about twenty Years, FEBR. 
who was only brother to the Deceaſed , and was mounted upona '*? 
Young Elephant all in White: next him were two brethren of his, 

by another Queen , mounted alſo upon Elephants, on each ſide one : 

each of theſe had a long filk Scarf faſtned to the Herfe , in their 

hand. On each fide the Herſe were 14of the Kings Sons, with green 

twigs of palm in their Hands, whoall thetime went in a heavy po- 

ſture , their cics dejected to the Ground, framing a ſad Countenance, 

and uttering many ſighs and expreſſions of Sorrow. On each ſide 

of the way , by which the Herſe muſt paſs (that was about 6 foot 
broad ) were erected ſcveral ſtages , for the Mandorins of a meaner 

rank. Theſe at the paſling by of the Herlſe, threw Oranges among 

the common people; in ſome of which were * Ficols, and + @Maſes. I 
this occaſioned ſuch athrong of People, that ſeveral lay under foot, of _ 
and 7 Perſons trodden to death. When they were come to the Altar, Fins 
the Corps was taken down by the <Mandorins, with Waits and Wind- _ 
Muſic , which made 2 melancholic noiſe ; and was carried with ling _ 
great Solemnity to the Altar ; where it was ſet down , and laid round hoe 
with aromatic Woods , and Drugs , amongſt which was poured Ficol, 
many ſorts of perfumes and odorous balſams. When this was done 

the Princes of the blood , and the AMarndorins returned to the Kings 
Palace ; but the Ladies were injoyned by the Emperour to remain at 

the Altar and bewail the Dead , fr two days longer; at whichtime 

the Bodie was to be burned: and acccordingly they ſtay'd there till the 

time was expired , ftriving , who could manifeſt the moſt ſorrow; 
hoping ſo to obtain the greater favour from the Emperour. But the 
greateſt folly I could obſerve among them was , that when any of 

them could not difſemble , or let down tears, they were whipped 

with thongs , by ſome perſons , thereto appointed, till they weps 
indeed ; and this was duly executed without having regard to their , 
Perſons. Near thoſe Towers , was erected a ſtage , covered with —_— 
thick gilded paper , whereupon ſate the Chief of the Berzi, anda _ 
litle lower fat the Prieſts of a lower degree and rank; of which there EO 
was a great number ; theſe (like thoſeunder the Hierarchy of Rome) victin 
were imployed-to pour forth praiers for the Soul of the Decea- 5,3 
ſed. Which-when they had done by order of the King , there: were Soul of 
ſeveral Gifts ſent them which for the moſt part , conſiſted in Ap- —_ 


F 2 parrcl, 


FEBR, parrel , Houſe-furniture and mechanical Implgments , of every 
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ſort. At the going down of the Sun there were ſeveral Fire-works 
play'd off , which iſſued out of Twenty Turrets , covered with gil- 
ded paper. All theſe preparations , belides what was that day given 
to the Boxzi , and'\diſtributed among the poor, according to the 
relation given to the Heer van Muyden , by the Kings Agent, a- 
mounted to 5000 Catti of Siam vilver , which is about 66000 pound 
Sterl. beſides the Images that were beſtowed on the chief Tem- 
ple, whereof two were of Gold , about 4 foot high, whichalfo 
amounted to a great ſum : for what Gold, Jewels , or other Gifts 
wereinher life time preſented her , by the King , or Mardeorins , were 
expended upon theſe exequial Rites.

The Body of the Princeſs burnt. A remarkable token, whereby,it was concluded that ſhe 


was poyſoned. The Kings fury againſt all the Domeſtics of the Princeſs ,, who are 
committed to cuſtody. The cruel Puniſhment of the ſuſpeted Parties. A ftrange way 
to find out the guilty, Elephants uſed as Executioners. Fifty men and Women 
executed inone day, ſome by Elephants, others buried in the Earth , to the Head, 
where they are ſuffered to ſtarve. A Toung Lady with her Brother taken and diſpat- 
ched. Their Candour, and free reſolvedneſs to die. 


# Wo days after the Corps were brought forth , the King went 
himſelf in perſon, and gave fire to the wood with a Torch , 
which was done with great bake and Muſic of all ſorts, that all 
the time play'd very dolefull Airs. TheCheſt of Gold , together with 
all the Coſtly Ornaments,wherewith ſhe was attired , when ſhe lay in 
ſtate, were burn'd with the Corps, and reduced to duſt. 


-in eas We may not ommit to relatea very remarkable paſſage which hap- 
Peſege.] pened about theſe Exequies ; for when the King went to gather up 


the Aſhes , which were to be put ina golden Urn , he found a piece 

of Fleſh, about the bulk ofa Young childs head , freſh and uncon- 

ſumed. This ſecing , he was mainly altered , and turning about to 

one of the Magi who: ſtood at his left hand , Asked him; W hat his 

opinion was ? and , What might be the reaſon that thus yore - 
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fleſh remained unburn'd. The Sage judging itto be done by ſome Fz3r. + 
Enchantment , durſt not declare his opinion about it; but to ſatisfy 5? 
the King , replied , That his Majeſty could not but be ſenſible of the 
Cauſe , ſince nothing could ly occult from his ſearching Wiſdom: 
the more in regard it was a thing fo palpable and open. The King 
by the Saying of this Paraſite , concluded with himſelf that ſhe had 

4 been poyloned , cries out with great raging , CM length I have diſco- 
yered the certainty of what I ever had in ſuſpicion : My Daughter is Without 
doubt poyſoned. Upon that in great diſcontent he went into his Mourning 
appartment whence he iſſued an Order for the fudden Apprehenſion. 
of all the Ladies , that attended the Princeſs 1n her Life time , who. 
were in obedienceto his Royal Will immediately ſecured. 

On the day following divers others of the greateſt rank were fiezed 
and committed to Cuitody , who were wont to converſe with the: 
Princeſs , although they had not been in her preſence for the ſpace of 
a whole year. 

Shortly after it was my fortune to be SpeCtatorto ſuch a cruel Tra- 
gedy as ever I have ſeen elſewhere. TheKing being now poſleſſed wthi 
ny ,and ſuſpeCting ſeveral to be fattious in the matter, yet could 
not find out any certainty in the thing;he therefore to ſift. it out , who 
thoſe ſhould be that were concerned in thedeed , practiſed this cruel 
Stratagem and impious way of Trial. The king ſent a Meſſenger to 
ſummon up ſome of the chiet Nobility in the land to Court , where 
being come to give attendance, were ſhut up in-Priſon ,. till the Priſon. 
would not hold any more,ſo that he was fain to find new place,where 
to committ thoſe unhappy Gentlemen. When the principal Officers 
and Courtiers were taken into Security. The king not contented ſo, 
ſent alſo for their Wives,and ſeveral Young Ladies , who were known 
to.-be familiar with the Princeſs ſome time before her death : theſe were 
apart, that they might not have the benefit of Communication. 
alſo ſecured in a place When the Emperour had as many. Perſons in 
Cuſtody,as he,or others that adviſed him ſuſpected, he gave orderto 
make ſeveralPitts in the ground about 20 foot ſquare,one near another; 
which the Soldiers were commanded to fill with Charcoal, kindle and 
blow it up with long Fans,ſuchas the Slaves in Siam do fan theirLords 
and Ladies with. Whenall was performed according to the Com- 
mandment of the king , they brought forth ſome of thoſe DT _ 
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FEBR. that were impeached with their hands tied behind their backs being 
1659 all the time guarded with a Body of Soldiers: and being come to the 
place , they ftript them naked and put their fect in warm Water, to 
make them tender ; after that , the Soldiers paired of the skin with 
razours. Afterwards they were brought before certain Officers, no- 
minated by the King as Examinators for that day , and were aſliſted 
by the chict of the Bop74, who inſiſted upon them to confeſs the Fat, 
* which but upon thetr ſtedfaſt denial , had the ® Rigoozae pronounced againſt 
of _ them , and ſo tranſmitted to the Tormenters, who were forced to 
like that run over the hot coals without their natural Shoes. So ſoon as they 
me 1 were come through the fire their feet were viſited ; and if they were 
Lw, bliſtered , it was concluded by the Boyz: , that they were guilty, and 
when the ſq Jed away to the place appointed for them to be kept in. till all the 
Womanis . . ' . 5 . 1 
drink Juppoſed Criminals were turn'd through the Furnace: but when thoſe 
the ws- Officers had don their viſits as they were injoyned, they found none, 
Sealay but what were bliſtered / and conſequently condemned as guilty 
ſome there were on whom this impious Teſt was impoſed , that 
indced with a ſtrong reſolution ran through , without receiving much 
damage :yet many there were who fell down flat in the middle of the 
Fire, where they expired their laſt, for ( as we were afterward in- 
form'd ) there was a ſtrict charge given, as well to the Spectators, as 
Officers, not to reach forth thgtt hand to pull any perſ-n-out , upon 
pain of Death. AScene (I mplt confeſs) fo fad as I have never ſeen as 
yct, and hope Lnever ſhall. {That Perillus was thrown into the brazen 
Bull, which he had preſented to the Tyrant Phalaris , to puniſhſuch 
as he was oftended with, had good colour of Juſtice; but that ſo 
many 1n innocency ſhould be maſſacred upon bare ſupicion , and 
that with ſuch unheard-of Cruelty , 1s in no wiſejuſtifiable. It isa 
ſpectacle diſmal enough , none can deny , to ſee a Ship rent upon 
the Rocks ; and the diſtreſſed marriners Swimming upon maſts and 
planks , to ſave theirlives; but yet harder to ſeeſo many rare Perſo- 
nages burnt alive , and fried in their own blood : for that is from a 
Divine hand , to which we ow our very Lives and Being : but this 
the effects of a wretched Tyranny from cur fellow-creatures , where 
Tuſtice it ſelf had nothing todemand. 
Every perſon who had paſt this horrid Purgatory, and by the afore- 
ſaid rule conyicted , was kd aſide, and by the Soldiers made faſt 
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to A pale: which done the Elephants were - brought forth. "Now the ex. 
Readet muſt underſtand that at 'Syam they have no other Execu- 1559+ 
tioners, on the ſcore of Death, than Elephants. When the great xt. 
Elephant was brought , and viewed the Condemned party, went as 
twice or thrice round about him and at laft rook him up with his _ 
Trunk, pale andall, Md toſs'd him aloft into the Air, and catch'd is Siam. 
him at coming down upon his teeth , which ſtruck quite through 

his body, afterwards throwing him off , trampled him under his 

feet till his Gutts burſt out, and trode his body flat to the ground. 
When the Elephant had diſpatched, the Soldiers draggd the Car- 

caſes to the River , which made the way ſlippery with blood. 

On this manner were the greateſt part executed ; but others were 
brought to the path , which leads to the City , and there put in 
holes » digged 1n the Earth on purpoſe , where they were cloſed 

up , to the neck , and every one that paſſed by , was to fulfill 

the Emperours ple: aſure. (forſooth) commanded to ſpit upon them ; 

to which order 1 was fain to ſubmit my ſelf, being to paſs by that 
way , ſo that I could not avoid it. 'T heſe were to remain thete 

{0 cill they died , and none daring to give them any thing to cat 

or drink. It was lamentable to hear them cry out to every one that 
paſſed /by--fo diſpatch 'em ; but the Officers kept ſo {trict an eic 


that hone durſt move his hand. Four moneths long dured this 


horrible Maſlacre, and every day a great number put to death : on 
one day" I have facm 50, and the like number on a forenoon. 
The general number of all that died was by ſome reckoned to be 
2900 Souls , by others almoſt 300 more ; and-certainly few had 
eſcaped if they had not abſented themſc]ves from Court during the 
implacable fury of the King, 

This may ſeem to be a meanreaſon, for ſo great a PiCCc of Ty- 
ranny , but it was well known afterwards that the King had for- 
merly a delign ro cut of the chief of the Mandarin » of "whom he 
himſelt began to-ſtand in aw, and therefore took an opportunity 
to do-it undef this ſpectous pretence : and-the better toeftect it with- 
out murtiny or rebellion ; he had newly levied an Army of 250000 
men, and made asf he would denounce waragainſt China, 

On the 28. of Febr. were 300 of the Domeſtics of the late Prin- 


. ceſs brought.tothe place of Execution, who werealſo lcd through the 


fire; 
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fire ; but having paſled through , were ( I know not for what 
reaſon ) ſet at liberty. _—_ after was the Youngeſt daughter of 
the late King with all her Houſhold, committed to Cuſtody : and the 


. king as it appeared had a great ſuſpicion of her , the more when he 


was informed that whileſt other Ladies at Court, were bewailin 
the Dead , ſhe could hardly all the time reMain her ſelf from laugh- 
ing : but what made the Matter have a better hue, was , her com- 
plaining to the king how that her daughter ( who was alſo the kings 
Child ) was had in contempt ; and his eldeſt Daughter , in herlife 
time promoted to great honour. 

On the firſt of March , was the ſaid Princeſs brought forth , 
and a great number of Ladies; who were all led through the Fire: 
but ( according to common fame ) none but the Princeſs were 
bliſtered on the feet. Hereupon ſhe was ſecured with Silver Fetters, 
and brought into a Dungeon , where none was permitted to have 
Communication with her. 

The next day the ſaid Princeſs was brought forth again into the 
Palace , where the Mandorins were aſſembled in the Auditory. So 
{ſoon as they began to make inquiſition, upon threatning to put her 
to torment, if ſhe would not make an ample diſcovery of the Truth, 
ſhe, whether out of Fear, or Glory, is uncertain, uttered theſe Words, 
or to the ſame effect , 1f rhe King will promiſe upon his Royal wo1d , that 
ſo ſoon as I have exhibited the Cauſe of his Daughters death, he will ſpeedily 
execute me , Without making , me a mocking-ſtock to the World, 1 will alſo 
promiſe upon the Honour of a dying Princeſs , to manifeſt the whole affair 
Without further trouble. Upon that liberal ſaying , ſeveral of the old 
Mandarins then preſent , who had a great honour for her Royal 
Father , were moved to pity ; and 'twas thought , that they would 
have interceded to the =g for pardon for her, if thepreſent fury 
of the King had not kept them in ſtricter aw. However after the 
faireſt manner they could made report to the King; who promiſed to 
grant her requeſt , and fent the Mandorins back, to take her into further 
examination. Being returned , they brought her the reſult of her 
Petition , and willed her to confeſs the Cauſe and Circumſtances : 
whereupon ſhe declared in preſence of them all , That 5she with the 
Help of her Nurſe were both guilty of the Fatt , and that they haduſedcertain 
exorciſms therein , Which was the reaſon , that that flech was not combuſtible , 
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45 the reſt. She added further , That her ignoyginious death did not concerns FEBR; 
her ſo much, as that her jaft-Deſign should have no better iſſue, wherthy the **5*: 
ſmall remainder of her Stock should be reduced to their priſtin ſtate , andfree d 
from the Slavery of ſo fierce a Tyrant, When ſhe was further examined in 
ſome circumſtantial things , She proteſted that it was not provided 
for the innocent Princeſs, but for the King himſelf. So ſoonas Re- 
port was made to the King how ſhe had madealiberal Confeſſion, 
and what it was , he commanded inſtantly that an Executioner ſhould -: 
be ſent for ; who being come, he gave him order to cut a gobbet of 
fleſh out of her Body , and force hertocat it. When the | 
ner went to fullfil the Kings command ; the Lady ſuffered the fleſh 
to be tore out with wonderfull patience ; but when hetendred it her 
to cat , ſhe refuſed , crying out , @ wretched Tyrant , thou mays be 
my Executioner , but thou canſt not conquer my noble mind. Know, that I 
defy thy Cruelty ; and that the end of thy Sham-poyſon will ſpeedily come , whew 
the remaining Vertue of my Royal Race shall avenge themſelves of thee , and 
thy Tygre-brooa, With theſe and the likewords ſhe reviled the King , 
ll by a ſecond Charge ſent to the Executioner fromthe Palace, ſhe 
was hackt in pieces , and thrown into the River. 

The ſame day her only brother , aged 20 years, was brought to 
the place of Execution , who during all theſe ſhowers of Cruelty, 
had feigned himſelf diſtraught , by which means, they told us he 
was excuſed. LE 

But whether he was guilty or not, it appeared ſo ſoon as he was 
mounted the ſtage, that he had his Witts about him : for he behaved 
himſelf with ſuch candour and modeſty , that ſome of the X7andarins 
could not forbear tears; and with a bitter Harangue.ſo reviled the 
King,and vindicated himſelf for what he ſuffered, that the Plebeians 
were almoſt moved to an InfurreCtion, declaring himſelf more ſor- 
rowful for the truitleſsattempt of his ſiſter, than his own Death. So 
ſoon as he ſaw the Executioner come to him , he cried out , 1nns- 
cent indeed I am , 4s Was my Siſter , but now Thou inhuman Tyrant , it is 
thy will it should be fo , I ſezrn, although I were ſure of enjoyment , to de- - 
fire thy pardon ,, that thou 5houldſt net hope for the leſt pity from the Hands of 
them that shall revenge my Blood in afier times. With theſe and the like 
words he ſeemed to declare his Innocency , yet uttered ſome expreſ- 
ſions which contradicted thoſe OE , that probably were 
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MAR, to only in ſpite of the King. Thus was the laſt of the former Kings 
1650 


race extirpated , except one Daughter , which was not capable of 
doing any thing againſt the Intereſt of the preſent King.

CHAP. 2A. 


The proud ; and blaſphemous Titles of the King of Siam. The great Preparations 
uſed ro aſwage the Waters of the Ganges. 


You have heard by what we have related in the former Chapter, 
with how much powerand aw , the king of Sie rules. It will 
further appear how well he knows it , by the proud , ſwelling Titles 
he aſſumes to himlelt ; twoof which were preſented me by a Mandarin, 
and I hope will not ſeem impertinent to inſert here; although the 
Reader may be pleas'd to take notice, that the Idiom of their Tongue 
1s ſo barbarous,thatit will hardly bear ſence , when rendred ; however 
we ſhall give it Word for Word. 


T HE. eAltiance written with letters of fine Gold, 
beins full of God-likeglory. The moſt Excellent , containin 
all wiſe Sciences. T he moſt bappy ,which is not in the V Vorld 
among men, T he Beſt and moſt Certain that is in Heaven, 
Earth and Hell, The preateſt Sweet , and friendly Royal 
word. V hoſe powerfull-ſounding Properties , and glorious 
Fame range through the Y Vorld, as if the Dead were 
raiſed by a God-like power , and wonder fully puroed from a

wards the Ganges, 

The River of Siam is a branch of the famous Garges, and ebbs and re ce. 
flows at the ſame time with that noble River. When it 1s at higheſt and 7emeny 
ready to fall of it ſelf, according to it's natural Recourſe at a certain SS 
time of the Year, as doth alſo the Nzle , the King imbarks himſelf in hen: 
a Galley which is within and without ſo richly Gilded , that it ſeems as 
to be all of maſſy Gold, Within the ſame is a Throne of ſolid Gold, 
upon which the King ſits , having a Canopy richly ſet with Pearls , 
Diamonds and other Precious Stones. About him fit the greateſt of 
the Mandorins , on Chairs ſuitable to their Quality; and on his left hand 
the Chief of the Bonzz, in his Hierarchical Garb. On the Galleries of 


this Galley , ſit ſeveral Muſicians ; which are anſwered by the inferiour

. Mandorins and Plebeians , who are placed all along the Banks with 


Muſical Inſtruments, and Flags of an infinite number. The Imperial 


- Galley is followed with a Retinue of ſomeThouſands of ſmaller Shi p-

CHAP. AL 


Departure from Siam. They take a Funk, The Cambodiers' put in a Ship without 
rudder or ſails. Arrival at Formoſa, The Funk and all the meu caſt away. A 
Deſcription of Formoſa, with anaccount of its Produtts, and the Nature of it's 
Inhabitants, as alſo their Houſes, Habit and Cuſtomes, 


Ur Ship having now taken in her whole Carga, we had all order 
| to come aboard. Our Loading was moſt Bucks-hides, Sander- 
wood , and eAmrack, which is a kind of Colour, uſed by the [aponeezes 
in their Cabinct-work for Verniſhing:andon the 12 of April we ſet Sail, 
directing our Courle for Tg;van or Formeſa. 

APRIL, About the Pracel banks w- deſcried a iunk , making toward us with 
1652 fullSall , having Duich Colours aloft, which made us fuſpe& her 
to be a Pyrat : and ther: upon our maſter reſolved to throw ſome 
Goods over-board , and 1t himſelf in a Fighting-Poſture. But when 

A Junk WC came nearer to the ſai.i Junk we ſaw that it wasa Merchant-man, 
ken, and not ſo well man'd a::d mounted as we. Coming to hail him , our 
——_ Commander bad him come aboard and ſhow his Paſs; but he made 
anſwer that his Champan wz in pieces and unfit to put out : whereupon 

the Commander put forth the Shallop well man'd andarm'd, to go 
aboard him and demand l:is Paſs, but found that he had none, being 

a Cambodter , and loaden with contrabanded Goods , we therefore 

took him as Prize. His Loading did alſo moſtly conſiſt in Harts- 
Hides , Sanders and Amrat, as ours did : The men aboard her were 

The 1*n- moſtly Cambodiers and Chineeſes , which Capt. Fayer ( for that was our 
cieeof Commanders name) putall into the Champan , that notwithſtanding 
_ their evaſion was not leaky , allowing them neither Sail nor Rud- 
erael, der ; ſo that without all controverſy they were loſt, it being then 40 
lcagues fromany coaſt ; nor could weeyer hear what became of m__ | 

n 
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On the 10 of May we arrived fafcly at the Iſland of Formeſa, and 
anchored before the j ort Zelandia, where Peter overt Water was then 
Governor. As wefailed inat the Bay , we were ſurprized witha great 
Wind ; inſomuch that the Prize we had taken ran upon a ſeat of 
Rocks,which almoſt conjoyn, or as it were, imbrace the Bay , like that 
at Rhodes, inthe Levant , made by Art, on which wasereCted the Image 
of Apollo : fo that theſe are with a gale of Wind, ſomewhat Riffer 
than ordinary almoſt unavoidable. The Junk broke all in pieces, and 
the men wereall loſt, ſave 3 Hollanders , who ſaved themſelves upon 
Planks;amongſt thoſe that were loſt were 7 Hollanders,the reſt Chineezes, 
being about 20 in number. 

The land Formoſa lies almoſt dire&ly under the Tropic of Cancer, 
ts nombril or Center being exa&ly 23 degr. Northern latitude, 
reaching ina ſtretch from it's ſouthernCape,which is in 2 1-degr.to the 
Fluweelor Northen Promontory ,1n 25; and is computed to be about 
139 Dutch Leagues in promanes Lore, » facing the coaſt of Fokien and 
China Round about this Ifland are taken abundance of Fiſh, eſpe- 
cially Harders , which are ſomewhat bigger than a Haddock. This 
Fiſh they faltlike Cod , and ſend it for China , where it is had in great 
eſteem. The Row of this fiſh 1s alſo held for a great delicacy among 
the Chineezes when pickled , being red, and lies cloſe and round in 
athin skin , which naturally grows about it. The Chineezes us'd here- 
tofore to give the Tenth Fiſh to the Company , for their Liberty to 
fiſhon the Coaſts of this Iſland. 
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Formoſais a very fruitfull Iſland , but lies untilPd ; the Inhabitants Fruirfu. 


being for the moſt parta lazy People, not much unlike the Spaniards, x 


rather willing to ſtarvethan work. The moſt fruitfull part is at preſent 
underjthe Juriſdiction of the King of Midag. It abounds with Rice, 
Wheat , Barley , Kaylang , Maſquinades , as alſo Ginger and Sugar. 
Here are many ſorts of Trees , and Fruit in greatabundance, as, O- 
ranges, Lemmons, Citrons, Pomegranates , Guigavas , Perang, and 
other Fruits , not known in Ewrope; and ſome only Proper to this Iſle, 
which I could never ſee either in Ewrope , Aſia, or Africa, as Moupelhs 
and Cr ambrods. Melons, or Musk-milhons, are here ſo nlentifuland 
delicious ; that Thave been cloyed barely with looking at them when 
they were cut up ; beſides Water-milions and Pomptons which are 
alſo of a very good taſt and Juycy. They have beſides many — of

Plants and Herbs, as CABBAGE , Hartichoaks, &c. Several 
rich and medicinal Roots and Seeds , as CAnaniſies , China-Root , 
Potatos (not much unlike ours ) Ubes , Kadiang and Fatkafocas, Kadjang 
is a litle green ſced almoſt like that of Coriander , which they boyl and 
picklefor a Sauce for freſh Fiſh; and gives it an admirable good reliſh. 
Fokkafokas has the Shape of a Pear, or Quince , but 3 times as big , and 
grows near the ground like a Pompion : above it is ſmooth like glaſs, 
and below of a purple and whitiſh colour : this they boil with Beef 
and Pork, as we do Turnips in H«laud. Thereare ſome ſheep 1n this 
Iſland , but not very many. Harts and Roes there are abundance , 
ſometimes 2 or 3 Thouſand in a Flock together , Wild-goatsand 
Swine which are very tcrribleand noxious to Travellers that goalone 
or unarm'd , ſome they havealſo tame. Beaſts of Prey do much annoy 
the Inhabitants that they dare not adventure themſelves far within 
Land, as, Tygres, Leopards, Bears, &c. Apes and Monkeys they 
have , which are generally litle. There isa certain Creature on this 


Iſland which the Zellanders call, Den Dupvel van Taovan; 
that is, The Dew! of Formoſa. Being about 2 foot long, and 5 inches 
broad upon the back, with ſcales all over the body; it has four feet 
with ſharp claws , a ſharp long head , and atail taickat the rump 
and ſmaller towards the ead,likea Crocodil. This litle beaſt feeds onl 
upon Piſmires 3 which he catches by laying his Tongue upon a Hill, 
where they come to feed upon a ſlimy matter , that runs out of his 
mouth , and that holds them ſo faſt that they cannot get off again : 
When he thinks that he has enough, he draws in his tongue and de- 
yours them. It cannot do any harm unleſs tothe Ants , whichare its 
natural food , but 1t he ſee a man come towards him, either runs into 
the Earth , orrolls himſelf in, like a Hedghog : ſo that to call it a 
Devil ſcems a great improperty. T his Great Deſcription of a Litle 
Creature , we thought not altogether impertinent , becauſe it is a 
Creature proper only to this Iſland. Formeſa affoards all kinds of Fowl 
which other Iſlands 1n the Eaſt have , except Parrots. And were it not 
for the great annoyance of Serpents, Scorpions, Millipedes, Lizzards 
and other vermin, it werea very delightſom Land , being in a tole- 
rable good Climat, and bleſſed witha moſt wholſom Air. 

As to the Frame and Stature of the Natives, we cannot give you 
any general Deſcription , ſince thoſe vary according to the places 
| they 
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they inhabit. Their men are mpſtly well bodied and luſty , eſpecially 1 47. 
thoſe in the Valleys, and Champane Countrey; but thoſe that keep *** 
themſelves in the Hilly part of the Iſland , not fo big of ſtature. Their 
Women are but ſhort in Compariſon of the Men , yet are ſtaring beau- 
ties ; having a Full face, great Eies , 2 flat Noſe , long Ears with Formo: 
breaſts hanging down like a flitch of Bacon, and would have hand- ——_ 
ſom beards too , if they did not pull up the hair by the roots. The 
tips of their ears they bore through , and ſcrew them flat with a horn, 
made for the purpoſe, which they think ſtands wondrous neat. Final- 
ly, I hold ituncertain whetherjthis Iſland has had the name Formeſz , 
ſcriouſly from the Land it's ſelf, or Ironically from the monſtrous 
People that Inhabit it. 

During the time that I was at Formoſa, I heard often of Men with 
Tails: to which1 never gave much heed, looking upon it as fabulous. 
Yet I will aſſure the Reader by all lawfull aſſeverations, that I found 
it truth. For it happened thata Formoſan of the South-Countrey was 

apprehended for an inhuman Murther , commutted upon a Clergy 

. man. Aſter the matter was examined and the Party pronounced gul- 
ty , he received Sentence to be burned. The dayot Execution being 
come; the Murtherer was brought forth, and tied to a pale; As ſoon 
as his cloaths were ſtript off , we ſaw his Tail , which was about a 
foot long , and all grown over with Hair; ſomeof my acquaintance 
out of their curioſity , went to ſee him , before he was executed , 
having heard that he had a Tail, and learned from him , that all, or 
moſt , of the South Inhabitants had Tails. But as to the certainty of 
that, Icannot ſay much , for that , not underſtanding his Diale&&, 
they might be miſtaken; only of this I — aver that Iaman 
eie-wittneſs to it, and would beloath, to impoſe it uponany man's 
beleef if it were not truly ſo. 

Upon Feſtival days when the Formoſans go to preſent themſelves 
before their Idols they hang great round boards almoſt like Trenchers 
to their ears, which are artificially painted : others hang Shells full 
of Small holes , which loll over their breaſts : but uponother days 
they let their cars be naked , and without any ornament at all. 

Their Hair is jet-black and long : ſome of them wear it as we doin 
Exrope ; others tie it up above the crown of the head , after the old 
China faſhion , or plated. Their —_ of aSwarthy yellow, 
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x Ar. OPrberween a yellow and black ; but thoſe of Kabelang look more white 
1659. and pale. The Women of cMidag , Soeten Nowe, and Lameaareof a 
brown-yellow complexion. "They are generally of a ſubtile and acute 
witt , endued with 2 good memory , and tractable enough tolezrn 
any Science; but beyondall other 1:4zans flexible to Chriſtianity. 
Jer In theSummer-time they are attired onely with a cotton cloath, 
Foro. Wide about the ſhoulders like a ſheet, and tied by two Corners athwart 
fans, the breſt : It is alſo girded about the middle, and fo hangs downto 
the calf of the leg. Their ſhoes, which are rarely worn among them, 
are made of Goat-skins , faſtned above the foot with thongs. Bur 
in the Winter, they wear Garments of Furrs , as Skinns of Þ'ygres , 
Leopards , Bears and _ Thoſe of Soulang were formerly appar- 
relled as Europeans ; but all the reſt as Chineezes. Betorcthe firſt com- 
ing of the Spaniards into that Ifland , the Natives were all naked; 
likeas now, thoſe that inhabit the Hill-countrey , which wear only 4 
cloth about their middle. 
The Habit of the Women doth not vary much from that of the 
Men, only with this diſtin&tion , that their Robes are wrapped about 
their leggs and made faſt; and ſometimes an upper coat whuch comes 
only to the knees : About their head they weara black Towel knotted 
we” thn » Which looks like two Horns. Every woman hasa Pig which 
follows her like a dog. | 
The Men have ſometimes their back , breſt, and arms painted with 
a kind of colour which never goes out ſo long as they live. About 
their necks they wear Glaſs-beads , and Bracelcts aboue their arms, 
Others have great iron hoops , which reach from the wreſt of the 
hand to the elbow , having ſuch ſmall creviſes where they open, 
that it ſeems a wonder how they get them put upon their arms. 
About their leggs they wear a ſtring of white ſhells, neatly hung and 
ſet in order , that at a ſmall diſtance it would be taken for Lace, 
The Men of Tokkadekol wear 2 long Reed , whichis.made faſt to 
their Girdle behind , and comes bending over their head ; to whuch 
they hang a Silk Pendent ( or ſtreamer ) about 2 palms broad, and 
20 hs pon Feſtival days they adorn their Heads with the feathers 
of a Cock, and hang Bears-tails at their Leggs and arms. | 
They have no Trades nor Mechanicks among them , but ev 


man among them makes what he has occaſion for himſelf, When my 
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lic down to eep, they only take two Harts fiides, the one fetving » 


fora Bed, and the other for a Coverlet. They ate exceltent at fwim- 
ming , and uſe the Bow well. But above all ocher faculties furpaſs 
any that ever I haveſcenat running ; no horſe ON to hold with 
them for a ſtretch of 6 or 8 leagues together : and when they run, have 
in cach hand a tinkling inſtrument , with which they ever nowand 
then hit the iron hoop about their arm, to encourage them forward. 

They are wholly unskilled in Navigation, having noothet Ship- 
ping than a ſort of Canoo , that is made out of a hollow tree , wit 
which they go a fiſhing. This with Hunting is all the employ they 
follow to ſuſtain themſelves. But Agriculture, asI ſaid before, is but 
litle exercifed , partly out of their flothfull inclinations, and partly 
out of fear of the Enemie , they being continually at Warrs amongit 
themſelves , and hate nothmg worſe than Peace. 
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CHAP. XIL 


The Author departs from Formoſa. His arrival at Japon. The Deſcription of 
Nanguelaque. The Condition of the Town. A dreadfull fire at Nangueſaque. 
The Stature , Nature, Habits , and Cuſtomes of the Japoneezes, Departure 
from Japon. Arrival at Formoſa the ſecond time. Their return to Siam, where 
they take in Elephants.

Wit we had taken in our loading at Formoſe, I left the Black- 
Bear , and was put aboard a Flyboat called , The Lady, 
which was bound for pe, and ſetfail on the 15 of laly following, 

On the 10 of Away? wearrivedat /apon, whereaccording tothe 
manner , we fignified our Arrival. Immediatly upon notice given 
came feveral Othcers aboard , who took away our Rudder , Sailsand 
Ammonition. Thar done they unloaded our Ship! themſelves ,- not 
ſuffering usto putto our hand to help them. 


The name of rhe Haven was Nangneſaque , 7 Town which theo Nangue-

coming hither , had their Reſidence and Magazineat Firando, The {)ſcri 
H 2 Dutch *ed. 
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Dutch Lodge is upon a ſmall Lland , ſevered from the City by a water 
about 40 foot broad , having a Drawbridge, which only is ſer down 
from Sun to Sun. The Iſland is fortified with Pallizados , and that fo 
ſtrong , that they think themſelves ſecure enough from any unwarran- 
table violence. The Magazine of the Company is juſt within the 
Gates , and about the middle ſtands the houſe of the Preſident, 
which 1s a very large and ſumptuous Building. Beſides that there are 
ſeveral other Houſes and Shops which make ſo many Streets and 
Courts. On that ſide next to the Sea ſtands another Gate, which goes 
down with great and broad ſteps, built for the receiving in of Goods 
which come by water. This 1s a very famous Place for Merchandiſe , 
of all kinds, but the chief Commodities they deal in here, are Amrat, 
Steel Buck and Kaymans Hides, Silk both raw and wrought, - Vel- 
vet , Damask, Sattins , Cotton, Mercury, Quick-filver, Verdi-greeſe 
Camphir, Wax, Allome, Pepper, Ivory , and Furrs. 

After we had been three days at Nangueſaque, andall our Cargo 
unloaded by the 7aponeezes: they ſhut our Hold up, and ſealed it 
with the Emperours Signet. Which done the Officers went aſhoar , 
and ſent us 6 Balis of Sakky , a Drink they make of Rice, which is very 
pleaſant , yet heady and ſtrong. After our Ships-folk had got a litle in 
their heads, they put out our Colours; but while they were in the 
heighth of their mirth, there roſe a bluſtring wind , after which 
followed a mighty Hurricano. Upon that our Courage was ſufficient- 
ly allayed,for both our Cables broke , and the Ship was toſsed moun- 
tains high , we looking for no other all the time than death. The Ship 


De Ureede was like alitle Boat upon the top of every furge, and at 


laſt thrown upon the Strand where ſhe lay drie : butall her Bow was 
bilg'd,her Head broke, and her Hold full of Sand and Water.Our up- 
perworks were ſadly battered,and the maſts brought by the board. The 
Black Bear and another great Ship lying both with out the head , were 
ſo ſhattered , that they were brought up by the /aponeezes as Wrack. 
Beſides this great loſs which the Company ſuſtained in the Shipping, 
were alſo moſt of the Wares in the Magazine damnified by the Sea , 
which beat over the Walls. The Town alſo ſuffered much by the 
high wind ,; they not expeCting ſuch a Tempeſt, at that time of the 
year. When. it fad continued about half an hour or more , the Hea- 
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yens began to clear , and we to get courage, but durſt not fall to MAR 

drinking again , for fear of another bout. - 0s 
Nangueſaque lies in 33 degr. 15 min. northerly latitude in a very $imution 

pleaſant Land-ſhip and 1s both very great and populous; but like molt Nan" 

of the Towns of 1apos lies without walls. It is ſeated upon avery **** 

commodious Bay , or Road , fit to receive Ships of the greateit 

burthen. It has a very magnificent proſpeCt from Seaward , having an ; 

an infinit number of Towers , Temples and Spacious Palaces. —_— 

The Houſes are moſtly built of Wood, for the Grovnd is weak ; 

and frequently ſubject to Earthquakes , fo that they cannot uſe 

ſtone. Burt the poorer ſort have litle Cottages made of Twigs and 

plaiſter'd over with Clay , as 1n Brabant, Germany and other Countreys. 

They are Covered with Planks which ſhoot far out over the walls like 

a Pent-houſe, to ſhelter them from Sun and Rain. They have upon 

each houſe ſeveral Tubs with water, which is kept in caſe of fire, to 

which ſuch buildings are liable. And certainly were it not for the great 

benefit of the water running through the Town in Ditches , as it does 

in moſt Towns 1n Holland : 1t would be ſuddenly reduced to ashes and 

for this reaſon havethey built ſeveral Houſes of Stone where to ſecure 

their Goods upon ſuch occaſions. The Houſes of this City are uni- 

form, and the ſtreets regular , there being 88 Streets , each 400 foot 

' long, which are areall fenced off with Palizados at the end, and Lant- 

horns ſet up. Here they have alſo their watch-houſes, and none are 

ſuffered to paſs by night ; no not to fetch either Do&or or Midwife, 

without a Paſs from the Governour. This Watch is ſet allways at 10 a 

clock, after which hour few people are ſeen upon the ſtreets. This 

is a good means to prevent Mutiny and Theft , but isa great incon- 

venience if Fire do happen to break out; for no ſtreet or Ward can 

have the Aſſiſtance of another in ſuch caſe: beſides the great danger 

that the People themſelves are in, being ſometimes ſo narrowly pen'd 

up. An Inſtance of this happened in the year 1646, when a dread- 

full fire happened in a houſe where ſeveral Dutch had their lodging , 

which on a ſudden had conſumed a great part of the Street and ſeve- 

ral Houſes on both ſides, burnt down to the Ground. The Dutch then 

' ſeeing themſelves in ſuch peril, chnſed rather to hazard the efte&s 

of the Governours diſpleaſure for that time, than to be roaſted alive , 

broke up the Fence and fayed themſelves. 
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Mar. The 1aponeezes are reafonable fair of complexion, but alnte more 
2422. {Warthy than the Europeans. The ordinary Habit of the Man is nor 
Yawre, Much diſtinguiſhad from that of the Woman. They go all with 
;Havir long Robes thrown careleſly about their body , and tied round the 
ſomes of Midle with a Surcingle.” The Ladies of the beſt Quality , wear a 
we Ja- garment of cloth of Gold and Silver, and that very richly embroy- 
is. Adered : Their Hair is neatly adorned with gems and precious 
ſtones. The men are robuſt and very perſonable ; their Heads ſome- 

thing bigger than is duly analogical with their Bodies. The 
Women are but ſlender, yet let their Body grow as it will , by 
wearing alwaies a looſe Garment , only their feet they ſcrew and 
pinch as much as they can to make them litle , which they think 
handſom : So that whenthey are come totheir full growth, have fect 

like Children of 5 or 6 years old. "The 1aponeczes are in general a 

very hardy people , and can endure any extremity of Heat or Cold 
Hunger or Thirſt to a miracle. This they ſeem to come to by 

a -hardy uſage when they are young ; for they always bath their 
Infants in cold weather in Rivers , and ſometimes plunge them 

over head and ears in Snow. They are excellent Warrious , and 

are well acquainted with Fire-arms ; as alſo with the Long-bow and 
Javelin. They are grown famous in all the Eaſt, fpr expert Armo- 

rers ,and temper Steel better than the Chineezes , which far exceed the 
Europeans. Their Swords are ſo well tempered that I have ſtruck with 

one through an Iron pin, of haltfan inch thick , without the leſt token 

of damage to{the edge. They follow Hunting much, whichis the 
principal Trade and Paſtime there in uſe , and prefer Veniſon 
before any other dainty whatever. In their entertainments , they 

rannuary ATE VEry Open and liberal , and uſe Tea for a Careſs , which is 
1651 far better than that which is exported abroad , and prepared after 
Ns a different manner : but they refufe to impart it to Chriſtians , which 
which I held ſomewhat ſtrange , in regard , that the more it is uſed in 
blows other Countreys the greater is their advantage , Raing that they 
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_ When we had done our Negotiation at apon,we ſet Sail for Batavia, 


rozecher, direHting our Courſe firſt for Formoſa, and ſet Sail the 3o't-of December, 
ealiede- with a hard Wind, and a Northerly * Houſfor ; ſo that we made 
—_ Formsſa in 10 days Sailing; and on the 9%: of 1anwary following about 
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10 at night caſt anchor before the Fort Zeelendia. Upon our arrival 1 4r. 
there I was put aboard the Poft-horſe, which was bound tor Siam, where '**? 
we arrived on the 22%: of Leawwary, and there took in the Sieur Yar der 
MHuyden, Conlul for the Companyat ##dis, who was togo for Batavia. 
Here we took in 8 young Elephanes , with Provender , which was 
Palmit and Sugar-cane, asalfſoa certain quantity of Rice. Here I may 
not ommit a certain paſſage , which ( though unadviſfedly done ) 
had almoſt coſt me my neck. About noon when the dinner was 
ready , I went to the Cook for a bowl of hot broth , which having 
got I cameto bring it to 2 of my Comrades, and paſling by the Hold, 
one of the Elephants waund me about the leggs with his Trunk ( or 
ſnout ) that I came tumbling dows , Plater and all , which being 
ſcalding hot, fell upon the E back , and made him to roar out 
and ſtamp , that the Ship t and ſhaked again , this ſoamazed 
the Commander that he came ranning out of his Cabin to know what 
was the matter. Here I was ina great ſtrait fearing to cry out > being 
ſenſible that he was a choleric man, and yet durit not ſtay below for 
the Elephant , who if he could have come at me would have trod- 
den me as flatas a Flounder: but conſidering with my ſelf that the 
Captain would afſuredly come to hear of it , one time or another, and 
if I ſtaid long I was ſure this beaſt of vengeance would fend meto 
my Grandlir. I cryed out and the Commander in all haſt ſent one 
to pull me up. So foon as they had got me upon the Deck , he gave 
order to tie me to the maſt, and commanded a fellow tolick me 
luſtily with a ropes end. 

On the 15 of February we ſet Sail for Batavia,where I was diſcharged Februery 
of my Service ,and permitted to go for Holland : and in order thereto JS 
went aboard the Ship Zelandis, which was then almoſt ready to ſet thor aſe 
Sail. On the 26 we ſct out, having a good Wind, and a fine ſerene mf'< 
air. Within a few days we failed through the Straits of Sunds; and mrs for 
thence ſet our courſe for 8. Helena, Heland, 

On the 21 of April we got ſight of Saint Helena , where we came ſafe i 
into the Harbour , being 7 Sail in all. As ſoon as we werearrived, ar $:.He- 
we went up into the Iſland to Hunt , fiſhand range the Woods for lc. 
Oranges, Lemons and other Fruits. 

Having now refreſhed our ſelves ſufficiently , and all things ” a Vox 
readi- 
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Yleend readineſs we ſet failin order to the purſuit of our Voyage , and made 
efis T.and onthe 10" of Auguſt , where we bartered with ſuch Goods as 
firſt Voy 

age. We had aboard , for Oxen , Sheep , and other neceſlarys : and fo 
forwards for Holland, where by God's gracious Condutt we arrived on 


the firſt of Seprember 165 1 , and put 1nat Goeree,

CHAP Li 


An account of the Authors — hy Second Voyage. Agreat Sea Storm. His 
arrival. at Yarmouth , and «at Leghorn, with a Deſcription of that. Town ; as 
alſo of Pica and Florence, and laftly of Bologne. 


Eing now ſafely arrived in my Countrey , after a long 
p: and tedious Voyage , which nevertheleſs by the 
Wz2 Goodneſs of Almighty G O D, was not without ſome 
SA By fatisfattion for what was paſt ; yet finding myſelf ina 

27 g7) State litle better than before, and at a loſs for Im- 

== ployment, I was brought into a melancholic paſſion. 
After I had ſpent ſome timeat Amſterdam, in — for an opportu- 
nity to make another Voyage , and not hearing of any, ſuitable to 
my mind and capacity,lI refolved to go for Durgerdem,to ſee what enter- 
tainment I ſhould find at home ; and purſuant to that my intention 
went to the Boat, where I caſually met with one Capt. Kezel of Dur- 
gerdam , a perſon with whom 1 was formerly acquainted. After he had 
congratulated my happy return , asked me, What courſe I was bound 
ro take? I told him, that I had a deſire to undertake a new Voyage , 
but I could not meet with an opportunity to Ship my ſelf upon any 
conſiderable Terms. Well ( ſaid he) npon what Terms would you got'l 
replied, For Sailmaker. That occurs very well, quoth he , for 1 have beep in- 
quiring for one, and we had already —_— to go this Voyage Without one: And 
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if you like to go With us , I will be a5 cevil to you 45 1 may. T his anſwer of his 
was no ſmall matter of comfort tome, being then , as Hhavealready 
faid, deſtitute of Service. The Captain brought me aſhoar, and in 
a Victualling-Houſe agreed with me , when he had almoſt made me 
tiply with Strongwaters, and ſo got me aboard the Paſſage-boat , 
where I lay and ſlept that whole night and the next day , till wear- 
rived at the Texel, where the Ship lay at anchor. When Iawaked I 
began to look about me, not knowing where was, at firſt I thought 
I was in my Lodging at Amſterdam, but perceiving the Veſſel tumble 
and toſs too and again,I concluded that] was {till aboard theEsft-1ndia 
man. Whilſt I was in this quandary the Captain comes down to me 
which unriddV'd the doubt. When I bethought my ſelf what I had 
done, I grew = uneaſy and diſpleas'd at my ſelf , for my inconſi- 
derat and unadviſed ACtions : however the Captain gave me fair 
words, and aſſopiated the Quarrel between Me and My ſelf. 

On the 20 of December 1655 I Shipp'd my ſelf aboard the Fly- 


boat , called Het Hups te Gennip , which was bound firſt for 


Tarmouth , where ſhe was to take in Red-herring. 

On the 14. of Decemb. we left the Texel, and on the 20th. got 
Tarmouth Roads , where we met with a contrary Wind , whach 
blew ſo hard that we could carry no Sail , but were fain to let 
all drive , and truſt to the mercy of GOD. Thus dured for the 


ſpace of 12 Watches , at which time we made the Texet; and to 


our great happineſs had a Pilot aboard , that was intended for, 


Tarmouth who brought us ſafe in at the Spaniards gat : for it was 
1mpoſſible for us to keep off at Sea , the Ship being ſo full of 
Sand , that we could not ſtir the Pump : and before we made land , 
found that wehad 7 foot Water in the Hold, ſo that had we not 
luckily put in there then, the Ship had not held out one. Watch lon- 
ger. When by the Grace of God , and Diligence of the Pilot we 
had got inthere , we unloaded the Ship , ſtopt the leaksz and fupplied 
the defeQAsof ourequippage. and , 

On the 28 of Decemb. we ſet Sail , having a brave Wind , and 


| clear weather ; and on New-years day arrived ſafe at Tarmuth, 


On the 15 of Fanwary we weighed anchor , and left Tymourh , having 
taken in our intended Loading , and dire&ted our courle for the Straits 
of Gibralter. 

On 
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On the 2 of February we entred the Srraits , and on the 10% pot + B. 


Leghorn. When we hay at anchor here , there happened a miſunder- 
ſtanding begweenMr.Xezel and my ſelf, about a trifling buſineſs , which 
brought us both without the bounds of Moderation for proceeding 
from Words to Blows , we were at laſt ſoo deeply ingaged that we 
both tumbled over board, Our Maſter was ſo kind as to let me climb 
up but when I came _— Deck put me in Irons, that ſeeing our 
courage was not yet cooled inthe Sea, he had that one mean wm 
us aſunder. In the mean while ſome had taken —_ to pillage 
my cheſt , and borrow 116 Ducatoons : but I could never beſo happ 
as tolearn who was my Creditor : ſo that I had but a ſmall portion lefe 
me , with which I purpoſed to go by land to Yenice. | 

Leghorn is ſo well known of all Gentlemen and Marriners that have 
ſeen Italy, that it may ſeem needleſs to deſcribe it. Nevertheleſs ſince 
it isa part of my Province, to take notice of ſuch Towns as arein any 
regard eminent and famous , I ſhall not ommit to ſay ſomething 
briefly of it. 

This City which# one of the chief Hayens in renowned 7#aly , was 
by Francis and Ferdinand , great Dukes of Tuſcany upon conſideration 
of it's commodious ſite raiſed from a mean village toa great Empo- 
rium. The ſaid Dukes fortified it with a ſtone wall, ſince which time 
it was gradually advanced by the encouragement of Trade; and is 
at preſent ſtrengthned with 5 Bulwarks and 2 Cittadels, or Forts 
the one whereof commands the Haven, and the other ſecures the 
Town on the Land ſide, towards Pi/a, which is furniſhed with 60 
great Guns. About 6 Engliſh miles from the City 1s a Beacon for 
direCtion of Marriners by night, there being many Rocks toward the 
South that are often the occaſion ofShip-wrack,and is therefore called 
Malhors. Theſe Rocks do caufe impetuous breakings of the Sea, 
which yet render the entrance of the Haven more free and ſecure. 
So that Ships and Galleys may ride fafely at anchorin this Road. The 
City on the out-ſide appears more magnificent than it is indeed in- 
wardly: The Frontifpieces,as well of Privat as Public Buildings being” 
plaiſtered , upon which are painted Sea-fights, Hiſtories and Land- 
ſchap. In the midle of the Town is a ftately Market place and an 
Exchange, where (as at other Places ) Merchants meet and negotiate 


their Aﬀairs. Corn, Fleſh , Fiſh and other neceſlaries are here very 
I 2 good 
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FEB. pood and cheap , which occaſions almoſt all that are bound farther up 
to put inthere for Refreſhment. On a Corner Stand four ſtatues in 
braſs , repreſenting the Father and 3 Sons , who attempted torow 
away a Galley , belonging to the Duke of Tuſcany ; and ply'd fo 
ſtrongly that the reſt of the Galleys , had- enough todo toovertake 

/ them, and wereready to yield it for loſt Theſe 4 men were Moors, and 
for that notable Eſſay , are recorded with their Images in mettal 
which are ſect one againſt another , with their Hands behind their 
back. 

Leaving Leghory I ſet forward for Piſa : but before I was got half 
way, was afſaiPd with 4 Highway men , who were well mounted 
_. arm'd : two whereof allighted , and clapt their Piſtols to my 
breaſt , bidding me deliver my money. In the mean while they fell 
a ſearching of my pockets and breeches , but not finding my money, 
which I had ſtitch'd up in the lining of my Coat, they gave me 2 
bunches of Grapes , and rode away. 

mv On the 22 of February I came into P;ſa,where I took up my lodging

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- On the 26 Llentred Florence , which is ſeated in a pleaſant Valley? 
and divided by the River Arno into two parts, which 1s the ſam© 
River that runs by Pj/a. On the Weſt it hath the Champane land 
which'is admirably delightfull : on the Eaſt the Countrey is Hilly, 
and ſtored with abundance of Fruit-trees , and on ſome part it is for- 
tified with the Lppenin Hills. This City is reckoned 6 wad 7 miles 
in compals , and enjoys a ſubtile and wholſom Air , which renders 
the Natives and Inhabitants moreacute and of a ſharper Genius than 
thoſe that Inhabit , or are born in places of a groſler : 'The City which 
is divided by the River , is again united by four ſtately Bridges, 
which ſo beautify the Town that perhaps gave Charles the Arch-duke 
occaſion to ſay,that this was a City only to be ſeen on Holy-days. 'The 
fertile Hills and rich Valleys wherewith it is environed,aftoard the In- 
habitants plenty of all nceeſſarics. Here is the Court and Reſidence 
of the Duke : The Palace being one of the moſt magnificent inall 
Italy, yet far more ſpacious and ſplendid. within than without : but 
to recount the ſpacious Halls, Pompous Antichambre , Marble 
Statues and Pictures in the Galleries, with all it's Appendencies, were 
an endleſs labour. Right over againſt the Pallace is a Lifeguard, con- 
ſiſting of a hundred Germans. Beſore the Palace isalſo a very ſtately 
Fountain , adorned with huge Statnes,both of Marble and Braſs. , 
out of which ſprings Water , being all in emblemartical repreſenta- 
tions. Upon the Mercarto Novo is a very ſumptuous Building in which 
the Citizens, meet and treat about the affairs of Merchandiſe, The 
Palace of the Meaici is a ſtupendious Fabric , and for artificial car- 
ved works , aſwell in Wood as Stone , and Pictures of the moſt 
eminent /talian Maſters, ſeems to emulate the famous FYatican. Beſides 
theſe are many other inferior Palaces. , Bublic Puildings , Churches, 
Chappels and very ſpacious Cloyſters , all which would take up 
ſome moneths to make ancxadct ſurvey of. In many ſtreets are Galle- 
ries or Piazzas , ( as in Covert Garden , ) Where one may walk to 
avoid either Sun or Rain. Hereare alſo many Houſes builc for Cha- 
ritable uſes, where the Sick are rchieved with what they ftand in need 
of;and every one of thoſe Houſes kept very neat and clean , cſpecially 
the Hoſpital adjoyning to the Church Alla Nwunciare. Yet above the 
many famous StruCtures which grace Fence, the Houſe of Prazzeliro 
outbraves them all, which wag built by F razcts ae Meaicis. The firit 
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you come at is the Palace, which is raiſed upon a ſquare Fund, or 
rlatform, which entring ,. you haveat firſt view four Chambers that 
are oppolite to one another , and ſtand alſo in quadrangular form , 
ſo that the 4. quarters are again ſubdivided each into 4 leſs , which 
make 15 Appartments. In one of theſe ſtand 2 coſtly Beds, one for 
the Duke, and the other for the Dutcheſs. The reſt of the Cham- 
bers are hang'd with Tapeſtry , and ſome with Cloth of Gold , un- 
ſpeakably rich ; and illuſtrated with artificial and coſtly Statues , 
which are ſet in convenient Places thereto ordained. Inlike manner 
when we went up another ſtory, we found 16 Chambers more, wy 
with the Platform of the former.In every one of theſe was a ſtately bed, 
the meaneſt whereof is computed to have coſt more than a Thouſand 
Crowns. Comeing out of the Pallace you come alla Grotta , which 1s 
a fair Arch having therin a Fountain, that feems rather to be Natural 
than performed by Art. Round about the Fountain are Snakes , Ad- 
ders,L1zzards and other Serpents,ſo artificially madeinBraſs that they 
might be taken for Living. On each Pillar ſtand Organs , whichare 
moved by the force of Water , in ſuch manner, that they make a moſt 
lovely and ſweet Harmony. The Wallsare in ſeveral places ſo thick 
ſet withGems,Coral and other things of value,that they cannot be per- 
ceived. The reſt is ſet with Marble. About the middle ſtand fair 
Alabaſter Tables , to which if you draw near , the Water riſes from 
under your feet,and flies all over your head and bodie,but indeavoring 
to ſhun it, you are again ſaluted after the ſame manner from another 
place. On the other ſide is another called Grotta Sibylls, which'is alſo 
very coſtly,and ſet out with many fairStatues of Marble and Alabaſtre, 
richly adorned with Coral, where are alſo curious Water-works , 


- none ever coming there but 1s wet with thoſe ſubterranean Showers. 


Om, your right hand is the Bath of the Prince, which is under full of 
holes, through which the warmth can come to cauſe Sweat. Beſides 
theſe there is a third Arch, which is for the Heat in Summer , whither 
the Duke and his Houſhold retire to refrigerate themſelves. In this 
Archyzis a fair large Table of Alabaſter,and at each end ſeveral Holes,in 
which they ſet their wine to cool. There is belonging to this Houſe a 
pleaſant Garden , wherein are many Springs and Ponds: andevery 
rareand choice 'Tree that will like in that Clime. Behind this Garden 
1s a Park,full of ftrange Birds and Beaſts , and therein a ſtately and 

de- 
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delightſom Arbor, where the Duke frequently dines in the Summer *= 3. 
ſeaſon , and from whence he can view both his Palaces, the one with- '*** 
in the City andthe other without. Right over this aforeſaid Garden 
is yet another, in the middle whereof is a Chappel,where the Duke for 
the moſt part goes to Maſs, and Veſpers. This Chappelis built round, 
after the manner of the Heatheniſh Temples of old , planted round 
with Cypreſs trees,and has all its inner works of that Wood. Near to 
that {tands an Image of 24, foot high, which will repreſent Neprwne, or 
Thetis , made of White marble, from whence all the Waters in the 
Fountains have their Riſe : upon which if a man ſtands he hears a 
wonderfull murmuring and buzzing of Water from below. 
This City 1s a place of great Traffic and Commerce, eſpecially 
in Silks and Velvets , of whichI ſaw many rich ſhops upon the Ponte 
Pecchio , or Old Bridge. The Florentines themſelves are very able and 
Skillfull in the Aﬀairs of Merchandiſe, and very litle Traffic donin 
Italy wherein they have not an intereſt ; ſo that Pope Clement Y1 called 
them the fiſth Element. Beſides their domeſtic and exotic Trade , 
they have given encouragement to, and bred up many, ingenious and 
famous Maſters in ArchiteC&ure, Painting,Carving and other Practical 
Sciences and Arts , and have fora perpetual memory and Gratitude 
ſo many ſtately Pallaces , Churches , Pictures and Statues left them 
to Poſterity. This City 1s alſo very Courtly in'reſpeCt of it's Situa- 
tion , through which all Ambaſſadours and Miniſters of State from 
forreign Potentates muſt paſs , intending for the Court of Rome, or 
Seignory of Yenice. Iris much frequented, viſited and likewiſe inha- 
bited by many Private Gentlemen , who ſpend their Eſtates here, 
and 1s a choice place to live in as well for Artificial as natural De- 
lights , for ſuch as have an Eſtate to bear it out with. However, I 
had litle reaſon to complain of bad meaſure during the few daies I 
ſtaid there. For meeting accidentally with a Monk , who ſeeing me to cG71giuy 
be a Hollander , did not only careſs meall the time in ſuch manner that Mei 
I needed not pay any thing either for Lodging or Diet , _ but alſo 
ſhow'd me all what was remarkable about the City. This Monk un- 
derſtanding that I was ſhort of Moneys , and intended for Yerice, 
qv" me 4 Rix-dollars , which was as much as I had occaſion 
or, to bear my Charges thither. —_ 
On the 1% of March I left Florence , and took my leave of the mm 
Monk, 
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Monk , whom Ithanked for his great Favour and Civility, which he 

' emergent occaſion : and tending towards Bologne, I was fain toclumb 
over a high ſteep Mountain, and in the valley found the City. 

Bologne lies about 4.4 degr. being a Town of ſmall carcumference, 
yet wealthy and full of Inhabitants. The form of the City ſeems to 
reſemble a Ship whereof the Tower 4 Aſinell is the Maſt. It has 
ever been a Maxim among them not toſuffer either Cittadel or Fort 
to be baile , under the ſpecious name of Fortification , being jealous 
that under ſuch a colour they might check the Citizens at their plea« 
ſure ; So that the Bologneezes for nothing to rely upon, than only the 

Walls , and valour of their men. The City's founded on the Banks 
of the famous Savora , which River incorporates with the Rheno a 
litle above Ferrara, by which way all Goods areconveighed. The Air 
is here for the moſt part moiſt , which renders the circumjacient 
Countrey very fertile, there being the beſt Meadows and Arable 
ground 1n all /zaly. There 1s alſo very good Wine, Olives and Oil: 
although Fiſh they have none except what is brought from afar ; but 
Veniſon in great abundance. In this placz are made ſuch Sauſa- 
gcs , asarc ſent abroad for great rarities , which ſome would perſwade 
us at home are made of Aﬀes fleſh : but my curioſity induced me to 
make ſuch examination of that matter , that I found it otherwiſe ; for 
* Yetn- they are made of * Pork and Mutton. Beſides the Traffic in thena- 
1birgi tural Products of the Land, theyaregreat Encouragersof Manufa- 
veredand Ctorics , and eſpecally in Silks. The Streets are very fair and ſpacious, 
eatenby 1nd at each corner 1s erecteda Conduit, or Fountain. The Houſes 
the Jews. 2 x "rY" 
on the outſide ſeem as if they were quite gone to decay , yet within 
are very ſumptuous and coſtly , quite contrary to thoſe in moſt places 
in Spain , that I have ſeen , whereevery Houſe by the Frontiſpiece 
ſeems rather a Palace than a private Dwclling,yect within naſty , full of 
ſpiders-webs , and void of Utenſils , pure Emblemes of Hypo- 
criſy. During my aboad there 1 found not any thing extraordinary, 
as worthy of Remark , unleſs the Tower of Gariſenda , which is built 
crooked on purpoſe , for a proof of Art : although ſome hold the 
Churches of this City ( if taken in general) to ſurpaſs all others in 
any particular Town 1n 1taly , more eſpecially in regard of the ma- 


ny and rich Images , both of Gold and Suver , but their ground 
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for ſuch. an opinion. is ſo- deep, that F- have. not line enough ax; ' 
to ſound it. 165. 


CG HAP. II. 


The Author departs from Bologne , and arrives at Ferrara. Aſſaild by a Robber: 
His Arrival at Venice , where he liſts himſelf in the Armade. He arrives at 
Sante, A great ſtorm between Milo and Argenter. The Ship called The Golden* 
Cock ſplit upon Rocks, A ſad Shipwrack, A woman wonderfully ſad. The'Au- 
thors arrival at Candia : Departs with a Tartan to the Venetian Armade.; 
Their Appearance before Mytilene , where they obtain much Spoil and Proviſion; 
atlaſt eſcaulted by 20 of the Turki:h Chevalries Their Encounter , -and retur:. 
aboard the Fleet. 


Fter I had ſtaid 2 days at Bologne , Ilet forward for Ferrara, where 
; being. arrived I found it a dead Town , having nothing of 
Trade; buton the contrary many places void and unbuilt 44 ſureand 
evident token of the declining condition of that City. Notwithſtan- 
ding all that ; there are many curious Structures in Ferrara, eſpecially 
on the River Po, which runs that way, and expatiates it ſelf in Tren- 
ches or Ditches through the Town. lr is ſtrengthened with many 
ſtrong Bulwarks and Ramparts , and has many ſpacious and airy. 
ſtreets , with Piazzas on each fide along the Houſes. Beſides this, [ 
could not find any thing worthy of remark , andcertainly it was no 
time for me to conſume my ſmall Eſtate-upon. ſuch unprofitabie 
Pleaſures. | 
On the 6 ditzoTleft Ferrara, tending my journey for Chiogoio', but 
by the way met a Foot-padder , who pillag'd me, and took away 2 The 4u-* 
Rixdollars, which were given me by the Monk at Florenza, and left om | 
me about 209 to help me to Yenice. m— @ 
Onthe 8%: Tarrived ar Chioggio, which is a ſmall City on the Sea-ſide, _,,;,., 
from whence; I could view' the long-wiſh'd-for Yexice ,. being but 3 « chiog- 
miles diſtant, Here'is a very convenient Haveri, moſt hauated by 5*: 
Fiſhers , yet has litle other Trading to depend upon, except Gar- 
dening ,.. and that only ro ſupply Yenice with Plantsand'Herbs. The 
prime thing I ſaw here, was an Image of the Virgin,, with a weeping 
Child in her arm, held bythemin great ws: 223 As for Churches 
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and Cloyſters I had neither leiſure nor money to gazeat'em, for my 
Noble was brought to Ninepence ,and only as much left me as would 
pay my Paſſage to 7enice : where being arrived , and paid my naulum, 
I had not a Farthing left. Nevertheleſs I knew that I could liſt my 
ſelf when I would , and receive advance-money : and after a litle 
Inquiry, met with Monſr. Theodore de Haan , Commander of the Golders 
Cock , whotook me on as Sail-maker. It was not long before the Ship 
was in her due equippage , and ſet forth in uw to joyn with the Ar 
made of Yenice , which was upon an Expedition againtt the Turks in 
the Dardanelli. But de Haan having received letters from Holland, about 
ſome urgent affairs of his own, reſigned the Command to his Son , 
and went home by Land. 

On the 10" of C2prilwe ſet Saul from Yenice, in company with the 
Grand St, George , which was then commanded by the Sieur Corrt 
LAaelaar afterwards Admiral of Denmark, and lately deceaſed, 

On the 20 4/0 we arrived at Xante, where we foplied our ſelyes 
with freſh Water , and took in ſome Pipes of Wine, which is here 
exceeding good, and tolerably cheap : for the Barillo, a meaſure of 
about 5 Gallon , or rather more , coſts but a Scwdo , that I ſuppoſe is 
equivalent with 5* 84 Szer/. which again is vended in the Armade 
for 6 Crowns. | 

On the 22 we departed from Xante direCting our courſe for Milo ; 
and on the 5* of May got the heighth of that Iſland , but did not 
touch there , ſteering directly between Milo and Argentero; and here 
we came to anchor , but too near the coaſt of Argentero, for we were 
annoyed with mud. Upon this aroſea great Storm of Wind, which 
rock'd us toand again, and at laſt broke our Cables. We endeavored 
all we could to get Sea room, but the Wind being towards the Land, 
drove us flat againſt the Coaſt, where the Sieui Adelaar ſeeing us in 
ſuch danger, ſent off his Long Boat with 5 or 6 men to fetch a Perſon 
of Quality from aboard us, who was a Superintendant of ſome emi- 
nent Place, under the Juriſdiction of the Common-wealth : but all the 


.reſt of the Gentry , with about an Hundred Soldiers and Marriners 


ſtayd aboard. Soon after , the Ship was caſt upon a Rock with the 
violence of the Sea , where ſhe. ſplit all in pieces : in ſuch manner as 
no tongue can expreſs , nor pen decipher , that a Ship of ſuch Bur- 
then , like a Plank was thrown ſo high aboye Water , and an the 

twi..kling 
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twinkling of an cic daſht into a Thouſand ſhivers. Lamentable MAY h 
was to hear the pitifull moan of fomany rhat were Parents for their '55% 


Children, Men for their Wives, Waves for their Husbands ; Chil- 
dren for their Parents, and every particular for their Friends and Al- 
liance , The Maſter of the Ship and my ſelf gota Maſt , which, what 
by the boyitrous Wind, and what by the violence of the Floods , 
did ſo tumble and roll , that we could not keep it in a duie ballance , 
{> that we thought beſt to look out for ſomething elſe , and by Hea- 
venly Providence met with the great Hatch , which came driving 
with ſuch force againſt the Maſt, that it had almoſt ſent us both to 
ſound the Deep. However indeavouring to fave our Lives, we got 
faſt hold of the Hatch , and won the Shoar. All the reſt were drowned 
to 19 Men , and 2 Women ; the one whereof was a Yenerian Lady, 


whoſe Husband was a Captain in that Expedition. This Gentle- womas 
woman , after a long and weariſom beating thro the Surges , and 79&r- 
ſerved, 


Foamings of the Sea , was thrown mother - naked upon Land , but 
moſt miſerably torn and rent with Nails and Splinters; having ac- 
cording to the report made by the Chirurgeon, above Fifry Wounds 
and Holes in her Body : yet notwithſtanding all this, was more griz- 
ved to hear of the loſs of her Husband , than ſenſible of her own 
calamity : However conſidering the extreme cold ſeaſon , and her 
weak condition , we covered her Warm with cloaths and Bedding. 
The other W&wan that was ſaved , was the wife of a Privat Soldier, 
who was great with child , had driven Six and Thirty Hours 
upon a piece of the Hulk , and toour greatadmiration was taken up 
alive. It was certain that ſhe could not have endured any longer being 
already ſtiffand benummed , and us pale as a Corps.S0 " bus as ſhe was 
brought aboard. the Saint George and warmed , was deliveret of an 


* Abortiv Child : but her ſelf revived , being cherithed by the help of 


other Women aboard that Ship. Shortly after the Ship-wrack came 
all the Moveables and Goods aſhoar. Being now come aboard the Saint 
George , and a litle refreſhed , we ſteer'd away for Candy, where we 
arrived in ſafety ; but what by our unhappy —_— Argentero, and 
increaſe of Folk , the Victualling grew very low ; upon which we 
deſired the Governout| to ſupply us with what we had-ocenſton for; 
but Anſwer was returfted us , T hat Candi was of it felf but very meanty 


provided, and that they were not ina capacity toaſfiſt us. We then 
YG deſi- 
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_ (deſired , that we might havea Tarr to tranſport ustothe Armade, 


1n order to admit our ſelves again into-the ſervice of the Common- 
wealth. To this the Governour gave his afſent, and with a Ship and - 
15 men, and ſome Ammonition diſpatched us for the Armade. 

On the 3 of May we ſet Sail from C:ndy , but were put to our allow- 
anceat the rate of 2 {ib. of Bread each man a day , upon a Calculation 
of 10 days, andſo conſequently 20 {b. the Voyage. 

On the 8 diro, -wecamecloſc under Xytilene , and found that our 
Proviſion was alrcady ſpent ,;ſo that it was reſolved by the major part 
of the Company , that we:ſhould goaſhoarand ſee out for ſomething: 
to ſupplyour Wants, although we knew that the Ifſkand was under 
the Juriſdiction of the Turkiſh Emperour. However ſeeing there was 
as much Dapger on the other hand , we chuſed rather toadventure 
our {elves on land , than toftarv aboard : and accordingly 12 Hollan- 
ers and 15 Greeks ſtept aſhoar , and ſeeing a drove of Cattehwe took 6 
fat Kine, whick.weled to the Boat and ſo gotthem hoy1{*'d aboard,one 
by one. Thus fair beginning encouraged us to go further within land 
and about a mile from the Creek where the Tartanlay , found a ſmall 
village of about 10 or 12 Houſes, but not any appearance ofcither 
man , woman or child , who we concluded had hid themfelves for 
fear. In the mean while finding noſcarcity of Brcad., Meal , 'Butter, 
Checſe, Honey, Wineand Oll, we pick'd and chyi'd cach what 
he had a mind to , and having pack'd up more thang could carry , 
ye thought ita fin to leave any thing behind us :'we therefore went a 
litle out of the Village,where we found about 20 Aſſes , theſe we took 
and loaded with our Spotl , and in our rcturn to the Shallop eſpy'd 
a Caſtle which before we had not ſeen , and thither we ſuppoſed that 
the Peafſantry of that Hamlet -were ficd to fecure themſelves. But in 
coming forwards, we found that there was but one high way to the 
Boat from the Village, and that cloſe by the Caſtle ; for every man had 
fenc'd in his Ground with a high Flint-wall : neverthelcſs coming paſt 
the Caſtle we met with no obſtruction or annoyance in the World , 
till being got about half- way I looked about , and ſpied 200 Troo- 
pers following us as hard as they could drive , whereupon I cried 
out , Gentlemen, Here comes 4 Conmund of Horſe , ſee what you have to ao , 
4nd reſolve Without much bf of time , for if you do not behave your ſelves coura- 
gjoufly we are all dead men. Be yadorons and keep together , let us be faithfull 


and 
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and if , we muſt ſubmit to death at this time , let it be in a honourable manner” MAY” * 
The Twrks in the mean-while drew nearer and nearer : and weloath to '%5 
part with our Plunder , madea faint-hearted fellow (that was good 
for nothing elſe) drive the Aſſes before, whileſt we drew up into a 
Body and put ourſelves into a Poſture of detence. Our men unanit- 
-mouſly gave me ( for the time being) the honour ofa Chieftain, in 
lieu of a better. As for the 'Greehs ,'they were greater Strangers to 
martial Diſcipline than we, and ran confuſedly up and down without 
any order. When the 7w7ks werejuſt come upon'us, I gave charge that 
they ſhould not fire all at once, but byg at atime, andthat not till 
they had taken good aim, and the Enemy within ſhot. With that 
the Twrkish Commander {( being a {or )advanred upon a ſtately 
Horſe , was bound to level his Carbine , but to anticipate him [ 
gave the Ward tothe firſtRank,who brought him down to theGround 
and three more belidgs him. This falling out luckily the ſecond Rank 
rave fire , and fo following the third , till we ſaw above 2o of the 
Lena Party dcad , that gave us no ſmall encouragement ; but on 
the contrary ſo diſheartned the Enemy that they began to retreat ; for 
beſides the great advantage we had of the High walls of Flint , which 
ſerved .us for a Rampart; aur Arms were large Muſquets , and 
theirs but. ſmall Carbines , which at that diſtance.could not do much 
Execution. When they were gonca good way back ,wechmbed over 
the Wall, marched along the high way with four in a Rank, and kept 
our ſelves together. The Twrks ſceing that faced about on a ſudden, 
clapt ſpurrs -to their Horſes , and came driving upon us with a 
moſt horrid ſhouting ; thinking ſo to bring us out of our Ranks, 
and to put us into a diforder : which if they could have effeted, 
had ſerved their turn. But our men the ſecond*time faced.about 
and leyclled their Muſquets ., till -we kad them at a due diſtance 
and ſo we fired for a good while together , without either gaming 
or looſing ground ; till at laſt the Enemy ſecing themſelves con- 
ſiderably weakned by the loſs of their Leaders , were forced to 
retreat again till they were out of ſhot : but ſo ſoon as we.began 
again to march , they followed us , but in a very cafy pace , in- 
tending ( as we had colour to beleeve ) to ſurprize us at taking 
nur Prizes aboard , but they ſeeing us too near the Boat were 
content to let us alone for that time : for had they come we had 
K 3 four 
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four ſmall braſs Pieces in the Shallop which would have done 
more ſervice than the Muſquets. So after this ſmall Bickering , 
we got our Spoil aboard , with the loſs of 2 dead, and 3 wounded 
in the Conflict.

N the gth. dizo we left yrilene , and with a brave Wind got 

Monte Sante , or Holy Mount in 2 days : This being the Hill ( as the 
devout Romaniſts beleey e ) whereon our Saviour was tempted by Sa- 
than, and from whence he ſhow'd him all the Riches of the Earth. 

On the 12 aito wevSalled into the River of Conſtantinople, where we 
found the Sea-Armade of Yeniceat Troy,which is the placeand remnant 
of the tamous Troy ſo much read of 1n the Poets of old , although it 
1s hard to judge where the Town has verily ſtood. All that 1s to be 
ſeen, 154 Gate which 1s built of white Marb nd ſeems to be exceed- 
ing ancient , and a ſmall Village with the Foundations of a wall, 
that encompaſſe the Town 7 times , not in circular form , but as it 
were involved like a Snake, or the ſpring ofa Watch. Towards the 
Sea are ſome Trenches and a Redout of Earth , which have been 
lately made by the Turks to check the Paſſage of the Propontis , or 
Channel of Conſtantinople. 

On the 14, we were taken into ſervice , and I put aboard the 
Litle Princeſs. 

On the 15 we ſaw the Galleys of Bey, who ſeeing chat we had ſtopt 
the Channel , row'd away toward the Greek ſhoar , where they 
ftay'dtogether,being 22 in number. 

On the- 16 came an Erglish Ship from Sante called the Hidleton to 
bring Bread , Oars , and Ammonition for the Armade, which the 
Turkish Galleys aſſail'd , when ſhe came near the Dardanell;i, We hear- 
ing that , did all we could to fail off and aſliſt them; butit __ 

calm, 
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calm , that our Sails cling'd about the-maſt. The Turks in the: 
mean while lay battering the Enghs5h Ship z and the Englizh on the ' $ 


other hand defended themſelves couragiouſly. Aﬀer they had fought 
ſome hours , the Tarks boarded her abaft and got the Poop , which 
the Englich ſeeing blew up the Decks,and fo ſet the Ship on Fire,which 
nevertheleſs when they ſaw her on Fire to the Main Maſt, ceaſed not to 
fire valourouſly out at the Prow till ſhe began to fink, which they mar. 
king betook themſelves to ſwimming , rather willing to burn or ſink 
than ſurrender themſelves or Ship upon diſhonorable Terms. Howe- 
ver the Turks took up as many as they conld, and made ſlaves of them, 
Aboard this Ship was an Englich Woman who kepta Houſe of En- 

tertainment at Fexice, notedly known by the name of Mrs. Pemters, 

and one that was very kind tothe Englihand Dwich when inany ſtrait 

or trouble, and many of our Nation wete ſorry when they heard of 
her Death. The Ship Azidleton was mounted with 3& Guns ; and 66 

Men , whereof about 40 weredrown'd and burt'd, as we found by 


MAT, 
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the Bodies we took up an hour and a half after the Battel. And after- 


ward underſtood by the Slaves we took in the Engagement at the 
Dardanelli , that the Galleys were ſo diſabled that they repented the 
Aſſault, beſides more than 500 Men outright kil'd , and a far grea- 
ter number wounded. : 

While we lay at Anchor at the entrance of the Channel , and 
| floating to and again before the Dardanelt, the moſt part of our men 
were quelFd with a Scorbutic diſtemper, for want of freſh Water. 
For all the Water we could have, we muſt fetch out of the River of 
Troy , which we could not doe without great perril, and jeopardy of 
our lives ; the Twrks having ſeveral hidden Trenches , in which they 
lay ſculking till they ſaw opportunity , and then ſurprized us. To 
my great misfortune,l was ſent out with 7 more to fetch Water with a 
Boat ; and coming to Troy, we ſaw very rich Vineyards , ata diſtance, 
and mighttly longing for ſome ſuch refreſhments , we caſt lots 
who ſhould make the attempt to go and fetch ſome Grapes, and the 
Lot fell upon me : wherefore without miich loſs of time I betook my 
ſelf thither , viewing warily if the coaſt were clear, bur ſeeing no ſtir or 
appearance of men ; I went-up undauntedly , where I made both 
Hatids and Chaps riove. But whilſt T was thus buſy, heard agreat 
' noiſe, and turning meabour , deſcried ſeveral 'T## that had lay in 
| ambuſh

x.4r. ambuſh running towards me , from ſeveral places between me and 


the River. Our men were newly come aſhoar and filling their Casks 
with Water , who made all the haſt they could ,gain'd the Boat,looſ'd 
oft from the ſhoar , and eying the Enemy too caraeſtly ran the Shallop 
upon-a- Sand , where. they were ſet faſt ; but having ſome Fire-arms 
aboard , they kept the Twrks off, till they got the Boat adrift, and ſo 
made their eſcape. In the mean while 1 fat biting my nails , and 
{cratching my head in the Vineyard. Seeing my way forelaid , and no 
hopes of coming to the Sea-{zde. I began to conſult with my ſelf what 
ſhift to make , and concluded it the greateſt folly in the world to 
oppoſe my'felf againſt ſo many men , for which ( being once in their 
clutches ) I might expeCt ſeverer uſage. It was not long before 
they came to ſee what kind of a-Foo!-, they had got-in their Gin, 
where they found Peel-garlick ready to yield up. the Ghoſt for fear. 
They brought me firſt to.the Hamlet, where Troy was (aid to ſtand in . 
times of yore, and afterwards to thoſe Caſtles which are built oppo- - 
ſite toeach other ,. and command the entrance of the Dardanelli.. Here 

they put me ina Galley, ſtript off my Robes, ſhaved my head, and 
ſet me to an Oar , which was work enough for ſix of us to tug at, . 
allowing me only a pair of linnen Breeches to cover my nakedneſs. 
I was Chain'd toa Ryſfaz , who had been 24. years in the Galleys : for 
all ſtrangers that they takeinthe Yexetian Sea-Armade, are to ſtay in 
the Galleys during lite , without the benefit of Redemption. Which 
when I came to underſtand , began n all halt to repent. my temerity, 
and foolhardineſs, and had thought my ſelf more happy it I had been 
pilling of Turnips or Cucumbers at Dwurgerdam , than plucking. of 
fuch ſour Grapes, in a Trejan Vineyard. . 

How inhuman and barbarous our Uſage was , no Tongue can duly 
utter -, nor Pen deeipher, . For the Guardian of that Galley was repu- 
ted the moſt ſevere of any other in. the Fleet , and although we plyed 
never ſo ſedulouſly , were ſure to bethreſh'd on the naked ribs with a. 
Buls-pizle, when the fit took him ; and one mans hide muft unjuſtly 
be made. a piaculum , for another's Remiſneſs, or Sloth, nor was the 
Tygre ever. well , but when he heard ſome a roaring , or yelling out 
The Xu was ever now and then .counſelling to betake. our felvs to 
flighr., which I ;had-a great. mind. to eſſay . (for the Yenerian Armade 
ity but two leagyes from. us ) but could neyer ſee an opportunity, 
mecting 


——  ——_—_—_ 
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meeting perpetually with one obſtruftion or other ; and the Coaſt ar. 
narrowly watch'd by the Turks. The Ruf had ſeveral times attempted '** 
to run away , but wasevertaken, and had neither Noſe nor Ears left 
bim. This woful Precedent daunted me fo, that I had no great ſto- 
mach to iry » butone day above the reſt he gave me good encoura- 
gement , ſaying, Prethee Brother, Which is beſt , 'T olive in perpetual Slavery, 

or , Dze what you can , to make your Eſcape ? Put thecaſett showld bs fruitleſs 
and we Should be taken , I shallbe ſure to have the hardeſt meaſure , but you , 
only a hundred ſtroaks on the foot , at Worſt. *Tis true , they have threatned to 
burn me , if ever 1 run «way again, and am caught ; but I will rather dyſo , 
than to live all my days under the lash of thoſe Ay <7 Hell-Hounds , and 
robe tormented with a Thouſand FHlagues , after the manner you ſee, Come , 
come, reſolve. Faint heart never won fair Lady, and Nothing venture, 
nothing have ; What i there in the VVorld , that may be preferred before « 
Golden Freedom ? By theſe and many other reaſons he moved me to 
hazard to matter. 'The Moſcoviar or Rf, who was a ſubtile Impoſtor , 

and had an excellent hand at any kind of Roguery , had been ſome 
time before at Conſtantinople , where he had bought a File ; this he had 
ſtitch'd upin his Coat , and carried always a litle Tinder-box and a 
Watch-light about him, to uſe in time of occaſion. 

Having now forthe ſpace of 6 Weeks endured this wofull ſtate , rhe 4u- 
we found an Opportunity to rid our ſelvs of that miſerable Slavery: _ bis 
for being now leit to our Livery to fetch Water for our ſelves, my zſcopc. 
Camrade and I that were chain'd together went farther within Land 
than weneeded, and fo returned honeſtly back to the Galley, and 
that for 2 or 3 times together , the better to prevent ſuſpicion, till at 
laſt, weran ſo faroutof ſight that we thought our Enterprize half 
won. The night comingon, it began torain, and we to ſhelter our 
ſelvs, crept into a cave, where my Mate ſtruck fre and lighted his 
Wax-candle, that we might ſee to file : and after a litle labour got 
our {elves looſe. _ The night in regard it was dark favour'd us mainly, 
ſo that we came to the ſtrand an hour before break of Day , which 
we ſaw full of Tents, But being a very rainy night and ſtormy wea- 
ther , the Sentinels did not attend their Poſts , ſo that we paſſed 
through the middeſt of them without any examination , and betook 
our ſelves to ſwimming before it was obſerv'd. But it was not long 
before they began to ſuſpet ſomething , or other, for that Water 1s 
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very ſalt and has this property, that with the leſt motion, or troubling, 
it burns like fire. Hereupon they ſhot at us by guets and random, 
with the Long-bow ( for by reaſon of the Rain they could not uſe 
rheir Fire-arms , ) ſo that the Arrows camepelting about our cars, 
and ſometimes grazing upon the Water , till at laſt one hit the Ruf 
directly upon the buttock. However he ſwom ſo long with it , till we 
wereout of ſhot , but when I would have pulled it out ; the poor 
caitiff began to yell out molt miſerably, crying, Let alone , let alone , "tis 
an Arrow with a wicker. And thus he was fain to (wim for two Leagues 
together , before we came to the Yenerian Armade : and had the ſtream 
heavy on ourſide. When we came to the Armade we were taken into 
the Ship udbrahams Offering , where the Ry had the Arrow drawnout 
of his buttock , which had pierced him to the very bone , and put 
him to a miſerable torture before it was drawn out, being a Harpoon 
with $ wickers. However he was by the diligence of an able Chirurgeen 
ina ſhort time cured of his Wound ; and we thanked God for his 
delivery of us from the hands of thoſe mercile(s Tyrants , preſerving 
us through the dangerous floods , and bringing us to a Chriſtian 
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The fugitive Slaves brought befare the General, The manner of their Encouraging 
their Men, Number of the Venctian Ships and Galleys. Names of the Com- 
manders and ChieftainsThe Malteezes joyn with the Armade.The Turkish Fleet 
ſail up, endeavour to break through ,are hindred by the Malteezes. The Turks 
throw up two Batteries. A dreadfull Engagement , and playing off the Cannon 
for three days together. The Turks begin to ſettle, The Stability and valour of the 
Venetians. The Turks looſe their Conrage. 


N the 24. of Tune by break of day we got the Armade (1n manner 

as aforeſaid ) and about 8 a clock , I was brought before the 
General, to whom I ſignified what had paſſed as to my particular 
concernment , and gave him what Intelligence I could from the 
Turkisch Fleet , who intended that day to fall down , had alrcady 
reckoned the day their own , and made a Dividend among them-

General received me kindly, thanked me for the Information , or. '55* 
dered us each 50 Crowns, and fo diſmiſſed us. So ſoon as we were 
come out of the Generals preſence , he ordered a Proclamation to be 
proclaimed and afhxed to the Maſt of every Ship and Galley , That 
every Privat perſon ſhould ftrecly enjoy what they could get by 
plundering ; and a ſtrict Interdiction was ſent to the reſpeftiv Ofh- 
cers not todeprive or moleſt them upon pain of Death : which was no 
ſmall incouragement to the Marriners and privat Soldiery, At firſt 

the Yenetians were very weak , but afterward , by the joyning of the 
Maltheezes and ſome Dutch , they were increaſ*d to 28 Ships of War, 

24 Galleys,and 7 Galcaſſes. Their Ofhcers were as follow.

For the ſpace of one whole moneth we cruſed upon the Turkish 
Armade , which we waited for daily from Conſtantinople. In the mean 
while thoſe of Malthacame up with their Galleys to the Fenetian Ar- 
mada , under the Flag of the Prior of Rochel. The Turks on the contrary 
had 28 Men of War. 9 Galeaſſes , and 60 Galleys, thoſe of the Bey 
reckoned with them. The ſaid Fleet was alſo full 


of men, and well 
provided with Ammuaition, | 


On 
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On the 23 the whole Armade came down with full Sail before the 24Y. 
Dardanelli , as if they would dirett their courſe for the Iſlands of Greece , * 
or ſome place in the Archipellago, aiming to make a breach ſometimes 
at one place, and ſometimes at another ; But the Yenetians were too 
vigilant to ſuffer it;for they compoſed theirFlect in ſuch order,thatthe 
Turks could not find a Pailage. Neverthelcſs the Maltheezes diſown'd 
themſelvs to be under the Standard of Saine Mark , but reſerved the 
Command of their ownGalleys,as themſelves liſted and thought gond. 

On the 24. the Twrts hell themſelves cloſe to the Banks near the two 
Caſtles , mentioned before (in Pag. 80 ) which tended mainly to 
their advantage. Beſides this they had thrown up two Batteries , one 
upon the Corner of Barbaria, on the Anatolian Side , and another, on 
the Greek, or Weſtern Coaſt , from whence they play'd off gheir 
great Guns againſt the Chr;/tian Navy , to work a pallage through for 
their Fleet. Three days long continued they on bork lides firing with 
their Canon , the Admiral of the Venetzans , as bearing the chief 
Standard , riding neareſt to the Enemy , and conſequenly ſuffered 
more dammage than the reſt of the Navy : for the Turks threw out 
great Stones with their Bombs , that they killd three men on a breſt, 
who ſtood very near the General. .In theſe Caſtles are Guns of an 
incredible "w + , and as ſome ſay, thoſe in the outmoſt Redoubts 
30 inches diamcter. And although there was not any hope of doing 
the Enemy much harm, yet the Chriſtian Fleet kept ſtill in good Or- 
der;waiting greedily for the Twrkish Navy, which we thought would 
come out , when ours was a litle more diſabled. On the 26 they came 
out with full Sail , and in good Order, with ſuch a hideous roaring 
and ſhouting, that we could not underſtand the words of Command, 
nor hear one another ſpeak. Their Ships as well as their Galleys 
were ſo ſtow'd with men , that they were a great incumbrance to 
themſelves. 

The Wind was now at North, and favoured the Twrks fo, that the 7'e 
Chriſtians were almoſt blind and ſtifled with ſmoak : yct the whole ;,;. ts 
Fleet kept their Poſts without giving way to the Enemy. The General benefe of 
to givea good cxample and encquragement to the whole Navy , put Ts 
the Flect in the form of a Creſcent and himfelf in the Nombril; and - 
fo expe&edthe Infidels Armade: but they kept off at a conſiderable 
diſtance , ſtill playingoff their Cannon. The Wind and ſtream 
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Vor.ll 
which fayoured them againſt us, was alſoadvantagious for us againſt 
the Galleys of the Bey, that wereto the Rereward of us ; who alſo 
fought couragiouſly , and held their Poſtall the while. The Yenetians 
didall they could to cloſe up with the Turks , but could not move 
forward and keep their due Order , thro reaſon of the Wind, and 
violent Breakings of the Stream , occaſioned on purpoſe by the T»rks 
12 opening of their Fleet , that beat Strongly againſt the Chriſtian 
Navy. The Enemy in the mean why bartcred the Squadron of 
Marco Bembo with an inceſſant ſhooting of whole Tears and Broad- 
{ides, thatall crack'd again; nor had Lazaro Mocenigo , and Gerolino 
\ialipierothe Vice-Admiral, aflifted by the Prince of Parma , the leſt 
ſhare in this hot Ingagement. But beyond all others , memorable was 
rhe magnanimous and reſolved Valour of Bernardo Bragadin: Chieftain 
of the Contarina, a ſmall ; but a well-built Friggat : who notwith- 
ſtanding the Enemy poured out great ſhot , like Hail upon her , yet 
dured all the brunt of the battel thundring with her Cannon againft 
the Turkish Galeaſſes, that they were forced to remove their Poſt 
5 ſeveral times. An admirable rare Courage ! which if it either could, 
or had been ſeconded , by all the Naval Forces of the Chri/tians then 
preſent , would havegiven ſuch an Overthrow to the Infidels as no 
Age might paralel. Nor may we forget to commemorate the good 
{ſervice of the Dutch, who ſerved as Auxiliaries in this Naval Expe- 
dition , and behaved themſelvs very well. The Twrks now ſeeing the 
prudent Condudtt of the General , and undaunted Courage of the 
whole Fleet did all they could to draw off , fell down to the Sea- 
ward and retired .into the Bay of Baybery , where they dropped 
Anchor, hoping that now they were. in Sanctuary, 
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The Wind turns in favour of the Venetians. The Turks flee and are obſtruted. 
The brave Courage of the Galleys of Bey. General Marcello kill'd. The 
manly Behaviour of Lazaro Mocenigo , who looſes one eie. Two Dutch 
Ships, towit, Yet Wapen van Naſſau', a4 Den David en Goliath , blowwx 
up with their own Powder.

Fter the Chriftians had long laboured to cloſe up with the Twrks, 

but could not effect their Intentions , for the Wind blew hard at 
North, and North and by Eaſt , and the ſtream ftill falling with great 
Force upon their Ships and Galleys. \ rendredtheir Indeavours fruit- 
leſs, ſothat they could not do any enterprize, than barely what was * 


done with their Ordnance, they had reſolved to reft a litle : till on The wind 
a ſudden by Heavenly providence the Wind cameabout, and GOD, #1 = 


out of his unſpeakable Goodneſs , granted the Chrifians a helping 


Hand , almoſt after the ſame manner , as about a Hundred Years Nias, 


agon in the famous Sea-fight againſt the Twr4s , under the Condutt of 
Don Iuan d' Auſtris, whenthe T arks had the Wind fair and favourable, 
till they came to engage wirh the Chriftians, and then by the Divine 
Bounty of the Ev erlaiting GOD, the Wind turned to the advantage 
of the Chriſtian Fleet; in ſuch ſort that the Chriftians gave them the 
greateſt and moſt fatal Overthrow , thatever yet was either knowa , 
or heard of, in the world. The General Marcello had no ſooner 
obſerved that the Wind blew a litle Southerly , but he gave Com- 
mand to fet fail., and ſtretch the Oars, in order to give the Turks a 
ſudden Afſault, which was in obedience to his Will immedirly put 
inpractiſe. The T#r&s being thus ſurprized by our filent Attac Jue , 
and finding the Wind direttly againſt them,were dreadfully d:{m2i d: 
infomuch that v pon our entring the Bay we ſaw them by whole floc 
jump. over board. Some ran with their Ships and Galleys blu: «ly 
againſt the Wall ; others that lay at Anchor neareſt the Sea , {trove to 
drive through the Fleet and gain the Rere; and thoſe that ſaw them- 
ſelves not able to retreat , lef, the Ships , and betook themſclves to 
fwimming ; few of which eſcaped-{ for there runs a ſtong Tide ) and 


moſt of them were carricd to the Seaward,, that we met whole Shoals 
of 
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x.4?. of them driving in the ſtream , and amongſt them many Chriſtian 
x55% Slaves, which we took up with our Shallops. In the mean time the 
Turks continued their Flight, endeayoring with their Galleys to tow 
away ſome of the ableſt Ships , but the Yexerians fell ſo furiouſly upon 
them that they were anticipated , and only made their eſcape with 
14 which got theTaſtle for their Refuge : Lazaro Mocenizo , who was 
Voluntecr and commanded the $#/:a» ( formerly taken by the Turks ) 

made in with great Courage , and cut off their Paſſage » Where he la 
thundring and firing his Cannon till the General <Marcells broke 
through the middeſt of the Enemies Armade , put them into diſorder, 
and kept his own Fleet in goodConditicn holding ſtill in the Nombril 
or Center of the Creſcent, joyntly with the Proveditor Barbaro Badver, 
the Squadron of Maltha,with the Ships andGaleaſſes of 1o/eppo: Moroſini. 
The Right Wing ( or Horn) was commanded by Anrhonio Bartaro, 
a Captain ofthe Gulf, the left by Pierro Contarini. The Turks ſeeing 
themſelves environed on every fide with the Chri/i2ns , and their 
Paſiage obitrutted , began to fight with better courage than before, 
and defended themſelves very bravely , as ſometimes deſperate Sol- 
The no diers do. But above all the Galleys of Bey appeared ſignally ſtout, 
zble 244 and for their laudable behaviour and ſingular valour merited as much 
\b» cat. the Honour, as the Twrkish Muſtaphathe Diſhonour of the Day. But 
feyref witha Lion-like Courage, and as wiſea Conduct, did a certain Baſſs 
!* manifeſt his generous ſpirit , who was the ſame that had promiſed the 
Grand Seignior , topreſeat him with Marcello's head , or to forfeit his 
own in heu thereof (being a Greex Renegado ) and a{ſuredly he gave 
none reaſon to tax him with Remiſsneſs on his own behalf, yet fail'd 
in the Atchieyment of his well-intended Enterprize ; for when he 
was bound to board him , the General got alliſtance , and offered to 
The5e- enter the Baſſas Galley , but was unfortunately killed with a Cannon 
w-74! 1g ball and four Gentlemen that ſtood next him. Zuanni Marcello ſeeing 
wird, this, held all in filence, for fear of diſcouraging the Chriſtian Armada, 
took the Command upon himſelf , and purſucd the Battel hotly after 
* theſame Order, till he had privately ſignified the General's death to 
Berbaro Badoer , Proveditor of the Navy , who without loſs of time 
ſteptover , and ſuccceded him, {till holding the ſame Order which 
the General had deſigned. Z:7aro Mocenigo in the mean while buſy to 
obſtru&trbe Paſſage of the Txrks with the S»lrar , ran her unluckily 
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upona Sand, near the ſhoar, and at laſt too eager in ſhooting ſet the 7Uxe.

ſhipon fire, having alitle before loſt his Eie with a ſplinter. 

The Swan had aboard her divers Perſons of Quality and Volun- 
tiers , Who maxtmis a8 minimes quitted themſelves well and honourably: 
amongſt which was , Capt. Zorzi Dadick , The Sicur Ebert , Capt. 
Lieutenant Gremonwlle , and Bernardino Canala Reformado Captain, 
whereof the two laſt were irrecuperably wounded. During the Fight, 


was the Dutch Ship , called f Wapen van Naſſauw under the 


Command of Capt. #au/tino Riya blown up with her own Powder , as 


alſo another Dutch Ship called Den David en Golfath by an 
unfortunate ſhot in her Powder Chamber , when fhe was ingaged 
with the Galleys of the Bey, and lay fo cloſe to the ſaid Galleys that 
5 of them were blown up with her. Aboard the fame Ship were 44 
Hollanders , and 22 left , being juſt the half loſt. The Prince of Parma 
was fo forward that his Companions were fain to reſtrain him by 
force , running himſelf oftentimes into a needleſs jeopardy of his 
Perſon. Remarkable was that of the General Borrz being aboard the 
Galeaſs of 2arcoRiva,who having his youngSon by him,carried himup 
and down to ſee what was worthy of note. When the Night came 
on , they unanimouſly left off on borh ſides , and all was {till ; but 
the next Morning by break of day , they fellon amain , and ſeem'd 
for ſome hours to be equally match'd as that the Day was thought 
dubious , but at laſt the Twr&s were fain to give over, only the Capitane 


held out very manfully , till the Admiral Marco Bembo came to cloſe _—_ 


up with his Lar-board where he ſaluted him ſo with Broad-ſides, that {,4;s 
Capitana 


he was forc'd to yield as well as the reſt. 

The Yeuetians ſeeing the Capitanz yield gave a great ſhout that the 
Caſtle and Banks rang again, and fo well encouraged they were that, 
they fell furiouſly in one entire Body upon the Saracens , that they 
forthwith betook themſelves to flight, and retired to the Fort, but 
the Chriſtians had ſo hindred their paſſage , that few of them got 
Clear. The Sicur Barbaro Badoer who ſucceeded the General concealed 
his death ſolong untill that the Fight was over, and he able for to 
vive the Fleet an account of the Enemies Overthrow,which was in the 


ſecond Evening , prettylate. ' 
The Penetiens having now made themſclves Maſters of ſo many Thelsſ

Ships and Galleys, wereataloſs for Men enough to manage them, 7,” 


that 
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that they were fain to ſet the moſt part on fire, reſerving only ſuch as 
were left diſabled , as a token of this notable Victory, which had 
coſt the Common-wealth above 4.00. Souls, and amongſt thoſe their 
moſt faithfull and valiant General Marcello, whoſe ( unhappy Death 
can never be enough lamented. The number of thoſe that were 
wounded was great , but uncertain. The Stan, and the 2 Dutch, 
men of War , which as we have already ſaid were unfortunately 
deſtroyed with their own powder , was all their loſs of Shipping. 
They took 18 Galleys , and the AMaltheezes 11 Ships , beſides 5 4, 
Ships that were burn'd : ſo thatof 97 Galeaſles , Ships and Galleys , 
only 14 were ſaved on the Enemies ſide. By this laudable Enterpriſe 
and Victory of the Yenetians , above 5 000 Chriſtian Slaves were reſtored 
to Freedom. But how many of the Infidels loſt their lives was 
uncertain, only by a rude conjecture, anda modeſt Calculation were 
computed between 5 and 6000 Men. When we went to ruminate for 
Spoil among their Dead we found the Fretum, or Mouth of the Darda- 
xelli floating ſothick with Bodies, that we could not force our Boat 
through; but with our Oars and Boat-hook were fain to drag and 
draw them behind the Shallop , which again with the force of the 
ſtream were thrown on heaps one above another, like Shoals of Ice, 


and ſo came tumbling into the Boat , in ſpite of all the means we 
could ufe. 


CHAF. VL 


The Siege of Tenedos, The two Caftles ſurrendred. A deſcription of Tenedos. 
Lemnos, :t”s Situation ,and taking in. Thepreſent ſtate of Greece, ]. Struyl's 
arrival at Pathmos and Samos. Taken by the Turks with 6 of his Companions, 
and ſoon after ranſom'd, 


Fter this ſignal Vidtory , all the maimed Soldiers , together 

with the Corps of the General, and other Noblemen were fent 
back to Zenice : and the new General Badver upon this ſuccesfull day , 
reſolved to fire them out of their own neſts. Purſuant thereto he 
ſteers away for Texedos, which is an Iſland ſituate at the very mouth 
of the Propontis, or River of Conſtantinople, which is as it were the Key 
of the ſaid River, and Commands the Paſſage ſo, that no Ships can 
come 
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comein orout, againſt their will. Thereare on this Iſland. two well 7”. 
fortified Flaces, the one on the South and the other on the North, '** 
both built after the beſt manner of Fortification , having Bulwarks : 
and Walls of an incredible Thickneſs. Welay Siege to theſe , both reneza 
by Sea and Land , but the main Forces we apulind on the Haven-ſide, ve{eged 
for the Bay is very wide, where we came to caſt our Anchors. Four- 3/** 
teen days long we lay battering the Caſtle with our Cannon from «pox Ar- 
the Sea, at what time they put out a white Flag , and propoſed to _ 
the General certain Articles , upon which they declared themſelves 

free to ſurrender the Fort , the main of which Propoſalaas , 


That allfreeborn Turks 5hould be ſet upon faſt Land, 


and, 


That all the Renegades should be at the mercy of the Chriſtians, 


The faid Articles were mutually counter - changed and ratified by 
the Heads of both Parties, and all the Twrks and Moors drawn out , 
even the Greeks too, who were ſuffered to ſtay upon the Iſland but not 
within the Caſtle. The Heads of the other Caſtle ſeeing the Yenectians 
in poſſeſſion of this, put out the White Flag and deſired Articles of 
Feace, which after a ſhort Treatie of Commiſſioners on both ſides 
were ſigned, exiſting moſtly of the ſame Tenure with the former. 

Tenedos lies near the coaſt of Anatolia and is called Bowechadde by the Tenedos 
Turks. It is of a fertile Soil, and produces plenty of Fruit, but eſpe- {rib 
cially Grapes , and has good ſtore of Melons and other delicacies , 
which they have alſo in the Winter-ſeaſon. And according to it's 
ſmall extent ( not exceeding 28 English miles in circuit ) has abun- 
dance of Cattel. It is beſet with Hills towards the Sea on every ſide, 
but withinarable, and fit for tillage. The General committed it to 
the Truſt of Seignior Loredane, a Gentleman of Yenice,with a Garriſon 
of 700 Italjans, and others. 

Tenedos being now in poſſeſſion of the Fenetians, we ſet Sail for Lemnos 
Scalimene, or Lemms , which we found about 6 Leagues diſtant from ——_ 
the other , being Seated direQAly before the mouth of the Channel, where 
and therefore a Place in which the Twrks had repoſed great Confi- CO 
dence.

Their Stockingsare moſtly ſcarlet and neatly embroyded , their ſhoes 
with litle handſom heels, and ſometimes for their more eaſy going 
with ſlaps. Thoſe that are of ability wear a kind of Boddice or waſt- 
coat of cloth of Gold , and above that an upper-Coat with long Silk 
ſleeves, this 1s girded about the middle with Ribbons. Some there are 
alſo which wear a ſhort ſilk Jacket or Juſticore coming down to the 
calf of the legs , their ſhifts hanging down 2 palms below thar. 
Being now as we already told you , ſent to colle&t Tribute , 
the firſt Iſland we came at. was Pathmos , the place where the 
H. Apoſtle 1ohz , and the beloved Diſciple of our Lord , was confined, 
or baniſhed to, and where he wrote his Revelations. When we went 
aſhoar , they ſhow'd us a litle Chappel in the cleft of a Rock , which 
as the Greeks aſcertain'd to us ) was the very place where he ſaw 
thoſe Heavenly Vihons; as altoa ſtone which Jay above his Bed. This 
ſtone the Greeks fell, and make great profit of it, being ſtampt into 
powder 1s reputed the beſt Remedy that ever was known, for a 
Quartan Ague. The City Pathmes 1s founded upon a Hill about the 
middle of the Ifland , and has within it a very fair Monaſtery with 


the Tomb of Chryfolodos the Founder thereof. The Ifland is both Fruit-- 


ful, populous and well built, on the Sea-{idec isa htle ſtrong Sconce 
to dehornt the place againſt Pyracy , but when they heard of the Over- 
throw of the Turks, didnot inthe left oppoſe themſelves again{t us , 
being overaw'd by the Cats. 

When we had diſpatched at Pathmos , we ſtcer'd away for Sms, 
which is an Iſland right over againſt the Gulf of Smirna , to ice if we 
could meet with any Sai#s , or other Turki5h Shipping , and according 
roour expeCttation met with two rich Prizes , laden with raw Silk, 
and other precious Commodities. After we had SaiFd to and again 
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for5 or6 days, wecameto Sems to demand the Contributions as at Samos, 


otherplaces. When we werearrived in this Road our Commander 


thought good to ſupply us with Water and other neceſlaries , upon The'zc,i 


which Iand 19 other of our Ships-folk were ſent aſhoar. Ten of our /": 
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582. Company were ſent up tothe Village to buy Proviſion and Refreſh- 
165% ments, and thereſt, amongſt whom Imy ſelf was one , were to take in 
Water, and manage the Boat. But hardly had we taken in two Boat- 

tulls but weſaw a Brigandine making toward us, ſtow'd full of Men: 
whereupon we concluded it was no time to dally ; and therefore 

- threw our T hings aboard, and betook our ſelvs to rowing as hard as 
7, we could drive towards the Ship. But the Turks having far more 
inzey- hands than we , and conſequently ſwifter at rowing , came in 
124 3) berween usand the Ship, which lay halt a Durch League from Land. 
Twks, We then ſceing litle hopes of getting aboard , wheel'd about and 
made towards Land ; but were as hotly purſued by the 'Twrks, and 
ſeeing the Brigantine within piſtol-ſhot of us aſtern, wejump'd over 

board and betook our ſelves to running. Bat when I ſaw that I could 

not run any longer, I was forced to ſeek a lurching place, for my feet 

were ſ{orein running through Thorns and Thiſtles. Our Commander 

and Fcoek aboard ſeeing how caſes ſtood, came nearer the ſhoar and 

ſhot at the Infidels with their Guns from aboard , tho they held not 

up to purſue us. When I had lay alitle there, I began to peep out, to 

fee if the coaſt was clear , but was ſpied by 4, Turks , who were hunting 

after us, and ſzeing no mean to make my eſcape was forced to ſubmit. 

The 4u. W hen they had tied my hands behind = back , as they had done 
thorend with 6 more of the Company, they dragg*d us away to the Brigadine, 
6m? wherecoming aboard we met with more civility from the Captain 
priy than wecould indeed expcet. 'They were alſo fo civilto us when they 
##k3 took us that they did not ſo much as take a rag of cloaths from us, for 
I had then 25 Ducats about me which I ſtill kept. The Captain , who 

was a perſon ofa generous Spirit , and with one compaſltonat , ſeeing 

us in ſuch diſtreſs and conſternation , ſaid ,' Be not grieved for the loſi 

of your Liberty , for I'will not uſe you unkindly , neither shall you ſuffer want for 

any thing , that is needfull if we our ſelves are able to ſupply you, However 

he brought us to 8hodes where the Plague raged with great violence 

and conſequently the Slave-market very low , for we could not yield 

bim above 100 Picces of Eight. But the Captain not willing to part 

with usat ſolowa price braught us to Great Scio, where the Twrkish 
Armada then lay, thinking ſo to get a better Sum , but found it quite 

tothe contrary: whereupon we pray'd him toſell us toour own Shup. 

well , ſaid he , if your Commander , or your Countreymen Will buy you , 

1am 
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] am content , their money is as good as another's. With this Reſolution we 
were brought back again to Samos , where when we were arrived, 
ſent a Letter to: the Commander , humbly praying him that he 
would have the goodneſs to redeem us : upon which he made anſwer, 
« 'That he was well inclined to doit , but that the Ship was at that 
«time very ſcarceof Money, and that he could not make up above 
« 1800 Pieces of eight, which it that would redeem us 7, we might 
« ſtrike a bargain with the Captain. Upon this anſwer we were very 
olad, and under good hopes of coming out of the Hands of the Twrks. 
The Captain of the Brigantine obſerving that we had got an anſwer 
from avoard , asked us , What news ? wil your Commander redeem you 
or wot ? Yes , faid one of us , if yo Will be reaſonable with us , we 5hall 
find means to be redeczed , but otherwiſe nor. Hereupon he deman-

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ded 2000 Pieces of eight , whereat we ſeemed to be aftoniſhed, . 


and bad him $800 withall declaring that our Proffer ſeemed more to 
the matter than his Demands ; byg he would not ſcem to hearken to 
that. We then raiſ'd it to 1 but he told 'us , That it was but 
Labour loſt unleſs we bad ſomething more to the.purpoſe , and at lalt 
declared, *« That for 1300 we ſhould be redeemed , provided we 
« would pay him that day , but if not, that the next day he would go 
«out of Town, and ſell us to thoſe that would bid moſt , be who they 
«will. We ſeeing it now brought to a good end, and ſenlible of our 
abilitie , of ——— , took him at the word , leſt ſome other 


reſolution ſhould take him in the head : and preſently put out a white 74, ,. 
Flag. TheCommander thereupon ſent out aShallop,which came row- thor «nd 


ing towards us, till they came within ſpeech of us, and underſtanding

the Conditions of Redemption row'd back again to the Ship , to reaſomed 


bring us the Money for which we had covenanted with our Patron; 
upon this we were again Freemen and thanked G OD for his divine 
dounty towards us. The other men had ſtay'd at Samos fo long in quier, 
till they were fetch'd away by the Ships Company when the Brigan- 

tine was gone. | 
When we had don, and diſpatched our affairs in the Archipelago, 
weſct Sail towards Fenice , tho our Ship was ſo leaky , that we were 
fain to pump continually, however by the help of GOD we arrived 
Safe. But by the way were forced to put in at a certain Iſland right 
over the City Maddonna , not daring to truſt our ſelycs any longer 
. at

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FUY8. atSea, till we had (as well as we then and there were able ) ſtop'd 

465% ſome of her leaks, which were principally at the Bow. But our 
Carpenter notwithſtanding all he did , could not ſtop the main leak 
being in the worſt place it might be in , for no great Nails would 
hold , inſfomuch that the Commander ſet me at work to ſtop it which 
[ did with Sail-cloth 2 or three times folded, and faſtned artificially 
and firm, for which he gave mea good reward,

The Author admitts himſelf again snto the Service of the Venetians. Arrival at 
Corfu with an account of it's Strength, Bulwarks, Sconces and other Fortifi- 
cations, near, and about the City. Fertility of the Iſland. Arrival at Cepha- 
lonia, ts Fertility, Situation and Strength. Arrival at Sante, an account of its 
Strength, itsVillages, Scareity of frech Water, Arrival at Cerigo: Situation 
of that Iſland , Reliques, or Ruins of the Temple of Venus. 


_ ſoon as I had recerved the Arrears of my Wages at Yenice ,Thired 
my ſelf again into the Yeneziay Armade for chiet-or upper-Sail. 
maker , the Armade then lying before the Dardaxelli, We had a Pro- 
veditor aboard us, ſo that we put in at all the Tributary Iflands under 

the Seigniory of Venice, to urge the payment of the Arrearages. And 

Cortu, in the firſt place Corfu , an Ifland lying in the latitude of 34. degr. 
4.5 min. The City may well be reputed one of the beſt fortified Sea- 
towns in Europe, being encompaſſed with a ſtrong Wall and higher 

than ordinary , built altogether after the modern Fortification, 

and well furniſhed with great Ordnance. It is moreover ſecured 

with two Caſtles , or rather Sconces , one towards the Sea barely 
named, The Caſtle, the other on the Land-ſide called , Cz/tells nuovo, 

or NewCaſtle, That Fort which lies towards the Sea is built upon a 

high Rock, and munited with 3 Walls and 5 Bulwarks , whereof 

one is built againſt the Sca,and beats oft the Floods and Billows. This 
Sconce, or Fort, has 3 Gates, thaton the Wet is called , Porta di 
Caftrado , that toward the Sea , Porta di Mandrahico , and the third 

Porta Real which is very narrow , and has a Draw-bridge. This Port 

alſo ſerves for a privat Sally in time of need , and is the place where 

they goc out at to theother Fort , for they can have communication 

and 
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and afliſt each other if attacqu'd, by certain cavernal or ſubterranean 18. 
paſſages, wrought through the Rocks. They lie about 1000 paces 1057 
from each other and do not only ſerve for their own Defence , but 
alſo command the whole Iſland , and that next the Sea of ſuch power 
that it might over aw the Town, being well provided-with all kinds 
of Ammonition , and Cannon which they caft themſelves. - Therea re 
beſides theſe Sconcesſeveral other Forrtifications , and inferior Forts, 
Seated on high Rocks , and Walls proportionable to the other, 
encompaſſed alſo with very deep Ditches which receive their Water 
from the Sea. Corfw is alfo of it ſelf very ſtrong and divided-into 3 
ſeveral Wards as = » Urio mwow, and-Spianaro. The high Forti- 
fications haveno Fountain Water that is good:, and are therefore 
fain to make uſe of Rain Water which they receive and keep in 
ciſterns and pits like thoſe of LHmſterdem : but without the Walls of 
Corfu, 1$2 certain fountain or Well which they call Cardacchio , that 
affoards good Water and yay clear. - Upon this Iſland ftand 68 
Villages and Hamlets , all reaſonably well peopl'd. The Yenetia 
Garriſon as it then-appeared by their Muſter-roll conſiſted of 400 
light Horſe and goo Infantry. 'The Havens very fair and covenient, 
and comes to the middle of thelſland on that fide which faces the main 
Continent. On the other ſide lics Zwrriato a noted place for Fiſhing, 
On this Ifland is much * Berrarge made, which is a Diſh prepared of « ,;;., 
the Roes of Sturgeon, ſalted, dried,and for the longer and better 7preame 
preſervation thereof dipt in Wax. Here is alſo much Oil © yr 
Olives , or 0leum omphacinum made, and the Vine well cultivated. It « macs 
is alſo very fruitfull,affoarding plenty of Oranges, Lemamons, Citrons Y.** 
&c. beſides Honey., Wax and Salt for which Commodities .this Cavear , 
Iſlandis very famous abroad. - G—_ 
From Corfu we ſet ſail for Cephaloris , where there is only one ſmall bythe 
City , raiſedona high ground at the South-end of the Ifland , and Moto: 
well fortified; burthe Haven thereto belonging is large and conve- .amivet 
nient. There appear the Ruins of three other Cities , which are ſaid /Ccpta- 
tobe diſmantled-upon the continual Jarrs of the Inhabitants apongh was 
themſelves andat length reduced to ſuch a poor remnant. Belides this 
City isalitle Fort, in which they repoſe no ſmall truſt. It is ſituated 
in the latitude of 38 degr. and 29 min. and is almoſt of a triangular 
form, 'The Eaſt-end faces the Cape of Ciarenzo , a Promontory of 01s" 
N Mirea 
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Morecor Peleponeſſus. The North-point, Capo Guiſcarde, confronts with 


Staumars , and the' weſt-angle or Cape Sidro looks toward the niain 
Continent of Africa: Between this angle and Ciaren7s which lies to 
the South-weſt is a large Bay., making a fit Harbour not far from the 
City Cephalonis, called Argoftoli , where a great number of Ships may 
very commodiouſly rideat anchor. Art the entrance of this Gulf isa 
ſmall Iſland called Guardiana, which is fortified with a little Moot or 
Caſtelet , which they call Nafſo. They have great ſcarcity of fresh or 
fpring Water inthis Iſland, which 1s nevertheleſs of a rich and fat 

oil, ahd good paſturage for Sheep which there abound. It,produ- 
ceth alſo vaſt quantities of Gratn, Wine, Oil.,Manna , Wax,, Honey, 
Flax and Silk: yi beſides the great plenty of Currans , which.2s the 
Staple-Commoditie of the:Land.

Strength are very conſiderable ; for the- Cirtadet.is built upon a 
high Hill , and what by Nature and what by Art: ; ſeems to be 578% 
almoſt inacceſſible, well provided alſo with Ordnance and Ammu- I 
nition of War ſuitable. On this Ifland are ſeveral Capes , the moſt 
eminent whereof are Capo del Guardooh the South, and Caps de Tiri on 

the Eaſt : between which two Capes lies a Commodious: Harbour , 
called Porto de Chietto , which has a:good Road' for Anchorage at 8 
fathom Water.

ſtrained to knead their Dough with Wine , whereof they make their Doogh 
Bread. Here is alſo prepared the delicate Botarges , eſpecially in July 39ih"* 
and Auguſt , when the Sturgeon comes from the Archipelago. The Land wir, 
is very populous, andall goarmed ; ſothatwhen the Twrkish Corfairs 
ſend ſome men aſhoar to*take Slaves , do frequently change Fates 
with them : and for that end the Yeneriavs maintain 70 or 80 Horſe,day 
and night to ride about the Coaft.

latitude, and is about 200 Enzlichland-miles in length, lying almo 
Eaſtand Weft. It has many Creeks, andabundance of fair Cities, of 
which the moſt noted are Candia, Canes, Retimo , Sitio, Apicormo, Chy- 
ſamo, Melipotams , Garahuſe , belides 2 great number of unwalled, 
Towns, which _ ſax amount to650; all the inferior Villages and 
ſmaller Granges excluded out of the number. The whole Ifland has 
been heretofore under ſubjeftion of the 7enerians. , but at that time 
when I wasghere, the Twks were Maſters of all except the Ciry-Candia 
it ſelf , which was then under the Yenetians and x few ſtrong Holds as 
appendences on the Town , which they held ( as is umverfally 
known) fora conſiderable time together againſt the Ortoman Forces. 
The Fortifications have beenandare frequently altered, according to 
the Diſcretion of the reſpeftive Governours :and is from the very. firſt 
Foundation famous for it's admirable rare Site, and natural ſtrength. 
Ic lies ina fair flat Countrey : the Eaſt and North Angles fronting the 
Strexgtþ Sea... Upon that Angle which lies to the northward was an impre- 
efcandie pnable Fort or Caſtle, which had not only all the Fortifications that 
could be thought uſefull , orany way advantageous for the Town, 
but alſo the for a further ſtrength ,, which encompaſſed it as a 
Mote. The ſame Caſtle has not only the Command of the Haven, 
but alſo the Seaon both the right and left ſide. Between this Caſtle 
and the City was a Wall of 20 foot broad , on which the Soldiers 
marched , from the one to the other. Beſides this the Town was 
munited with divers Ramparts , Bulwarks and other any 
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without ; that it ſeemed to meat that time , and ſince , the greateſt Jvxs. 
folly in the World , for'the Turks to ſpend ſo much Treaſure and a 
looſe ſo many of their beft Soldiery in fuch along Siege , and ſo little 
hopes or encouragement of taking it in ; although at laſt they are 
become Maſters of it. The Citizens are Greeks, as are moſt of-the 
Inhabitants thronghout the whole Iſland ; but the Garriſons and 
Gentry, Fenetians , beſides a great Concurrency of Strangers from all 
parts of the Levant , which make the City very populous.

$innumber, to wit, Mark, St Francis, St Paul, StGeorge, St Mary, 
} | 5 Catharine , St Rochas and $f Titus amongſt which the firſt is the 
Cathedral. The Greeks havealfotheir Churches, but thoſe ſo mean , 
that the beſt which is allowed: them ismuch-inferior to the pooreſt of 
thoſe which the Romans reſerve for their own ufe. Beſides. theſe there 
15 not much 1n the City worth Obſervation. As to the long Siege and 
Storming of this City 't were needleſs for me to'give you any account, 
fince it has been from the very beginning traced along , and fully 
written by others. x 

The Air of Candija is temperate enough , but on that ſide facing climar, 
C4f/rice is ſomething hot , and rendred unwholſom by ſoutherly 
Winds: for which reaſon moſt of the Towns are built on tnat ſide of 
the Iſland which lies next to the MHrchipelago. The Soil is exceeding wit, 
good, andall kinds of Grain and Pulſe take kindly well, infomuch 
that ſometimes, one piece of ground affoards two Crops in.one: year: . 
Yet the Inhabitants are more inclinable to the plantingand cherishing 
of the Vine, which they cultivate with all imaginable diligence, that. 
_ far more profitable than the propagation of Grain and otheo ,,,,.. 
Husbandry, their Malmſey, Red and white Wines being exported 
every where , and reputed the beſt that Earth can produce: But they 
have two ſorts of Malevaiſe or Malmfey. , differing greatly both in 
taſt and quality : the better ſort is that whuch grows about Retimo , 
that they boil ſo ſoon as the Grape is ripe ,, and are verycurious in the 
preparation and ordering of it ; but that about Candis and Canes, 
but ordinary , for there they let the Grapes be rath ripe before they 
Pluck' em ,' and therefore boil them not : but the Wine that comes 
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2x. from them hasa kind of ſlimy matter in it ot which it, is'notto be pu- 
1557 rified. Here I have ſcen the Wine-ſtocks grow thicker , than any 
whereelſe, which 1isa great Argument of the excellent Soil , with 
which this Iſland 1s bleſſed ; and beſides that the vaſt bigneſs of the 
Bunches , - weighing moſtly 8 or 10 pound a piece, and thoſe fo deli- 

Uuge®®® cate thatafter I had once faſted of theſe could not for ſome years after 
Grapes. ſo much as taſt the Spevish. And not only Grapes, butalſo every other 
fruit the Land affoards is paſſing good and delicate , inſfomuch that 
not only the Twrkish Emperour but all the Princes and Potentates near 

this Ifland have their Fruits from hence for Table uſe and: Banquet. 

W hole Groves and Woods I have ſeen ſeveral Leagues in compals , 
having littleor nothing but T rees bearing the beſt kinds of-Fruit ,.as 

Vaſt plen- Citrons , Pomegranates, Oranges , Apricocks , Figs , Almonds, 
2.7% Olivesand many ſorts of Apples, Pears, and Nuts. Cypreſs wood 
Ard of js in this noble liland in greater plenty than in Cypres it ſelf , which 
oy they do not only uſe for Timber , which gives a very amiable ſmell, 
butalſo for Fewel. 'The Common paſturage which the Inhabitants 
neither uſe for Grain nor the Vine 1s all grown over with Roſemary, 
Thyme, Camomile, CMoroton, or Southern Wood, and other Herbs 
which the Apothecaries uſe. Nay , the very Weeds which with us 

have no ſent , affoard here a moſt amiable flavour , for which Candi 

Catt! is often called an Earthly Paradiſe. All kind of Catrel like well, eſpe- 
-—eq on! cially Sheep ,and Goats which run together in incredible Flocks. 
Tene, Hares , Coneys , Heath-hens and Partridges abound here. The 
Woods and Hills are ſtored with 3 or 4. ſorts of Deer , and the Rivers 

rich, With Fish. The Honey which Candy affoards is preferred before all 
otherin the World, and that by reaſon of the abundance of Thyme 

and other choice Herbs; as alſo the various Bloſſoms of Pomgranats, 
Citrons, Oranges, &c. and conſequently Wax isa great Commodity 
amongſt them. 'The Land *tis true aftoards not only Salt and LaCtua- 

ries pr the Inhabitants themſelves, but alſo for the neighbouring 
Iſlands in the eArchipelaga , whence they draw conſiderable profit. 

But far greater profit they have from their Silk , for Mulberries grow 

here in vaſt plentie , of which every School-lad knows the Silk-worm 

is fedand nouriſhed. Cotten , Wool, Honey , Wine , Vinegar 

and Fruits are exported hence to every Maritim Countrey in Ewrope.

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As for the Candians ( or * Cretjans ) they are naturally inclined to 7; 


Lazineſs , and more addicted to vouluptuous lives than their neigh-* hich 
bours ; "They arealſogreat affeCters of a glaſs of Wine , yet not (© hed 
eaſily ſubdued, as the Phlegmatic #ollanders. As for their Habit z thoſe tens 
that are of the beſt quality ape the Yenetians , the vulgar ſort and Pe- bh 
ſantry retain ſtill the old Greekish mode , only their heads are for #© Tins 
the moſt part ſhaved , which to ſupply they wear a thin Silk vail, of Cotte 
about the breadth of an ordinary handkercheit, and above that a great, cring 
heavy hat. _Y 
Our Proveditor having finiſhed his Charge at Candy , we ſet fail aides. 
and ſteer'd away for Stan4i7, an Ifland lying about 2 or 3 Leagues from | ** 
the North-coaſt , but not inhabited ; ; However the Yenerians in their au &- 
ordinary Courſe and Traverſe through the C4rchipelego put in here, {,%.* 
becauſe of it's commodious Road or: Bay ; and therefore uſed as a '* 
Rendevouz for the benefit of Communication. Aſter we had lay at Scandia 
anchora fey days we weighed and fail'd with the whole Fleet for the {/«! 
Dardanell; to give the Turks battail : But I muſt mind you: , how that oe ks 
by the way we met with a Squadron of Ships , which were ſent by #%. 
thoſe of Argiers, Tripoli, Thunis and Zoile , Mo the Aſſiſtance of the 
Twrkich Armada. So foonas we had got ſight of them , we put out 
Turkish Colours and hover'd alittle, that they might come up to us; 
which they ſeeing made all the Sail they poſlibly could,till they came 
near us, at what timethey began to ſuſpect that they had got a wrong 
Sow by the tail ,and ſo indeavoured to go off: but Lazaro Mocentgo, the 
General ſceing them ſteer to the ſtarboard , made towards them , and 
coming within Cannon ſhot fired a Gun, which did ſo diſorder them, 
that _ thought better to ftay together in one entire Fleet and try 
their valour , than to break their Squadron, and accordingly put 
themſelves in a convenient Poſture; in order to receive Battel. Upon Lazaro 
this fell a very hot Ingagement : which laſted more thana full Watch; Moceni- 
by which time the Yenerians had taken and ſunk 4. Ships , 3 whereof Ny a 
wereof their firſt Rate , and the remainder being 12 in all , were gerives 
fain.to betake themſelves to the Twrkish Havens , but were ſo diſabled ;.,'xc. 
that they were not in a long time fit either for Sailing or Service. 
After this fortunate Enterpriſe, the General ſaid direQly for Zousſchi, 
beinga ſtrong and well fortified Sea-Town , and a Neſt of Twrkish,,,. . 


Pyrats, lying on the coaſt of Anatolia; which aſter a ſhort attacque we Zouaſch 


took 
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517x%E took in and plundered. From hence we departed for Tenedos where 
'057- toour great Joy we had the report , which we heard before our de- 
parture from Yemee confirmed ; which was, That the Twrks were ſadly 
foil'd in in theirattacquing of that Iſland, which we had taken in not 
long before ( as was ſaid Pag 91) The Sum of the Attacque was after 
this manner. When the Turks had got notice that Tenedos was ſurren- 
dred to the Yenetians , they ſent a Fleet conſiſting of 33 Galleys, 3 
Galcaſſes and ſeveral Brigantines to retake it , where ſo ſoon as the 
Tenedos ſaid Flect was arrived they lay Sizge to the Caſtles both by Water and 
b "4 by Land, but wereat laſt fain toremove the Siege, leaving ſome Hun- 
Tutks. dreds of Dead behind them upon the Iſland , beſides aff the damage 
which the Fleet received, who alſo according to the relation =_ us 
muſt neceſſarily have many Dead and Wounded. When they had 
drawn off the Siege and 7 { nun” their Land-forces , the Weather 
grew very tempeſtuous, and the Sea boiſtrous high, inſomuch that 
3 Galleys and 4. Saiks were caſt away and few of the men ſaved. 


Joy : Four moneths long we tarried at Texedos before the Infidel Armade 
 Tvrkih cameout, which happened onthe 27 of Zuly. Their Fleet conſiſted 


Armas of 33 Galleys (amongſt which was one of an unwonted greatnefs 


ofthe Called the Royalio) 9 Maons, 22 Ships and 150 Saiks , with a huge 
_ number of Soldiers and Marriners. At the Approachment the Twrks 
The in. weather'd us and kept tothe Windward , and indeavoured to break 
zee Gur Order but the Yexeriawsto get the Advantage of the Wind,tacked 
and turned fo long that they brought the Twrks to the Lee-ward , 
which having gain'd they fell upon the Enemy very hot , and with 
the dawning of the day made the Twrks yield their Poſts and betake 
themſelves to the Cape of Troy, upon which the Fightceaſed till the 
next morning , when the Ingagement held on ſharper and heavier 
than the day before.

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himſclfa Spectator ( who together with the Primo Hier , ſtood u pon FrLY, 
a high Teat madc on purpoſe ) behaved themſelves admirably well. 3,7 
However the Yenetians ( without reſpec to the Land Forces which Grand 


battered them heavily with their Cannon ) came ſo cloſe to the 


Enemies Fleet , and withall ply'd their Guns fo rank that they See the 
ſtranded ſeveral of their Galleys , upon which the Men ſtept aſhoar 


and joyn'd themſelves to the Land Army. "The Primo Vizier lecing the 
Fleet continually looſe men, partly by their fgrſaking the Navy , and 
partly by the great Slaughter aboard the Shipping,uſed his utmoſt 
diligence to ſtop the Deſerters, and recruit the Naval Army, but all to 
little advantage ; for the Chriſtians purſued their Enterprize with 
ſuchan ardency and vigour , that they prevented them : and not to 
be ſlack when ſuch an apt occaſion preſented , fired and ſunk a 
conſiderable number of the Galleys and Saiks , the 7wks till retiring 
further and further towards the Coaſt. And ſuch was the Zeal of the 
renowned Mocenigo , when he ſaw them cloſe to the Coaſt, he made 
an intercourſe with 3 Ships and 5 Galleys , to fetch them off , that he 
made himſelf an unavoidable ſcope for the Enemies Cannon at Land, 
which was ſo tended againſt his Galley that ſhe took Fire , and him- 


ſelf with the valorous 4arco Bembo Admiral of the Ships, both killed The bol 
with the fall of a Yard, upon which ofan inſtant the Galley was blown 2 
up with 400 Souls aboard. This fatal miſchance was ſeconded by nigo end 


another, which was a Galley that ſank outright. This was all the 


loſs that the FYenetians ſuffered , as to Shipping in general. The Turks they are 
loſt 6 Galleys, 4 Ships, 4 Mahons and 5© Saiks. The reſt drew off * 


ipdeavouring to conjoin with the Land-forces where the Proveditor 
Baaeer,who by due courſe and reverſion carried theStandard of 8. tart, 

ave them an egregious blow, and ſunk , burn'd and and took ſeveral 
Galleys and Saiks; which ended,the Yenetians ſet ſail for Tenedos, where . 
they repair'd their damages. The Turks according to their own con- 
felfon loſt between 8 and 9 Thouſand Men beſide 600 and odd 
Captives , amongſt whom was an emunent Bashay ,and delivered 567 
Chriſtian Slaves.

Redoubt, which is ſurrendred. The City treats with the Governour, The Fleet 
appears before Santorini ; 2 terrible Earthquakes : Wine good and cheap. The 
Author ſent ashoar to buy Proviſion, The Fleet under Sail. The Turks come upon 


the Iſland , & the Author in danger of being made Slave ; hidden by the Grecks, 


aud brought Embro to with a Barque, Arrival before Nicha , The Ruins of 
Apollos Temple. Arrival at Mctelino , it's Situation and Strength ; plenty of 
Marble, Cypres wood, Wine, and Cattel. Niclia the Winter-haven for the 
Turkish Galleys.S. Georgia de Scyro, Delos: Reliques and Ruins of Heathenish 
Temples and Images of Apollo , Minerva and Diana, The Caſtle of Tenos blown 
up withit's own Powder, The Iſtand Milo, it's Sitnation, Strength , Harbours, 
Inhabitants, Religion, ſtore of Proviſion and Viftuals. The Ship De Princes, 
ſprings a leak, The Author goes aboard a Privateer, leaves her and goes for

Frer we had repaired our Dammages , caulked and trimmed our 
Ships and Galleys , refreſhed and ſupplied our ſelves with ne- 
ceſlaries, we left Texedos , and came before X apolid; Malyazia with 
our whole Fleet, conſiſting of 36 Ships of War , 6 great Galcaſles, 
and 40 Galleys ; ſome of which laſt belonged ro Reme , and others 
to Maltha. | 
XN apoli di Malvaziaisa City ſituate in the Bay of Morea, right over 
againſt Canea, on a barren Rock ,cloſe tothe main Continent, to which 
it 1s annexed with a ({tone-bridge, upon that was a ſtrong Redoubr, 
fortified with 12 large Braſs Guns , which ſtood very well for the 
ſafeguard of the Town, and ſerved in place of a Cittadel. Our General 
immediately gave order to approach the faid Redoubt with our 
Galeaſles, and break it with our Cannon ; which was according] 
done. The whole day we lay battering it on both ſides,witha ſtrenuous 


' reſolution , till towards night the Soldiery within ſaw that the 


could not hold out any longer to'defend themſelves, left the Fattler, 
and retreated into the Town; which we perceiving ſcaled the Walls 
and took away the Ordnance. The reſt of the Ships and Galleys drew 
up cloſe to the Kay , where the Ordnance (' from the Top of a 
Rock where they were placed, and in which they repoſe their main 
Truſt ) could do us no miſchief, for they ever ſhot beyond us. When 

we 
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we had made a great Breach through the Wall , the General gave _ 


Charge that the Soldiers, with the help of ſome of the Marriners 
ſhould ſtorm the Town that night. Upon this mandate all the beſt 
and moſt reſolute Seamen joyntly with the Soldiery , went aſhoar and 
entered the City , but the Governour ſenſible , that the Redoubt was 
diſabled, the Bridge broken down , Communication hindred on the 
Land ſide;the whole Fleet before the Town on the Water-ſide,ourMen 
in the City, the Garriſon ſcarce of Men, and ſummarily not in a capa- 
City to defend himſelf, at laſt puts outa white Flag , and fo treated 
with the General:but what the ſum or purport of that Treaty was, we 
could not learn , for the matter was held privy ; and whether the 
General had betray'd his Truſt , in making of a diſavantageous Co- 
venant for lucres ſake, or ſome other ſtrange affair occurr'd at that 
time , I cannot reſolve my Reader; certain I am that a Truce was made 
between them , for we fired not a Gun after the Deputy left the Ship. 
It ſeemed to us no ſmall wonder , that ſo brave an Enterprize 
ſhould be abandoned at ſucha rate, without ſo muchas repairing the 
loſs, that the Common-wealth ſuffered in this ſhort Attacque, eſpe- 
cially , that being one of the moſt eminent and abſolutely the moſt 
convenient Place for an Alum, orrefuge, upon occaſion : and not 
only commands all the maritim Towns of Canes , but is likewiſe the 
only Magazine of the whole Land, through which all Wares and 
Merchandiſes are tranſmitted , coming from Sea; and is in ſhort the 
Key of that Gulf. But thisis a Chapter too hard for me to read , and 
the myſteries of ſuch Politicians are ſometimes ſo abſtruſe, as every 
head cannot penetrate or unriddle. 

When we had removed the Siege of Napoli di Malvazia , we ſet fail zano- 
for Zantorini , which is a fertile Iſland , but ſubject to Earth-quakes in 
and influence of Meteors. In the year of Grace 1507 happened a 
dreadfull Earth-quake, which deſtroyed one Moyety of the Place, and 
ſubyerted all the Strand-countrey : and afterwards in the year 165 3 
happened another , which deſtroyed another Mediety,or half of what 
was left, at what time not only Men and Beaſts , but alſo whole 
Mountains and Villages were waſhed away with the inundatron of 
the Sea. There are at this day many of the Inhabitants which are 
ſtrucken blind with Lightning. It 1s bad coming to anchor about this 
; land, by reaſon of the ſteepneſs near the _ » having within a

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is the Staple for Cotton-ſtockings , which are fine and very well 
woven , and ſo cheap that you may buy them at 64 a pair lingle. 
Wine is herelikewiſe incredibly cheap and good , being told at half

#« mea- nably. 'T his moved our Commander to ſend me athoar to buy ſome 
—_ Sheepand Wine, and accordingly I went toa Village that was about 
bouts twonmules from the Fleet, where 1 was no ſooner arrived but I heard 
£5: ther DE Admiral firea Gun,at which I was mainly perplex'd,for I knew by 


half « 4 that,that the Fleet was read p todepart, and ran as faſt as ever I could 
15 towards the ſhoar : but before I could come there , they wereunder 
ſail. When I ſaw that there was no hopes to get to the Flect, I turned 
back, butncot without fear of being taken, knowing that this Iſland 
was but 3 or 4 leagues from So, and that it was often viſited by the 
Turks, Aiter I had been here 4 days and as many nights, came 2 Twrkish 
Brigaatines to receive Contributwon-money , which I underſtanding 
ran 1ntothe Woods to hide my ſelf, but it ſeems one Pick-thank or 
other had told them that a Yenerian was left aſhoar (perhaps to excuſe 
them of their 2nota ) they began to make inquiry after me ; and 
would needs inſiſt upon the Greeks to be reſpontible for me ; they told 
them thar I had made my eſcape by night in a Barque ; waich never- 
thelcſs would not pacifie them till they had dawbed the Captain in the 
Fiſt, which cloſed hisEies and ſhut his Mouth effeCtually.So ſoon as the 
Brigantines were out of ſight, the Greeks fearing ſome trouble might 
enſue,brought me with a Barque to Embro,where the YenetianFlect lay, 
and gave me my Proviſion aboard with me which I had bought for 32 
Rix-dollars. Upon my arrival the Commander gave them 2 Picces of 
eight for their pains,and glad he was to receive me fo , and they no leſs 
joyfull to be rid of me; for the Turks had already taken a. Civil Magi- 
ſtrate of the Greeks into cuſtody , with his Son being but a child , who 
might upon my being found fo after they had denicd me, have had 
hard meſure ; and they nevertheleſs. forced to deliver me up at laſt; 
which it they had , the Admiral of the Fenerians would have plundered 
the Town, and taken them all for Slaves; ſo that theſe poor People are 
ina worſe and a more pitifull ſtate under both , than they would be, if 
they were entirely under one. 
While we lay before Emzro, the Fleet was divided into two parths 
an 
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and ſent for the reſpective Iſlands to get in the Contributions : the 7vLr . 
one part went for St4mpalia, or Aſtypalea, which is one of the Cyclades, '**7 
and from thence to XN#{4, an Iland about 7 Dutch leagues in length, Arrival 
and as many 1n breadth, for it is almoſt four Square: the North-ſide is © X*/« 
montanous , but towards the South flat and arable. On this: Iſland 

are ſeveral Reliques of Gentiliſm and Idolatry ; and amongſt thoſe a 
famous Temple , in times paſt facred to Apo/ , now dedicate to 

8. Salvader. On the South we hs the Ruins of another 'T emple , built 

alſo tothe Honour of Apollo. 'The Inhabitants are Greeks , /ews and Fuin of 
Turks, whoareſedulous Planters and Cultivaters of the Vine , the = aerbe 
land anſwering their Induſtry with a tertile Soil. "The City which is ; 
called alſo by the name of Na, lies on the Eaſt-lide of the Ifland , 
having a very fair and commodious Haven, preſenting forall Winds, 

and fit to contain Ships of the greateſt burthen. Here 1s found a kind 

of black ſtone which is held 1n great eſtcem , not much unlike the 
vulgar Touch-ſtone, called by the 1r2/ians, Smerigto. 

In our Courſe through the e #zean Sea we touched at Pars , Lero , pron 
Embros , Pfjra , and viſited Metellino,where I had been the year before, jj 
and was tranſported thence to the Venetian Armada , in a Candi:y Mytilene 
Tartan , making by the way a good booty , as you will find more 
amply related in Pag. 76 & ſcqq. but now-L found better opportunity 
and leiſure to take notice of the Iſland than before. CMerellmo lies in 
48 dezr. near the main Continent of Greece , and from the neareſt 
voint hardly 3 Englich leagues diſtant. "The City which alſo bears the 
fame name, 1s ſixuated on the North-weſt fide of the IfJand , fortified 
with a Caſtle that commands 2 Havens, and is called X/olrya. 

There are beſides this ſeveral ſtrong Holds and fortified Places 
throughout the whole Iſland. The South-and Nor. *'»=s are 
Champain Land but the Eaſt and Weſt for the moſt parti. jy and 
montanous , affoarding rich Quarries of white and black Marble; 
and about the Center of the Land it is woody , and moſtly grown 
over with Cypres Trees. 'The arable part of the Land which is tilled, 
is of a good Soil, and aftoards plenty of Corn, of which they make 
two Sorts of bread , the one they call Trachanaand the other Bowchourt, 
either of which-is more durable than our Ship Biſcake. They make an 
excellent ſort of red Wine,which the Turks, notwithſtanding the voice 


of their CMlhoran , greatly covet and. ſwallow. when they can have 
O-:3 it. 
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7ULY. it. The Paſtures ſwarm with all kindsof Cattel both great and ſmall, 


7 in which , by reaſon of their very great abundance , they hold 
foreof commerce with the Iſlands ofthe e gear Sea ; but eſpecially in a 


Catl, breed of ſmall Horſe they have, whichare in good eſteem abroad. 


After we had done our affairs at Myiilene we went for great Scio but 
being by the way warned of ſome Fiſhermen , that the Turks had lan- 
ded a great number of gs $9-IF wefſail'd paſt the Ifland , and 
put in at S. Giorgio di Scyro which 1s a ſmall Iſland lying in 47 4egr. 
23 min. being almoſt of a triangular form , where the Inhabitants 
Delos, follow the Vineyard, Leaving Scyro , we fail'd direQly for Deles, 

which now for the moſt part goes by the name of Sally and lies in the 
latitude of 47 degr. The Iſland isat preſent of no great note: only that 
it is viſited by the curious in Antiquities. Here we found many Ruins 
of Temples , and Altars*, ſacred to Heatheniſh Deities , and the 
Image of Apollo , whichis in two pieces, whereot (as the Greeks told. 
us ) the Ezzlish ſaw'd off the Head, and carried it away. But ſo much 
as remains of it I have drawn, as may be ſeen 1n the Print. 'There 
appear yet, the Ruins of 3 Temples more, to wit, of Apollo, Minerva 
and Dzana, © beſides ſeveral pieces of Marble and Alabaitre, in various 
figures of Animals, as Lions, Leopards, and thelike. Herearealſo 
many Quarrics of a rich ſort of Marble , and various kinds of Ala- 
baſtre. Proviſion may be had at very eaſy rates , Hares and Coneys 
are for their plenty held in diſeſteem by the Inhabitants. Agricul- 
ture isa thing quite out of uſe , but the greateſt profit it yields the 
Fenetimms is the conveniency of the Haven , which ſerves them for 
a Rendevouz. 
rheraſlle Between Delos and Andres hes the Ifland Tens, where there 1s aCaſtle 
— built upon a high Hill , that ſeems of it ſelf ſufficient enough to 
withics defend the whole Ifland. In the year 1656 was the greateſt part of 
-»*,,. {0s Caſtle blown up with its own Powder by Lightning , at what 
' time, Iwasin the Fleet not far from Delos, and ſaw it. I beleeve alſo 
that a great part of this Ifland is overflown with the Inundation of 
che Sea, as Z antorini , or rather ſunk : for when we came to anchor 
at 26 fathom Water , we wrought all we could to weigh, but thought 
verily that the Cable would break beforeany anchor would looſe ; at 
laſt it was reſolved totry once more for the laſt,and if it would not then 
come , to cut the Cable, but at laſt theanchor came, bringing a great 
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every one of what rank or quality ſoever 
or otherwiſe , it was not lawfull for him to enter the Temples.of 
Apollo, Minerva, or Diane. Tenos is of it ſelf fruitfull enough and 
would produce more grain: than indeed it does , if the Inhabitants 
were inclined to that Tillage,but they find more profit in Silk, having 
large Woods of Mulbeery Trees, ſo that this Iſland is the chief place 
for Silk Stockings in the Levanz.

After we had ſtaida fey daies at Tenos , we ſet fail further up , and yy 
by the way put inat XAilo.

wanton deportment {cems to verify. Common fame gives Mio the bell 
for able Sea-men and Fiſhers , who for both thoſe faculties do the Yere- 
tians no ſmall ſervice. And here is the prime place for the Armada to 
Waterat , wherethey alfo generally provide themſelves with Bread , 
O11, Salt, Wine and Vinegar. There is alfo much Honey found in this 
Iſland, but wild, in the Rocks and Hollow-Treecs. 

- Thus Traverſing toand again, goand from the Iſlands , our Ship, 
The Princes , grew. very leaky, 1o that we were affraid , that if we 
ſhould be taken in a Tempeſt ſhe-would not hold out , which our 
Mate obſerving,willed the Commander to acquaint the Admiral with 
her Condition , which he did ; and thereupon we were diſmiſl*d , 
and the Yexetians aboard us received order to go aboard other Ships. 
Having taken our leave of the Fleet with a Gun or 2 , we ſpeeded us 
for Venice , where not without much difficulty we arrived. Here I 
took my leave of the Ships-folk, and went into a Privateer called the 
St. lohn, which was firſt intended for Legorn : but by the way under- 

handing that our Captain , whoſe name was Herman Been had 3 Com- 


"miſltons and went for a General Caper , I took my leave of the 
Gent- 
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JVLY Gentleman , ſoſoon as we arrived at Leghorn ; the more becauſe he 


had already made a beginning , and converted the Goods intruſted 
hm by ſome Merchants into a Prizeand Booty , thought it therefore 
beſt to leave him bertimes , leſt I ſhould be brought with him to pay the 
ſhort. The Captain ſeeing that others , with me , were reſolved to 
leave the Friggat, and ſo conſequently , he in danger of being be- 
tray'd, and to be called to an account for his Villany » begins to 
ſet ſail, but by an Order from the Duke , the Ship was arreſtcd at the 
inſtance of Captain W. van der Saar , and Capt. de Wilde who then lay at 
anchor in that Haven. "The Ship was brought up and chain'd , the 
Ships-folk ſet free, and the Captain himſelf committed to Cuſtody, 
where for ſome time he remained : till afterward coming for Holland 
was taken Priſoner ; but what became of his Friggat I could never 
come to hear. After I had been at Leghorn 2 or 3 days, I hired my ſelf 
aboard Mr, Peter Veldmuys ; with whom , after many perillous adven- 
tures,I returned home to my native Countrey. 
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The Author undertakes his Third Voyage for Moſcovia, The Names of the "Officers 
and others employed with him on that Fourney and Voyage. Their Difficulties in 
going out. Arrwoal at Riga, with a Deſcriptian of the Town,and their Departure 
from thence, The Nature of the Litelanders their Houſes , Cuſtomes , Condition, 
Religion, and quaint form of an Oath; Arrival at Wolmar,with a Deſcription 
thereof. Their dsfficult Travels through Lifcland, 
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neſt Vocation at home , and enjoy that Tranquility of Body and 
Mind, which I then preferred in my Thoughts, beyonda reſtlets and 
diſquiet Wandring abroad. Purſuanttothis my Intention I married 
after I had been about 6 Moneths at home, and. fo continued in that 
ſtate, for the term of 10 years during which time T found but poor 
advancement in my Fortune ,.and mean ProduQts of ſo many years 
hard labour and toil ; ſo that I roles to take the very firſt oppor- 


tunt- 


III, 
runity 1 met with to ſec what was reſerved for me in the Cabinet of 
Chance abroad. and , 


In the year 1668 , Icame to underſtand that fome Gentlemen were 
ſent from the Czar of Moſcovy to Amſterdam, to take on men into the 
ſervice of the Emperour , forequipping ſome Ships in the Caſpran Sea, 
and ſoto promote the Trade between Moſcovis and Perſia , by Ship- 
ping of his own , which otherwiſe till then was done by Perſians , 
Tartarsand other Nations, and that moſtly by Land , from whence 
aroſe many Difficulties by Robberies and the like. The Conditions 
upon which they weretaken on liked me very well , upon which I 
applied my felt to Mr. David Butler who was to be our Leader, and 
tocondutt us toMeſcovis. After I had treated with him a licle upon 
what Terms I did defireto go; we madean Agreement for 75 gilders 
per Moneth , for which I was to ſerveas Sail-maker, and to make up 
all the Sail-work for a new Ship anda Yacht , which was newly built 
in R«ſ{ie. The Fore-maſt Men had 5 © gilders per Moneth allowd them, 
their Boardwagesincluded , which was 15 gilders.

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The Maſter together with the Carpenter , Carpenters Mate, $epr, 
Anthony Munſter , /acob Trappenand Tolk had been the year before in 1668. 


Moſcovia, Having furniſhed our ſelves with Proviſion and things 
neceſſary for the Journey , we imbarqued our ſelves in the Ship 


Ibrahams Offerhande » which then lay at Amferdam and was 
bound tor Rize, being 15 in company. + 

On the 2 of Seprember 1668 we faiſ'd through the Pamprys , and on 
the 3 towards the Evening came betore Enchuyſen, where we putin and 
Shipped5o Tun of Herring. 

On the 4 weſet ſail again and got the Texel, where we tarried 8 days 
fora good Wind: and on the 13 the Wind blowing fair all the Ships 
outward bound which were about 5© ſail ; began to weigh , and we 
reſpetivly to take ourleave of Wives and Family, for 5 years : but 
before we got clear of the Land, the Wind turned , ſo that we were 
fainto traverſe and wind all we could to get out , in the mean time 
camea Ship belonging to Ter Schelling with a full drift againſt us, 
and ran her Bow-ſpreet through our main Sail , which was with 


"ſuch force that herentour ſail, and broke his Spreet-fail yard , inſo- 


much that we were both fain to put into Ter Schelling , to repair and 
fit our ſelves out again. 

On the 20 being clear we ſet ſailthe ſecond time , and had a freſh 
gale at South and by Weſt , which held favourably , fo long till we 
arrived at Riga: but when we entred the Baltic Sea, it blew ſo hard that 
our Mizzenfail wasall rent and unfit for uſe ; whereupon the Maſter 
ſet me to work to repair the defe&ts. 


On the 1 of 0tober we got the Boldera , which is the Haven or va 
Riverof Rige, where we dropt Anchor. Immediately upon ourarrival «: Belde- 


came the Searchers to viſit the Ship, and amongſt other Goods found *** 
a Parcel of contra-band Wares, and took it aſhoar with them , bat 
the Maſter told them that it was thrown in by chance , and pray'd 
them to beſo kind as toleave it aboard , which , after he had daubed 
them a litle in the fiſt;they did. The next day wm «00 fail, we were 


becalm'd , and fain to caſt anchor half way up the River. 


On the 3 ditto we came up to the Kay of Rige, where being arrived, _,,;va 
the Maſter refuſed to pay me the moneys , he agreed with me for , to « Riga. 


make up his fail , which was 10 Rix-dollars ; but on the contrary, 


gave me very ll Language , and told me if I had any pretence upon

him the Law was open , and Judges appointed for the deciſion of 
ſuch controverſies. This great ingratitude, made me to take a courſe 
I never intended , which was to ſend him ſummons to appear in the 
Town hall; where upona ſecond citation , he made his appearence, 
and was condemned to pay the money , in preſence of the Court. 
Riz4is an eminent Emporium lying within the Prinſdom of Lirhya- 
nia ,and ſeated in a Champain land, on the north-eaſt ſide of the great 
River Dwne. It is fortified with Walls , Bulwarks , and Ditches or 
Motes , populous and full of Trade, being as it were the Magazin 
to ſupply the whole Countrey above, with all kinds of Wares and 
Commodities”, and 1s alſo a great Thorow-fare. By Winter they 
receive Goods over Land in Sledges and Waggons from Meſcovia 
which 1s tranſmitted abroad ; and by Summer from England , Ger- 
many , Holland, and other Places, by Shipping, which are ſent that 
way again with the Moſcovian Waggons and Sledges. The Countrey 
about Rizaaffoards good plenty of all kinds of Proviſion , as Kine, 
Sheep, Goats, beſides 3 ſorts of Deer , the Sea and Rivers affoard 


good ſtore of Fiſh, and the Boors, beſides their diligence in breeding * 


up of Cattel , ſupply other Countreys with Corn , of all forts , and 
LaCtuaries: ſo that 1t is cheap living at or near Rige. This City was 
formerly within the Juriſdiction of the Kings of Poland ; but was taken 
in by Guſtav; Adolphus , King of Sweden, upon the 16 of September 
1621, after along and hard Siege, and isat this day in ſubjection to 
that Crown. 

On the 10 ditto , weleft Riga, and withour compleat Company 
and Baggageimployed 30 Waggonsto bring us to Plersko : and took 
up our firſt nights Lodging at Niew-meulen, being a Village where all 
the Waggons and Horlſes are ſet over a River with great Logs of 
Timber faſtned together , that float above the Water. 

Onthe 11 we proceeded again on our Journey and broke two. of 
our Waggon- wheels, which the Waggoners repaired , and fo we pro- 
cceded on our Journey. At night we came into an Inn which was fo 
meanly provided for Bedding that we were fain to lay all night in the 
Waggons. 'T he next day wetravelled through agreat Wood , in the 
middeſt whereof wasa broad Marſh , that coſt us ſome Hours to go 
over. When we were through the Wood, we paſſed through ſeveral 
little Villages ,the Inhabitants whereof were a miſerable filly People, 

hardly 
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hardly able to draw one leg after the other. The Women have onlyan 


old Rag ,'likea Plad , thrown about their bodies , hardly fufficient TiLif- 
to hide their nakedneſs , except a litle below their ears , to let the '*** 
World know, they have hair as well as other People; ſo that they periies, 


look like ſo many Gypſies newly come from the famous Peak of Darby. 
As for their Houſes they are but one degree beneath a Hog-ſty and 
thoſe as full of Utenſils, as a Knave is full of Honeſty, All that ever 
I could ſee was an earthen Pan or two, and thoſe ſo clean , that I had 
rather faſt a week than eat any thing ,that has come out of them. Great 
plenty of Cartel they have, and ſuch as have three times as many feet 
as they themſelves. As for Beds they have none but ſuch as their 
Oxen ly upon , for when they have ſtuffed their Gutts , they ly 
down upon the floor one after another , as the Nap takes them. Their 
Diet is ſuitable to all things elſe they have , for although rhey might 
have Veniſon for knocking on the Head , the Creature may live till 
Doomſ-day before they will take thepains tolifta hand to kill it, unleſs 
it be a louſe , which ſometimes they cruſh to death for change of 
Diet. As for their Bread it is not much unlike our New-caſtle Coal for 
colour,but how it is of Taſt I know no more than theMan in theMoon, 
for neither my Appetite nor Curioſity could move meto it , Cab- 
bage they have in great abundance, which is ofa Taſt like Sorrel, but 
cloſe and white like ours , That and Cucumbers are the main ingre- 
dients whereof theſe People ſeem to be compounded , but more 
eſpecially the latter , for C«yber attends them from the Womb to the 
Tomb , being held in perpetual Slavery by their Lords. They are 
conformable to no Laws, unleſs what they are forced to obſerve by a 
ftrictaw , which their Lords impoſe upon them, and injoyn themto. 
They are by nature obtuſe and dull , inclined to Necromancy and 
Sorcery , but in the performance of an Exorciſm, ſo palpably ri- 
diculous , that I wonder how they have obtained that repute they have 
in the World among thoſe, who ought to be wiſer than to beleeye 
ſuch groundleſs Fictions. They have no: manner of Schools wherein 
toeducate their Children , that ever I could ſee or hear of : neither 
Churches orother Houſes for Religious uſe; ſo that they are brought 
up in the greateſt Blindneſs and obſcurity that may be. Some of them, 
'tis true, will needs be called Chriſtians, but thoſe are they that have 
travelled as far as Riga, which they think is the Head of the World, 
F yet 
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4:Toz, Yet are thoſe ſo ſtupid, asa Life/exd Gentleman told me, that they have 
1658. Jearn'd Catechiſm enough, it they can but know the Chureh from a 
Dwelling houſe, or topull of their Caps when they ſee a man with 
a ſhoulder knot paſs by. Yet they are flexible enough to Idolatry 
by Nature, and withall ſuperſtitious. In our going through the 
Woods we ſaw a great Troop of them buſy about Conjuring of a 
Tree, which they had tied with a Garland of rigs , Creeping round 


took them to their Hcels and away. By the Forms and Tenures of the 
Curſes and Conjuration they ſeem to be ſenſible of a Future ſtate and 

ſometimes ( by I know not what Tokens ) preſage Death ; and the 
Soul of any that bas been a diſturber of the Public Quiet they deliver 
up tothe Devil. They have a formal Oath, that = take upondivers 
Occaſions which is thus , The Party cuts up a Turfor Sod of Earth, 
this heſets upon his Head and takes his ſtick into his Hand , Wiſhing 
ifſuch, orſucha Matter, benotſo, and ſo, that They with their 
Cattel may be conſumed with Fire. They have beſides this , other 
ſuperſtitious Cuſtomes , to which they are ſo _y inclined by 
nature that they will not be better civilized , or if they happen to ſhow 
themſelves willing , and learn a litle Urbanity 1t muſt be only for 
lucres ſake, and they promiſed ſomething to boot to remember it, 
which if you forget to perform, they will forget to obſerve your 
Document. In ſhort they are but one remove from Bruits , and fo 
ignorant , that rhe moſt part of them thinks there 1s no other Land in 
the World beſides their own. 

Two days long we went through the Woods and found it ſo ſoft 
and Marſhy that we could hardly bring our Waggons through in 
ſafety. 

Arrival On the 14. we arrived at YYolmer where we met many Horſes , Wag- 

« Vol cons, and Boors going to market with Corn and other Things. One 

' of our Company growing weary of his Journey thought togo away in 

this Throng , but the Captain being informed of his Def mched 

him ſo narrowly , that he could not meet with an Oppotunity to 
march off. : 

VYolmar, 1s 2 litle, but a well-fortified Town, munited with a ſtone- 
Wall and a deep Ditch , but without Water. The Market in regard 
of the Poverty of the Countrey is very conſiderable , and is held twice 

a week, 


aboutitand making a great Howling ; but ſo ſoon as they ſaw us, - 
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a week. This City as appears yet by the Ruins of it , has been for- ocr03. 
merly much greater than it is at this day , but with all the Countrey '**: 
round about has been often depopulated by the Folish and Ruſfian 
Armies. It is about 18 leagues from Riga. 

On the 15 by break of Day , we ſet forward on our Journey , paſling 
through a Champain Countrey, and many ſmall Towns and Ham- 
lets. By the way we obſerved that the Boors had burn't up great 
Woods , and converted them into Paſturage and arable Ground. 
Afterwards we went through a large Wilderneſs , where we could 
not ſee the Sun , by reaſon of the denſity of the Trees , yet the way 
was full of Mires, and plaſhy. About 7 in the Evening we came to 
our ſtage, where we were to ſtay overnight. The next morning we 
broke our faſt, yoked the Horſes, and fet forward, paſling over a huge 
River which had only a Bridge there where we were to paſs over, and 
no whereelſe within 20 leagues above or below : but the Bridge being 
old and ſeemingly rotten , we durſt not go overall together, but one 
by one. When we were got over, Evening came on, andthe Sky began 
to grow gloomy , after which followed a very great Tempeſt that 
the River ſwell'd over the Banks and overflow'd all the flat Lands , 
which weſeeing ſo ſuddenly happen , left the common Road ; for 
that our Land Pilot told us , thatthe High way was ſubje&t to ſuch 
Floods with an extraordinary Inundation. After two Hours Stor- 
ming ,, the Weather began to clearand the Pilot aſſured us we were 
not Pa from the Town where we were to take our nights reſt , and ſo 
it happened , forjuſt as he was ſpeaking of it we ſaw Light, through 
the Trees , which mightily revived us for we were extreme cold and 
weary. The next morning we ſet forward for Pirffora , and had very 
good Weather , but came ſhort of the Town that night, infomuch 
that we were fain toly all night in the Woods , where we gathered 
all the Windfalls we could find and laid them on a heap, and with dry 
Sticks madea huge Fire, which ſerved not only towarmour ſelves at, 
burlikewiſe to aftright the Bears and Wolves away , whichare very 
bold andccruel in theſe Parts , as alſo the Muskettos , which ſwarm 
here by Millions, and annoy both Man and Beaſt , after an incredibk 
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Arrival at Pitſiora , and at Pletsckow , A ſtrange Paſſage of a hungry Bear, The 
ſpindle bone or hank, of a Giant, The Pleaſant Proſpetts and delightſome 
Landchips of Moſcovia, Arrival at Novogorod. The Antiquity and former 
Glory _ City; how taken by the Moſcovian , and Fortified by the Swede, 
Their Departure from Novogorod , Reſcounter with a Campany of Robbers , 
and Arrival at Colomna. Great abundanse of Wolves. Coldneſs of the Climat, 


N the 30" of Oftober 1678 wearrived at Pirfrors , whichlies on 
the Confines of Ryſ{ia, and under the ProteCtion of that Empe- 
rour. It is ſeated in a fair and pleaſant Countrey, aftoarding all things 
neceſſary to the ſuſtenance of human Bodies. *'Tis true Puſtora is no 
more than a Village, yet for wealthy Inhabitants, Commerce abroad 
and Advancement of ManufaCturie , ſurpaſſes any City in all that 
part of the Countrey. In paſſing through the Town we ſaw many 
rich Mercers and Drapers Shops ; the Markets ſtored with all ſorts of 
Proviſion, as Corn, Butter , Cheeſe and Fruits, witha very noble 
Butchery or Fleſh-ſhambles , and the ſtreets crouding with People 
fromall Parts. So ſoonas we were arrived , there came ſeveral Jewel- 
ers , who asked if we had any Pearls , or other Jewels to ſell or 
barter. | 
Having refreſhed our ſelves at Pirfora; we left the Town the next 
day about 10 in the Morning , and about noon entred a large Wood 
where we found great ſtore of Hurtles or Bilberies , that were far 
greaterand bettertaſted then any I have known elſe where ; which 
moved me to falla plucking of them; but going a litle way into the 
Wood, and making a ruſhing through the 'Thickets, up ſtarts a huge 
Bear, which ſo afffighted me that I had hardly power to run fron” 
him ; however it ſeem'd that he was as fearfull of me as Iof him, for 
when I ran Eaſt he ran Weſt, and glad I was to ſee his Bear-ſhip turn 
tails with me. This was the only Bear that ever I had ſeen in 
Lifeland, or all the way from Riz hither , but the Boors often warned 
us to take care of ourſelves, ſaying that , ſometimes both Men and 
Cattel are devoured with thoſe cruel and ravenous Beaſts. 
On that Evening we arrived at Plerskou where we had Lodgings and 
all neceſfaries provided us;and on the 22 payd our Waggoners who 
returned fo r Riza. Pletikou, 
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Pletskow , 15a large City , a great part thereof is ſurrounded with 2 crop: 
wall, the reſt with huge Balks like Þallizados z and computed about 1678. 
8 | Englich | miles in compaſs. Their Houſes are made fleightly of 
Trees and picces of Timber, letin with joynts, without any Gentlity 
or ornament. The Town it elf gives a noble Proſpetit you view 
it from without , by reaſon of the many Pariſh - Churches and 
Towers it has , but when you come within, it appears very ugly , the 
ſtreets are irregular without Unitormity , and the Houſes built after 
multifarious manners , ſo that the poorelt Village, in the Low-Countreys, 
iS aParadice in compariſon of Flerskow,” Tis true they have ſome Houſes 
of ſtone , but the moſt eminent and wealthy Citizens chuſe rather to 
livein Wooden-Houſes than in thoſe, for that they ſay, The latter are 
more wholſom. Here I happened to meet with a Hamburger , and 
after we had exchanged a few words together , concerning our 
journey from &z4, I told himof my rouzing the Bear. He yes that 
{ was happy to make my eſcapeſo, ſince nat only men are ſometimes 
devoured by them , but alſo Horſes and Kine, and withal told me, 
how that they dig up the Graves for the Bodies of the Dead, when 
they arehungry. But more lamentable was a ſtory hetold me, ofa 
She-Bear, that in the year 1656. broke by night into a Houſe in the Country 
wot far from thence, where she had found the Woman of the houſe with « ſucking, 
Infant inthe bed with her, The woman she acvoured , leaving only a part of hey 
left leg and alithe of the Scalp , but the Infant Was altogether miſt , whence it 
Tas concluded that the Brar had eaten it up , as being young and conſequently 
more delicate. N ot long after this diſmal hap , the Peaſant took his Muſques 
with him into the Woods not far from his Houſe , uh intent to shoot an Otter 
which haunted his Fish-pond, and by the way eſics a Bear , at which he levels 
his Muſquet, and hits him direitly on the skudl. The Bear( xs the cuſtan is when 
thot ) rolls himſelfin a heap, the Peaſant runs to her and finding it a Female, 
and her Duggs full of Milk , reſolves the next day to make ſearch for her Seat, 
for then he thought that her VVhelps would be. hungry and yell out. The day 
following he went out to ſeek the Ceve , taking 2 9 3 other Peaſants with him, 
who being about the Middle of the YYood,, on the ſide of 4 hill, heard 4 young 
child cry, and following the: direction of the ſound , found his own Infant in 
the cleft of a great Rock, which he 100k and brought to PletsKou , tobe nurſ dup 
by his VFives Siſter , where out of curioſity I went to ſee it. L 


In the Suburbs of Pletskow, was to be ſeena ſhank-bone of a Giant, 
; Q 5 f6ot 
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5 foot long, which together with the whole Skeleton , was found in 
a Tomb of ſtone, by the Boors , when they were digging up the roots 
of Trees that they had burn'd up. 

On the 26" it began to freeze hard , and afterwards to ſnow, 
which made us uneaſy for our delay , being conſtrained to wait here 
ſolong , till we received the Poddowodda, which is an Order given b 
his Imperial Majeſty , that every Town we came at ſhould farnich 
us with Horſes , Wagons » Bedding , and defray our other Char- 
ges. On the 28 towards night came an Expreſs from Moſcou , and the 
next day we ſet forward , intending firſt for Nsvogorod. This part of 
our Journey was much more eaſy and delightfull than that through 
Lifelend , which was altogether deſert and Marſhy , this on the con- 
trary , inhabited and tillV'd. : 

Oa the 31'h wecameata great Lake before Novgorod , where we 
left the Sledges and were fetch'doverina kind of a Cymb , or Boat 
whichis made of a hollow tree, and by them called Knoos ; of theſe 
they had two ſorts, the one for Paſlengers , who may fit 4 or 5 ata 
time, the other broader , and every way larger,fit to tranſport Goods, 
This Lake is very broad but ſhallow, not having above 5 fopt Water 


1n moſt places. When we were fet over , our Goods were put into 


Sledges, and brought after us into the Town. 
- In paſling through the 'Town we found the Suburbs far greater 
than the City it ſelf , whichas appears by the Ruins of the Walls, has 
been formerly a well fortified Place. In times paſt it was neither ſubje& 
to the Ruſian, Swede, nor Polender , but had a Prince , who coined 
Money and ruled as abſolute Soveraign, with an independent and 
arbitrary Power; Yea, to ſo high a ſtate was it once advanced , that 
it was grown toa Proverb, GOD and N R__ , Whois able to Wwith- 
ftand. Their Puiſſance Inced not difpute , fince it is well known to 
thoſe that are acquainted with Geography what Sway the Princes of 
Novgorod have born, and what a name this City has had abroad for 
her Wealthy Merchants and great commerce with other Places. 
About the year 14.77 it was beſieged and ſtorm'd by 1ven Yaſilowitz , 
Great Duke of Meſcovia, who took away all the IG and Im- 
munities of the Citizens : ſince which time their Wealth and Traffic 
began to decline and decay. However by reaſon of it's commodious 
Situation, it retains the footſteps of its former Trade , and is eſpe- 
| cially 
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cially frequented by Swedes, Danes , Hamburgers and Lubeckers , who 9708. - 
come up the River Nerve , with their ſmall Shipping. The chief” 
Commodities they deal in, are Wheat, Ry , Lin-and Rapeſeed, 

Furrs , Hemp and Flax. The Countrey is bleſſed with a good Sail, 

and produces ſufficiently enough of what is requiſite ro human ſuſte- 
nance, whichis here yery cheap. This is reckoned the beſt place in 

all Moſcovia for River-fiſh , eſpecially Pikes and Perch, Salmonthey 

have in great abundance, asalſo Carp, Bream , and Sturgeon,with 

other kinds not commonly found in the Low-Countreys. 

Nowgored ( which isas much as to ſay , New-town, or Newron; being 
compounded of the Latin word Xevws ,' and the ſubſtantive Gorod,"in 
the Moſcovian Tongue , a City).isat this prefenc ftrengthned only with 
a Wall of Tiniber, but well provided with Ammunition, and Brafs 
Ordnance. On the one ſideisa ſtrong Caſtle with a high ſtone-wall, 
whichas then was the Reſiding place ofthe Primatenr Arch-brſhop of 
the Weſt-Province, and ſome other Temporal Lords. The greateſt 
Decorum and Ornament of this City is the Pomp and ftatelineſs of 
the Churches and ſome Public Edifices, as at Plerskew, but the Houſes 
and Private Dwellings of the Inhabitants without any Order or

enter the Town , by that way you come within view of a famous 
Cloyſter, dedicate to Saint Anthony : Which Saint they beleeve and will 
perſwade you came driving on from Rome , out at the Tyber ,. thr:mgh the 
Agean Sea, the Propontis , the Negropont ,the * Mare Cafpium , «xd . ,,., 
ſoup the Wolga 1 N orogored pon a $9950 : Where he met With 4coms- irs Lake 
pany of Fithers,with whom he covenanted for 4 certain ſore of Money , that the 24 bt 
firſt thing they took should be his, The Fishers drew their Net , and trought up a munien 
Cheſt , which was full of Money , beſides 8 Ghoſtly CAtttire , and ſome Books, on 4 
V Vith the money he built there aChappel where he lies interred , and ( as they 
zell us) his Body is yes to be ſeen, Geb and tundecay d' , by Which many miracles 

have been done , but none can ſee him , or them , but ſuch as are. of their own 

Faith: And ſo much of a floating Mil-ſtone. bt 

In the year 1611 this City was beſieged and taken in by 7.de le Gardie, xowge 

the Swedisb General , and inthe year 1613 redelivered to the Czar of 794, 
Meſcovyupon Articles of Peace, parry mo 

; Q 2 Upon 
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Uponthe 8 of November we left Novogered, having had timeenough 
to view every Remarkable that was worthy of fight , and about 2 a 
clock in the afternoonarrived at a village called Bruynirz where we 
ſtay'd, andtook up our Lodging for that night. The next Morning 
we took treſh Horſes, but the ſnow was ſo melted with the Sun that 
we were fain to take Wapgons, and leave the Sledges : but the way 
was fo miry , tha; we had muchadoto get the Horſes through , for 
the Earth there is of a tough clay. About 8 in the Evening we came 
to Miedna, which is a poor Village , and could hardly affoard us 
Hous-room for that night... | 

On. the 10" we had bad travailing way , being for the moſt part 
marſhyand full of Boggs , with, Planks and trees laid over to make, 
them paſlable , which totered and shaked ſo that our Waggons were 
often out of order , but wereas often mended by the Peſants who by 
continual uſe are very expert at.it. By the way we ſaw abundance of 
Squurrels and Foxes which run together in Troups , yet fo ſhy that 
we could not come within muſquet-ſhot of them. That night we 

ot Gankrezz4a , a handſom little Village , where we refreſhed and 
Looked our ſelves with neceſſaries for our Journey. 

The next. day being the 11% of Nevemb. we ſet forward on our 
Journey, and travelling thro the Woods,. we were ſurprized with a 
Party.of High-way men , well. mounted and masked , who 'deman- 
ded,what we were? Wereplied , that we were Dutch and fervants to 
the Emperour. They hearing that, were in a doubt whether they 
ſhould plunder us, or not; but atlaſt rode off and bad us adieu. It 
was our opinion that they were affraid that our Company was ſtrong- 
er, and that the reſt followed us, for they were better arm'd and 
mounted than we, beſides the Waggons we had to take care of , or 
otherwiſe in all probability they would not have negleed ſuch a fair 
booty ,. that being , as we were told by the Waggoners , one of the 
moſt dangerous places inall the Countrey. That night we took our 
reſt at Jazel-Biz7a,. being very bad and ſnowy weather. | 

On the 12 470, we'tgok in freſh Horſes , and put our Baggage 
andMoveables intoSledges becauſe of the ſnow, paſſing through thick 
Wogds,. anda vaſt Wilderneſs , before we came at Gam7ymnagers 
where we were totake up our Lodgin 


On the thirteenth” 'we changed: Horfes and ſet forward on our 
qa hay Journey, 
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Journey, paſſing firſt through a thick Wood , and afterwards, came wor: 
intochampian Land, which wasdry, level, and tilled as far as we 5% 


could ſee. By the way we ſaw many ſmall Villages , but at night 
came into Colomna , which was the faireſt and beſt Village I had hi- 
therto feen in LMoſcovie : the Inhabitants are reputed wealthy , and 
live in very good faſhion. We came pretty early toour Stage , having 
had very good way , and reaſonable fair weather , ſo that we had-time 
enough to takea view of the Town , Our Pref, or Guid , who ſpoke 
good Nether Dutch went with us to ſhow what was worthy of remark, 
and very courteouſly reſolved us in any thing we delired to be fatis- 
fied about. , 

Onthe 14 we went througha great Wood where we ſaw abun- 
dance of Wolves playing together , which , when we would have 
takenaim to ſhoot with our Long Guns , they ran inward and took 
the Wood. Our Priſftaf told me that they knew us to have Fire-locks 
about us , that being the only fafeguard to travel with , without 
which they will nor fear to aſlail Horſe and Man , and ſometime, lay 
ſculking in the way ſide , where of a ſudden they run out and prey 
upon Paſlengers. 'ſowards the Evening it began to freez hard , that 
we were fain to ſtep out of the Hurdles, and walk afoot. 

On'the 26" we got FY4i7n , and from thence departed for Gam- 

' FFoldoka, where we tarried 4. days to reſt our ſelves.” In the mean 
whileit froze very hard, andI with another of our Company went 
out to ride upon'Scates , upon which an infinit number of Men, 
Women and Children , yea the Prieſts themſelves , came running 
out fo ſec us. |

(); the 2 2th after we had ſufficiently taken breath , we ſet forth, 
\Fhaving freſh Horſes provided us, and ſo entred a great Wood,, 
Q 3 where

where we ſaw great ſwarms of Squirrels fly from Tree to Tree ; as 
alſoabundance of Pheaſants and Partridges,' which the Peaſants take 
and ſell for a mean price. About the Evening we came to 7/uidra Pwusk, 
where we remained that night , but could not get any Lodging fit 
to entertain us either for Houſ-room or Vi&uals , this being yet a 
poorer Village than that of Miedne. At this place happened a Quarrel 
between one of our Company and a Ruff , the firſt having taken the 
others Ax , forthatthe Ruff had ſtoleſom Tobacco from him : which 
being made known to the Company, they ſtruck and miſuſed the poor 
Ruſs, after an unſufterable manner, which Capt. Buzler reſented very 
ill, not willing to give the Ryſdars any diſguſt. But above all the peo- 
ple in the World there are none that covet Tobacco ſo much as they 
do, and will be ſure to ſteal it, if they cannot otherwiſe come by it, 
although they were ſure to looſe their Heads forit. 

On the 23 by break oft Day , we ſet out and entred another thick 
Wood. Here they ſhowd us ſom Graves where they told us, 8 Dwtch 
Merchants were buried , who had been murthered by Robbers. 
When we were got thro the Wood we went over a fair Paſture- 
ground, and ſaw divers Boors Houſes by the Way-lide. In the Eve- 


ning wearrived at Torffock , which we found to be but a ſmall , yet. 


well-built City, although it appeared greater, from the Number of 
T owers which we ſaw, when at adiftance, having above 30 Churches 
and Chappels within the Walls. Here we unloaded our Sledges and 
left them, putting our Goodsaboard ſome ſmall Shipping that was 
provided for us, and fayled down the River to Troet7ke Mriedna where 
we took in ſom neceſſary Proviſions. T hat night prerty late we came 
to Tweer which is Seated upon the River YYolga , which River with 
many windings and turnings runs toſeek the Caſpian Sea , into which 
its diſgorges its ſelf. 7 weer is ſomething greater than Tor/tock and is 
built on the ſide of a Hill from whence it has it's name. Here is alſo 
the Place where the River of Torfock incorporates with the Wolgs-ma- 
king a greatand loud noiſe where the Floods are hurried in together. 
This City like Torffock makes a greater Show abroad than it does 
within; being neither well built nor at all fortified , ſave only with a 
Wall of Wood and 2 or 3 Braſs Cannon on the Land fide. Here we 
took out ourBaggage and laid it again upon Sledges , taking our 
way through the Woods where we were aſlail'd by two Ruſgans a _ 

ut 
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uarrel, and ſo boldly offered to ſtrike with their Axes , faying , 1668. 
ae they were upon their own Ground , and that we were a parcel 
of Rogues and Vagabonds &c. To which ſome of our Company who 
could ſpeak the Language , prai'd them not to moleſt us , as they 
tendred their Welfare, and that we had no time to ſtand diſputing, 
and anſwering their impertinent ObjeCtions. This not availing , or 
perſwading them to be quiet, but rather made them worſe, for they 
came cloſer and cloſer to us : which Capt. Buz/er obſerving fell a ca- 
ning them , whereupon they retired a litle, as if they would go away, 
but all on a ſudden came running in upon us full drive with their 
Axes, upon which three of our Company levelled their Muſquets, 
but the Captain forbad to fire ,and let the Maſtive looſe upon them. 
The Maſtive flies dire&ly at one of them, and had him ſo fit by the 
Throat, that we had much ado to get him off : the other ſeeing his 
Mate ſo hard put to it,ran away as faſt as he could, but the Dog being 
looſe flew after him , and tore off his left ear ; and had we not done 
our indeavour to take him off, had renthimall to pieces. So ſoon as 
we had got rid of them we proceeded on our way , and at night came 
to Gorodns , where we ſtaid till morning. 

On the 24 ditto we went forward , paſling over 2 Rivers., where 


but upon what account 1 know not. Firſt they began to make a ,:cv; 


wecameto a Village called Sawidows , and at night came to Sawlk 5,414, 
$paz which was our Stage, Here we provided our ſelves again with «+ 


freſh Horſes,but not without much difficulty, for in the mean time we 
were very uncivilly treated by the Inhabitants, whom we found migh- 
fily inclined to quarrel with us, although without occaſion. 

On the 25 we took our leaves of Saulks $pa7 going over a large 


plain , and at night cameto a village called Ken, where for want xy, 


of Moneys we were forced to ſtay, till we hadan Expreſs from Moſcou 
which came not before the 4, of December following , at which time 
camealſo one of the Domeſticks of the Heer van Sweden , Kinſman 
to Captain Butler bringing the unwelcom news of his Maſters Sickneſs 
whom the Phyſiciansjudged to be paſt recovery. The Captain upon 
the opening of the Letter was ſadly dejefted , and immediatly took 
Horf: androde poſt for Moſces , leaving us. Order the next day to 
follow with the Bagwave: In the mean time it began to ſnow hard , 
inſomuch that we were forced to tarry 6 days.at Kiev. Onthe 11 we 
let 
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ſet forward having fair Weather , whichat our ſetting out ſeemed to 
be durable. On this days Journey we met with, Rivers which we were 
to paſs ovcr that hindred us not alitle; by reaſon that the Floats were 
ſo litle,not able to carry above 3 or 4 Horſes at a time with Sledges and 
Wagons, Atnight we arrived at Serkiſowo , where we took up our 
Night-lodging. In the mean time it froze ſo hard , that we were all 
benummed , and fain to run after the Waggons to keep our ſelves 
Warm. | 

On che eleventh dro, we went through ſeveral thick Woods of 


Juniper , where we ſaw abundance of Foxes playing together in the 


Sun. About 3 in the afternoon we arrived at Nicholo Direverno, from 
whence we could ſee the long-wiſh'd-for Moſcow. About Evening we 
eatred the Suburbs , where by one of our own Nation we underſtood 
that the Heer van Swedez was deceaſed , and that the Ship was fit 
for Lanching. | 

On the 12%: we had order to come into the City , and had Ap- 
partments provided us near the Houle of the Heer van Swedeu. Our 
Landlady had ſolittle fatisfation in the Gueſts that were appointed 
to have quarters with her , that ſhe addreſſed herſelf ro Court , to 
deſire that we might be brought ſome where elſe, bur inſtead of ob- 
taining her Requeſt, was ſent home with a hundred ſtrokes on the 
Ribs for her pains. When ſhe came 1n, ſhe ran into a back-room, where 
was the Image of Sr. Nicholas painted upon a Plank, and falling down 
proſtrate before it , ſheda ſhower of Tears. However ſhe was forced 
to content her ſelf for 14.days longer , during which time we made 
good chear, and ſpared not for Fewel in the Stoves. And albeit the 
Woman was ſo diffatisfied at our being there, yet her Husband could 
have wiſh'd us there the whole year round , for our Brandy and 
Tabacco ſake. 

On the 27 we had order to pO into the Houſe of the late deceaſed 
Gentleman, even now remembred , which was a very commodious 
Houſe and provided with a out * Stove, which was by reaſon of 
the bitter Weather, very welcome to us z the more becauſe the ſaid 
Houſe was well turniſhed with Wood , and other fewel for the 
Winter, We ſtayd herethree weeks , during which time there was 
care taken for what we had need of; whenthat time was expired we 
received ſuddenOrders,forthwith to depart for our wharf at 4frachan. 

. | On 
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On the 19 of /anary we brought our Baggage aboard a ſmall Ship, 74x. 
that lay about 3 Miles without Aoſcou. At this Place was the Court '©92* 
| of the Emperours Siſter , being a fair Palace , but of Wood , built 
after a quaint and artificial manner. Here was alſo the Emperours 
Bear-Garden , being accidentally when we were there a great Con- 
courſe of Gentry , from Aoſcon , and other places to ſee the Paſtime, 
and the Evening before, came the Emperour with the whole Court 
; and Retinue. The Theatre was only environed with Stakes and Pales, 
that the People might alſo ſee, that were without. Before they began 

were brought out about 200 Wolves and Bears , and almoſt twice the 
number of Dogs ; all which were drawn in their Kennels ſet upon 
Sledges. The Emperour , and the prime of his Nobles fate in a 
Gallery made on purpoſe 1n a very convenient place, to ſee on every 
ſide. So ſoonas the Emperour was ſet, a ſign was given , upon whicha 
litle Wolf and an old Bear were turned out looſe together , that 
after they had encountered about half a quarter of an Hour , were 
parted , whichnotwithſtanding their being in the heat of the Fight, 
were eaſily brought aſunder and led to their Kennel. The Wolves 
were afterwards engaged with Dogs of which many lay dead upon the 
place , and others ſo wounded that they were no more fit for uſe. 

On the 2 3 of February, one of our company married witha Tar/arian 
maid , who had been taken Captive when ſhe was a Child and brought 
upin the Chriſtian Religion , by the Heer van Sweden , who taught 
herto write and ſpeak Netherdutch, both which ſhe did expertly well. 

And aday or two after was another of our Company married with a 
Lubekker,both theſe two went with their Huſbands to CMHrachan. 

On the 13 of 442rch died the Empreſs in Child-bed who by reaſon peab of 
of her great Charity , Piety , and the beſt of Vertues , was much 5 =m- 
lamented by the Common People , who oftentimes in diſtreſs were *'7" 
accuſtomed to addrels themſelves to her , as a Mediatrix. The next 
day ſhe was interred with great Pomp and magnificency , for it is 

not their Cuſtome as in other Countreys to embalm the Corps , or to 
let it lie in State. On each ſide the way ſtood the Guards, but none fol- Tzrue. 
low'd or went before ; except ſome of the chief Perſonages about 14. 
Court who walked a ſoft pace.. The Herſe was cowered witha rich 
Canopy ofcloth of Gold, having Taſflelsand Fringe ſuitable, born 
up by 8 young Lords. After the Herſe tollowd - Train of N — 
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ted by the firſt Miniſters of State who bore a Bag of money which the 
{aid Empreſs on her Death-bed had bequeathed to the. Poor. Theſe 
followed next to the Emperour and his two Sons ; who were appar- 
reled in a Garment, lined with Black Fox skins, which is a Fur of very 
high eſteem. The Emperour and his two Sons were ſupported each 
by two Gentlemen. T here werealfo the ſeveral Miniſters of Forreign 
Courts preſent , who were attired after the manner of their own 
Countrey , theſe went on each ſide the Herfe at a diſtance, and after 
all followed an innumerable Train of Citizens and Forreign Mer- 
chants , but thoſe without any Order. On this manner the Corps was 
brought into a Cloyſter which ſhe her felf had founded , and there 
committed to the Earth.

CHAEFP. IV. 


Situation of Moſcou. It's Diviſions and Wards. Kitay-Gorod the firſt City. The 
great number of Churches and Cloyſfters. High Towers, Noted Humility and 
Obedience of a Ruſſian Gentleman, The greateſt Bell in the World at Molcou, 
The Church of Jeruſalem, Zaar-gorod the ſecond , Skorodom the third , and 
Strelitza Slowoda the fourth Town. Great number of Houſep within the City 
Moſcou, A great Fire, whereby many Houſes were conſumed. The coldneſs of 
the Climate. Diſeaſes proper to the Countrey. Fertility and Produtts of the 
Land. 


Res conſtrained to tarry ſome timeat Moſcow againſt our will , it 
gave me opportunity totakea view of the Town , and to make 
what obſervations I could during the time of my aboad there , which 
I ſhall according to my beſt knowledge impart to the Reader, 

Moſcou is the Metropolitan , or Capital City of A/covis and the 
Imperial City of Ruſ#a, and all that is within the Juriſdiction of the 
Emperour, whoſe Empire is bounded on the North with the white Sea, 
on the Eaſt ſevered from the Semojeas , and other Tartarian Countreys, 
on the South it has the Mare Caſprwm, andon the Welt, part of Foland, 
Lifeland, and Sweden. So that the large and wide Dominions of the 
Czar,are extended as well into the Aſian as the European Continent. 

The City of Moſcow ( which feems to have it's name from the noble 
River Moſcqua) liesin 50 degr. 37 min. Northerly Latitude, It is a 


very

very large City , and computed to be about ; —_ 35 Engliſh miles in M4 
compaſs , yet wasalmoſt twice as great , before it was taken in and * 


depopulated by the Tartars. It gives a very fair proſpe&t from without 
by reaſon of it's many Towers and high Buildings. This City is di- 
vided into 4 wikes or Wards , to wit, Kitay-gorod , or midle City , 
Z aar-or Czar-gorod, the Emperours City, Skorodom and Strelitza Slowods. 
Theſe ſeveral Diviſions ſeem rather ſo many diſtin&t Towns or 
Cities whereof * Kiray-gorod ſtands in the middeſt , and is environed 


witha high wall , which they call Cra/n4 Srenna, that-is , Red Wall. *Perbeps 
It is ſeated between 2 Rivers, to wit Moſcqua onthe South, and the — 


Neglins on the North , which are united behind the Palace. The 
Palace together with its Appendences , to wit, the Wall, Horn- 
works, Creſcents and other Fortifications is the larger part of the 
Kitay - gorod , called alſo Crim-gorod ; being well vrov1ded with Men 
and Ammunition, In the mudit of this Palace 1s a very ſtately Church, 
in which we ſawa Silver branched Candleſtick , formerly preſented 
to the Czar by the Ambaſſador ofour States. Beſides this Church is 
another dedicated to the Archangel , whereare to beſeen the Tombs 
of thoſe of Imperial blood, as alſo Trirzis Maria and that of Sr. Nicholas 
which are both very ſumptuous. 'T hoſe which are in Kitay-gorod with- 
out the Palace are alſo reputed the beſt and faireſt in all Moſcow , being 
reckoned 56. Beſides the Churches which are within the Walls of 
the Palace are 2 very beautifull Cloyſters, the one for Young Gent- 
lemen, and the other for Ladies , who have reſolved to live a mo- 
naſtichal Life; altho the former may rather go underthe denomina- 
tion of an Iluſtrious School, becauſe it is appointed for the Education 
of the Young nobility inall kinds of Literature and good Manners , 
who at 16 Years have a choice preferred them , whether they will 
lead a Ghoſtly or a Secular Life : but that for the Ladies, diſpences 
not with ſuch a Freedom , but all that are admitted mult continue 
durante vits. In the middle of this Palace, or rather Fort , is a high 
Tower, which the Ruſſians call Iyan Yelike , that is Greas Tohn bein 


covered with Copper and double guilt. This is that Tower , on j*5 
whoſe Top the Emperour Boris Gudencw (as 1s to be ſeen in their recorded 
Chronicles ) broughta Per/ian Ambaſſadour to view the City Moſcon , *{=**- 


and amongſt other diſcourſe began to ſpeak of the great A and _ | 
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Obedience of ſome ſubjeQts to their Soveraigns in palt ages : 
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the Emperour took occaſton to ſay ) So faithfull are my ſubjeits from the 
higheſt Bojar, #0 the meaneſt Vaſſal , that thereis not one of them who Would 
refuſe to throw himſelf precypitantly from the Top of this Tower , if 1 thought 
200410 command : and thereupon calls a Bear, or Lord , whom he 1n- 
itantly commanded to throw himſelf head - long down , which after 
he had taken his Leave of his Imperial Majeſty and thoſe that were 
with him , jump'd off from the higheſt pinacle, where he was taken 
up dead , buried with greated Solemnity , and his Children pro- 
moted to the greateſt Places of Truſt, in which they and their Deſcent 
continue till this day. 

Beſides this there is yet another Tower and one of the wideſt that 


rod Belt ever I have ſeen in my life , in which is the greateſt Bell without doubt

inthe World, weighing 394.000 /b. and the Clapper 10000 /b. I mea- 
ſured it and found it 23 foot Diameter , and 2 foot ſolid mettal. It 
15as muchas 50 ſtrong men can move, and that only ſo as may juſt be 
perceived: It 1s ſeldom rung , and that only upon Feſtival days , or 
when any Forreign Prince or Miniſter of State deſires it. When they 
intend todoitat any extraordinary time , they make proclamation 
through the Town, by which warning the Citizens take down all the 
Glaſſes and Earthen Ware, for it makes all tremble and ſhake. 
Thereare beſides the Imperial Court ſeveral other ſpacious Palaces 
for the Bojars , or Nobility , asalſo for the Spiritual Lords , amongſt 
which that of the Patriarchis the moſt magnificent. Without Kitay- 


gorod , direQtly before the Palace of the Car , 1s one of the faireſt w 


Churches (I muſt neds fay ) that I have ſeen in all my Travels, 
which is built after the model of the Temple of /eruſalem,from whence 
it has that Name. Nearunto this church is the great Market having 
Shops of all Wares and Merchandifes that may be imagined , but 
every Shopkeeper has his own Row or Street , ſo that people of one 
Dealing havealtl their Shops together, and by themſelves. In this part 
of the City dwell likewiſe the ableſt Merchants | Kneeſer | and other 
Perſons of note, whodwellin ſtone houſes to preſerve their Goods, 
ita Fire ſhould happen. 

Zaar-gorod Whichis the ſecond part of Moſcow encompaſſeth Kitay- 
gorodalmoſt in the form ofa Crefcent , which is alſoenvironed with a 
huge Wall, which they call Bie/aSrenna , that is , The white Wall. 
Zaar-zorod 1s divided into two parts by the River Neglins , which 

runs 
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runsthro the midit of it. Here is alſo a famous F ounding-Houle for MARC. 


caſting great Bells and Ordnance, as alſo the Emperours {table. Near 
the River is a Beaſt-market, anda famous Butchery or Fleſh-ſham- 
bles , where you find not only Beef , Veal, Mutton, Pork, Lamb, 
Veniſon , &c. but alſo Horſe-fleſh to ſell. Corn , Meal , Butter, 
Cheeſe and other Proviſion is here good, cheap, and very plentiful. 
The Third City which is Skorodoms , embraces C:ar-gorod On the 
Eaſt, North and Weſt - tides likewiſe in the form of a Creſcent. In 
this City, or Ward, 1s the Houſe-market , where at alc price you 
may buy a Houſe, of what greatneſs you pleaſe. Theſe Houſes are 
madeof Square pieces of Timber notchl'd and let into each other , 
which when you have bought you can disjoint and. bring 1t where 
you liſt upon Sledges , that amongſt many inconveniences has this 
one Conveniency , that if a Citizen has his Houſe burn'd he may be 
every day ſupplied with a new , which (conlidering the old 15 brought 
to Aſhes ) may without much coſt , be placed where the other ſtood; 
whereas on the contrary , weare often forced toſtay ſometimes a year 
or more before the Rubbiſh be taken away and a convenient Houſe 
built in lieu of the old. Beſides that conveniency , they have another, 
which 1s, that at what timeany Houſe happens to take fire, and any 
robable danger of breaking out , the Neighbours upon timely notice 
woe their Houſes taken 1n pieces and removed as if they were 
but Tents. 


The fourth and laſt Wike is Srrelitza Slowoda, which reaches out .. .. 
Strelitzz 
toward the South , over the River Moſcqua,and towards the Tartarian Slowoda 


Countrey. Here 1s the placc where the Soldatefque are inquarter'd , 
which they call Srreliczzen , from whence this Part of Moſcon has it's 
name. It 1s very well fortified with Bulwarks ; and other For- 
tifications. 6:7'9 

The number of the Houſes within the four Divifions and the 
Suburbs , according to their computationare ſaid tobe about 95 000, 
the Palaceand all its appendencies excluded, The Churches , and 
Cloyſters , wherein they preachare 1700. Amongſt this greatnumber 
of Dwelling - houſes you find few or none , but what are altogether 
of Word , cxcept ſome Merchants Houſes in Kitay-gorod, , Who as we 
havealrcady ſaid, build moſtly of Stone for the better ſecurity of their 
Goods. They uſc no Chimneys as we dofor fires, but great Cackels,

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MAR. Or rather Ovens; madealtogether of ſtone , which ſometimes being 


1639. overheated, orby the negligence of the People, whoare great affe- 


ciers of brandy, 1s the occation of ſetting their Houſes on fire , as it 
happened about 6 Weeks before our arrival there, at what time , by 
the neghgence of a poor Woman, happeneda moſt dreadfull Con- 
4s flagration, that reduced about 35 Thouſand Houles to aſhes, and 

Fein that\in the beſt part of the City , which beſides an incredible loſs of 

Moſcov. Houſe-furniture , Merchandiſe and the like, there were many chil- 
dren and impotent People killed. The Dutch Merchants , who had 
moſtly their Reſidence near the place where the Fire firſt broke out, 
ſuſtained an incredible loſs. Tis truethe Houſes are upon ſuch occa- 
ſons removed with as much eaſe as ours are blown up , but if the 
Timber be knotty the Sparks and Cinders fly abroad and kindle other 
Houſes at an incredible diſtance , which being covered with dry 
Planks are not ſo eaſily extinguiſhed , The Czar upon conſideration 
of the frequent Fires has appointed a party of the Szrelitzers , tobe 
quartered in ſeverallplaces , at a due and convenient diſtance from 
each other throughout the 4 Wards ; who are continually to be at 
hand upon ſuch occaſions. Now by reaſon of the great ſcarcity of 
Water in Hoſcos , the firſt thing they laytheir hands to, 15 to disjoynt 
the Houſes, and therefore for the moſt part are train'd up in that kind 
of ArchiteQture , to be aſſiſtant again in the rebuilding of the ſame, 
when all danger is ſuppoſed to be over. 

Great bus The ſtreets of Moſcou are very ſpacious and wide , but in rain 

42: Weather ſo miry, that in —— are up to the very knees in _ 
for which reaſon both Men and Women are fain to wear Boots. Al- 
though 'tis certain that inconvenience might be remedy'd, by paving 
it with ſtone, as they doin the Low-Comnrreys and elſe where. During 
the time we were there , 1t was not poſlible to thwart the ſtreets if 
they had not thrown great beams and planks acroſs the way. 

The ar, Meſcon , and all the whole Countrey towards the North is capable 
ofa very unwholſom Air , for thoſe that are not brought up in it , 
being in the Winter exceeding ſharp and cold , and in the Summer 
hot and moyſt: In Winter they muffleup their Noſeand Ears in Furs, 
eſpecially when they go upon a Journey. - And in Moſcou 1t 1s well 
ſeen that manyof the Inhabitants haveneither Noſe nor Ear , which 
they ſay is by coming out of the bitter cold Air intoa hot Stove : for 

| although 
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although it may ſeem ſtrange , yet cannot that be avoided in ſome yz. 
places, unleſs they rub their Nofes and Ears , which are frozen, in 1669. 
Snow till they grow hot , which done they may come into a Houfe 
without danger, and this you ſhall ſee them continually a doing in 
fuch Scaſons. It is alſo obſervable how that after a hard Winter the 
very Earth chinks and opens when it once beginsto thaw. But on the 
contrary, its there ſo hot in the Summer that a ſtranger cannot en- 
dure it , at what time alſo the Marſhes and ſtanding Poolsdo fo ſtink 
that one 1s ready to faint away : beſides the great annoyance of Gnats, 
Muskettos and other Vermin, againſt which there 1s no way to de- 
fend ones Face. 'The Peſtilence is ſeldom ever known there, bur in ,,, 
lieuthereof another Epidemy , which ſo torments them in their Bow- coanrey 
ets that thoſe that are taken with it rarely recover , or live above 3 S* 2% 
days. Some I have heard ſay that in times paſt it was far more frequent 
and rigorous than at this day,for before, they had not the uſe of Phyſic 
nor would admitt of any that profeſſed it to practiſe, as of late, find- 
ing the great benefit thereof, they have done. 

Moſcoyia 1s a Countrey of a fat and fertile Soit, far beyond that of 
Lifeland. Their Wheat, Ry, Barley and Oats , they ſow about St. 
Tohns day at Midſummer , which within 7 or 8 Weeks is fit for the 
Sickle, orSithe ( for they ufe both ) and that by reaſon of the con- 
ſtant heat. They have beſides the beforementioned fruments , good 
ſtore of Pulſe, as Peaſe, Beans and Lentils. Cucumbers , Pompions 
and Melons are more common there than with us, of which laſt I have 
ſeen ſome weighing above 40 pound. The Fruits hey haveare Pears, 
Apples, Quinces, Medlars, Cherries Plumbs, and of theſe feveral 
kinds. There grows in the Countrey lying upon. the River cAto/eque 
a kind ofan Apple ſo tranſparent that you may diſcern the Seeds , as 
Grapes: The Shell or Rind thereof 1s very thin and fubtile and the 
Fruit it ſelf very delicate, but toojuycy , andafter a long Rain fo wa- 
triſh that they grow inſipid. *Tis generally known abread that 
MeſcoviaaffoardsFlax and Hemp to that exuperancy, that they ſupply 
almoſt all Europe with Rope-work. 'Thenext Staple-Commoditie of 
Moſcoviais Wax and Honey, which the Ruſfians take wild and makea 
vaſt profit thereof. In ſhort-there is no Vegetable of general uſe 
with us, but whar likes there, fave only the Vine, which the Extremiry 
of the Winter will not ſuffer to ike or come to perfeQion : but that 
defect 
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defeCt is ſufficiently ſupplied from abroad, by the Englich , Dutchand 
others, who bring the ProduQts of every Vintage from France and 
elſe where. They have no Mines ſave only of Steel and Iron. 

Ryff1z if taken an general is betrer ſtored with tame Cattel and Wild- 
beaſts than any Countrey in Europe, or as ſome beleeve, in the whole 
World. Kine 1s without doubt in greater abundance there than in 
Tartay , agrecable to the opinion of all Travailers and Geographers, 
who have givenan account of either. Therich Furs which are yearly 
exported hence to moſt places of the World ſufhciently teſtify the 
ſuperabundancy of Foxes, Sables, Martens, &c. But moſt dange- 
rous it 15 to travel alone for the many Beaſts of prey which run toge- 
ther invaſtand innumerable Troops ; and thoſe, when the Earth is 
covercd with Snow, very bold and daring , inſomuch that the In- 
habitantsare in od danger , and are fain to keep their gates 
barricado'd from thoſe cruel Animals, to ſecure themielves and their 
Cattel; nay , it has been often known that they have undermined 
Houſes in ſome parts, and devoured whole Families at a time, Wild- 


Fowl I have ſeen of ſeveral kinds , as chiefly Heath-hens, Herns, 


Wildgeeſe, and Cranes by Millions ina flock together. As for ſmall- 
birds, by which I mean Larks, Finches and the like, which we hold for 
great delicacies, they have them in litle, or noeſteem , and that by 
reaſon of the vaſt ſwarms, for they fly together as thick as Gnats or 
Inſe&s over a Pond. Theſe are havock'd by the Hawks, Faulcons and 
Merlins , which are there in a proportionable plenty to the prey. 
The Rivers and ſtanding Lakes are ſtored with Fish of all 
kinds, which are throughout the whole Land incredibly cheap ; in 
ſum Moſcovia has whatſoever is neceſſary for Food and Rayment , as 
goodandatascaſy rates , as any other Land in the World , none 
excluded : althoI do not fay but that one Province differs much 
from another, and that every particular Province and Region has 
ſomething or otter , as proper or peculiar to it's ſelf. 
wolodomir is reputeil to be of ſo good a Soil , that from one Buſhel 
of pure Grainſown is ſometimes 20 or 25 produced in Harveſt and 
yet Rheſan is reckoned tar more fertile than the other, for from every 
{ingle Seed ariſeth 3 ſtalks , and ſometimes more , which 1s not com- 
monly found in any other Province in all Ra. This Province af- 
foards likewiſe the beſt and moſt Beavers. _s

The Dutchy of Syberia is the moſt woody of all other Provinces .qxc, 
within the Empire of the great C74r,eſpecially towards the Northeaſt 1559. 
where at Braquin there is a Wood which takes it's beginning , the end *) 
whereof noneever yet was known to find out. This Wood is the main 

lace whence the cAMoſcevians fetch their richeſt Pelure and Furs , as 
pur; Sables and Black Fox, which is one of the richeſt Pelts in the 
World. Folske , Smolensko and Beleaſor deliver vaſt quantities of Skins yaige, 
and Furs, which the Inhabicants bring up yearly to Moſcow. and other Smolens 
eminent Marts. Uſtioga is a Province that yields great ſtore of Cattel, zcofor, 
and many forts of F ith , yet very Barren asto grain. Roſftefis the only vitiogs- 
Province for Salt. DWwino1s a barren and dry land, but the Inhabitants : 
obtain great Riches of the Furs, which is the-Principal Trading of 
that Province. Theſe they barter with what Commodities and Ne- 
ceſlaries they find themſelves deſtitute of. In this Province are many 
white Bears ,which ſeem toliveas well by Sea as Land. Yiatke has great y;e: 
want of Grain, yet ſtore of Fiſh , Honey , Wax , and alſo Peles. 
Petzora, 1s very montanous , in which Principality I have heard it Pazora. 
averr'd, That there are ſome mountains that require 10 days work _ 
toaſcend. The Valleys of this Provincearefertile enough , and very **> 

ood —_ , yet Corn will not take kindly there. What =y be reins. 

urtherſaid of C{ſrachan, and the Tartarian Regions. , now in {ub- 
jeftion to the Great Duke ,I ſhall wave till I come to make mention of 
things, asIfound them upon our Arrival there. 


CHAP. V. 


The Form, Nature and Propertie of the Ruſſes. Their ordinary Diet. Their great 
efteem of Brandy. Their litigious humors and inclinations to Quarrelling. Their 
ordinary Habit. Women uſe painting of their Faces. Thesr manner of their 
Marriages, and nuptial Solemmiies. 


; þ He right Moſcowans , or Ruſſians ( for the Tartars now under Pro- 
tection of the C72y we ſhall ſpeak of in their due place) are moſtly 
able, corpulent mdtbie , eſpecially of Head , Arms and Legs. The 
Common ſort are very hard by Natureand patient in extremity. , ſel- 
dom pamper their Bodies with ſoft lying , when they reſt, or delicat 
Diet when they cat.” In ſummer they lie upon boards , or at beſt upon 
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ſtraw , and in Winter on the tops of their Ovens , or Cackels, where 
Man and Wife, Children and Servants lieall dowa together , with. 
out any diſtinction at all. Utenſils they have aot many , but ſo many 
as themſelves judge needfull , which are Earthen or Iron Pots , Woo- 
den Diſhes , Brandy-and Metheglin- Cups , which they rarely 
rince. As for rubbing and ſcouring they are meer ſtrangers to it , as 
alſo to ornaments and Toys , unleſs it be a Figure which they call 
St.Ntcholas, or perhaps ſome other Saint for whom they have ſome 
particular or extraordinary veneration. Slaves they are by nature, and 
born to ſcrvitudeand Bondage, ſeldom ever aſpiring ſo high , as to 
indeavour to make themſelves franc , and yet will be excited to 
nothing by fair means , or uſe diligence about any affair, fave what 
they are driven to by conſtraint and blows : and yet ſo ſweet this 
Slavery ſeems to be to them, that rather than to become free upon the 
Deccatc of their Lords to whom they ow —_ by nature or 0- 
therwiſe , that they will immedaatly fell themſelves durante vits to ſome 
other Patron. Theyare very prone to Theft, yea and to Murther 
when they think that they can do it clandeſtinly , or toany advantage, 
how poor ſoever it be , which ſeems to be primordially occaſioned 
from the Penury of their Lords , who hardly allow them what is re- 
quiſit to fupportand ſuſtain human Bodies : as for Brandy and To- 
bacco they hold it but avenial Tranſgreflion to filch when they can 
comeatit, notwithſtanding the ſtri& and ſevere Laws againſt T heft, 
in the loweſt nature and leſt importance. 

This only is to be applied to the Vulgar ſort , as for thoſe of greater 
Ability and Rank , they ſpare not for what tends to a voluptuous 
Life, and indulgetheir fences ,as much or more than is tolerable. Free 
they are , and indeed generous enough at their Table , eſpecially 
when they treat or welcom Strangers, whoare very welcom and re- 
ceived with all imaginable Urbanity , on Condition, that they obſerve 
the Countrey faſhion, which is to bring a Preſent with them , that 
may countervail more than thrice the value of what is ſet before them: 
and this if you forget to bring ,. you may take my word , they'l forget 
to make you welcom. The Slaves in Moſconare very hardly dealt with- 
all and poorly fed , but much harder thoſe that are in the open Coun- 
trey ,' where their Lords are ſparing of their Allowance, and therefore 
connive at their Filching ; thinking it falls out at laſt to their own 
pro-

profit, eſpecially if it be any thing of Food. 
The R«ſſes feed moſt of Roots , Pulſeand Fiſh , uſe much Onions 
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moſtly of Courſe Ry. As for Fiſh they cat it rather pickled than freſh, 
which is plentitull in their Markets , and by reaſon that waſhing and 
making clean the ſhambles is a kind of an Abomination to thoſe people, 
ou cannot come within a hundred paces of the Market, unleſs you 
itop your noſe, ſo nauſeous and hatefull is the ſmell. Thoſe of the grea- 
teſt Rank and ability do in general hold good Tables, but eat moſt 
Spoon-meat although it werebut bread out of Water thateiſh has been 
boiPd in. Caveer 1sa great Dainty amongſt them, but not ſo high in e- 
ſteem, there as abroad. When they havedrunk more than well agrees 
with them , ſo that their ſtomach be ſurcharged, they preparea certain 
Diſh which they call Pochmelie made up of cold Beet or Mutton 
ſliced very thin, and 2was : Quas is a Liquor which they uſe as Beer 
of whichit is made , with a Compoſition of Water, Beer- Vinegar, 
Garlick and Pepper : this Pas being ſo —_ they put their mear 
into it,and ſeeth it a litle,which afterwards they eat with Spoons. The 
poorer ſort have a certain Liquor much in uſe among them,which they 
alſo call 2uas , this is made of Water with a litle Bran and Barley- 
meal , which according to their ability they temper thicker orthinner. 
The Gentry drink Beer, that there is very ſtreng and heady , but 
more commonly Metheglin , which they make oft the beſt Honey , 
adding Cloves, Cinnamon , Pepper , Galangal , Cardamom and 
other Spices : This isa very ſtrong and ſtealing Liquor of it ſelf; yer 
they think good to mix it with Brandy to make it more effeCtual, 
Brandy which they call wine they covet above all other Liquors , 
which without any diſcretion or noted difference is drunk both by 
Spiritual and Temporal, Nobles and Plebeians, Men and Women, 
Young and Old , and that at all times of the Day , before and after 
Meals ; Sometimes to add a medicinal vertuethey put a litle Pepper 
amongſt it. Nay , ſo beſotted are racks =; with Brandy , that in 
the ſharpeſt Weather , they will not only part with their Caps or 
Coats for the Reckoning , but likewiſe with their Boots, Shirts and 
Stockings , ſo that I have ſeen ſome of them come mother-naked out 
of the Kaback or Tipling-Houſe. The Common people were former! 
ſo irregular and void of Order that they would drink themſelves full, 
| D 2 and 
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MAR. and afterwardsthe men and Women , ſetting aſide all Reputation 

169. and Modeſty commit ſenſual and beaſtly Actions together : This 
great Diſorder was lately remedied by the care of the Czar , who , by 
the advice of the Patriarch , put down all the ſmall Tap-houſes 
throughout the whole Empire,appointing in every Town and Village 
one public Houſe, or Kaback, which they are to farm of the Emperour 
himſelf. They are very covetous of Tobacco, as has been elſewhere 
ſaid, notwithſtanding the Tenure ofa Decree or Mandate promul- 
gated about the year 1634 , which ſtritly forbids every perſon. of 
what degree orquality he may be , to fmoke it : which nevertheleſs 
is done privately. 

T he Ruſfians are generally groſs of Body yet fubtile enough in affairs 
of Merchandife which they can manage very well. Their Women are 
much inclined to Goſliping,, and buſie Tatlers , often beat by their 
Husbands , who ſometimes uſe them unkindly : apon which they 
ſometimes addreſs themſelves to Court,where the men.once convicted 
over ſuch Crimes are ſent to Syberia. The Emperour confidering the 
multitude of Complaints. of this nature , has ordained that if any 
Woman makes complaint without ſufficient Evidence, that the Man 
is to betortured on the Rack, which if he ſtands out, the Wife is con- 
demned to exile, her ſelf , before which Law the Court was dayly 
troubled with ſuch like Differences. 

zekii Few people, thereare in the World that are more accuſtomed to 
winged ſcolding , railing and calumny than theſe , although 'ris very rare 
2 jr 5 toſee them come to blows, yet much more rarely do they make uſe of 
Y of the their Weapons. This evil cuſtome of abuſing one another oftentimes 
Weis the occaſion of Quarrels with Strangers ro whom it ſeems a No- 
velty. 
Their The ordinary Habit of the Citizens , 1s firſt an upper Coat of a 
Habit. darkgreen, red, brown or violet-colour'd Silk , open before and 
on the ſides, and garniſhed with loops , having behind great Capes, 
almoſt ike old-faſhioned Cloaks in the Zow-Countreys : Under that 
they wear another coat of Say or S1k ,. with a: high and ſtiff Collar, 
theſe have long fleeves whuch are tied- up round with loops and 
ſtand Cooks in good ſtead to remove hot Pots andCauldrons from the 
fire : Thoſethat have, an intent or deſign to ſteel or murther, uſually 
have an iron Bullet, or ſome other hard and ponderous thing — 
wit 
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wich they knock their party downat unawares. Underthis they wear 4+ 

ct another Coat which nevertheleſs is not very cloſe, for they affect ' 

ooſneſsas well in their Habit as 1n their lite. Their ſhirts they tuft with 
Silk onthe back, asalſothe Necks , which the Gentry adorn with 
Pearls, Gold, Silver, or Precious ſtones. In Summer the Citizens 
wear white Felts, in Winter Caps turned with Beaveror ſome other 
Furs , and the Kneeſes , Byjars and other Perſons of the greateſt qualit 
Black Fox and Sables. "The Habit of the Wemen 1s not ſo __ 
different from that of their Men, as they differ from each other, agree- 
able to the Quality of the Perſon. They wear generally Caps turned 
with Sables or other Furs but greater than the Mens, ſet with Pearls 
and Rubies upon the Crown, under which they let their Hair hang in 
its full length, theſe are thoſe of higher Rank and Quality ; thoſe of 
meaner Condition have them only turned with red Fox. 'The Young- 
women when they grow Marriageable ,. have their hair knotted up 
above the crown of the Head in around ball ,. but under the age of 
100r 12 years have their Heads all ſhaven,except only two Tufts that 
hang down on each ſide ſo that they ean hardly be diſtinguiſhed 
from Boys in their Habit, only the Girls are known by the great rings 
which hang at their Ears, On this manner the Gentry and Citizens 
are attired , but the Peaſantry as poorly as thoſe of Lifeland, and much 
after the ſame manner. Their U - apes is ordinarily of ſheeps- 
skins, witha Cap of the ſame ſtuff; their Boots and Shooes axe made 
of the Barks of Trees cunningly plated. 

The Women are by nature well proportioned, and fair enough to Painting 
boot if they did not paint , which they do ſo botchin ly that every = 
one may difcern it. Spem5h Wool and Tincture of Brazil-wood it me yk 
ſeems they donot yet know the uſe of, but inſtead of that uſe Vermi. **/» 
lion and cMinium , and for Flake , a dull White- Lead, or. Ceruſe 
at beſt. 

The Reader may obſerve that their manner of Marriages is fat 0f their 
different from that in the Low-Conntreys , and all Europe eliewhere a "is 
Young-man having fixed his ie upon ſome Maid with whom he *” 
could be content. to enter into a_nuptial ſtate , he Courts her: and 
Solicits by Friends to make an Overture. A Rufiaz Youth inclinable 
to admitt himſelf into the conjugal number dete&s his purpoſe and 


deſire to lus Parents, or neareſt-in Conſanguinity ,.who thereupon 
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go about and ſeek out a Virgin ſuiting his Degree and Condition, 
whom having found, they apply themſelves to her Parents or Guar. 


dians , to treat about the ſubject; where neither the Young man nor ' 


any near Relation of his are to ſee the Bride, in ſum the Purchaſe is 
like a Pig #n 4 Poke , for all people of faſhion keep their Daughters 
chamber'd, ſetting always anold Woman to look to her , who is as 
vigilant in her Office, asa Turn-key at Wod-ffreet Counter. And hence 
it comes that-*they live in perpetual Jarrs , and contention , when 
ſometimes in hopes of a ſweet, well-ſhaped , and comely Darling, 
they are chain'd to a ſtinking., crooked and deformed Hag. This 
induces metoa Taleof a young Squire , who thinking himſelf old 
enough to bea man , ihtimated his Inclinations to a common Broker, 
or Match-maker , withall conditioning beforchand that he would 
not come toany concluſion with the Parents of his Party, till he had 
by ſome means or other gota ſight of her Face, which the man pro- 
miſed todo; and accordingly goestoan old Couple who had long 
intreated him to procure a Husband for their Daughter :. this ſaid 
Couple he acquaints with the buſineſs who no lefs joyfull to under- 
ſtand it pray'd him to haſten the Match : now you are to underſtand 
by the way that their daughter had but one eie , which made ſome 
difficulty 1n the carrying on the matter,by reaſon that the Young man 
would not venture upon the purchaſe , unleſs he ſaw what kind ofa 
Bargain he had : However the Broker gives her inſtruftions , how 
to behave her ſelf in paſling by the Houſe where this Youngman 
was to be, and bad her lookalwaies on one ſide, which ſhe did. The 
young man peeping through acreviſe, ſaw her havea good half face, 
aſſents to the Articles and Propoſitions whatſoever they ſhould be,but 
comming before the Altar , was ſo concerned that he took an Ax and 
clove his own head: 

They have many quaint Ceremonies about Marriage : thoſeof the 
higheſt Rank uſe theſe following Rites. The Bridegroom and Bride 
have eachof them one to attend: them , to prepare and provide all 
neceſſaries; theſe they call Swachas. The day before the Wedding the 
Brides Swachz goes to the Bridegrooms Houſeto provide and furniſh 
the Brides Chamber and Bed with what elſe js requiſite , being atten- 
ded with 60,80, or perhaps 100 Perſons according to the degree and 
ability of the Parties. Thefe all go in their under-cloaths , — 
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cach ſomething upon their Heads which will be requiſiteat the Mar- ,, ,ze. 
riage. Having onceentred the Chamber ſhe takes the Bed and , preads 1669. 


it upon 40 ſmall Garbs of Ry , which is firſt brought thither by her 
Husband, together with a great number of litle Barrels , containing 
ſeveral ſorts of Grain , ſetupand down the Koom , which perhaps 
will ſignify Fruitfullneſs in procreation. The next morning the Bride- 
groom goes to the Houle of the Bride accompanied with the 
Prieſt who 1s to marry them, where they arc kindly received by the 
Friends of the Bride, and invited tofit down, and here they have 3 
ſorts of Diſhes brought before them , which they nevertheleſs touch 
not. Herethe Bridegroom 1s to tarry ſo long*diſcourling with the 
Friends of the Bride, till ſhe ſends a Servant to introductt him into 
her Chamber , where being come ſhe is brought in, ſtately apparrel'd; 
and ſet by his ſide, but he not ſuffered to look her in the Face , nor 
ſhe him, and when they cannot withhold their curioſity but offer to 
look aſide, as longing to ſee that dear Viſage, whichever after they 
may mutually do with more freedom than any other in the World, 
there isa Flag or Tablet ofred Silk ſet between them , to hinder it. 
When they are ſet the Brides Swachs plates the Hair of the Bride, 
and {-ts a Gold or Silver Coronet upon her Head , richly ſet with 
Precious ſtones and Gems, to whichare fixed two long Pendants of 
Diamonds , or ( if it be Perſons ofa lower Calibre) of baſer ſtones , 
theſe hang down to ther Breaſts. So ſoon as the Bride is drefs't , the 
Bridegrooms Swachs likewiſe combs his head ; upon which all the 
Women fall adancing- After they have danc'd a litle, there come in 
two young men with aBasket of White bread and a greatCheeſe upon 
aBarrow,covered with Sables, which is conſecrated by the Prieſt and 
ſent tothe Church. When this Ceremonie is ended,they bring a great 
Silver Charger , and ſet it upon the Table , in which are laid ſome 
pieces of {tas , and Taf,, with ſeverdl Square plates of Silver , as 
alſo a handfull of Hops, Barley and Oats , mixt together: upon that 
that the Swacha ariſes and covers the Face of the Bride , and ftrows 
the mentioned things out of the Charger amongſt the Gueſts , when 
as thoſe that are minded may take up the pieces of Silver. When 
that is done the Parents of the Parties interchange the Rings of the

W hen theſe Ceremoniesareended, the Swechs ſets the Bride in a 
Ruding 
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Riding - fledge which is richly accoutred and ſet out with Clothof 


Gold, and Fringes ſuitable : The Horſeis alſo covere@ with coftly 
Trappings and rich Furrs. Then follows the Bridegroom , accom- 
panied with the Prieſt both on Horſe-back;and after them the Friends 
on both ſides. When they enter the Church the Bridegroom takes his 
Place which 1s covered with Taffataf , whither alſo the Bride is 
brought. When they are ſet together there are ſeveral Images of 
Saints ſet up before them , upon which the Prieſt pronounces a 
Bleſling : andafterward taking the Bridegroom by the right hand , 
and the Bride by the left , asks , Are you content to enter the ftate of Mu- 
grimony together ? The Partiesthen anſwering , Tea , the Prieſt ſings 
the 128 Pſalm , which they likewiſe mutter out after him. This done 
the Prieſt ſets a Garland upon their Head , uttering theſe Words, 
Increaſe and multiply , what G O D yoyns together let noman ſeperate. Then 
all the Friends light their Torches , and the Prieſt takes a Glaſs of 
Red Wine into his Hand , which he delivers over to the Bridegroom 
and Bride to drink off , then taking the empty Glaſs from them 
delivers it to the Bridegroom who throws it down and the Bride 
ſtamps it with her foot to powder , ſaying , So may they fall before our 


feet , andbe crushed to powder, who go about to ſet us at enmity rogethey. Upon. 


that the Married Women ſtrow them with Hemp , wiſhing them 
Proſperity and a happy union. Theſe Ceremonies being ended they 
return homeagain after the ſame manner that they went to Church. 
So ſoon as they have entred the Houſe,the Bridegroom goes and takes 


| hisſeatat the Table where he receives, and bids all his Gueſts welcom 
but the Bride is brought direaly into her Chamber where the Swachs 


undrefles her to the Shift and lays her down upon the bed , The Bride 
being thus laid ſends to call her Bridegroom by two of her Servants 
with Torches in their Hands. Immediately upon his entring the 
Chamber, ſhe jumps out of the Bed and puts on a Gown fur'd with 
Sables, and giving him the hand goes out with him , but her Servants 
in the mean time put out their Torches by running them into one of 
thelitle Barrels | mentioned in Pag. 14.2 | Thus hand in hand they go 
to the Table where all the Gueſts fir. The firſt Diſh which is brought 
up is a roaſted Pullet , this the Bridegroom himſelf is to carve and 
throws ſome part thereof over his Shoulder which the Brides Swechs 
catches in a Napkin, and keeps for a Monument. When the Meal is 

done 
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done the Bridegroom takes his Bride by the hand and ſo leading her MARC, 


to her chamber they go to bed , upon which all are to go out of the 
Chamber, and the Muſic which fits before the Window expeCting 
Notice of it 1imegiately fall a playing, and upon thata noiſe of Trum- 

tters begin to ſound ,* and fometimes the Ketteh-Drums to bear. 
After they have been about an hour in Bed the. Swaches come. and 
conduct them to the Bath , where they are both bathed and waſhed 
with Wine , Water and Metheglin, dulcified with odorous flowers 
and ſpices, and , as the cuſtome 1s at Moſcou, the Bride preſents her 
Bridegroom with a Bathing ſhirt. | After they haye'bathed they come 
and accompany their Gueſts, who all the time were merry at Table, 
in which Humors they continue ſometimes.a Week; or 10 days,before 
they depart to their reſpeCtive Lodgings. 

T he foregoing Ceremonies are ſuch as thoſe of the beſt rank uſe, 
by which you may perceive more. vanity [than Reaſon.1n this Folk: 

owever I think we have no-great cauſe to hi at themefor their folly, 
ſince we haveas many inſignificant; Rates amonglt.our ſelves, which 
are with them equally ſenceleſs and as plain puerihty., as theirs may 
be elteemed by us. 

But as for the Plebeians and Peſantry. theirs is after a different 
manner. The day before the Marriage istp be{olemnized, the Bride- 
groom ſends a Kinſman of his own to the Brides Houſe with new ap- 
parel, a Cap, a pair of boots , a Comb and: a Box of painting and 
other materials for Rigging. The day following comes the Prieſt and 
gives the benediCtion : which done, he brings them a Looking-glaſs 
requiring them to look into it both at once. In the -mean whule the 
Swachas ſtrow the Gueſts with Hops wiſhing that the Bride may be as 
fruitfull and increaſe her ſtock , as that hopefull Weed, After that 
comes another who preſents the Bride with a Sable or Beaver- 
Skin, withall wiſhing her ſo many Children as thereare Hairs upon the 
Hide, Theſe Ceremonies ended at home they go to Church ,and are 
married. in manner as before. 6 Smut 

After the Wedding is paſt, the Women keep at home-for ſome time 
together,not daring to ſtirr out,

a much, kind Reader, may ſerve by way of account about their 
x J Marriages,asto what I have obſerved my ſelf, although I am fen- 
ſible ſome have written otherwiſe and deſcribed thefe Solemnities 
much different to what I have found them , yet rather willing to ſee 
with my own eics than with anothers, fo I thought fit likewiſe, rather 
to give youtheſe few Memorials with my own pen than ( as ſome 
Plagiaries of late have done) tranſcribe out of others. 
Divers. It we regard the forementioned Manner of their procuring Wives, 
went «- Without any former ſight or converfation, Reaſon will inform ug , 
—_ = * that they muſt needs live diſcontented Lives, which oftentimes turn 
to Divorcement at laſt, Divorcements are with them very frequent 
and thofe obtained upon very cafy terms ; for when either partie 
finds themſelves too weak at blows, and notable to repugn the other, 
'tisonly to ſhave and betake themſelves to a Cloyſter , whence they 
may never be brought out by any legal mean. The Man fo going into 
x Cloyſter is capable of Holy Orders , aftera certain Fermrof years, 
if he be err TH They are alſo divorced when either 
Party is convict of Fornication , and the Offender confined to a-Mo- 
naſtery. Barrenneſs is alſo the Occaſion of Divorcement , upon 
which the Wife becomesa Nun, and the Husband may marry again 
within fix Weeks. . 
But thoſe who marry again after onee Divorced are for ever after 
excluded the Church, yet may enter the Porch or Gallery , bur if 
they be divorced aſecond timeand married a third , they are totally 
Excluded the Church and Congregation. 
They have feveral ſupcrſtitious Ceremonies concerning purity, 
as to the outward , and carry themſelves very ſtrictly according to 
he Traditions of the Church. They hold it not for ſo hainous a Sin 
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to perform the Works of Unchaſtity witha Woman , as to do it in 
preſence ofan Image , or having their Croſs aþout them, for that 
they lay off upon ſuch Occaſions, andifit bein the Room where an 
Image | dork » they draw a Curtain before it, as if they wereſure that 
that Image was an Informer, and one that got Bread and Butter for 
telling School-tales. 

They are very obſerving of their Duty in the great Faſt at which 
time if any man among them chance to ſleep , he is forbidden to 
communicate, during the Term of a yearand 9 days. If it be a Prieſt 


cC 


he is ſuſpended from Office and Benefice for a whole year ; but if a 
Proponent , he 1s rendred incapable of taking any facred Fun&tion 
upon him ſo long as helives. 

They hold it tor a Crime 5. won og for a Ruſſzar to marry with 
a Stranger, but to commit Adultery with a Heretic- Woman only Ve- 
nial and pardonable in it's own nature, butifa Woman of that nation 
become Proſtitute to another ofa different Opinion to their own , it 
is not accounted ſo hainous, by reaſon that the Offfpring may be 
educated in their Religion , an conſequently tends to the Increaſe 
of the Chutch, for they havea Maxim contrary to that of S.' Paul, 
Ne faciamus mala ut eveniant bona, Letus not do Evil that Good may 
come of it. 

Theſe external ſuperſtitions of purification are the main reaſon 
that every perſon that is of any Conſiderable Ability, has a Bathing- 
tubin his Houſe , which in Twrky and Perfieare equally made uſe of for 
Purification and Health. They have alſo Common Baths in every 
Townand Village, whither both Men and Women , without any 
diſtin&tion have recourſe; running inand out naked , only ſome of 
the Women for Modeſty ſake havea few Bur-dock leaves about their 
middle , which are firſt dried and afterward laid to ſteep in Oil of 
Olives, which afterwards they rub their Bodies with, in the Sweating- 
tub. They can indure extremity of Heat and Coldtoa Miracle , for 
I have ſeen them run out of the Water, which I could not ſuffer my 
fingerin, and of a ſudden over Head and Ears in Snow, where they 
would laya quarter or half an Hour and then into the Bath agaig , 
that remained ſcalding hot , which if one ſhould do who is nor 
hardned to it from the very Cradle, he were ſure to leave his skin be. 
hind him. Beſides the ſeveral Inſtances I have already given you, 

T2 I have 
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Lhavefecn the Children walking over the Ice, without either Boots, 
Shoes or Stockings, and that 1n fach piercing Told Weather that we 
could not go out of Doors. 

The Dutch Merchants that have their Reſidence at eMoſcou , have 
, alſo ( contormable ro the manner of the Countrey ) their Baths, 

which they ſtrow with , odoriferous Spices and Flowers , and make 
'  frequenruſc thereof. When they have bathed ſo long as they think 
ere have a Retiring-room in which isa Sweating-tub or Stove, 
whither they goand rub themſelves. 

'The Rufſtans as they differ from all other Nations as well in Rel:i- 
gion as m Habit-, ſo they have ſeveral Cuſtomes , Geſtures and 
Actions proper ſolely to themſelves. Their Shirt they wear above 
their Breches and tic it aboye the Waſt witha Girdle, like their upper 
Garments ; When they Whiſtle they do it through their Teeth , 
not with their lips, ſaying, that in ſo doing they abuſe their true ſhape 
in which G OD has formed them : When they are ſurprized either 
with: Wonder, or a ſudden Danger , they do not, throw back their 
Head , like the Ho/landers ,nor ſhrink up theit Shoulders , as do the 
Spaniards , but throw their Head firſt upon one Shoulder , and then 
upon another , or perhaps turn it round , as a Fencer flouriſhes his 
Rapier, oran Eniign his Colours in token of Victory. 

When they pray they doit not upon their knees as we do, thinking 
that G O D is diſpleaſed with ſuch an irregular poſture:and when they 
write they never make uſe ofa Table, altho they have one at their el. 
bow , but alwaies upon their knees; and what they write is altogether 
1n Rolls,paſting one ſheet to another as they write them. Fatneſs they 
hold for a prime token of Beauty, as alſolong fore head and eies for 
which they pull and draw as much as they can to correct nature, 
which in things of ſmaller moment they ſeem to abhorand deteſt , if a 
property of other People. 

About the Sick and Burial of their Dead the Ruſſes have theſe 
following Cuſtomes. When any lies Sick,and by his Friends thought 
indanger of long Continuance or Death, they ſend for a Prieſt who 
adminiſters the Communion to him, he firſt confeſling the moſt noted 
Sins he can remember that he has donein his life time , to the Prieſt 
alone, adding a Promiſe and Reſolution tolive a pious and devout 
Life, if GOD grant him recovery. When he has communicated, 
they 
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they ſhave, anointand pur him in a Monks-hood , which they call the 4c. 
Seraphic Weed : After which th2y adminiſter no more Phyſic to him , _— 
but commend him to the Grace of GOD. Now if it happen that he 
recover, heis obliged to abandon Wife , Children and Eſtate for 
ever, and betake himſelf to a Monaſtery, where he is to ſpend the re- 
mainderof his days. 

Burtf our Patient dy , then all the Neighbours and Friends come Cereme- 
rogetherto bewail the deceaſed asking the Corps , how he came to 4,02 
dy, and for what reaſon , for what defe& or want , like thoſe of jragens. 
Madagaſcar , remembred in my firſt Voyage. Iremember that having 4.1 
occalion to viſita Countreyman of mine upona Munday morning | 
entred the Houſe, where the Maſter was dead and the Corps laid our, 
above a [core of old Women , were ſet round about him , and ſ peaking 
to him as if they expected ſome anſwer from him ; but above all , his 
Wife began to howl and yell aloud , whoin his life time wiſhed him 
athouſand times in Hell, for he behaved himſelf very feverely towards 
her. 0h, quoth ſhe, Timminni Do Shinca | for that was his name |] my 
Deareſt, how haſt thou left me thus ? What failing didſt thou diſcover in me ? 
Did 1 ever neglect to paint my ſelf ? Have I not brought forth a fair Iſſue? 
Haaſt not thou all things at Command ? Metheglin I am ſure we had always in 
plenty, nay , and Brandy too. What then perſwaded thee to leave me deſolate 
and forlorn , oh remember the diſconſolate ſtate of Widdow-hood and return to 
the merry IVorld, &c. Theſe, and many other fooliſh expreſſions by 
way of Interrogation, ſhe accoſted him with , which made me at 
firſt rothink that he was not fully dead. So ſoon as the Party is depar- 
ted they open the Windows, and ſet Baſons of Holy-water, together 
with ſeveral Diſhes of meat beſide the Body , to relieve his: Wants 
on ſolongand tedious a Journey, as do the Circas Tartars,; which ſeems 
to be the Reliques of Hcathenitm, not long ſince profeſſed in many 
parts of Ruſſia. Imediately upon his departure they ſend Brandy , 
and Beer, with other Liquors and Preſents to the Prieſt, whois topray 
for his Soul. The Body they waſh from Head to foot , as doe the 
Jews, then windingit in a ſheet, putitinto a Coffin which is hol- 
lowed out of a Tree, and ſh carried to Church,where they beſprinkle 
it with holy Water, and perfume it with Incenſe; which done they ſay 
Maſs, and with ſeveral Hymns commit 1t to the Ground. 


But if a Perſon die without adminiſtration of the ExtremeUnG@tion, 
S* 8 be 
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be Murthcred , or Frozen todeath , or die by any unnatural or vio- 
lent mcans, whether caſual, or thereto condemned to ſatisfy Juſtice, 
the Corps is not permitred to enter the Sanctuary , but carryed to 
a place to that end appoiated , which they call Zemiki Precaus , 
where it i5cxpoſed to public view , andif it be a perſon unknown, is 
to remain there 3 or 4 days toſee if any will own the Body , which if 
none come to claim it is immediately carried to another Place without 
Town , which they call Boghze Dome, that 1s Gods Heufe , and there 
thrown into a great Pit, where ſometimes a Hundred or more Bodies 
lie ona Heap uncovered, till about Midſummer , at what time, the 
Prieſts go and cover them, witha few Rites and Ceremonies. 

The Ceremonics whichare uſed in ſome places in Rsfia differ from 
others. About Meoſczu the Corps is follow'd by a Train of Gentle. 
women who are neareſt in Conſanguinity or Affinity , who with a 
great Noiſeand Howling bewail the early departure of their Friend, 
then preſentlyall are filent, that not one 1s fo much as heard to whiſ. 
pcr , orgivea Sigh, and thenon a ſudden elevate their Voice and 
ycll out ike ſome of the more bruitiſh and ſavage /rish. 

On each fjde the Herſe go the Prieſts, Chaplains and Monks, 
bearing Images, Torches, and a Thurible, or Incenſe- pan, which 
is all the while waved to and again , to expell Evil Ghoſts which 
they believe ſtill haunt the Body of the Deceaſed. After the Corps 
follow the Friends and Acquaintance , without any order, each car- 
ryinga Wax-tapour in the Hand. When they come to the Grave, 
x Cofſhnis opened and the Incenſe pan ſwing'd 3 times over the 
Corps in remembrance of the H. Trinity , and then the Image of that 
Saint which he in his Life time made choice of for his Patron, is 
thrown intothe Coffin with him, upon which all his Relations come 
near and take their laſt view of him , kiſs the Cofhn and go back- 
ward. When the Friends have ſo taken their leave the Prieſt delivers 
him a Letter ſuperſcribed to Saint Nicho!as , containing a hearty 
recommendation of the Deceaſed. A copy of one of theſe came 
once to my hand which before I had Tranſcribed it out , was taken 
from me by a Prieſt being the Brother of the Gentleman who lent it 
me, forit1is notlawfull for a R«ſian himſelfe to know the Contents, 
much lcſs fora Heretic. The Paraphraſe of the Fragment was after 
this Manner, 


Great 
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Great and Powerful Saint , 
Beloved of Men and Angels. 


Our immaculat Brother , and Partaker of Mortality , who leaves us 
in this World, more worthy than to awell among ſt men below , deſires to 
be commended to thy T wtion, whom Wwe heartily commit to thy Protec- 
tion and Care. Receive him we intreat thee, Oh Wonderfully Great , and 
Powerfull Samt , and let him reſt with immortal and glorious Angels, 
Piety was his loy , Shrift his Delight. Earth What he hated , and 
Heaven the Object of his love ; prayers were his Exerciſe and ——— 


This fragment is af{ can give you of the Letter , which as I 
told you was taken from me. 'The body.being interred they return 
home, where they junket and drink till they: forget their Sorrow: 
This feaſt dures fometimes a Moneth. or. 40 days ,according to the 
ability of the Perſon: among others it 1s not cuſtomary to make 
one long Fealt at the Funeral,. but an anniverſary Meal, and celc-- 
brate that ſame day cvery.ycar in remembrance of the Deceaſed.

The Religiow and Church-Government of the Ruſſians, The Patriarch and his 
Office. Of their Sacraments , & c: 


1. He Meſcovians are profeſſedly Chriſtians, but tainted with many 


ſuperſtitious Ceremonies about Imagery and other. Reli&ts of. Religion 


Gentiliſm ; which the good Emperour Baſilius about the year 989.

rooted out of his Empire , baptizing himſelf , and cauſing-all his covers- 
Subjes to do the like. They boaſt mainly of their. Continuance o 
ind Conformity with the Primitive Church,which they ſay is ſtill the Ru 
fame in purity without the ſtains of Innovation, as indeed in many ** 
things it ſeems to be nearer than the Church of Rome , aſwell in 
matter of Faith as Government of the Church... 


The-: 
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The Church of Meſcovis has like that of Rome , one ſupreme Head , 
whois the Patriarch. Under the Patriarch are 4 Metropolitans , 4 
Arch-Biſhops, beſides many other Biſhops, Abbots andthe Inferior 
Clcrgy. The Patriarch is almoſt Sovereign 1n Spiritual Aﬀairs,having 
an abſolute and immediate power without any appendency on the 
Temporal Government unlels it be in caſe of inducing Hereſy , upon 


which he muſt Submit to a Synod , as in the year 1662, a General 


Council was called , and the Patriarch ſummoned to make his ap- 
pearance; at what time he was impeached for Innovations , and 1n- 
devouring toalienate the preſent condition of the Churchand refornz 
it's Government by diminiſhing Image-worſhip , which he held for 
litle better than Idolatry. ' After many days fitting that Council 
thought fit to confine him to his Manſion-Houſe , and ordain the 
Firſt Metropolitan in his room, who was then living when I was at 
Meſcou. The Revenues of the Patriarch, as alſo of the Metropolitans, 
are very great , out of which they are obliged to levy and Maintain 
an Army of 15000 men, during the time of War. 

The Habit of the Patriarch, and the Metropolitans differ but litle. 
The Patriarch has always a great Croſier born before him, or a litle 
one in his hand and ſometimes both , this they call a Pofok. Mitres 
they wear only upon Convocations or high Aiſemblies , and upon 
ſolemn Occaſions. Abroad they are diſtinguiſhed by a high Cap, 
fat at top like the Switzers, or Yeomen of the Guard. Next their 
Bodiethey wear a Caſloc, and above that a long Gown or rather a 
Pall, which is born up by two Gentlemen. The Inferior Clergy and 
Prieſts wear a Cap but not ſo high as that of the Supertors. This Cap is 
given them when they are ordained by the Biſhops , at what time 
they ſhave their Heads, and ſuffer it to grow no more, ſave in two litle 
tufts juſt above their cars. 

There is a Law among them that whoſoever beats one of thoſe 
Clerks ſo,that his cap fall to the ground,he is liable toa very ſevere pe- 
nalty ( if I well remember to looſe his hand ) which nevertheleſs 
happens frequently in the Cabac : but to prevent the worſt when a Lay- 
man is minded to beat one of thoſe Muſhrooms, he firſt takes off his 
Cap and then trounces him off ſo long as he will , which donche ſets 
the Cap upon the right Block again.

The Clergy are not forbidden Marriage, nor none that ſerve at the M.4R. 
Altar J but on the contrary are obliged to marry , and that only once, —_ 
gathcring that from the Saying of S. Paul. CA Birhop ought to be the Marriage 
Husbandof one Wife, Nor is1t fav full forhim to marry a Widow. If a oo 
Prieſts wife come to die before him.he is not-only injoyned by the n 
Church to remain a Widdower, butalſo to leave the Altar , yet not 
wholly to lay down the Prieſtly FunCtion , for he may ſit in the Chore 
or Chauntry and aſliſtat Mattins and Veſpers , as alſo at Admini- 
{tration of the Sacraments, as farasitis done without the Verge of 
the Altar. For this reaſon the Prieſts are beſt matched , as utually 
making much of their Wives , and treating them more gently than 
the Laity generally do”, leſt by hard uſage they ſhould drive them 
into melancholy , and conſequently ſend them too early out of the 
World, which ſends them as ſuddenly from the Altar. 
Bapt:\m nw hold forth as a Sacrament very neceſſary , for which of 3p 
reaſon they makeaslitle delay as may be between the Womb and the bofes. 
Font. It they tcar the Child be weak they have it Baptized at home, 


clean. The Conſponſors or God-fathers being come to the Church 
Porch , the Pric{t mcets them and repeats the Benediftion. The 
Godfatkers deliver 9 Wax-candles to the Prieſt , which he places 
round about the Font afterwards turning about toward the Eaft 
mutters outa Verſicleor two, then taking the Incens-pan goes round 
about the Font , which done he fings a Fialm or Hymn , making a 
brief Oraizon, and after that demands the name of the Infant winch 
is delivered him in writing. So ſoon as he has read the Billet , askes, 
whether the Child beleeves in the Sacred Trinity ? and , Whether 
he utterly Forſake the Devil, &c. To which they confidently reply 
in the Aftirmative. Then the Prieſt pronounces this Adjuration , Get 
thee hence, than un: lean Spirit , and make way for the Holy Ghoſt, "Then he 
takes the child into his Arms, blowing threetimes in his Face , and 
makinga croſs npon his Head, dips it three ttmes in Water, Saying, 
Ibaptize theein the Nameofthe FATHER , andofthe SON , andof the 
Hory GaosrT. Having thus plunged the Infant, he puts ſome 
Saltinto it's mouth , anointing the Fore head , Breaſt and Hands 
with conſecrated Oil , and then draws a clean white ſhirt over it's 
Body , which done he faith , Nowrhon art cleanſed from thy Sins. _

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of all he hangs a Croſs about it's neck of Gold , Silver , Tin , or 
Ivory, with the Image of ſome Saint , to whole Patronage he is ſpe- 
cially committed and commended , and ſo the Sum of this Sacrament 
is performed. The Wateris thrown away into a Cave of the Earth , 
becauſe it is impure. If any Perſon be ſo tar befotted , as to become a 
Proſclyte and embrace their Religion , he muſt renounce his former 
Baptiſm, and be rebaptized after their manner , firſt ſpitting 3 times 
over his ſhoulder in token of Abhorrency of his former Errors. 

The Sacrament which we call Czza Domini , or the L. Supper they 
hold torth likewiſe as necellary to Salvation , receiving it in both 
kinds, yetnotas is uſual among thoſe of the Reformation , for they 
break the Bread into the Wine , which the Communicant takes with 
a ſpoon. This Sacrament is alſo adminiſtred to Children , and all 
undcr the Notion of Tranſubſtantiation, altho not in ſo full a Sence 


as the Romaniſts. The Sick do likewiſe partake of this Sacrament , - 


which 1s given them upon their Death- bed , as the Hoſt in the 
Church of Rome. 

Confeſſion 1s alſo a Sacrament held forth by them , and is much 
aſter the manner of the Church of Rome, and arc injoyned to Penance 
according to the Nature and Degree of the Sin , which they obcy 
wondrous well, and ifthe Crime be very Hainous, they wath them- 
ſelves at the Epiphany. 

They have alfo their weekly and annual Faſts ; Four times in the 
year happens the latter , in which they ſhow themſelves outwardly 
zealous , agreeable to theliteral Injunction of the Church ; bur are 
at no time ſo looſe and wanton as then , paſling away the time in 
Drinking , Dancing, Gaming W horeing , and whatnot ? No time, 
nay all the time 1n the year round affoards not more news of Murther : 
and ſince the Main Faſt happens in the Winter , there are many ſo far 
beſotted that they are not able to find the way home , but dropping 
aſleep by the way are ſo frozen todeath ; whence (if they eſcape the 
Wolf and Bear) they are carried to the Zemski Precaus,and trom thence 
to the Bog2s Dome , of which we have already made mention.

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As the Titles of the Prince are great, ſo his Revenues are confor- 
mable. "The Kabacks or Taverns are altogether farmed through 
the Empire of the Emperour himſelf , whereof there are 3 at 
Novogorod which bring up yearly Ten Thouſand Gilders , and to all 
others according to proportion. The Impoſition upon Iron, Corn, 
Salt, Tar, Fursand other Commodities are very conſiderable. If 
fo the Revenues of this Prince be Great , ſo likewiſe his Court.is as 
ſumptuous, and Houſe-keeping very Royal , beſides the vait Char- 


ges in maintenance of the Szrelitzers , who are exattly and duly + 


aid. 

: Their Laws, as we have elſewhere ſaid , are very rigorous againſt 
Maletactors, and quite different from other Nations. The firit and 
lighteſt is the Batroki , which 1s when the Patient 15 to lie upon his 
beily, then come two men , one ſitting down upon his Neck and the 
other upon his Leggs , who beat him till the Judge or Ofhcer com- 
manas them to hold up. "The Knwien 1s a Punithment of a higher 
degree, and ſuchas uſually thoſe that ſell Brandy, Metheglin or T'o- 
bacco without a ſpecial Licenſe from the Car zare puniſhed with , and 
'safterthis manner : The Executioners Servant takes the patient and 
trips him from the middle downwards , and takes him upon his 
back , which donethe Executioner with a ſcourge of Thongs made 
of a raw Elks-hide dried gives him a certain number of ſtripes , ac- 
cording to a Ticket which 1s delivered him immediately before he 
takes the {ſcourge in his hand. This puniſhment 1s exceeding ſevere, 
and yet not ſuthcient to ſuppreſs continual ſmuckling , and ſelling 
by ftealth , which the more they are puniſh'd and threatned , the 
more eager theyare todoit. The Executionerand his Office are not 
there ſo contemptible as with us , for it is ſometimes purchaſed by 
the moſt wealthy Merchants in the Land. Other Crimes are puniſhed 
with Chapping off a Hand or a Foot, and ſometimes onlya Finger 
according to the enormity of the crime. Falſe Coiners have liquid 
mettal poured down their Throats : and Raviſhment of Virgins | or 
as our Laws call it a Rape | isexpiated by gelding of the Delinquant, 
.©whichithe recover welland good, but it is very rare that any does.

N the r8t of April being Palm-Sunday was celebrated a great 
() Feaſt , wherein was much Triumph and Joy manifeſted with 
Arches and Pageants, amonglt which was our Savior his manner of 
riding to /eruſalem. 'T his .Sol:mnity was performed with an iniinite 
number of People, and led by the Emperour himſclf in Perſon , a:- 
tended with all the Byars and the greateſt perſonages about Court. 
The Patriarch ſat upon a Horle apparelled all in whute , repreſenting 
the L. Jeſus Chriſt. The Czar being ſupported by two Byers , led the 
Horſe by theBridle,being richly apparreled,with an Imperial Diadem 
upon his Head. 'T he Patriarch , as was faid before , was arrayed 
with along white Stole, with a Hierarchichal Infula or Mitre upon 
his Head , richly fct with Pearls. In his right Hand was a Croſs of 
Gold ſet with Diamonds and precious ſfoncs, with which he tigned 
the Multitude that came taronging to him with great Reverence and 
Devotion, Heſat:croſs over the Horſe, which Horſe was ſct out with 
ſplendid Trappingsand richly Capparifon'd, after the manner of an 
Aſs. Oneach1ide the Patriarch went ſeveral Biſhops; and the Supe- 
rior Clergy , with white Surplices , Having Thuribles. The 
Hoſt, the Chalice , the Pax , Books , Bells, Tapours and other 
things uſed at M aſs, befides a great number of Flags. The Way from 
the palace to the Creſcent was all laid with Red-cloath. Here it was 
where the Patriarch firſt took Horſe : the Horle beiag there tied ro 
a pale. After the Patriarch follow the Bojars , bearing a huge Tree, 
woven and wound with Silk and Ribbons , as alſo many ſorts of 
Fruits thereto annexed. Herein fate ſeveral litle Children , with 
Apples , green Twigs and Branches. After all came the Mobile, | 
ſtrowing the way with Branches which they had in their Hands , D 
crying out , Hoſanna Sor of David , bleſſed is he that commeth in the name

MAR. of the Lord , Hoſanna in the Higheſt ,- &c, When they were returned 
19 tothe Creſcent, the Patriarch gave the BenediCtion to the Multitude 
and ſothe Proceſſion ended. In the Evening the Patriarch ſent the 
_ Czar 200 * Reebels, for his good ſervice in leading the Horſe, I alſo 
97.2 ſaw their Paſchal Solemnities, at what time they continually kiſs one 
abou another at mecting , ſaying, Chriſt :s riſes , with one delivering a died 
3.6% Egg, andtheretoreat this time they have many Booths all over the 
tchration 'T'6Wwn where they have Eggs of all colours to ſell. Theſe Ceremonies 
of Eaſier are ſo univerſally obſerved, that none paſſes the ſtreet without giving 
and receiving of Eggs of what Condition or Degree ſoever they be. 
Towards the Evening , they entertain one another , every one in the 
beſt manner he can , as well Clergy as Laity , and now are all the 
Taphouſes, or Kabacks crouded with men, where they toſs off whole 
Bowls of Metheglin , Brandy and (trong Beer , till they fall together 
by the Ears.

at the Wharf where the Ship Fazle lay , having the Imperial Paludi- 
ments on her Stern. We were very kindly received by the Heer 
Cornelius Boeckhoven Coll: and Mr. Lambert the Maſter, who expreſſed 
grcat joy for our arrival. Beſides thoſe were other Officers preferred 
aboard the Ship , to wit Monſr. Stark Lieut. Coll. 2 Captains , a 
Chirurgeon a Jeweller,an Interpreter , and a Purſer. Their Pay was as

Our whole Company conſiſted in 20 Dutch. 


On the 12 we ſet Sail from Dydenoef which was the Wharf where the 
Ship Eagle was built, conducted by the Col. Boekhoven about 2 leagues 
downward. Theſame day in the Afternoon we came toa Town called 
Nicholo, where we found proviſion incredibly cheap. Here I bought 
ſome Wild - fowl in the Market about as big as Wild-gees , for a 
* Kopeke the Couple, and ſatisfyed my Chapman tothe full, 

On the 13 we came to 0mule , which isa Village about 40 | Exzlish | 
Leagucs from Dydenof. After two days Sailing we came to Pereſlaf, 
which isa ſmall City, rebuilt, as I have been told out of the Ruins 
of Reſanski , which formerly was a famous Town , ſurprized by the 
Tartars , demoliſhed , and the Inhabitants , removed to Pereſlaf. 

On the 17 we came cloſe to Reſanski where we viewed the Ruins uf 
the City , which teſtified the former Greatneſs and Strength of the 
Town. From hence we failed to theEaſtern ſide of the River, where we

On the 18 we ſaw many goodly Towns and Religious Houſes , 
and at night arrived at 'Noveſo{k; , a Place folel belongin to the 
Arch-Biſhop.

The boiſtrous Winds and Rain ſomewhat abated we ſet ſail, and 
on the 3 of tze came before Nofunki , and the 8 before the great

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City Niſen Novogerod , ſituate on an angle of the great River Molge, 
which 1s there conjoined with the okz. | 
Niſen-gorod lies in the Latitude of 36 degy. and 28 min. under a 
wholſomeclimat, and in afertile Countrey. Ir is well fortified with 
Walls, Bulwarks, Towers, Men and Ammunition of War. About 
2 [ English mules without the City live more Inhabitants than within, 
being Ruſſes and Tertars , but in ſubjeCtion to the great Duke. The 
Germans had formerly built two Churches here, one for the Lutherans 
and another for the Calvinits, both which went to decay upon their 
leaving the Town. It 1s here very cheap living , and all things neceſſary 
for the ſuſtenanceof Human Bodies may be procured at caſy Rates. 
The Paſtures abound with Cattel the Villages with Poultry , the 
Woods with Veniſon , the Rivers with Fiſh , and the Land with 
Corn, Fruit, Roots and Plants. Buttefwe bought there for 10 g!. 
the 100 1b,| which is afterthe rate of 24 per pound ]and yet we eſteemed 
that the deareſt Purchaſe we bought there. We bought there a good 
ſort of Linnen for 2 ftivers the Ell, which ſerved us well for ſhirting 
and other uſes aboard the Ship. And by reaſon of the Cheapneſs of 
Proviſion and all necefſaries, we received here 6 Moneths pay : and 
becauſe that they had here an excellent Ropeyard , the Heads of 
our Company thought good to leave the Lieutenant Schack with 'our 
chief Boatswain ,-to look after ſome Ropes which we had given 
order to be made , as alſo to fit us with new Anchors. | 
On the 21 dit» we put off from Niſe» and left the Yolgs. ' This 
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is reputed one of the greateſt and longeſt Rivers in the whole World, ;;;1.., 
taking it's beginning in the higheſt Mountains of Nova-Zembla , run- Wolea. 


ning paſt /erſlef, or [eriſlaw , Tweer and othereminent Cities, whence 
with many Windingsand Turnings it runs through the Land till it 
come at cAſtrachan , where it divides it ſelf into ſeveral Heads like 
the Nile, and ſolooſes it ſelf into the Caſpian Sea, receiving by the way

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Iſlands. Thus ſaid Ruver 1s 1a {>me places more than 3 | Eyglih | miles 
broad, and proving 1n other places very narrow makeing at each ſide 
of the River a Whurl-pool, which cannot be avoided without great 
difficulty. The courlſe' of this River from Niſen to Caſan is moſtly 
Eaſt and South-Eaſt ; but from Caſanto Aſtrachan and ſo to the Mare 
Hyrcamum , or Caſpian Sea altogether South. Oneach ſide the River 


ou have for the moſt part very good Land and many fair Towns, _ 


as. I have already noted , whoſe Inhabitants are ſedulous in their 
Husbandry , andare well ſupplyed with the x7" — nam Produdtts of all 
the ſeveral Landſhips adjacent on, this noble River , - as alſo with 
many ſorts of excellent Fiſh. In times paſt the wolga was much in- 
commodated by the C:ſaks of Dov , who being very ſtrong in ſmall 
ſhipping , would ſometimes , ſurprize , aſſail and take the Rrſſian 
Fiſhermen and Syrougs. 

On the 22 wepaſled by the Iflands Tlerinski and Subſinsli , but to- 
wards the Evening were fain to drop anchor, by reaſon of the many 
Sands and Banks. | 

On the 2 3 we weighed but found our Anchor faſt among the Roots * 
ofthe Trees , which coſt us ſome painsto get clear. About mid-day 
we got the Iſland Deploy, about 3 in theafternoon CHuſ4 , and about 
the Evening Kremonsky , where we anchored, 

On the 24we proceeded forward and got Parmino, where we took 
in Proviſion , which we found yery good and of a low Price. From 
hence weloofed , and failed by many pleaſant Iſlands, Towns ,and 
an Excellent proſpe& from Land, which was ſtored with Cattel , 
fruitful Dales, Woods, Meadows, Currents and whatſoever natural 
Delights that may content the heart of Man. 

Onthe 29 die we came to Y/aſili-gorod a litle Town on the Weſt 
{ide of the olga, and becaule it was herea level Countrey we tooke the 
heighth of the Ar&ic Pole , which we found 55 degr. and 50 min. 
above the Horizon. This ſaid Town was then without Gates or 
Walls, and 1s built moſtly of wood, fave only Public Edifices, and 
Religious Houſes, which are there but few , ſince it has not been 
long in poſſeſſion and ſubject tothe Czar , or great Duke of Meſcovy. 
On the South-ſide of YYafiligerod , is a litle River called the Sours, 
which here guſhes out with a violent ruſhing and buzzing into the

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| © Above F'aſiligorod begins the Land of the Ceremich Tartars which vx. 
extends it ſelf out as far as Caſary, Thoſe again are divided into two 1669. 


ſorts of People; The one ſort is called Nagorni, which are thoſe that 
inhabit the hilly Countrey , and the other Lugowy who dwell moſtly 
in the Valleys.T he former follow altogether Paſturage, the latter Agrt- 
culture, for which they have a happy Land , bleſſed with a fertile Sit 
The Inhabitants are a rude and barbarous People, utter ſtrangers to 
good Manners and Learning. They ſpeak for the moſt part the Ruſſian 
Language , but ſome places there are where they ſpeak Tartarian, and 
in other places they havea peculiar Tongue of their own. They are 
the moſt ſtupid Heathens that I have yet ſeen in all my 3 Voyages, 
have neither Sence nor light of a Divine Power. Houſes of Worſhip, 
and Prieſts, Reſurrection, Heaven and Hell are things they never 
heard of , nor nor will ever learn to know what they are. HoweverTI 
may not be ſo general but that I = except ſome , who have ſome 
light and knowledgeof an immortal God , and ſuchan one as has the 


'direCtion of all, but only rules themas a King upon Earth does his 


SubjeQts. They are further of Opinion that there are Devils orevil 
Spirits , whoſe power 1s limited and circumſcribed , and that the 
cannot do any miſchief ſaveonlyin this Life, for theſe doubt mack 
about the Reſurrection , and for this end they do Sacrifices to them 
as do the Madageſcars that they ſhould do them no harm. They tell 
you of aſtrange Water by the means whereof the Prince of the Devils 
comes in horrible and moſt ugly ſhapes , for which they dread , as 
Children do Bugbears they never ſaw. To that Immortal Deity and 
divine Eſſence they offer up all manner of Beaſts as Oxen , Horſes} 
and Sheep, which when they do, they take the: Hide and ſtretch it 
out upon a Rack madeon purpoſe,making thereby a Fire, over which 
they hang the Fleſh to boil, When t has ſeethed long enough, they 
take out a Bowl of the Pottage in theone hand , and a Bowl of Me- 
theglin in the other , and throw them both upon the hide upon which 
it falls into the Fire , Saying , Accept O God this Offering at my Hands 
and be pleaſed to hear my Praiers , which Praiers do commonly import 
their own Health or the increaſe of their Cattel. So-that their main 
Opinion about that God is only that he is a good-natur'd and bene- 
volent Lord, and the Devil malevolent , which is all that may be 
gathered from them. Others I have ſeen who Worſhip the Sun, 
A 3 Fire, 
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Fire, and Water. Ceremonies about the Dead I could never perceive 
ally, ſaveonly that when any eminent Man among them comes to dy 
they makea Feaſt of Horſe-fleſh, at which all the neareſt Relations 
are preſent , and the Corps given to a ravenous Beaſt called Brigga- 
chol, ,, which I have not elſewhere ſeen : That done they hang up his 
Veſtments.upon a Tree in memory of him, as we do Eſcutcheons, and 
this was all I could learn of my ſelf , or from the Obſervations of 
others that had been longer and further within Land. Their Habit is 
as courſeas their Breeding , moſtly of Skins or a kind of Canvas. Their 
Upper-coat comes down only to the Thighs, and their Breeches and 
Stockings all one. Thoſe that are married ſhave their Heads , but 
whilſt ſingle they ler their hair grow, butall in one Tutt, which they 
commonly ty up ina ball above their head, or plate it, as our Jockics 
do their Horſe-tails, The Women wear allo courſe Garments having 
their faces muffled up to the eies : but more quaint 1s the Habit of a 
Young-woman ready to- marry , who beſides other od accoutre- 
ments wearsa piece of Wood, ſhaped like a horn direQtly upon her 
Fore-head , about an Ell in length, and at the ſmall end a licle Bell. 
Circumciſion they have not yet learn'd from the Turks or Jews , nor 
yet Baptiſm from the Chriſtians ; but have ſome few Ceremonies 
about the naming of their Children , which is done when they are 
about half a year old. Polygamy is in uſe among them , and that 
without any order orregard to nearneſs in Blood , for it has been well 
known that the Father takes the Daughter and ſo procreates Iſſue, 
and the Son the Mother , after the manner of the Cingaleezes 18 
Geylon , where the Father about marrying his daughter out , be- 
reaves her of her Virginity , ſaying , Should I plant a Tree and: nat 


enjoy the Firſt-fruits my ſelf ? 
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The Ship ſet faſt upon a Foord. The great Utlity of the Linden-tree, Some of the 
Company drowned. Fertility and excellent Soil of the Banks of the W olga, 
Arrival at Calan. Calan taken in by the Ruſles. The Caſan- Tartars fight * 
the Ruſſes, The Ruſſian Army flee. Moſcou taken in. The Car becomes 
Tributary to the Tartars. The good Condult and valour of the Governour of 
Reſan , .who reſtores the Czar and the Empire to it's former Freedom. 


N the 304dro we ſet out again., and ſaddenly were run aground-1mxs 
' upon a Shallow place , where we were very hardly put toitto 155 

getoff, and beſides our great Labour weloſtan Anchorand a Dragg. 
We were no ſooner got clear but we ran immediately upon another 
Bank,and fo from oneto another that we were almoſt out of hopes of 
ever coming through, for we ſaw danger onevery ſide, and our Pilot 
very. unskilfull of the River , which detarded our Voyage.-very 
much. 

The next day we gain'd the Deeps , and came before Cu/made- + 
mianski where we caſt anchor and provided ourſelves with Victualling 
and Refreſhment. This City is founded upon ariſing ground ha- 
ving on the one ſide high and iteep Mountains, and on the other fide 
alevel Countrey. "The Land round about as well the montanous as 
the flat aftoard many Woods and Groves of * Linden , on Teile. * rhe 
tree.

On the firſt of 1uy we failed by two Iflands , to wit, Twrig and (V* 
Maſtof , and ran the ſhip aground , where we loſt another Anchor , ohh 
Towards the Evening we came before 47akrity. che G0 

Oanthe 24 weſet Sail, and came before Sebakſar , where ſome'o* wterof 
our Ships-company went aſhoar, andtookour Paſport and Creden- me 
tials to ſhow the Y/ayTode, or Governour , who gave us a ſupply GEES

Shrub Papyrus, Of this more- amply ſee Pliny ibr 16, cap. 14+ + 
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of the neateſt Towns I had hitherto ſeen ſince welett Moſcou , being 
well built, fortified and ſince the uproar of the Ca/aks , the Garriſon 
better ſupplied with men than before. Having diſpatched here we 
weighed anchor, and on the 3 of dirro,, gain'd the Ifland Coſpn where 
we were faſt again , but without much difticulty got clear. We 
failed that day paſt Swnadir , a handſome litle Town , and dropp'd 
anchor before Cokſchaga : looſing thence we were fain to caſt out our 
Fore-anchor to hale over a Foord, which was 10 D#tch leagues long , 
and found work enough to bring the Veſſel over , however after 
much pains taken we gaind the Deep , without any damage ta 
the Ship. 

On the 4, we came paſt the Shallow places , and before Y/olef ka 
were faſt again , where we were fain to caſt anchor and wind our 
ſelves off. At night we lay before Swiarkhi, which is a fortify'd Town, 
having many fair Churches and Monaſteries within walls. 

Onthe5 we weighed anchor and ſet Sail , having a brisk Gale, 
which in 3 hours time , orleſs brought us before the River Caſanke, 
from which River the City and Kingdom of Caſan have their name , 
here we came to anchor where ſome ſmall Shipping belonging to that 
place , aiming to enter the River , ran againſt our Bow and ſome 
tell overboard. 

Here about isa very fair Countrey and as fertile as any that ever 
I haveſeen in all my Life. Itis moſtly low arable and medow ground 
overflown oncea year upon the ſwelling of the River YYolza. On the 
Banks of this ſaid River are variety of Fruit trees of many kinds, 
which grow in whole groves together and wild , for a hundred Dutch 
Leagues , as Haſle-nuts , Cherries 3 or 4 ſeveral ſorts, Black , White 
and Red Currans,&c. 'That part of Caſar whichlies moſt within Land 
formerly belonged to the Tartars, but the Inhabitants ſpeake the 
Ruſfian Language , which was firſt brought in when the Countrey 
wasconquered by the Ruſſes , as ſhall be hereafter ſaid. They do not 
convert any man to ſlavery, nor make that their Traffic, as do the 
Nagay the Crim-Calmuc-and Dageſtan-Tartars , for if they had they might 
have ſold me when with other two of our Ships- company I was 
under their Hands , and that above 3 leagues within Land , where 
on the contrary we found them civil after their Manner , for they 
gave us Bread and Milk to cat. |

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On the 6" our Shallop was ſent up to Caſan, to acquaint the Deputy y.4z, 
with our Arriyal. | 1669. 

Onthe 8* the Deputy of Caſan , together with the Metropolitan 
came aboard, where they ſcemed to receive great ſatisfaCtion , ha- 
ving never ſeen thelike before. The Common people came likewiſc 
flocking in great multitudes to fee a floating Caſtle , and notwith- 
ſtanding all the aw of the Deputy and Provincial , we had much 
ado to keep them off, for they {trove to come aboard. 

Caſan 18 a great City , and reaſonably ſtrong , but it's Wallsand P*{i- 
Towers of Wood, as almoſt all the Ruan Towns are. The Citadel Ki1,7 
is walled with ſtone , and well provided of Ammunition and Men, 
The Town 1s ſituated upon a Hill, but in a Champan Countrey. 
The Cittadel is encompaſſed with the C:ſanka , which renders the 
Water within inexhauſtible in time of Siege. The Traffic of this 
Place is very conſiderable , regarding , the Countrey it lies in. Ir is 
hocunanthy the Crim-Tartars, who bring thither all manner of Mer- 
chandiſe their Land aftoards, and not only the vendible Products of 
the Earth and Cattle , but as orderly their own Children , which 
they ſell ata low rate, a Boy or a Girl of 16 years of age , for the 
value of 20 Crowns a piece. The City Caſan is equally inhabited by 
Ruſſians and Tartars and governed by a Deputy , as we have already 
ſaid , but the Cittadel kept ſolely by Ruſſes , where no Tartar 1s to 
come upon pain of Death. There is beſides the Deputy ( whois only 
as Preſident and ſupreme in Civil Matters ) an extraordinary Y/ay- 
wade, who is always as Superintendant in time of War , having the 
ſole DireC&ion of Martial Aﬀairs. 

The Countrey of Caſaz , which has been formerly a Kingdom , is 
of avery wideextent ; bounded on the North with Syberiz , on the 
Eaſt with Nagays , and on the South with the River Y/olga. This 
Countrey was formerly very populousand able to bring a great Army 
tofield, as in recorded of their famous Expeditions againſt the Ruſſes; 
but ſince depopulated , made waſt and ſubdued , by Baſiivs [vanovitz, 
who overcame theſe Caſan-Tartars in a very bloody Battail, and atter 
that ſo notable a Conquelt ſet a Vice-Roy. This 73ce-Roy , although 
a Caſan-Tartar , wasalways more loyal to the Czar , than favourable 
to his own Countreymen ; which occaſioned great murmurings and 


jealouſy , among the Caſaxeers , that at laſt they called in the Crim- 
Tartars

Tartars for their aſſiſtance , who were Mahometans. Theſe made not 
much delay , but on a ſuddenraiſed a mighty Army , which incorpo 
rating with the Rebells gave the Vice-Koy battail , and gain'd the 
Field, and purſuing rheſucceſs of the day invaded the Emperours 
Territories. The C7aar in the mean while being informed by Expreſs 
that the Hoſtility keptthe Field,had put theForces under Conduct of 
the Vice-Roy to flight , and that they approached with a great 
Body , helevicd as greatan Army as he could do with fo ſhort war- 


ning , and ingaged with the Tarzars in open Field. But the Hoſtility 


increaſing more and more, what with their own Nation , and 
what with the Malecontents within the Rufran Juriſdiftion , were 
almoſt 15 to 3, and after a ſhort but very hot Battel the Empe- 
rour was fain to flee and betake himſelf to Novogorad. The Tartars 
ſccing themſelves Maſters of the Field , marched forward to Moſcos 
which they attacqued , took in and plundered. However the 
Cittadel Cremelena held ſtoutly forth all the time , without making 
Propoſals or Artides upon which they would ſeem willing to ſur- 
rendcr it , tull at laſt finding themſelves not in a capacity to hold 
forth they gave it over , upon very honourable Conditions as to 
themſelves, but difadvantageous Terms for the great Duke himſelf, 
and the City of Moſcow. Shamefull was this Loſs to the Emperour, 


. andno leſs ground of Honour for the Vi&oryto the Hoſtility , who 


now as it were ina moment had regained all their Freedoms which 
from time to time before they had loſt. Right loath was the Czar to 
give his aſſent to the Concluſions of the Treaty, but was at laſt com- 
pelled to ſign it with his own hand , partly for that his Bejars and 
Council preſſed him to it , and partly upon his own conſiderations, 
how that his Countrey in all probability would in caſe he continued 
refractory be overrun, and he himſelf with all his Race be ſecluded 
fromthe Monarchy. The Tartarizns had 2 Generals , Brethren and 
equall incommand, whereoffthe elder called Atendligeritz , erefted 
a Statue in oſcou , to which he obliged and injoyned the Moſcovians 
to pay certain Homages, The younger called Spgeri marched on 
for Ciſan where he had his Reſidence, thinking, that becauſe it had 
formerly been a Soveraignty, and that the Footsſteps and Reliques of 
a waſted Kingdom were till apparent , he mightthe better ere& and 
reara new Monarchy upon the Foundations of an old. Mendligeritz 

the 
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the elder marched with his Army towards Rheſan ; well knowing FLY. | 
that the great Power of that Province might check him , upon oppor- ——_ 


— So ſoon as he was ſet down before the Town, heſ1gnified the 
occaſion of his coming , ſent the Governour a Copy of the Articles 
ſigned by the Czar , demands the Town, and willed himto ſurren- 
der. But the Governour ( who was a Gentleman both of known 
Fameand Worth, in regard of his rare Condud& in ſeveral Battails 
at the Head of an Army ) let him know , That all the Infidels and 
Barbarians in the world ſhould not deterr him fo far as to tranſgreſs his 
Duty , and Oath, fince he himſelf had no ſuch Intelligence om his 
Lord, the Great Duke, and till he had Aſſurance of what the Tartarien 
General had adviſed him about concerning ſuch Articles , he would 
defend the Town and Cittadel. The General upon this Anſwer 
ſent himthe Original of the prementioned Articles , and fo willed 
him to avoid Blood-ſhed : but the Governour detained the Meſſen- 
gersand kept the Schedule, refolving toſtand out the Siege. Upon 
this the Tarrars raiſed the Siege , and attempted to ſtorm the City; 
but thoſe within couragiouſly defended themſelves,and plard of their 
Canon together with an inceſſant ſhooting of Arrows,at the Enemy, 
that they were forced to retreat and remove the Siege to another ſide 
of the Fown, where ſome diſloyal Ryſians had acquainted them that 
the place was weakeſt and conſequently the moſt eaſy to be ſtorm'd : 
however finding no hopes of gaining the Town , the Tartarian Gene- 
ral ſent a Herauld to urge the Governour to -reſign the Papers , de- 
claring himfelf thereupon willing to draw off his Forces, which the 
Governour refuſing the General left the Town. Several Narratives 
were ſent off to Moſcow , which occaſioned a general Joy , and incou- 
raged the Townſmen to revolt , and unanimouſly fall upon the 
Garriſon , who being incapable to make reſiſtance were fain to 
ſubmit and beg Quarter. "The Statue of Mendligerizz was alſo pulled 
down and broke to pieces in deteſtation of his Tyranny. The C7aar 
immediately upon theſe news gathered all the Forces he could , which 
when drawn to field amounted to 25 000 Men , and marched forward 
toCiſan, where he gave the Tarrarians Battail; and after a hot fight 
gain'd the Camp , the Enemy retiring into the Weſtern Provinces of 
Tartary , ſhortly after the C7ar died , without the performance of any 
honorable atchieyment , ſave that during the time of his Reign, But 
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Lye Beſilewit7 , ſon to the deceaſed Emperour , ſeeing the good 
footſteps of his Father , and perceiving a ſure foundation, Levies 
a new Army and recruits the Ola with well experienc'd Germans, 
but having no truſty Perſon to whom hedurſt commit the new Army 
as Commander in chief , he joyns the Forces,himlſelf leading marches 
{oin the Head to Caſan , which City when he had beſieged 8 weeks 
and loſt many men , fearing likewiſe that Menaligeritz might come 
to aſliſt them he gave them Offers of Peace , which nevertheleſs the 
Tariays would not accept, expetting ſuccour from the Field-Army. 
Tvan Baſlowitz thought it high time either to take up the Siege or to 
ſtorm it ona ſudden); which laſt he reſolved upon and accordingly, 
ſet}7o0 German Pioneers at work, who did the work ſo effectually and 
without diſcovery of the Enemy within, that they had under- mined 
the Northeaſt Gate in the ſpace of 24 Hours or leſs , and thereupon 
blew it up which done the Moſcovians ſurprized them within and 
made themſelves Maſters both of the Town and Cittadel. The 
Townsmen obtained Quarter althoug the Great Duke had threatned 
the Contrary , for that they had twice rebelled againſt the Imperial 
Crownand of their own accord ſent ſuccour to the Enemy , when it 
was not in the leſt urged fromthem. The Czar being now Maſter of 
Caſas fortified it with a ſtrong Wall, Towers and Bulwarks. But 
now to our preſent Journal. 

After the Deputy of Caſar had throughly viſited our Ship , and 
well entertained by our Officers aboard, he departed with the Metro- 
politan aſhoar, and entreated us all to come up to Caſar , which we 
did, and received a reciprocal kindneſs from him there. When we 
returned aboard the Mobile followed us with Muſic and Dancing a 
good part of the way. 

On the 10th wereecived a good Quantity of Lead aboard , which 
we were to unload at 4ſtrachan. 

On the 13" I got permiſſion of the Officers to go up to Caſan to buy 
ſome Biſcake for my own uſe , which I had for a mean price , and 
having much more than I could uſe, I fold it and got a confiderable 
profit, as well of the Officers as the Foremaſt men, for we were to take 
Care for our own V iftualling.

The great abundance of Liquirice about Aſtrachan, 
The Land of the Calmuc-Tartars, 


(i the 17 ditto leaving Caſar, welet Sail and that morning were 
aground 2 ſeveral times , but without much difficulty got 
clear again. 

On the 18 we came cloſe to an Iſland called Staritzo , where we 
anchored , our Pilot went aſhoar to view the ſaid Iſland and coming 
about 3 furlongs within land found ſtones, of the ſhape and bigneſs 
of Lemmons which being broken had within the ſimilitude of a ſtar, 
but thoſe not all alike in Colour , for ſome were like Gold , others 
like Silver, and others of a Yellow and Tawny colour. This Iſland 
is ſituated in 45 degr. 31 min. being of it ſelfabout 3 Durch Leagues in 
length and 2 broad. 

n the 19 wegot the Iſland Potensk; where we came toanchor expe- 
ting that a great ſtorm would come on. - 

Upon the 22 we failed paſt the Buyzma which is a branch of the fa. 
mous River Lance being about 12 Durch Leagues from Caſar. This 
ſame River has it's Riſeor Fountain about Chambretoky which lies to 
the North-eaſt of Caſay. 

Here we. met with a company of Fiſhermen of whom we 
bought ſome Bream, which they take in great Abundance, and after an 
od way, which if time had permitted us we would have learned. 

On the 23 we came toa very pleaſantCoaſt where we went to aſhoar, 
and found there the Ruins of a great City which had been made waſt 
by Tamarlan. While we lay here it began toblow very hard , and the 
next day we were fain to keep at anchor. In the mean time I went 
with ſome of our Ships Company to the Hill Arbuchin , where 
we found the Ruins of another City , bearing one name with 
the ſaid Hill. In aſcending the Hill we found a great ſtone 
with this Inſcription in old Ruſiav Words and Letters , IF 
THOU WILT REMOVE, THOU SHALT NOT 
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LOSE THY PAINS. Some Ruſſians had a mind to ſee what would 
Come of it , and after long digging and much ſtruggling at laſt got 
it turn'd over, but, inſtead of finding a Treaſure, met with another 
Motto , which was, "THOU ASS GO SHAKE THY EARS. 
This vcxed them ſo that they rather willed to letit ſtand in that po- 
{ture, than take the pains to ſet it as it was before, todeccive others. 

The Land round about 1s very fair and withall ofa fat Soil, yet not 
cultivated, for there are no Inhabitants , but the Relicts of ſeveral 
Towns and Villages, formerly depopulated by the famous Tamerlar, 

On the 17 we failed paſt the River and City of CAdrobe , lying in 
the heighth of 5 4 deer. and 48 min, At the mouth of this River we 
were again ſet faſt , and after much labour , and all the means we 
could imagine to beany way helpfull , we gave the Ship and Yacht 
both over for loſt , but in the Evening 1t began to Thunder , and 
abundance of Rain fell, that the River began to ſwell, and fo ſet us 
adrift again. 

Oa the 29 we came beforc Calmakz, where were many vSalt-pits and 
two nzw Towns. We found there ſeveral Pans where the Ruſſes 
made their Salt , which they fetch outof great hollows and cavernal 
Rocks; this being boiled is ſent up the olga in Srroughs , and fo 
diſperſed over the whole Countrey of <Moſcovia. T hele Salt-pits 
keep abundance of Men in imployment, and 1s no ſmall profit to the 
Overlcers. 

On the 30 weſet ſail again , and after half an hours failing ran 
aground uponaſand, whereafter much ado we gott off , but with 
the Loſs ofan Anchor and 80 fathom of our Cable. - 

The next day it began to ſtorm very hard , wherefore we fhought 
good to come to anchor, for the River was here about very perillous, 
and ſo we were fain to continue till the 4 of Auguſt. 

On the 5 of Augyſt we came to Morrakzy where we ſaw abun- 
dance of Fiſhers , of whom we bought ſdme Cavear , and Sturgeon, 
having as much of that Fiſhas 2o Men could eat for the value of 11 
ſtivers | orone ſhilling fer. | Here we were forced to tarry for the 
ſpace of 24 Hours by reaſon of the hard Wind, lying near the Ifland 
Kiſtowato, where is a very ſhoaring or ſlanting ſtrand on both ſides, 
which makes the ſtream of the melga at that place very narrow and 
deep. - Here we ſaw the River Uſz which. encompaſling grow 
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almoſt round , empries it ſelf intothe Wolga. On each ſide this River —__ 
is a fair and pleaſant Countrey ſo faras one can view : but we were 1669. 


informed by the K«ſſes that it was there very dangerous to travail by 
reaſon of Robbers, and the yagabond Coſats , who kept themſelves 
inthe Woods, whence they ſometimes falley out in whole bands,and 
ſurprize Paſſengers. 'T he Coſa#s alſo haunt the River, having Boats 

whichare made long and {mall , with which they row admirably ſwift. 

On one ſide of the Uſ/aare fome Mountains and amongſt thoſe one of 
an incredible heighth called S2riol Kurgan, where they lay an Emperor 

of the Tartars with 70 Kingsly buried , when they came up the molzs 

with intent to invade Rui; which Mountain being bare and rocky N 

they ſay that the Soldiers carried upſo much Earth and Mold as was 

ſufiicient. Some of thoſe Mountains are woody and other ſome bare 

ſtone and cliffs. 

On the 8 we ſailed forward and came to Samara, which is fo called 
from a certain River that runs through it ; where it runs into the 
Yrolga. The City is built four Square , and moſtly of Wood ; only 
the Churches and Cloyſters are built of ſtone. 

The day following we ſaw the Mountain Cefalt-trim , fo called 
from the Coſaks which were there beat by the Moſcovian Army ,z having 
fadly moleſted all the Countrey , under the ſubjeCion of the C7azxr, 
by 2 continual Plundering : but having at that time received ſuch 
an overthrow could never ſince complete fo great a Body, as might be 
any way obnoxious to the Ruſſtans. Behind Samara the Mountains are 
very high, but Coſak-krim ſurpaſſes all the reſt for hetghth. About the 
going down of the Sun we failed paſtthe Iſland Partziraand the next 
morning found our ſelves, as far as Sagenislo, 

On the 11 we failed paſt the Hland Zazra , where we met divers 
Fiſhers-boats and ſupplied ourſelves with freſh Fiſh. Here we had 
news thata great number of Coſac-Rebells were entred the Iſland Satyry- 
Boggere, at the mouth of the YYolgs, on the Caſpian Sea, and annoyed 
the Raver. 

On the 12 we failed by ſeveral Iſlands, namely Saſzww, 0fins , Schip=- 
namago Koltof , and others not inhabited. 

The next day we ſaw the Mountain Smiova , which in their Lan-. 
guage isas muchas tofay , a Snake, or Dragon , having it's name 
as I conjeQure from its ſimilitude of a Snake, T ng up into hillocks 
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and falling down again into gaps like a ſerpent when he creeps. Al- 
though the Ruſſes as alſo the Inhabitants tell us a Fable of a famous 
Cavalier who went out to kill a monſtrous Animal like a Snake , that 
waſted all the Countrey round about,and devoured every day 5o Men 
fora Break-faſt. The Knight having killed the ſerpent it was meta, 
morphoſed intoa Rock which is now this Mountain, 
The day following we came before Saratof, where we caſt anchor, 
T his City lies in 52 degr. 12 min. in a valley upon 2 Branch of the 
Y Volga ,onthe larboard ſide in failing down , and 1s only inhabited by 
a Military Officer and a Garriſon of Soldiers to free the River and 
Countrey of the Coſacks and Calmwc - Tartars , whoſe Countrey 1s 
bounded here. Theſe Calmucks are the moſt ougly and miſhapen 
People in the World , worſe favoured by far than the Hozenrers or 
Moors, whichare Angels in Compariſon of thoſe. Their Faces are 
broad and almoſt four ſquare , their noſes flat , their mouths reaching 
almoſt from one ear, to the other , their Eies long and ſmall , upon 
their Heads they wear a Quoif; the reſt of their Habit is ſufficiently 
denoted in the following Plate. They ſeldom go afoot but moſtly on 
Horſeback; as if they were Centaurs, for ſome of them do not only eat 
and drink butalſo ſleepupon their Horſes. Their only weapons 1s the 
Long-bow which they uſe with an admirable Dexterity. "There is a 
continual enmity between thoſe and the Nagayans , for they perpe- 
tually ſteal one anothers Children and Cattel , which they bring to 
Aſtrachaato Market , for there they have 3 ſeveral market days , one 
for the Ruſaans themſelves , another for the N-gayans , and another 
for the Ca/mwe-Tartars , which 2 laſt-named may not come together, 
altho they be both Aahometans , and under the Juriſdiction of the 
great Duke. The Calmuks dwell not in Towns as other People do, but 
travail all over the Countrey , pitching their Tents where they find 
a fertile fat Soil , which when their Horſes , Camels , Cows and 
{mall Cattel have caten bare , they break up and march forward to 
fin! cut ſome other place, as Hiſtorie records of the Scythians , who 
without diſpute were the ſame People. Their chief and choice Diet 
is Hozſe-fleſh , which they eat raw after they haverodea litle upon it, 
thruſting it between the Sadle and the Horſe. 
Upon the 15 of Auguſt we failed paſt-2 Iſlands, to wit, Criuſne and 
Saponoufka , as alſo by the Hill Solorrogory , which is as much as to ſay 
| ; Gola- 
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Gola-hill , ſo called from a rich booty of Gold the Tartarians had once J0**- 
_ - a Caravan , which they divided among themſelves by FO 
cap- fulls. 

On the 16 dizro we came before the River Ruſlan on the left hand , 
right over againſt a round Hill called 7rak-of5karul, from one Yrat , a 
Tartarian Prince who lies there buried. This Beck comes from rhe 
famous River * Don , upon which River thoſe that are called the * vrtich 
Dow-Ceſaks have their being , which alſo is the Countrey and Refſi- #79 
dence of Srenko Radzin. In the year 1668 the Ruſſes had build a new Tanais 
City at the Mouth of the River Ruſlan , to give 4 check to the Don- pr 
| Coſacks , who much annoyed the Y/elga with their ſmall Boats , com- pe from 
ming down the ſaid River dayly in great Troops , and committed Ala 
many inſolencies : However it ſeems not much available , for they _ 4 


have deviſed a new mean to ſhun the Fort and come into the V Volga North ts 


by drawing their Boats overland upon Wheels ,. which they do for 7 Sor -4Y | 
Dutch Leagues together, for the Countrey there is flat ang even. bo lib, 2- 


The next day it began to blow very hard for-which reaſon we were 
fain to remainthat day at anchor , and on the 18 to ſet fail having 
a gentle Gale which brought us before the City Czarizze , which 1s 
as much to ſay Ceſare, or rather Em "of lying on the Right hand at 
the toot of a Hill. The City is in it ſelf not great, but very ſtrong mu- 
nited with 6 Ramparts , or Bulwarks , beſides other Fortifications. 
The Garriſon 1s well maintained with Recruits of StrelitSers , being 
a Place of great Truſt and Importance, eſpecially for that it lies upon 
the Tartarian Continent. 

On the 19 we came before the Place where C7areſ-ored of old had 
ſtood, by the Ruins thereof we could obſerve that Ciry had been 
built of Brick. It was demoliſhed beſides many others by Tamerlan the 
Great. The ſtones have been of good uſe to thoſe of Afracher , where-- 
with they bwlt their Walls. Towers, Churches and Monaſteries. 

On the 20 we haled over ſeveral Riffs and ſhallow Foords , and at 
laſt ran our ſelves aground upon a ſand , where we ſtuck 3 hours 
before we could yet clear, From this place where we were faſt all along 
the Banks to Afrachan, grows great plenty of Liquirice , but all the 
Land to the Caſpian Sea walt,and not fitt for Tillage. 

; . On the 21 we got the Iſland YYeſaway , which we left on the 
Starboard-ſide, and that Evening came before Tzornogar, or Trornojar, 
being 
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being 1n regard of any requiſite occaſion in ſuch a place conſidera. 
bly ſtrong : it 1s environed with Palizados, and about an [ English] 
mile without the Town. On each fide are ſeveral Watch-houſes, 
with Towers from whence they can ſee the Enemy at a diſtance , 
the Countrey being level and not m—— The firſt occaſion of 
the building of this City was faid to be from a-party of 400 Coſacks 
which had ſpoiled a Ruſſian Caravan, intercepting it between the 
Land and the Boats , where the Strelitzers were , that were ap- 
pointed to Convoy it , and by reaſon that the ſtream was ſo ſtrong 
that the Boats could not row againſt it , the ſaid Robbers made 
their eſcape with a very rich Booty. At that ſame time there was at 
Tzornozar a Perſian Ambaſladour arrived with all his Moveables and 
a great Retinue, intending for Moſcow. The ſaid Ambaſſadour came 
aboard our Ship and received Preſents trom our Officers , which 
although he willingly accepted, yet remunerated them with things 
of greater yalue and worth. 

On the 22 we ſet fail and ſaw the Mountain Polowna where the 
Ruſian Fablers ſay the Moon goes every night to bed , becauſe that 
over that Hill is always a great miſt. About 2 1n the afternoon 
we got the Iſland Xitzier in fight and ſpeeded our courſe ſothat we 
gain'd the ſight of A/rachen before the Sun ſet. 

The 24 before noon by the grace of the Everlaſting GOD we 
arrivedat the long-wiſh'd-for A4ftrachan , where we for Joy fired all 
our Guns to the Aſtoniſhment of the Inhabitants, who had never ſcen 
a Ship of that Burthen and Force before. From the day of our Arrival 
here, welay offin the ſtream till the firſt of Seprember and: then came 
up cloſe to the Kay with our Ship and Yacht , thanking the Al- 
mighty for his ſpecial Bounty , in delivering us through fo many 
perils , and bringing us at laſt ro our delired Port, 
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CHAP. XII. 


Situation of Aſtrachan. The Inhabitants. How Aſtrachan became ſubje# to the 
Czaar. Strange manner of Tents, or Cottages. Provigen very cheap and Brandy 
dear. A Deſart affoarding good Salt, and a ftrange kind of Fruit. The Form and 
Nature of the Nagayan Tartars, Their Habit, manner of Life and Houſe-keeping. 
Their Trades and way of earning money, Horſeflech, Mares-milk and Blood in 
great efteem by them, | 


AE lies upon the Dividing of Europe from ſi ,* upon the 


AUG, 
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Iſland Delgoy , in the Countrey of the NageyanTartars, where the Sitmation 


Northern Pole is elevated 46 degr. and 22 min. above the Horizon, 
and is about 50 Dutch Leagues from the Caſpian or Hyrcan Sea. It is 
environed with a thick ſtone wall , and that time I was there furniſhed 
with 500 great Braſs Cannon, beſides a very ſtrong Garriſon , with 
Ammunition proportionable to defend it againſt the Tartars and Coſats, 
who have often had a delign to retake it. It gives a very noble pro- 
ſpect from abroad,with it's many Towers andLoftyPiles of Buildings, 
as well what appertain to the £ ortifications as to the Churches and 
_ Houſes. Itisa famous Town for Traffic , frequented not 
only by all the Regions of Tatary adjoyning to the Ceſpian Sea , but 
alfo by Perſians , CArmenians and Indians, who bring their Goods and 
Merchandiſes in a certain fort of Shipping which they call Boeſes , 
being about 80 Tun burthena piece. But theſe Veſſels cannot Sail by 
traverſe, but alwaies before the Wind. Of all the ſeveral kinds of 
Merchandiſe which thoſe of ,#frachan deal in, Silk is the chicf, fo 
that this ſeems to be the fole Magazin of that Comodity , whence it 
is re-exported up the Molge , and conſequently through the whole 
Ruſian Empare, 

Aſtrachan has been formerly the Royal Seat of the Nagayar Tartars 
but making a League with the Crim-and Caſan-Tartars was a means to 
detrude the King, and bring the People under the SubjeCtion of the 
Grand Czaar of Meoſcovia, for according to the Tenure of their Al. 


liance, each was obliged to aſliſt other , whether upon offenſiy or- 


defenſiv Occaſions : ſo-that Ivar Baſilowitz , declaring war againſt 
thoſe of Caſa, they wereaſliſted by the Nagayars,who were beat in open 
field, and after both Armies defeated , ſeveral Holds belonging to 

4 the 


of Aſtra- 
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the Caſas were taken and demoliſhed. Aſftrachan at laſt it ſelf was be- 
ſieged and taken by ſtorm by the ſaid Great Duke , the Tartarians dri- 
ven out , and peopled with RuſFans and a ſtrong Garriſon of that 
Nation. Aftrachan, when in poſſeſſion of the Tartars , was but a imall 
town in compariſon of what it now is , for the Father of the then 
Emperour when I was there hadenlarged it by a 34 part, andcalled 
the Addition Strelit7a gerod , that is the So/azer-Town, for it is moſtly 
anhabited by military perſons : and ſince that time it has been con- 
tinually augmented with new buildings. The Cuſtoms and Duties 
beſides the Bartering of Commodities 1n this Citie 1s a conſiderable 


fir and profit for the Czar. The Air about Aſtrachan 1s very indifferent and

ang tollerableas toit's Temperature, neither rendred unwholſom by the 
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ſcorching heat of the Summer Solſtice, nor in any caſc inſufferable 
for the penetrating Froſts in the Winter , as if this place had the 
benefit of two Climats. Hence is the Soil alſo very fertile and the 
Countrey fruCtiferous beyond (Thad almoſt faid ) any other Coun- 
trey in either of the temperate Zones , if the People and Inhabitants 
had but two Advantages in cultivating it, which tend mainly to the 
Improvement and maintenance of Agriculture , that is , an aſſured 
conſtant Peace , and the Myſteries of Husbandry which we have in 
the Weſtermoſt Countreys of Europe, They have many and various 
kinds of ſcle& Fruits , as Water-Lemmons , Oranges , Apples , 
Pears, Cherrys, Damzons, &c. The Vineyardsare in a ſhort time 
very muchimproved, for before the year 1613 that Plantation was 
not known among them , till certain Perſjay Merchants beſtowed a 
Vine upona Germaz , but a Proſelyt and Monk of the Ryfian Church, 
which heplanted in aGarden belonging to the Monaſtcry : the ſame 
Vinethriving ſo well, cauſed divers great Merchants to do the like 
whoſe indeavours had in the ſpace of 3 years that ſucceſs, that they 


[99 ihe the Emperour with 200Pipes of Wine , and 50 Pipes of 


randy, upon which the ſaid Emperour gave them all the Encou- 
ragement he could to propagate that laudable begirming. 

The Nagayan-Tartars who for the moſt part inhabit the Champan 
land aboutand near Aſfrachan, are not permitted to dwell in the City; 
nor may they fortify their villages with Walls or Towers : only by 
many Intreaties they have obtained a Grant of fencing in their Tents 
with Stakes and, Palizados , to ſecure themſelves from the Aſſaults 

| and 
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and Inſolencies of N ight-Robbers and the Celmuc-Tartars , who AUG. 
ſometimes ſurprize them at anawares, and carry away both Men and 1669, 


Cattel. They have no faſt Towns, or Cities, but uſe Tents, as their 
Anceſtors have ever done. Their Tents are built round, the Diameter 
of the fund being about 10 foot: theſeare twiſted with Reeds or Barks 
of Trees , and todefend them from the Rain covered with Felt. The 
Chimney is turned round witha Weather-cock; in the midle of the 
Tent they make the Fire , which is commonly of Cows-dung and 
ſmall T wigs dried togetherin the Sun about which they ſit , and as 
they are ready for aNap drop down one after another, 

Aſtrachan being almoſt on eyery ſide ſurrounded with ſuch a fruit- 
full Countrey , has good plenty of all ſorts of Fruit brought every 
day to Market and thoſe very cheap. Melons I havebought 10 or 12 
for the value of a penny and other fruits after a conformable Price. 
Fiſh and Fleſh they have in better plenty than any. where elſe I know 
in the World. For the value of 34. I boug a huge Sturgeon, a Carp 
weighing 30 pounds, and 25 Herrings, greater and fatter than ever I 
have ſeen in Holland. Pearch , Pike , Bream and Sandaks are there fo 

lentifully taken , that only poore people eat them , of which a 
mily of 8 Perſons may haveas muchas will ſuffice them, for the va- 
lue of 3 farthings. The fiſh Sandach is a great Rarity ,.. and proper 
only to the olga, and ſuch Rivers as run into it : being about the 

bigneſs ofa Haddock, and ſomething like it in taſt, but much more 

— and faſter , if taken about November and the 3 following 

Moneths. Their Beef and Mutton is cxconcing good,fold uſually for a 

Farthing the pound. All kinds of Water-Fowl are very plentiful 

and cheap, eſpecially a ſort of Wild-gees and thoſe we Moſco- 

vy-Ducks which the Tartars take with Hawks , and: bring them in 

ſuch plenty to Market , that they may be had fora peny the dozen. 
The Tartars who live cn_ Fiſhing and Fowling af: alſo Hunt- 
ing, andin ſeveral woody Iflands about 4frachan take many .Wild- 
ſwine which are fed with Accorns, that being known for the beſt maſt 
that is, for Hogs. Theſe they alſo bring to 4ſrachan which by reaſon 
that that Fleſh will take Salt well;they buy and uſe itaboard he ſhip- 
ping, that trade toand again in the Caſpian Sea , the more becauſe of it's 
cheapneſs for none but the CMeoſcovians and Armenians buy it,the Perſians 
and Tartars themſelyes being moſtly AL” If , and therefore not 
2 per- 
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ermitted tocat it. Tobe brief, there 1s not that thing which may 
delight the Pallat , but may be had for a very mean and inconſide. 
rable price, and ata far eaſter rate than the courſeſt Diet which neceſ- 
ſitated people muſt be content within the Welt of Europe ; and if any 
man of a mean Eſtate could deny himſelf that Society of his Relations 
and Acquaintance in which everyone has more or leſs ſolace, and re- 
tire thither, he may live as contentedly there as the greateſt Lord , 
or richeſt Merchantinthe World, who, as it were in taking Honey 
are frequently ſtung with the Bee , and in receiving Proſperity and 
Benefits from the right hand of Fortune, are as often buffeted with 
her left. However by way of exception I muſt mind you of one thing, 
that the Ruſ225 are here ata great Loſs for Brandy,fince the promulga- 
tion ofa LateEdiC&, the tenure and purport whereof was , That no 
Brandy ſhould be diſtilled there fora certain term of Years : but upon 
what inſight it was that mgyed his Majeſty to order ſuch an Interdi- 
&tion I know not; unleſs to prevent the Srrelitzers , or Soldateſque, 
to forget themſelves ſo far as tolet the Tarters , which ly on every ſide 
the City, to ſurprize them with a ſudden Invaſion : for Brandy is 
not only under a ſpecial Interdition of being made there , but alſo 
che Importation prohibited fo a certain Quantity , every year, which 
makes the Ruians the more-to covet 1t , infomuch that ſometimes 
they have drunk all the Xabacks and Brandy-cellars in Afrachan dry 
before 3 Moneths of 12 be about. At Nzſer-Novogorod we bought a 
meaſure, holding abouta Gallon for about 35h. 24. 1terl. which here 
when at cheapeſt1s ſold for 50 5h. 
On the Weſt ſide of the YYo{gais a great dry and waſt Heath called 


gotten, the Srep ,' where they find abundance of good Salt , which is con-

creted in the Sun , and thrown up on Heaps like Ice. This Salt is 
digged out of the Hollows and Caves of Rocks , and proves a very 
rich Commodity , being exported aſwell up the Y/ga into all parts 
of Meoſcoviaand Ruſte, as Perſia, cArmenia, Tartary and other Coun- 
treys bordering' upon the Hyrcan Sea. _ man 1s Jicenſ'd to fetch 
it that liſts, onlyallowing, Two pence halt-penny for 80 Pound, for 
duty to the Emperour. 


In this Heath , or Wilderneſs, called the Szep is a ſtrange kind of 


kindef Fruit found , named Baronez , or Barnitfeh , from the Word 8orar, 
ri, 


which isa Lambin the Rufiap Tongue becauſe of its form and ſimilt- 
| tude, 
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tude, much reſembling a ſheep having Head , Feet and Tail , and avs. 
what is more worthy of Note, a skin of white ſhining Hair and ſoft as **** 


Silk. This Skin 1s held in great eſteem by the Tartars and Rufſes , and 
fold for a good price , as I havepaid my ſelt ſometimes 5 or 6 Roebetls 
and doubled my money when I ſold it again. One of thoſe Skins is to 
be ſeen at the Houſe of Mr. John Swammerdam , in Amſterdam , : 
Gentleman famous for collection of the Rarities of Nature from 
every placeof the World : but that of his he had from a Seaman that 
had been formerly a Slave in China., where coming into a Wood , 
found of this Fruit, and brought away as many Skins as made him 
Coat. The Deſcription he gave of them , did very much agree with 
what thRE- Inhabitants of Aſtrachan informed me of them. It grows 
upon a low Stalk about 2 foot and a half high , ſome higher , 
and is ſupporteduſt at the Navel : the Head always hangs dowa as 
ifit paſtured, orfed, of the Graſs , and when the Graſs decays it 
periſhes , but this I everlook'd upon as ridiculous , altho the Inha- 
bitants afſeverated to me by many Oaths , that they have often out of 
curiolity madeexperience of that, by cutting away the Graſs, upon 
which it inſtantly fades away. However what I might further add as 
to what they ſay of this Fruit, and what I my ſclf beleeve in the won- 
derfull Operations of a ſecret Sympathy in nature, I ſhall rather keep 
to my felt , than aver , or impoſe upon the Reader , what , I am: 
ſenſible will be univerſally exploded fora Fable. Certain it is there is 
nothing which is more coveted by Wolves , than this , and the In- 
ward parts of it are more congruous with theAnatomy of thatAnima, 
than Mandrakes are with Men. 

The Nageyen and Crim-Tartars are thick and corpulent , broad- 
fac'd , and litle-eted. The Eies of the Men are wrinkled like old 
Wives. Their Beard grows very ſlovenly , hereand there a hair, and 
ſhave their Heads bare on the Crown; yettheſe are not altogether ſo 
ougly asthe Ca/mucs, Their Habit is altogether as gentile as their Per- 
ſons are comely , their upper veſtment either of a very coarſe ſtuff 
with every thredas fine as a Tobacco-pipe , or elſe of Sheepskins 
with the Wool-ſide outward, their Caps and Hoſe of the ſame colour; 
where they wear any,for they uſe as litle Rigging as they can. The Wo- 
menlike the Calmmccers wear a courſe linnen Coat and round Caps , 
bulging out likea Helmet. "Their Firſtborn Children are generally 
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dedicated to ſome Saint , or other, in token whereof if it be a male, 
he wears a Ring in his right Ear, but if a Girl 1n her right Noſtril. 

In the Summer ſeaſon they have no faſt place, but paſture over all 
the face of the Countrey as we have ſaid of the Calmucs. When they 
march they carry their 'Tents upon high Wagons made on purpoſe, 
and fo take their Wives and Children with them , and drive their 
Cattel before them , their Moveables they ſet upon Camels , Horſes 
and ſometimes upon Kine. Thus they go up and down all the Sum- 
mer; and when the Winter approaches pitch together about Affracharn, 
appearing likea great Army ; where they canaſliſt each other in time 
of need againſt the Calmucks their perpetual Enemies , who when the 
Y7olga freezes ſometimes aſſail them : and to the end that they may 
the better oppoſe their ſaid Enemies 1n ſuch caſe, the YYaywode , or 
Governour of CAſrachan provides them Arms, which at the breaking 
up of the Camp they are to tedeliver , and for ſecurity ſend ſome of 
their chief Princes as a Pledge to 4ſtrachan, where they are committed 
to the Cittadel; and upon their reſtoring of their Amunition are ſur- 
rendred into their hands again. 

The Nagayans follow the Fiſhing-trade, as alſo Fowling , Hunting 
and Paſturing of Cattel, and are reputed the beſt Herds-men in the 
world. Their Kine are generally great , their Sheep very fair and 
fat , having great Tails like the Rams in Paleſtine , ſome weighing 
200r 30 pound a piece , their noſes bending upwards , and their 
Ears hanging like a Spanial. Their Horſes are but ugly ſhaped , but 
very durable in running. They have alſo ſome Camels but not many, 
Their chief Diet is dried Fiſh which they uſe in ſtead of Bread. They 
have alſo a way of making bread of Rice, which they knead in Oil and 
Honey , and ſo bake it in Cakes. All kinds of Fleſh they eat , ex- 
cept Swine, holding Horſe-fleſh for the beſt. Their Drink is Water 
and Milk, efteeming Mares-milk aboveall other. They profeſs the 
Mahometan Religion , and are of the Perſian ſet. The Czar allows 
them Laws and Judges of their own. They are alſo Tribute-free , but 
in _ of Tributeare to bring ſeveral Thouſand men to field upon 
occaſion. ;

N the 3 of September came ſeveral Dutch Officers aboard , who 5t?-. 
bad us welcom and invited us reſpeCtivly to their Houſes, where —_— 


we went,and were kindly recetv'd and entertained. Juſt upon our Arri- 
val here the Ruan Fleet was ſet out againſt the Coſaks. But before I 
treat any thing about that Expedition I ſhall give you a previous Nar- 
rative of an Uproar raiſed and headed by Stenko RadFin , and then the 
reſt in order. 


Thereare two Nations of the Coſacks , the Saporoksky, and the Donsly, Twoſers 


The former of theſe were ſometime ſubjetts to the Polish Crown , and {© 
keep themſelvs about the Boriſthenes and Kief, upon 50 Iſlands which 
are environed with that famous River. They call thoſe Iſlands in 
their own proper Tongue Porog, which 1s as much as to ſay Stairs, and 
therefore are called Sa-porogsty. Their work is to watch the Ir- 
ruption of the Tartars or other Enemies upon the Poljsh Territorics. 


yy are called Coſacks from the Slavwonian word Coſa , which is as 
muc 


as to ſay a Spirit, by reaſon of their admirable celerity of Mc- 


tion , being always ready at hand upon occaſion. The Donsk or Dox- 
Coſaks are thoſe who live upon the famous River Tazais , by the 
Natives called Do, and are properly under the Juriſdiction of the 
Czar, although more out of their free and voluntary diſpoſition ; for 
they have been indowed with _ Priviledges, as to have their own 


Princes, Judges and Laws, asa 


Oo 4 General of their Armie whom 


they themſelves Ele&. As alſo this Immunity that when a Moſcovian 
Slave runs away from his Lord , and betakes himſelf within their 
| Territories, they are not obliged to deliver him up unleſs themſelvs 
lit, Of this People laſt mentioned was Srenko Radzin the famous Rebell 
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born, 
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born , who , as we have ſaid , ſo ſtoutly oppoſed the Emperour 
Alexius Michailowitz. - 

The firſt occaſion of this Revolt ( as himſelf confeſſed ) was to 
revenge his Brothers death , who was killed by an Eminent Perſonage, 
whoſe name was Jurie Alexowitz —_— in the year 1665. The 
Brother of Rad7in was at that time in the ſervice of the great Duke in 
the Polich Warrs , under the command of the before mentioned Boar, 
Jurie A'exowitz. Dolgerocky , who commanded in chief : and when the 
Camp broke up to gointo their Garriſons , the young Radzin delired 
to be diſcharged with his Men , having done the Emperour very good 
ſervice in that laſt Expedition , and that then there was no more 
occaſion for their Aid : but the General refuſed to let them go , as 
not having any certain Intelligence that the Hoſtility were ſent to 
their Winter-quarters. The Coſaks were hereat greatly diſcontented, 
being Volunteers, and had deſerved yet greater Civilities than their 
Requeſt, or than ever they had received from the Ruſians : they 
therefore marched off ſilently , led by their Collonel , brother to this 
ſaid Stenko Radzin, which was ſo badly reſented by the General, that 
he took the Collonel, and hanged him. This was the ſum and ground 
of his revolting , which | ry 901 him not only to imploy his Wea- 
pons againſt te Ruſſians, but aſwell againſt the Perſzars. 

In the year 1667 he began to commit many Infolencies and himſelf 
and all his crew betaking themſelves to the YYolga , where they took 
all the ſmall Shipping they met with, and plundered them , killed 
and threw over board all the Men , unleſs they would admitt them- 
ſelves into their Companie : They entred alſoall the Towns ſeated 
near the River , where they pillaged the Churches and Monaſteries. 
From hence he took his way direUly for Faik , which he took in and 
ſet a ſtrong Garfiſon. From hence he marched toward the Caſpian Sea | 
gathering vaſt multitudes of diſcontented Perſons , who came upon 
the noiſe of Rebellion from all parts. From the Caſpian Sea he went 
for the Y/olga by the way committing many Inſolencies , plundering 
ad ſinking all the ſmall Shipping , waſting and depopulating of 
Cities and Villages , and uſing the People very inhumanly if they 
would not reſolve to joynin that Rebellion. From hence he went to 
the City Terku, and ſo onwards to the Bounds of Perſia, where he alſo 
fadly moleſted the Subjes of that King , as well as thoſe of the 
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Czar. The Inhabitants ofa ſmall Perſian City hearing of his approa- $ar. 
ching deſerted the Town and betook themſelves to the Hills and 1669. 
Mountains without the Town , where they thought themſelves 
ſecure from his violent and tyrannical Aftions. Stenko Rad7in percei- 
ving that,ſent out Emmiſlaries to ſee where they kept th with 
Inſtructions , to tell them that his End was not to do any harm to 
their Perſonsor Eſtates; but only to buy Proviſion for his Money , 
and therefore willed them to return into the City. The Perſons who 
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' were ſent did their meſſage , and the credulous Citizens came down 


entred their Houſes , and ſet open their Shops , of whom Radzin and 
his followers bought ſeveral Commodities and Neceflaries paying 
them to the utmoſt farthing : but had given a token to his Men by 
ſetting of his Cap after an unuſual manner , upon which they were 
all on a ſudden to fall upon the Towns-men and maſlacre them , as 
after a moſt barbarous manner they did, ſparing neither Man , Wo- 
man, nor Child. 

The waywode of Aſtrachan, whoſe name was Ivan Simonowit Profo- 
rof5ki , hearing how many places they had deſpoliated in the Coun- 
trey of the «Megdes and upon the Borders of Perſiz, thought it high time 
to put himſelf in a Poſture of Defence , and ſuppreſs the growing 
Army of the Malecontents ; hein order thereto cauſed all the Ship- 
ping as well Merchant-men as others to be put into an equippage , 
and diſpatches Simeum Ivanowits Geboof , who had then the third Suffra- 
geof Aſtrachin, to find out the Cſacks-Rebells, and give them batrail. 
This Navy conſiſted of 36 Stroegs, and about 40c0 Men. The Re- 
bells had already 22 Jrroegs with a proportionable number of Men , 
keeping themſelves about the Ifland Satyry Boggere , which lies about 
the Entrance of the n»/g4 into the CaſpianSea, where they had ſet up 
a Watch-Houſe upon the Top of a high Hill , from whence they 
could view the whole Countrey round about, as alſo the Caſpian Sea 
and the YYolga. This Ifland lay very commodiouſly for their Ends, 
being all along the Coaſt ofa high ſolid Rock, and had only one way 
to enter 1t. 

So ſoon as the Coſacks ſaw the 4ſtrachan Fleet approach , they put 
off their Shipping, and betook themſelves to flight, ſo that that Ex- 
pedition was in vain. Seeing now that the Coſats kept themſelves 
together and would not come to open batttel , their were = 
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Meaſures deliberated upon either by fair or foul means to ſuppreſs 
the Rebells. It was not long before the Y/aywod Proſorofski received 
Letters from the Czar, with a Pardon for Stenko Radzin on condi. 
tion he would ſubmit to the Emperour , and for the future demean 
himſelfas aloyal ſubje&. The ſubtle Co/anotexpetting fo gracious 
a tender, accepted ofthe Emperours Grace, being already by Hun- 
ger and other extremities brought to ſuch a ſtate, that he would of 
his own accord have requeſted it , for they were then put to a ſhort 
allowance, and hadtakena Perſian Boes having ſome Horſes aboard 
that were ſent to the Czar , from the King of Perf for a preſent; 
theſe they took, killed anduſed very ſparingly , whence it may be 
gathered in whata mean condition they were. Having thus obtained 
an aſſurance of Pardon from the Emperour , they marched forward 
for Aſirachan , where they were very kindly received, and congra- 
tulated by thoſe of the Town, and every one of them appearing in 
the moſt ſplendid manner he could, for they had rifled many Gentle- 
mens Houſes where they found always Apparrel , Jewels and other 
Plunder for Habit and Ornament. Szenko Radzithe Ringleader of that 
Rout, could not bediſtinguiſhed from the reſt , but by the honour 
which was donehim, being ſaluted by the name of Barske , Father 
and certainly he was a father of many 1mpious Sons. 1 have ſeen him 
{everal times upon the Srroegs and inthe City ; heisa brave man as to 
his perſon, and well proportioned m his imbs , tall and {treight of 
Body , pock-pitted, but only ſoas did rather become than ditfigure 
him, of agoodcondutt, but withall ſevere and crucl , as has been 
already jelanced, The Cofacks who were his Followers came dayly 
into Aſfrachan where they fold their Booty which was very rich and 
coſtly. The Silk theyſold for a 39 of the currant value , which was 
bought up of the Per/iavand Armenian Merchants. I bought a Gold- 
chain of oneof them which was almoſt a fathom long , and in joynts 
likea Bracelet, between cach piece weres precious ſtones : the price 
I gave for it was not fully 7 pound fer, Shortly after their Arrival 
Captain Butler went to viſit him , taking 2 bottles of Brandyalong 
with him , which he thought might be an acceptable preſent, ſince 
they had been ſo long at Sea, and preſented them to him and his Mi- 
nion , whom the Ruſians called Deyils-whisker by a Nick-name. 
When we came to his Tent ; and deſired admittance, he fent to know 
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who we were ; Anfwer was rerurned him that we were Dutch , and $opr, 
imployedin the ſervice of the C74ar, upona. Ship in the Caſpian Sea. 1669. 


He forthwith gave order toa Gentleman to conduCt us into his Tent 
where himſelf and ſome of his Council fat, and cauſed us to ſit down, 
took our preſent in good part, and drank the Emperours health. Ano- 
ther time we went through the Camp where we faw him going aboard 
a Yacht todivertiſe himfelf upon the Water , with ſome of his Offi- 
cers : he had with him a Perſian Princes which he had taken, together 
with her Brother. The Brother he preſented to the Waywod of Aftrachan, 
but th2 Siſter he kept for his Concubine. Being now 1n the heighth of 
his Cups, and fullof Frolicks, bragged of the many preſents he had 
given and received, ſince his being reftored to the Emperours favour , 
and on a ſudden brake out into thoſe extravagant terms, ſpeaking to 
the Wolgs : YVell, ſaid he , thow art 4 noble River , and out of thee have 1 had 
ſomuch Gold, Silver and many things of Value. Thou art _— Father and 
Mother of my Fortune and adyancement:but unthankfull man that [ am? I have 
never offered thee any thing : well now , Iamreſolved to manifeft my grati- 
tude. With thoſe = Aur, 5 took her into his Arms and threw her into 
the Y/Yolga, with all her rich Habit and Ornaments ; her attire was 
of rich Cloth of Gold, richly ſet out with Pearls, Diamonds and other 
precious Stones. The Lady was of an angelical Countenance and a- 
miable, of a ſtately carriage ot Body , and withall excellently well 
qualified as to her Parts ,being ofa __— wit, and always pleaſing 
in her demeanor towards him , when he was in the heat of fury , and 
yctat laſt became the inſtance of his Cruelty. However there is no 
man ſo addicted toany one Vice but there are evermore ſome ſparks 
of vertue. His own outrages as tothe ſin of Adultery he worfld allow 
himſelf, but would not indulge or diſpence with it in others. It hap- 
pened that a certain Soldier of the Coſachs had been taken in the ation 
with anothers wife : this being made known to Szenkto , he cauſed 
them both to be inſtantly apprehended , and the man to be thrown 
into the River with great ſtones made faſt to his neck and heels : but 
for the Adultereſs he provided another puniſhment,which was to erect 
a Stake on the Water ſide, and tying her by the feet cauſed her to be ſo. 
drag'd along the Earth , and from the Tent to the Stake which was

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+ which ſhe muſt needs be ſenſible, all that time ſhe was never heard to 


ſhriek,or cry out. 

Beſides the many Robberies and great Inſolencies they had com- 
mitted, as well within Land as in Sea-Towns in Perſ;a, as at Niſabath, 
Scabaran , HMardore and Tackuſy ſituated near the famous Hill Barmach, 
from hence they went to 4frabath and Bachu which they ſurprized 
took in , and plundered , committing many barbarous aftions in 
maſlacring of the Inhabitants and ſetting the Houſes on fire. Here 
they found a great Quantity of Wine , which they divided among, 
themſelyes , and carouſed fo long , till they were all beſptted and 
drunk , being about 6000 Men in all. In the mean while the Perſians 
had drawn down ſeveral Companies, andall on a ſudden fell on this 
Rout , and made ſuch a ſlaughter that the twelfth part, orlitle more 
were left alive, and Srenko himſelf 5 times in danger of being taken. 
The Remainder betook themſelves to the Stroegs. This ſo much 
weakened them that they were not in a capacity to do any 'con- 
ſiderable damage by land , the more by reaſon the Perſians, watched 
their Coaſt with very great vigilancy ; as did alſo the Coſacks and 
Dageſtan Tartars , ſo that they were conſtrained for ſome time to- 
gether to keep off at Sea , and keep cloſe to Pyracy , where eve- 
ry one was well warned of them and conſequently ſo cautious 
that they got but very litle Booty. But finding that they could 
not long ſubſiſt they were forced to land at Satyry Bog gere an 
Ifland ( of which before ) where they waited for what Proyidence 
would allott them. 


—_—— 
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Stenko returns back and is followed by many Ruſles, but oppoſed by an Order from 
Ploforoski , which Stenko diſobeys. He returns again with a greater Power, 
The Waywode of Aſtrachan ſends out 4 Fleet againſt him , which shames 
fully yields. The Officers murthered. A great Perplexity at Aſtrachan , Power 
and Aw of Stenrko. His cruelty and Pride, His Legates are devoured of 
Dogs in Perſia. Kumuskinka ſurrendred by Treachery. 


Tenko Ragz'n whoſe implacable fury againſt ſome that had interpo- 
ſed themſelves to incite the Emperour againſt him , and to de- 
rive him of his favour , would not ſuffer kim to remain ſtill ; but 
their bodies being now ſomewhat aſſwaged which before were ſwollen 
with drinking of falt Water, and their Vitals again revived with freſh 
Diet , which were almoſt ſpent with long faſting, during the time of 
their extravagancies, they reſolved to go for Dor , and to viſit their 
reſpective homes. Rad7in gives them a ſhort warning to prepare for x 
March , and in order thereto gets all things ina readmes himſelf. 

Some diſcontented Ryfans ſecing the Coſacts ready to depart, they 
came and deſired to liſt themſelves under his Condut , to which he 
readily aſſented , and by fair Promiſes drew abundance after him. 

It happened ſometime before he deſigned to kave the Town that 
meeting with about 20 or more Ruſſians whom he could ſee by their 
countenance to be inclinable to follow him ; theſe he fell in diicourſe 
with, and liberally diſtributeda Bag of Gold among them , promi- 
ſing them thatif they would follow him they ſhould fare no worſe 
than he. This was encouragement enough for them who did not only: 
liſt themſelyes, but perſwaded alſo many of their Friends to take the 
like Courſe, and joyntheir Fortunes , amongſt whom were divers 
that were in the Emperours Service. 

The Governour of Aftrachan coming to underſtand that ſeveral 
Perſons in the ſervice of the great Duke, his Maſter, had withdrawir 
and liſted themſclyes among the Rebells-, he ſent one Yederos x 
Captainof the Szrelitzers to Radjin , with Inſtruttions to demaund: 
the Ruſians, and to will hin to ſend them back upon pain of the Em-- 
perours Disfay,our., which ſhould not be ſo eafily 'accommodated as 
betore., when perhaps he ſhould be compel'd to make ſatisfation for

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the former Crimes with the new, The Captain goes to fulfull his 
Order, anddeclares to Redzin the Reaſon of his comming , and his 
Meſſage, who would not ſo much as allow him Audience; but when 
the Captain began to inſiſt hard upon the remitting of the Men , Rad- 
£#1 was ſo inraged that he drew his ſword and threatned Death , if he 
perſiſted any longer, and with that made towards him, but the Captain 
being a diſcreet Gentleman demeancd himſelf very fairly , whea he 
ſaw him in ſucha Rage, ſothat heeſcaped that Danger , and all = 
vent of Radzin's fury melted away in theſe words , How dare you , ſai 

he, make ſuch an impudent Demand ? hall I then betray my Friends who have 
out of a pure inclination to me ward deſerted their neareſt Allies and Fortunes? 


and 5hall 1 be threatned withloſiof Favour to boot ? Prethee , go tell thy Maſter, 


that I equally vaiue him and the Emperour , and let him know that I 5hall be 
Tith h:mere hebe aware, and reward him for this Protervty. The Captain 


. was fain to ſmother his thoughts , and contented himſelf with this 


Anſwer which he related to the Governour. The Governour here- 
upon a{ſemblesa Council, and conſulted what todo; learning from 
the anſwer of Radtinthat heintended to come down again , and fo it 
happened; for within 3 _ he began to march toward the ZYolpe, 
where he had 80 Szroegs and other Shipping provided , filled with 
Ammunition and Men , but did not at firſt any hoſtile feat. The 
VPaywod of Aftrachan called a Counſel the ſecond time, where it was 
concluded that ſolong as Radzin did not do any attempt or violence 
upon any Town belonging to the Emperour , he ſhould not oppoſe 
him till the whole Navy were come together. 

About fourteen days after the whole Fleet arrived, conſiſting in'a 
great Number of $tr02gs with about 6050 Serelizzers, or Soldiers be- 
iides Powder, Shotand Proviſion. No ſooner was the Fleet arrived 
but Radgin by his Emmiſſaries had Intelligence of their whole aim, 
imploying ſuch perſons therein as he thought leſt ſuſpe&ed.Hethere- 
forc intimates his mind to ſome ofthoſe in whom he could repoſe 
beſt confidence, torun away and joynthem to the Governours For- 
ces under nameand.colour of Deſerters. Theſe ſpeeded them awa 
tothe Aſtrachan Fleet and feigned themſelves diſcontented with the 
abuſes which they pretended to have fuffered by Radzis , and were 
accepted in friealdy manner by the adverſe Party , who the rather did 
it for that they had hopes of a diſcoyery and dete&ion of Radzins

The Governour was not a litle diſmay'd at theſetidings, the more The great 
when he underſtood how the Commonalty mormared againſt him, "= 
and that Rad in was 1n general haudably ſpoke of , and that nst only = 
in cAſtrachan but aſwell in allthe Towns round about, that were under 
the ſubje&ion of the Emperour. The Srrelitzers who had not in a 
long time received Pay, and hearing how Radzin had given his men 
2 moneths Pay in hand found now occafion to grow murtinous , and 
that ſo unanimouſly that the Government and Officers durſt not OP- 
poſe them by any rigorous courſe or violent mean , but did all they 
could to perſwade them by fair words and promiſes. 
Raizin trading himſelf grow ſtrongerand ftronger,and that with the Radzing 
Ruſes now under his command he had about 16000 Men , he unſhip'd Fore 
a part of the Men , and ſent ſome to Czaritza, and others to Tz.4rnogar Pry 
* but he himſelf remained upon the Fleet, where he was 2s much ref, 
Qed asa King, and hada ſoveraigne aw over the People. When he wic 
was drunk few of the Officers durft appear in preſence , for it was any 
very cuſtomary with him, fora ſmall offence to behead a Man , al- 3, 
though the greateſt Minion or Favourite he had : The mcaner ſort 
were 1n no danger , for thofe were wont to flatter him » and upon a 
Wink would diſpatch their Officers , when he had taken any diſlike 
againſt them , and therefore willing to have them removed ,. and 
others in their place. Thus by giving ear to the Commons more 
than to the Officers he became more dreadfull and formidable; for the 
fole command and direCtion of the whole Army lay in himſelf. This 
beſides that gave the Rable ſuch encouragement that in che ſpace of . 
5 days after he had got the Afrachan Fleet, his Army was raiſed from 
16000 to 27000 Men , being a mixt multitude of Peſants , Slaves 
Tartars and Coſacks, and men of reſtleſs minds from all Parts, being 
tickled with the thoughts of free enjoyment of Plunder.

Radzin being arrived to this Pitch of Greatneſs was ſo puffed up 
as if he had conquered all the Empire ; tis truc he refuſed the Title 
of Emperour , ſaying , that his purpoſe was not to rule as Lord and 
Soveraign but to live with themas a Brother to revenge that Tyran- 
ny and Oppreſſions which They had for ſo many years, and their Pro- 
genitors for ſo many ages paſt, ſuffered againſt all Reaſon and the 
Law of Nature. But on the other ſide, he mainly oppoſed the King 
of Perſia, and aſſumed the confidence to Diſpatch Ambaſſadours to 
that Court to whom he delivered Inſtructions , full of lofty-proud 
ſwelling Titles, and in his Compellation ſtyled the Sophy , Brother. 
The Main and Sum of his Memorials and Inſtructions was, To urge 
the Sophy to enter intoan Alliance with him , and to ſupply him with 
Ammunition of war for his Money and what elſe he might have oc- 
caſion for, The ſaid Legates were ordered at firit to in{iſt upon this 
by ſoft means, but in caſe of refuſal te menace the Sophy , and tolet 
him underſtand that he, (theſaid Radziz) had 200000 Men ready 
to invade his Territories , and that he would take occafion to viſit 
him when he leaſt dreamed on it , &c. So ſoonas the King had un-

on, or repoſe any truſt ; inſomuch that many diſcontented perſons 
began to make Faftions and breath Rebellion , though not ſo openly 
as that the Government could take advantage to ſuppreſs it. The 
VF aywod Proſorofski conſidering that the Commonalty were very much 
incenſed , and that fome mutinous Enterprize was a hatching , he 
aſſembles the Lords and Council of CA4frachan, to conſult with their 
Judgments what was beſt to bedone in thoſe imminent Dangers and 
ſuncture of Aﬀeairs , and what courfe they ſhould take ro ſedate thoſe 
Animoſities and Heats , which 1l-affected perſons indeavoured to 
raiſe and fomentamong the Towns-men and Plebeians ; as alſo what 
manner of Defence to uſe againſt the approaching Enemy. As to the 
former they concluded , that there was no better way to remedy 
it , than toconduQthemſelyes warily in the latter, and firſt obſtruct 
the growing Power of the Rebells , which Perils being removed it 
might not then be doubted but that the Commons would be the better 
and ſooner pacified. Upon thisReſolution ſeveral worthy Gentlemen 
preſented their Service to go as private Soldiers upon that ſudden 
and urging Expedition , not daring any moreto put the leſt Confi- 
dencein the Srrelitzers. 

On the 10 of April 1670 the Bojar Petrofiki diſpatched 800 Horſe 
under the Conduct of Col. Levonti Bogdanof , whereof 400 were 
Ruſiians, the reſt Nagzyens, to furniſh the City Srariza, ( lying about 
80 German miles from CAfrahan ) with Ammunition and neceſſary 
Proviſion , and to ſtrengthen that Place with thoſe Men , which lies 
upon the River Dox or Tanais, where the Coſacks have their Reſidence. 
This River was of old ſuppoſed torun into the YYolga , as ſome Geo- 
graphers have been pleaſed to write, but later experience has fairly 
contradicted that opinion , for their Boats which are no more than 
trunks of trees hollowed,they are fain to drag and trail a days Journe 
over Land before they find the YYolga, at | nn" diſtance thoſ: 
Riversly to each other , where when they are come they ty heavy 
Balks oneach ſide to keep them above Water, and to give them a duc 
ballance and poize in their floating. 

On the 28 camean Expreſs to Hfrachan from Col. Bogdanof , with 
news that the Coſacks had already taken in Srarize , and had killed 1200 


Colacks, Hoſcovien Strelitzers , who were but newly come thither before the 
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Siege, this Relation was given the Collonel by a Captive Coſachk. The 47312 


YYaywod alſo got intelligence how that the Field-Tartars were in great 
diſcord among themſelves, and that their Fattions were fo far d 
ced, that they were becomeopen Hoſtility, and their Power waſted 
by inteſtine ſtrife ; upon which Collonel Bogdensf was marched on to 
Czornojar,which is an[mperial Town,about 50 German miles from Aſtra- 
chan. The ſaid Captive Coſack was fo tortured on the Rack, that the 
moſt hard-hearted Kufens then preſent had compaſſion of him , yet 
nothing could be forced from him but what he made voluntary con- 
feſſion of,before he came to the Rack. 

By this time the Emperour had got full intelligence of the Tumult 
of the Coſacks , and of Radzins purpoſe , together with his barbarous 
maſſacres already committed upon his Subyects,and that he continual- 
ly depopulated his Countrey , he gave order tolevy new Forces, in 
place of the Old,which were tobe ſent upon this Expedition, as alſo as 
many Streegs as could on a ſudden be put in Equippage , for which end 
the Deputies of the Towns uponthe Wolgs did their utmoſt to com- 
pletea Fleet of 40 Sail. Upon each Soeg was only one great Gun , 
but other Ammunition as much as was neceſſary for ſo many men 
as the Srroegh was capable or fit to carry. Aboard the ſaid Fleet' were 
2600 Ruſſian Strelitzers , and 560 voluntiers of 4fratay under the 
Condutt of Simeum [vanowitz Elbof a Kneez , who was for the time 
being made Commander in chief. Theſe men were of the Regiment 
of [van Ruſinski a Polander , but baptized a Ruſſian Profelyte , whoſe 
Lieutenant was one James PPonderham , 4 Scottich Gentleman. 
The other Commanders were Capt. Paul Rudolph a German. Capt. 
Robert Heut an Englichman , and Nicholas Schaack who was our Licu- 
tenant , being made a Captain by the Ryans. Beltdes two other 
German Lieutenants and two Enfigns of that Nation”, who were alſo 
Ruſcian Proſelytes. The reſt were Moſcovians and Polontans, 

On the 25 of May being Whitſunday , the Fleet left £/frachan, and 
the Coſack who was tortured almoſt to death hang'd up in their ſight. 
In the mean while the Citizens and Commons began to buzz and 
murmureagainſt the Deputy and the Officers , and ſo bold that 
they reviled him when he rode through the Town þ phe daring to 
ſuppreſs them for fear of a greater irruption of that rebellious Fire, 
which lay ſtill unſmothered , till he underſtood the ſucceſs of Simeum 
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Ivanovitz , whoſe happy arrival the DEputy and all peaceably minded 
perſons earneſtly longed for : the City being now 1n a very weak 
condition and low , ſince the Levying of thoſe that were ſent out 
with Simeum [vanowit7 , and conſequently the Mobile the bolder. Bur 
on the 4. of /une, by a Gentleman who had made his Eſcape , they 
had notice of the Aﬀairs of Tzornojar , that on the ſame day that the 
Knees Elboof made his appearance the Town was takenin, and that the 
Governour and Officers were all maſſacred and their Bodies thrown 
into the River : and further, what was more deplorable, the Privat 
Soldatc{que of Kzees Elboof had murthered all their Officers in the 
Fleet , declared themſelves for the Cofacks , and ſurrendred all the 
Shipping into the Hands of Srenko Radzin the grand Belweather , or 
Ringlcader of the Rebells; altho immediately before their coming at 
7;ornojar they had unanimouſly ſworn, to live and dy with their 
Leaders. The Report of theſe things , altho the Governour indea- 
vored to ſmother as much as was poſlible , gave the Rabble greater 
Occaſion to mutiny than they had before ; yea , ſo far they were 
induced , that they publicly reproached the Superiority that they 
durſt not look out of their doors , or windows , much leſs walk the 
ſtreets to conſult together of means to remedy the diſtemper of affairs, 
to defend themſelves againſt the Hoſtility abroad , and to ſuppreſs 
inteſtin Jarrsat home, for it was no rarething now to ſee the Rabble 
aſſemble togethers in heaps, and before the Doors of the Magiſtrates 
to cry out with infamous and bitter Railings , Now , now , the times 
begin to alter , it will be our turn next to Lordit , you villains come out and show 
your ſelves tothe VPorld, &c. 

The Governour in the mean while loſt no courage on his part, and 
the Gentry and Officers ſtill continued under hopes of Aſſiitance from 
the Field Army , and new ſuccour and Recruits from Meſcov, The 
Deputy therefore cauſed all the Ordnance to be viſited and laden by 
the German Gunners , and gave orders to furniſh themſelves with 
neceſſary Ammunition. However we could yery well remark , that 
were the Officers never ſo ſedulous , they were never able both to 
defend themſelves from ſuch a Power without , and be ſecure for 
Muriny within , of which many Reaſons were given to the Y/Yaywoar, 
and heas often forewarned by divers prudent Perſons. The Y/aywod 
Proferofski would willingly have had us in the Town-ſervice , but being

T | andcommotions, inſomuch that we thought it not fit to ſtay there 
a any longer, leſt we ſhould be maſſacred in the Uproar , bur no one 
x of us durſt ſpeak their minds, or be the firſt mover of ſuch means to 
i faveour lives, for that it might ſeem to ſtink too much of Rebellion, 
f nor could we know how it might be reſented. However it came ſo 
s far that Captain Butler began alſo to dread ſome ill might befall us -if 
b we did not conſult onr Safety betimes ; he therefore upon a time 
©' called us all together , and uttered his mind in theſe , or. the-like 
' words. Gentlemen , 1 doubt not but that y:u a e all ſenſible-of the preſent dan- 
s ger which hangs over our Heads , and thit there is notmuch hope left to hazard 


« owr Perſons any longer here , the Sum of what I have to ſay is briefly to adviſe 
# and requeſt of you all to pack up What y*18 have into the Thallop , and that we 
p forthwith betake our ſelves to the Perfian Coaſt , ard take what GOD in 
x in his bountifull Providence is pleaſed to allott us. He ordered us further to 
et all inareadine(s to be aboard before the Gates were ſhut, for that 

be was not reſolved to wait one quarter of an hour for-any. Perſon : 
in the mean while we made aquick diſpatch, and in a moment had gor 
ourbeſt Goods aboard , and all what we thought worth our while to- 
bring along. Our Captain adviſed us not to take 2 of our Company. 
with us, Brakand Trappen , becauſe they had wivesand children; and 
conſequently would both be a cumber for us, and uncaſineſs for-them-- 
ſelves on ſo | — a Voyage : but having compaſlion with my: 
neighbour Brak', I made him come aboard with his- Wife and 

' Child; but Trapper was not willing toleave Aftrachan, unleſs he had 
been better furniſhed with Money than he was , or ſomething cle in 
lieu thereof, Wewere 15 Men , beſides a Womananda Child in the 
Bb 3 Shal- 
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7UxzE. Shallop where we (till waited for the Captain and two other Perſons 

197% whoſeGoods wehad with us in the Boat. After a long expeQation 
we ſaw no Captain come, it growing late in the Evening , and our 
Men impatient of delay would needs thruſt off from the Wall , but 
Lambert Helt the Maſter reſtrained us all he could, ſaying , That it was 
what we could not anſwer, &c. Thus we ſtaid waiting till the Gates 
wereto, ſtill expeCting their coming , but midnight already come and 
no tidings of them we began to be in a hundred Fears : ſome were of 
Opinion that the Captain was gone in a Knore or ſome other ſmall 
Veſſel with the other two Gentlemen that were with him , or that he 
was taken and ſecured : others were jealous that the Wife of Trapper 
had betray'd us. Thus in great fear we lay allthetime , not know- 
ing what courſe to take , well knowing that if the Ruſſes had 
underſtood our Purpoſe, it would have coſt us our lives , nor had we 
dared to ſtay ſo long had not our Shallop lay on the other ſide of the 
Ship from the Town-ward, and thereforeout of ſight : Nor could we 
be eaſily induced to beleeve that they would miſtruſt our venturing 
our lives in the Sea with ſuch a Boat, Thus we reſolved by the grace of 
G OD tothwart the Caſpian Meer and ſo for the Perſian Coaſt , and 
rather truſt to the divine Providence of Heaven , than confide in the 
uncertain Mercies of unreaſonable Men. 
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They fall down the Wolga, and miſs their Courſe. Then touch at Oetzjoege. The 
ſtrange marner of fiching of the Bieloege.

'$ > the 22 of Iwneabout midnight we put off and rowed down the 
River and ran into a Creek , which we ſtill took for the wolgs, 
till afterward we found the contrary. We ſaw here and there ſome 
Cottages of the Nagayan-Tartars , but had not the Courage to go a 
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viſit them left we ſhould be taken and ſold for Slaves,” The Countre JUNE 
here about is very pleaſant , moſtly meadow ground , and plentitull 3770, 
of Camels, Dromedarics, Horſes, Sheep and Goats , which wan- 
der tothe belly in graſs : "Therearealſo ſome ſmall Woods in which 
weſaw many wild Swine with their Pigs playing together and ma- 
ſting. Here we were1n a great ſtrait.not knowing what to do, for we 
ſtrayed from one Lake to another, and almoſt ready to eat one ano- 

. ther up for vexation. In the mean while the Clouds began to riſe , 
very thick at South-eaſt which we thought did n_ ſtorm , as at 
hſt it broke outintoa Thunder, wherefore we were forced to put in 
ata reedy Ifland , ſo long as the Weather continued fo boyſtrous. 
When the ſtorm was over and the Sky began to clear up , we betook 
our ſelves tothe Water and directed our courſe to the Southward , 
where beating along the Coaſt we diſcovered a fmall Cnoots,or Tartarian 
Boat which came directly againſt us andasked whither we intended ; 
wetold them, For the Caſpia Sea. They thea again replied that we 
werefar out of our way , and if we went but a lale further that we 
would be in danger of being taken by theCrim-Tarrars and made Slaves. 
Hereupon ſome of our Company pray'd them that they would pilot 
us down to the mouth of the River, which they promiſed todo, and 
agreed with us for a Ducat, We took one of thoſe Tartars aboard the 
Shallop, and kept company a while with the reſt. After a few hours 
failing we got 0etsjeege, which is the chief place wherethe Fiſh Bilvege 
is taken,whereof Cavear is made, being far greater than a Sturgeon, but 
of the ſame kind. The Wolgzis here all laid in with Stakes , after the 
manner you ſee in the Plate, theſe Stakes are fet in rows ,. wideat the 
Entrance ſothat they can drivein the Fiſh, whichwhen once 1m they 
chace tothe other end , where it runs up toanarrow angle, ſo that ſhe 
can neither get forward , nor yet turn about, but is eaſily taken, When 
they have caught her they take outthe Rows , which weighs ordina- 
rily 300 or 4.00 {. but the reſt of the Fiſh they commonly throw 
away , although. ſometimes they pickle it, and ſend it to Atoſe 

: Where it iShetd in reaſonable good eftrem. Thelength of one of thoſe 

lorges is from 26 to 30 foot if come to its full growth. Ceveer 15 uſed 

all over Ruſiaand Moſcoviainſtead of Butter during their Lent , which 
28 I have beforeremarked , comes 4 times 2-year , and is likewiſe 


fearintoall parrs of Europe, ſo that this Fiſhing'is hard followed - 
t 
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the Ruſſe and Tartars who finding ſuch a good vent of their commo- 
dity make a conſiderable advantage of it : And fo many are the Stake- 
works here thata company of 145 or 20 Boats will take ſometimes 2 , 
3 or 4 hundred Fiſhona day , for no ſooner have they done at one 
place but they find chace in another. 

When we were come to thisPlace, The T:rtars would not convoy us 
any further, ſaying , If you were but ſenſible of the difficult paſſage to 
get the Sea, you would keep you where you are ; but , added they , if you will 
reſolve to go, when you are at Oetsjoege you may ſet your cour ſe direttly forward 
till you com? at the Sea, This we were forced to take in good part , and 
pay them for their pains. The _ we conditioned for ſatisfied 
them very well, but at parting they told us , that they were affraid. wt 
would not eaſily get through , Whereas they knew no better but there Was a ſtrif# 
watch held on each fide the Wolga. This laſt ſtartled us not alttle; 
however we reſolved unanimouſly hap hazard to venture through, 
let what would follow , adjudging it equally ſafe to run that peril, 
or to ſuffer the Calamities we were liable to, and had in ſome regard 
deſerved : and in that reſolution continued failing till we found: the 
Stakes or Pale-work ſo cloſe in the Mouth of the River , that there 
was only a narrow Paſſage to go through. About the end of the ſaid 
paſſage we ſaw a Redoubt, which at a diſtance ſeemed toybe yery 
ſtrongly fortified , which mainly increaſed our fears , but: greatly to 
our good luck we found no Watch but only a few Fiſhers , who Had 
no Authority , or warrant to examin,us , inſomuch that we ſteered 
boldly through ; but conſidering our Bread was almoſt brought to an 
end, for we were brought to an Allowance of an ounce per diem , we 
therefore turned backand prayed the Fiſhermen to ſupply us for our 
Moneys ; but they told usthey had hardly enough to ſuffice themſel- 
ves, whichjvery much diſheartned us, however they ſupplied us with 
Fiſh as much as we had need of toſerveus over the Caſpian Meer. 

On the 14 we ſet out and left the wolga, which there leaves it ſelf 
divided into ſeveral ſtreams or Heads like the Nile (as before)making 


ſo many ſeveral Iſlands ,: which are low and full of Reeds, except 


only the Ifland SatyriBoggore, which is ſurrounded on every fide with 
high Cliffs. Upon this Ifland we ſaw ſome Watch-houſes. which 
Stenko Radzin (evennowremembred ). had cauſed to be built , to view. 
the approachment of.; his Enenues.” | However it was-/not - intent: 


his 
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his intent or deſign (in building of theſe Watch-houſes } only to be youe; 
forewarned of any danger , but to prey upon the Perſian Merchant 197% - 
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men, who were bound for CMfrachay. From hence to the Circas- 
Mountains we often ſounded and found it neyer more , ar ſeldom leſs 
than 12 foot Water. All along the Coaſt we ſaw abundance of Wild- 
ecſe Pelicans and other Fowl which now and then we beſtowed a 
tle powder upon. Theſtrand was all grownover with Reeds, which 
grow toan incredible heighth, and the Water there we found deeper 
than off at Sea, in ſomuch that it were very commodious, in a {torm 
for any ſmall veſſel to ſhelter themſelves , dropping anchor a litle 
without , for the Reeds break of the Winds and the impetuous 
beatings of the Water. Inthe afternoon towards the Evening it 
began to thunder and rain very hard , the Wind was very high at 
South and by Eaſt , and our Courſe lay South and by Weſt, The 
Water all the time beat over the Gunhil , and two men forced to 
heave out with their Backlers , though hardly to any purpole , for 
notwithſtanding all the pains they took the Shallop was ſtill fall , the 
Tempeſt continuing ſo till 5 in the next morning , at what time it 
began to grow __ calm and moderate, yet not ſo but that we were 
drivenwitha fine freſh Gale. The Water here is freſh and potable, 
and affoards all manner of Fiſh, that uſually breed in freſh Rivers , 
Pike, Carps, Breams, &c. Beſides Sturgeons, Seals and other crea- 
tures that will endure both. 

On the 15 weloſt thefght of Land, and came about midday into 
the Bay Kieſelarke , whichis otherwiſe called the Golden Bay the ſand 
whereof ſhines as fire, and is therefore by ſome called Kiſelarſche Kolt- 
hoeh , which is no other than Goldey Bay. My curioſity was often to 
taſt the Water; ſometimes I found it laſt of Sulfur , ſometimes of 
Saltpeter, and ſometimes of an od bitter taſt , whence I collected 
that this came from the' property of the Ground and bottom. The 
River Kiſelar is a Branch , or an Arm of the Buſro , riſing about 8 
Dutch Leagues above Terk, and runs paralel with the Y/olgaabout 65 
leagues, ſodisbanding its floods into the Caſpian Sea. But now we 
wereina more deſperate Condition than ever , partly for that our 
Shallop was ſo loaden that we werenot a foot above Water,and on the 
other hand wanted bread , for we had not above 6 or 7 pound among 
all the Company. The Wind began togrow highand boyſtrous, and 
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towards the Evening we had a very rough Sea , every billow riſing 
Mountains high , inſomuch that with continual pumping and laving 
we had much ado to keep the Shallop'above Water , working ſome 
times 4.0r-5 together,and by taking turns relieved thoſe that were wea- 
ry every hour with freſh men. The next morning we could ſeeno land, 
but let all be left to the mercy of G OD. 

On the 16 we had aſtiff gale, and failed before the Wind , which 
furthered us ſo, that by noon we deſcried Land : and ſoon after got 
ſight of a Dageſtan-Tartar's Barque , which we made up to, but when 
wecamenearit, it was run upon a Bank , and deſerted of the Men, 
which upon our approaching them, jump'd over board. We percei- 
ving that it was only for us that they left their Veſſel , called out to 
them, and willed them freely to return and that we meant no harm; 
upon which they came back, and we pray'd them to furniſh us with 
ſome bread for our Money , but they told us that they had notenough 
for their own Voyage however they gave us 6 litle Loaves, for which 
they would have no money , as alſo dried Pears and Plumbs which we 
thankfully received. This ſaid Bark was laden with Bales of Silk and 
bound for CAfrachan , which when we underſtood we gave them a 
Caution, and told them that 'we verily beleeved that by that time 
Aſtrachan was in hand of the Coſacks , and conſequently we could not 
judge it ſafe for them to proceed on their Journey thither. They 
thanked us for our Advice, and directed their Courſe for Terky , that 
being alſo a good Market. Weagreed among our ſelves to follow the 
like courſe, with intent, atleaſt , to ſupply our want of Proviſion, 
not knowing whether the Town was taken in by the Cofacks , or that 
it was ſtill under the Emperour. About 9 1n the Evening we anchored 
before the Town, and immediately upon our anchorage ſaw 10 or 
12 Soldiers come rowing towards us , but when they came nigh ſaw 
that we were well armed , offered not to doany violent Ac, but only 
asked us, Who we were ?and, From whence we came ? Weanſwe- 
red, That we were He/landers , belonging to his Majeſties great Ship at 
tA(rachan,and were come thither toſound the Bay and Haven. Hs! Ho! 

ſaid they , are you thoſe men? You muſt come before the Lord Deputy : hereupon 
we made anſwer, That it Was then tos late , but the next Morning betimes 
We would wait upon his Excellency. With this anſwer they ſeem'd to be 
ſatisfied but we thought it not ſafe for us to tarry there long , but

and a wide and deep Mote, encompaſſing it quite round. The City is 
ſeated ina Champan Countrey without either Wood or Hill fo far as 
one can view. The River is alſo called Terky by the Moſcoviens , but by 
the Inhabitants Timenty. The Banks lying upon the Sea are all grown 
over with Canes,and rough. Terky is a place of great Truſt, being the 
Kay or Barricado of the C7ars Dominions , for it lies on the Frontiers 
of the Ruſſian Territories, and for that end has always a Garriſon of 
2000 Strelitzers. 

All the night it blew very hard , and in the morning we ſaw land 
on each ſide. The Iſland which lay on the Larboard fide we called 
eMeynaders Ifland , becauſe he was the firſt that diſcovered it. We 
ſteered direMly through the Iſlands , and when we were about 20 
Th leagues within the Bay, we diſcovered high land , which awe after-

The Countrey is very fertile , producing good ſtore both of Fruit 
and Grain , and 1s alſo good Paſture-ground. The men are very 


Perſons » corpulent and withall robuſt , have broad-faces but not ſquare like 


the Calmucs , or Crims; they are of a ſwarthy yellow complex1on ,. and 
ſhave their Heads and Beards after a.ſtrange manner : Crofs over the 
head they make zbare ſtroak,and yet let a tuft grow 3n-the Crown,and 
oneach hideit hangs down in.two great buſhes, which ſometimes they 
let hang looſe , and ſometimes. plate. They wear gray Felt-coats 


1. Witha mantle of the ſame, which 1s rough without ; this they hang 


flovenly about the neck made faſt with a great button , that they can 
turn it which way they liſt, and makeit ſerve fora Buckler againſt the 
Wind, They ſometimes wear Bonnets , made of cloath, which they 
fold intoa ſquare figure, that they look like Jeſuits Caps when they 
wear them. They areaſurly ill-natured people and blockiſh , not fit 
to converſe with, but yet more friendly than the Calmwurs. TT hey ſeldom 
appear abroad without their Horſes, upon which they ſeem as if they 
were plapted. Their Arms are a kind of Muſquet ,. but the Long- 
bow 1s with them more in uſe , which they can handle with great 

dexterity. | | 
Their Women in yegard of their complexion ſeem almoſt as if they 
were of another Nation, being in reality very fair and lovely , their 
Skin as white as the faireſt people of Ewrepe ,and their countenance 
angelical; which I have often wondred at , when I compared them 
with the Men. They are alfo well proportioned in their Bodies and. of 
a middle ſtature. "Their Eiebrows are jet-black , as alfo their Hair 
which hangs dowain ſeven or 8 curled locks on each fide the Head, 
They cover not their Faces, like moſt of the Women in the borde- 
dering Nations. Their Head-attire is a double black Hood , lined 
with Cotton and made faſt under the Chin : above that they wear a 
Velvet or ſattinQuoif,and are very nice in ſetting of it. The Widdows 
are diſtinguiſhed by wearing a Cows-bladder behind their head , full- 
blown , and covered over with Silk , or ſome fine Stuff, ſo that at a 
dijtance.one would.think that they had 2 Heads a piece. In wm 
they 
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they wear Furs, butin Summierarefo impatient of heat , that they zyxe, 
only wear alooſe Shirt of red , green'or blue ,; and that open from: '579 


the Collar tothe Navel. Thoſeof better faſhion do uſually wear two 
Coats and a pairof Drawers coming down to the Calf of the Legg , 
and ſometimes to the ancles. They are as curious in ſetting of their 
\ Breſts as the En24m or French Ladies , altho they never accuſtome 
themſelves to painting. They are very familiar and free in converſa- 
tion and will notrefule toler a ſtranger kiſs them : altho in preſenco 
of their Husbands who are never jealous without reaſon. To confeſs 
the Truth I was very much careſfed by them, being often beckned at 
under colour of viewing my Habit , which to them ſeemed very 
ſtrange. To be brief their Women are as curious: in their Accoutre- 
ments and adorning of the Body , as they are complete perſons by 
nature. They are very ambitious and emulating in ornaments , and 
are well trick'd up with Chains , Bracelets , Rings and other finc 
things, and thoſe both of Gold, Silver, Pearl, Coral , &c. which 
they become excecding well. As I have already ſaid, they are very 
friendly and familiar with ſtrangers, as appeared by their community 
with us, when as ſome of our men began to tickle and play with them, 
which they took all in good part , but HE that offered to be bglder 
paid ſeverely for it. The Men, altho the Alchyan do diſpence with 
Polygamy , yet they reſt contented with one wife , whether becauſe 
they think it too chargeable,or otherwiſe unreaſonable I cannotaftirm: 
They are Mahometans by profeſſion , but in reality ngeer Hea- 
thens; foralthongh they ſpeak much of one only eternal God the 
Authorof their being , and Adminiſtrator of the World , yet they 
deny him 1n their Idolatry and Devil-worſhip. "They have neither 
Prieſts, Churches, nor Writ, butat certain times and places preſent 
themſelves with their Offerings. The greateſt day wherein they pay 
theſe Religious duties 1s on the Feſtival of St. #25 which happened 
on that very time when we were there,which we eſſayed to fee folemnt- 
zed, but were not permitted. All I could obſerve was only the Sa- 
«rificing ofa Hee-goar , which after they had cut off his Genitals, 
offered the fore and boyled the hinder-part , which themſelves always 
eat , hanging the Hide upon a,Stake , which 1s done with a few 
Ceremonies and Singing. Theſe Solemnities are alfo done as often 
as any of their Friends are deceaſed , whoſe corps they commir 
very 
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very decently to the Earth but not without a great howling and 
a noiſe ; thoſe alſo that follow him tear and mangle their Bodiey 
after an unuſual manner.

CHAP, XVIL © 


They Author and his Company err in their Courſe. They meet with a Colac-Bark, 
A great Tempeſt. The Beginning and Limits of the Dageſtan-Tartars ; Their 
Poſture or Frame of Body , Habit and Way of Living. They are great Pla« 
giaries, The Barrenneſs of the Dageſtan Mountains. Another great _—_— 
The Shallop run aftrand and is ſpied by the Tartars , who plunder them. The 
ſtrange way of elefting the Dageſtan Kings. They are aſſailed by another Com- 
pany who ravich the Woman un preſence of her Husband , and convert them 
all to Slaves. The Author tortured ta deteft his Companions , which he man- 
fully endures. They are brought before the Olſmyn , and chamed. 


N the 19 do, we ſet ſail and direted our courſe towards the 
Iſland Tzer3ien, which wefailed paſt, and had Tz4erlan to the lee- 
ward ; having very miſty weather all the while, which dured 24 hours 
Or more. | 
The next morning it cleared up, and wegot ſight of the high Circas 
Mountains , which we aimed at, it poſſible to come nearer the ſhoar, 
& ſo to coalt it all along , after we had laboured and lay beating in the 
Wind about 3 or 4 hours we ſaw a long neck of Land, which we took 
foran Iſland, and indeavouring to fail through a narrow paſſage we 
found our ſelves ina Quickſand, ſo that we were fain to tack about, 
having fail'd the whole day in vain ,, and at the dawning of the day we 
came intothe Channel which was a good ſandy ground and fit for 
Anchorage. Here we met witha Bark having about 60or 70 Men on 
board , who called to us and prayed us to help them afloat , preten- 
ding they were aground, and faſt among the ſands , which ſome of 
our Company would have done , but the major part were for the 
Negative, and fo overſway the reſt that were willing z for we ſaw the 
Veſleljogg too and again very lightly, that we eaſily ſuſpe&ted ſome 
bad deſign, as afterward it appeared , for when they ſaw us wind 
about, they made all the Sail they could and purſued us, till finding 
that we were very well armed they gaye over their chace, wo 
aboar 
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aboard were Coſatks +, and as we beleeved of Rad7ins Folk. 
Finding that they left us we conſulted which way'to fteer , and 1670 


reſolved to ler drive before the Wind. We ſounded and found 4, 
fathom, and came in a ſhort time cloſe by Zierlan , which we found 
toly in 4.3 degy. 7 min. From hence we ſaw the famous Ararat, moun- 
ting his head far above the Caucaſus , which was nearer us. The Land 
of the Ifland Zierlan is all covered with ſhells , which ſeem to be 
-waſhd over , with high Floods and Inundations , whence I preſume 
none will Inhabitit. About evening we put off , and after an hours 
failing ſounded and found we had 6 fathom and a ſandy ground. 
When night came we were ſurprized witha great Tempeſt, and the 


- Sea roſe mountains high,inſomuch that we expected every moment to 


goto bottom , and ſowe were thrown toandagain on the tops of the 
billows.In the morning it began to clear up and the Winds abated ſom- 
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ething , ſo that we made alitle fail, and indeavoured to ſteer towards 
the High-lands on the Circas coaſt. After much labour in beating 
through the Waves , and danger of our lives we got that heighth. 
We failed by a Tartarian City Seated near the Water between two 
Hills, and by the way met with a cMoſcovian Boes where the Men aboard 
had acquaintance with us, having lay with their Veſſel aboard our 
Shipat cAfrachan. Theſaid Men invited usall to dinner , of Freſh 
Mutton and Rice, which they firſt parbotled, and afterward ſtewed 
with Butter , of which we madea hearty meal. After we had taken 

ourleaves of them , we ſteered away by the Coaſt , and faw many 

pleaſant Valleys and a fruitfull Countrey. When the Evening came 
on , and we ſecing it good weather reſolved thatnight to take our reſt, 
which we had not done for 3 nights together , and to that end drop- 
ped anchor. 

On the 20 we came within 15 Leagues of Derbent, which is theland The ne. 
of the Dageſtan Tartars, who are ſocalled for that they inhabit the hilly —_— 
Countrey , the word Dag in their tongue ſignifying a Mountain. That Their * 
part of the Countrey which lies toward the Sea 1s dry and heathy , _ 
but within land very fruitfull, as afterward to our ſorrow we found it. and Frey 
The men are very robuſt andable of Body , of a deep {warthy com- wing, 
plexion, and terribleto look at: Their Habit is much at one with the 
Circas-Tartars, Their ſhoes are onely made of an Horſes hide undreſt 
and of one piece, drawn together above the foot with Thongs, Their

7088. Armsare only Bow Arrows and a Scimmatar , although ſome have 
197% alfoSpears and Launces : when they ride out , or go upon any ex- 
'  pedition, they put themſelves in Harnaſs, to wit , a Helmet and a 
Target. They are great Men-ſtealers, not ſticking if they find oppor- 
tunity io ſ-ll their own Relations,or Children of their neareſt Friends, 
which the y bring to the Turks and Perſiavs. They are very bold , and 
not caſily dauntedat any forreign Power , truſting to the ſteep craggs 
and Mountains which are to others inacceſſible. They are Mahome- 
tans by profeſſion , but ſorry Zealots for their Religion. The Women 
feed and keep cattel , but their men go out a RO Theſe Moun- 

rains are very barren and ſandy except where.t is chalky. | 
The next day we weighed anchor and came before the Tartarian 
town Beynak, which when we had jult paſſed by, it hegan to blow very 
hard, from the Sea ward, we having then about 16 fathom Water. 
In the mean time the Sea began to grow very rough and hollow , 
that we were forced to run the Shallop immediately a ſtrand for 
fear of overturning; being then but 5 leagues from Derbent , which 
was the neareſt Land. Durealy before the coaſt lay along Rifor Bank 
and round about us was rocks , which we bythe grace of G O Deſca- 
ped , tho very narrowly ; for indeavoring to get our ſelves afloat 
again weran into a Circleof Rocks about 3 or 4 foot under Water, 
and had much labour to get clear. Having now wrought our ſelves 
out we gaveour ſelvesover to the mercy of Heaven , letting the Boat 
drive what way it would , tillat laſt by a great Sea we were thrown 
upon the ſtrand, without either loſs of men or Goods , every man 
packing up what they thought fit to carry along with them. The 
Goods which belonged to Capt. Butler and Mr. 7ermund we buried 
in the Sand, thinking to ſend for them upon occaſion by the Perſians. 
But moſt unhappy proved this our landing here, for no ſooner were 
we come aſhoar but we were eſpied by the Tartars , who came and 
delved up the Goods we had fo hidden , and carried it away upon 
their Horſes toalitle Village hard by, and brought the news of ſuch 
an accidental Booty to Aly S«/tar , their Prince , whocame on Horſe 
back with a guard of Troopers to ſeek us, Altho by day we hid our 

ſelves in the Woods, and by night went forward on our Journey. 

Having remained one night 1n the Woods where we took our reſt, 
Our Company conſulted what was beſt to do , whether to m_ 
OI- 
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forward on our journey or to tarry ; It was adviſed by the major-zoys, 
part to go, but I was rather deſirous totarry 3 or 4 days longer , till '5- 
che heat of the purſuit was over, that ſo thinking when the Terters 
ſhould have ſought for us a while in vain, they would give usover 
for loſt. However they were very forward to be going , and rejected 
my Counctl. In the mean while C. Br«k ſlept with his wife and'child 
at a litle diſtance from us, and the reſt of the Company would that 
we ſhould leave them there, becauſe that the Woman and Child were 
but a cumber to us. So ſoon as I underſtood their intent was to leaye 
them ſo, I inſiſted on the contrary, with words to this effe&.. Proy 
Gentlemen remember your ſelyes;, to what end ſhould you do ſuch an wwworthy 
afF , and leeve thoſe poor ſouls behind us who have neuher Money tior means 
to ſubſet , and muſt in all apparency periſh in 4 ſtrange place ? and then what 
guilt muſt we have upon our Conſciences? But know this if you indeed reſolve , 
to go and leay'em it is alſo my reſolution to cry out and make our Fates equal. 
When they ſaw me fo zealous and in a hot paſſion, they were con- 
tented to take them with us. I was the more concerned at it, for his 
Fathers ſake , who when we left our Native Countrey ſhow'd us 
all imaginable Friendſhip, and therefore indeared him the more to 
me. About half a day we marched with Muſkets and other heavy 
Armor upon our ſhoulders, beſides our baggage, along the ſides of 
the Mountains, till at laſt we came intoa Valley where we were i 
by a Company of Troopers, being about 15 or 16. Theſe madeup 
towards us, and drove harderand harder, till coming nearat hand , 
we began to conſult about the point of Safety, yet could not come 
to an unanimous Reſolution till it was too late: ſome were for De- 
fence , others for yielding , which Advice was thought beſt , and 
approved on by the major part ; for that we thought if the kind 
Heavens had given us the Field for that time, yet we wereſure that 
ſome muſt looſe their lives, and that they might in the mean time 
be ſeconded by another freſh Party , who when all was done wauld 
take the remainder and uſe us the more unkindly for our abſtinacy. 
; We therefore upon their approachment freely ſurrendred our felves They fur- 
into their hands and implored their Mercy after the beſt manner, ,j,,. 
and with all the ſigns we could: When they had got us into ther »# » 
Power, they drove us into the Juriſdition of the Scemkals, for wg © * 
were then withinthe Confines of the _ When they had ys us * 
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77n, within their own limits, they allighted from their horſes and plun- 
1670 dered'us , yet not with that rigorous uſage we feared , for having 
ſtript us of our upper Garment they let us go, taking only what we 
had with us that was thought to be of any value. They took from 
me a Parcel of rich Silk, which. I had bought of the Rebells at Afra- 
chan, but my 'pold Chain which I had faſtened in the inſide of my 


Garter they did not find. When they had thus pillaged us, they di. 


re&ed us which way to go for our Safety. 

Dazeftan is a Countrey ſubjett to divers Princes and Lords who 
are independently Sovereign , but .the moſt principal Provinces are 
Seemtal and Ofmin, already mentioned : and of thoſe two, the for- 
mer 1s the more eminent , the Government whereof is not heredi-

ng , Myrſes (as they term them) areafſembled , theſe being (et all in order 
Prince. round about him, he throws up a hitle Apple , but whether of 
Gold , or Gilded , I cannot be poſitiv : upon this they all grabble 
to catch it , and he that getts it is choſen for their Prince, altho, 
he can favour any he has a mind to, by caſting it that way. Which 
may alſo ſery for an Embleme torepreſent Elections in other placcs , 
where Policy feems to be more refined. | 
They we By that time we had travelled an hour, we were aware of another 
95s Troop of Horſe, greater than the former , who fell ſuddenly upon 
my * us, ſtripped us to the ſhirts , and raviſhed the wife of my Countrey- 
feet ran Brak, before our Eies, and left her naked. My ſhirt and Drawers 
which were left me I gave to the Woman , on whom I had more 
They compaſiion than on my ſelf. Upon this deplorable accident we took 
_ our Levee of each other and departed , being naked and unfit to 
each aſſiſt each other any more , going two or three in a company to- 
_ gether. Els Picterſon and Mr. Tolk chuſed to go with me, and by that 
' time we had travailled 2 or 3 hours further we were ſet upon by ano- 
The ther Company of Horſes, belonging to the 0/min. Theſe took us, 
Auther tied our hands behind our back, made us faſtto their Horſes Tails , 
"and fo to trot after them through Thiſtles and Thorns backwards, 
takenaxd ſo that the Horſe men driving on apace ſometimes dragged us for- 
Shvw,, Ward, for it was not poſſible that we ſhould keep pace with them. 
| After they had brought us a good way , they unticed me my 
| ing 
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ding me faſt to a Tree, ſhot me with their Arrows , whichthey had FOE, 
broken off and made ſtumped on purpoſe to urge me to diſcover the 157%: 
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reſt of our Company. But when they could not move me todete& 
them they continued ſhooting, that I often wiſhed that they would 
have diſpatched me y and rid me of that miſery. The marks and pits 
remain {till in my Body, as I have ſhown them to many hundreds 
ſince my arrival at home. Theſe Torments I endured with incredi- 
ble patience, not willing to detect my Countreymen, Torments, I ſay, 
that none without experience could be able to imagine how great. 
When they inſiſted hard that I ſhould tell them which way they went, 
I told them that they went toward 'the Hilly Countrey,, -althoLwas 
certain on the contrary for they had determined to goalong the-Ri- 
yer, that they might have their ſhelter in the Woods. After they had 
uſed us ſo inhumanly and out of hopes of petting any thing from 
us, they took me and Els Pieterſs, tied us legg tolegg with a ſmall 
Iron-Chain , and ſo brought us up to the Prince 0/mm, often threat- 
ning that they would tear us limb from limb, fuſtaining. that Opi- 


* nion of us that we wereof Stephen Radzin's Company, and ſent out 


as Emmiſſaries on his behalf , and therefore were reſolved that his 
Inſolencies ſhould be lay to our charge. When I underſtood that 
their Opinion and Intentions were ſuch, I was in a great conſter- 
nation , not that I was affraid of Death (for that was what I chiefly 
longed for, at that time) but that we were liable to ſucha bad Cen- 
ſure , and could not explain our ſelves ſo well, as to ſatisfy them 
to the contrary : and beſides all that to be kept alive and ſuffer fo 
many Tortures as they threatned us, to detect what we were utterly 
ignorant of, and unable torfatisfy them in. | 

When we came to the Princes Palace, they led us thro the'Guards 
that ſtood on cach ſide with naked Scimmatars in their hands, theſe 
we expected to be our Executioners , tohew us in pieces, altho after- 
wards we underſtood it was the manner there, when captives are 
brought before the Prince. So ſoon as my Companion ſaw this wofull 


;light he turned his head about, and ſtared upon me witha very fright- 
full look, which I beleeve was the firſt time, and theoccation of a 


Frenzy , which he has been often ſince poſſeſſed with, and I þbe- 
leeve (if he be alive) continues with him till this day. Being come 
before the Prince we threw ourſelves down at his feet; he —— 
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aſked us, Whence we came , and to what end we were come thither ? We an. 
ſwered , Dutch , and fled from Aſtrachan , to aveid the Cofacks, 
Who upon our departure were about to lay ſiege to that City, and now come to 
implore your Highneſſes gracious Protetion, All this I hear very well (quoth 
the Prince) but [ ams certain that you are your ſelves Coſacs, and of that 
Rout Which not long ago depopulated my Country and made Havoc of my Subjects, 
and now the Villain, your Maſter having taken in Aſtrachan has ſent you as 
Spies and Explorators to viſit my Towns. Our reply was , Sir, we know 
nothing of the Deſigns of the Colacs , but ſerved as Marriners in a Sbip, 
Which ſome of our Countrey-men have built for the Emperour of Moſcovaa. 
When the Prince heard that, he was fome what appeaſed , hearing 
us with more attention , and that we might the better be underſtood, 
he called for ſome Ruſſzar Slaves , who aſſured him that we wereno 
Coſaks but real Dutch, for that we had nothing of the Coſac-DialeQ. 
Upon this the Prince turned about, and told us our Life was gran- 
ted us. This news was very welcom to us, but had been more wel. 
com if we had with one been ſet at liberty for we were chained ſeve+ 
rally and ſent away to Mahemet Sultan , the Princes Son, whoſe Re- 
ſiding place was near mount Cdrareth.

N the 21 dizo, my Companion and I took our leaves of each 
other, but not without great ſadneſs, for ſo ſoon as we were 
brought out, and underſtood that we were to go two feyeral ways, 
T obſerved Tears run down his cheeks , which alſo moved'me to weep, 
for that we were out of hopes ever to ſee one anothers face again in 
this World, neither that our Wives or Friends ſhould eyer hear from us 
or 
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or that we ever were like to beredeemed by our Friends or Countrey wwe, 
men being in a remote Land. Having thus taken our laſt Farewell of 1679. , 


each other, I was {et upon a Mule, and committed to the Charge of 
ſome Slaves and Renegados, who were to bring me tothe Court of 
Prince Mahomet ,. being about 3 | Dutch | miles from Urwan. | 

About Evening we came to a Village called 77w bag ſeated upon 
a high Mountain , where we took up our lodging Ne that night. 
While we ſtayed here there came abundance of Women to ſee me, 
who wondred that I wore ſuch long hair , for the Inhabitants 
of theſe Countreys (being Mahomerans) always ſhave their Heads 
bare. 

On the 22 betimes in the morning we ſet forward , and went 
through a great Grove of Fruit-trees , where we ſaw abundance 
of wild Swine maſting of the ſhaken Fruit. Theſe Fruit trees do 
not 'grow naturally of themſelves here, for =_ have an Ordinance 
among them in that Countrey, That none, of whether Sex it be, 
ſhall marry , till they can prove that they have planted a Hundred 
Trees with their own Hands , ſo that they begin wher: they are 
Children to plant; which having been obſerved for ſome Ages, is 
the reaſon that this Wood is grown ſo wide. There are divers ſorts 
of Fruits , as Apples, Pears, Cherries, Figgs, Almonds, Wall- 
nuts and others, and that in ſuch abundance that the hundreth part 
is not conſumed or us'd, for none are prohibited to pluck andcarr 
away. There is alſo very fair Medow and Arable Ground , the Fields 
full of Corn, aftoarding many delicate and rich Plants, both for 
Kitchin uſe, and Medicinal. Cattel is there both good and pleati- 
full , far ſurpaſſing ours in Erepe for fatnefs , efpecially Kine & Sheep; 
Goats and Swine, both wild and tame, run together in innumerable 
Flocks , but incredible is the Plenty of Hens and Pidgeons which 
are brought in and ſold fortrifles. 

On the 3oth wearrived at Urwan, or Ervan, 2 City ſituated under 
Mount Ararat , in: the Countrey of the Medes , about 65 Leagues. 
from the Caſpian ca. The Town is not very wide, but ſufficiently 
munited with ſtrong walls of ſtone, being about the greatneſs of £Mlc- 
mer 1n North-Helland. There are in it fome Perſian Moſquees,. and 
Churches, as alſo a Cloyſter of Cermelite Friars. They uſe no kind 
of Commerce , or Merchandiſe , fave that of Slaves ; which the 
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rwws. Dageſtan Tertars come to buy there , and are there ſo cheap that a 

$056 lufty well-bodied youngman 1s ordinarily ſold for ten Crowns , as 
ſome of our Company were ſold for the ſame price. The City Urwaes 
is moſtly inhabited by the poorer fort of Armenians; but Mount Ara- 
rat, by thoſe of the Royich Faith , and other Chriſtians. 

Mount Ararat is ſeated juſt in theparting of Armeniz from Media , 
and is reckoned under the rank of the Dayefta» and Caſpian Moun- 
tains. The Armeniens call it Meſſe, and the Perfians MHegri : It is 
much higher than either Cawcaſ#s, or the famous 7errws, orany other 
Mountain in all Medi:t, Armenia or Perſia, fo far asone can view. It 
is a blew, and dark-coloured Rock. I have found there a kind ofa 
dark yellow Mineral , very ponderous , and ſparkling ; but could 
neyer learn what metral it would have produced if melted , nor that 
of a ſparkling Sand and Dutt, which I alſo found here, although I 
brought a proof of each, which I loſt, when we were taken at Sea 
M the Engh/h and plundered, as herafter ſhall be ſaid at large. This 

ountain 1s for the moſt part barren , and without Earth , and what 
may be further ſaid by way of Deſcription , the Reader will find 1a the 
Refation of my Aſcent towards the Top of it. . 

My Maſters purpoſe was to fell me here, but I could eaſily per- 
ceive, that they had no great mind to buy me. The ſame evening 
two Carmelite Friars came to me, and aſked, It I was nota Chi- 
rurgeon, or, if I hadany Judgment that way? I replied , No: but 
not ſatisfied with the Anſwer | a them , they applyed themſelves 
to my Patron, aſking him the ſame Queſtion; the one of them tel- 
ling him, that a Friend of his had a Rupture, and if I could perform 
the Cure , they would give him 50 Crowns. My Maſter hearing 
ſuch a tinkling ſum of Money promiſed, preſs'd very hard upon me 
to undertake the Work, promiſing upon Condition that I effected 
the Cure, he would declare me Freve. Hereat I was in a great ſtrait, 
on the one hand incited by theſweet hopes of Freedom, and on the 
other daunted when I thought what a ſevere penalty I was liable to, 
from the hands of thoſe cruel men, if I ſhould chance to miſcarry. 
However I took courage, and conſented to take the Patient in ns | ; 

.zruſting in the good Grace of GOD, and hoping for a lucky ſucceſs, 
which alſo would have come to paſs, by the death of one of us three. 


"Thus I undertook the Journey , and was ſeven days before I came 
ro 
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to the Hermites Cell, travailing every day 5 Miles, which werec-2vt. 
koned for a good days journey, the more, in regard that the higher '* 
we came, the-ſteep&r we found the Hill. Ar every 5 Miles ba, 
tound a Hermitage , where we were ſupplyed with a Peaſant'and 
an Aſs , to carry our Proviſion , 'and Wood for Fewel ; becaufe 
that about the midle of the Mountain it isſo extreme cold , that Ice 
of half a nights freezing , will bear man and horſe. In our Journey 
upwards, we paſſed through three ſorts of clouds. The firſt were 
thick , miſty and dark. The ſecond were cold and like fnow , al- 
though it was then perfe& ſummer below in the Valleys , and fo 
warm that the Grapes were very carly ripe. The third fort were ſo 
cold , that we could hardly endure any longer, and thought verily 
that we ſhould have grown ſtiff, and not able to proceed on our Jour- 
ney. But having now travailed 4. days, and had paſſed through the 
higheſt and coldeſt clouds , we found the Air very temperate and 
tolerable. On the 7 of that Moneth , we arrived at the Hermites 
houſe, which was hewen out of a Rock, the Weather being there 
ſo moderate and gentle as man can imagine, or heart can wiſh; nei- 
ther more hot than might very well be endured, nor yet more cold 
than was expetible and congruous to humaneconſtitutton. The fun 
enlivened us with thwarting beams , which were again refracted , 
with the refreſhinP gales of Wind ; the Wind corre&ing the Sun ," 
the Sun the Wind. The Hermite told me he had lived there 25 years , 
and never had ſeen the weather any otherwiſe. But on the top of the 
Hill , it wi* yet more calm , where as none can remember that 
the Air there did ever change , or wasſubje& either to Wind or Rain , 
which is preſumed to be the reaſon that the Ark has endured ſolong 
without being rotten. 

Going into the Hermites Cell, I took a view of the Rupture, 
which 1 ſaw was ſhut forthabout the bulk of a henns-egg ; and with 
one aſked him, How long he had had it? heanſwered, A Maneth :

T © ſoon as I was arrived at Urwan and entred the Houſe of my 
Patron eHMehemet , he gave order to ſecure me with 2 Chains, for 

he feared that I would make my eſcape, by running into the Tur- 
kich Jurisdiftion. One of theſe Chains was light and tolerable , but the 
other very maſly and ponderous, inſomuch that to bear the Chain 
alone , might ſeem to be Slavery enough. This Condition brought me 
intoa deep Melancholy, even to death, not only that I should be. 
come a Slave, but that my Patrons Incredulity should be the occa- 
ſion of ſuch Aﬀiction to me, as alſo that he should ſo much vio- 
late his Word, when having promiſed to let me go free again, on 
7 upon my effeCting the Cure, which 
the Heremite cauſed to be honeſtly paid; for had I nottruſted to 
that his promiſe, I should have prevailed with the Heremite fo far 
as to purchaſe my liberty, ſince the Slave-market 1s there very low. 
Beſides all this he continually wrought upon me to renounce Chri- 


- Ntianity, with many fair Promiſes, as, that if I would be Circum- 


oy 


ciſed 
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! he would give me , two of the faireſt Damoſels in the Coumtey wt; 


| dy in framing of an Anſwer, deſiring him rather to ſevere my head 
| from my body, than to urge me to what my Conſcience would not 
 difpence with: yet not fatiſhed with this Reply , he perſiſted on, - 
| _ told me that he would give me fo many Acres of Ground, be- 
| {des Orchards and Slaves : yet althe could imagine to perfwade me 
to embrace the Twrkih Faith, would not move me fo much as to 
give him the leſt hopes : infomuch that for that time he broke off 
without giving me any ſharp Language. Shortly after he fent 2 fair 
' Girls , who ar-fieſt entrance faluted :me very triendly , and begin- 
' ning with a trifling difcourſe , they proceeded on to more ferious 
| matters, and confequently proffered themfelves to me as Wives , 
! making uſe of a Ruſean Shve to be their Interpreter: and to make 
| their requeſt prove the more effe&tual , they began to ſtroakme, and 
play a hundred wanton tricks to allure me , which when Lperceiv- 
ed , prayd them to deſiſt and not to trouble me any. longer, for 
it was againſt ary Conſcience to violate the Laws of Chriſtianity , 
which forbid Polygamy , having already a Wife by whom I had 
two Children , and although I were in the moſl remote 
of the World, I ſhould not alienate my Loveand Troth, :by mars 
| rying of another fo long as ſhe was alive. To this they made an- 
fwer , That I ſhould never ſee eirher my own Countrey or Rela- 
tions again , and that many thouſands would be grad of what'was 
proffered me ,and therefore willed me to accept of it, left I ſhould 
afterwards repent when it could not be revoked , &c. After they had 
uſed a few ſuch hike Arguments they leit me. Hardly weretheygot 
out but my Patron came in , who fell to work again with greater, 
and more ſpecious promiſes than before, as. That if I would be- 
comea Muſulman | or True Beleever | he would advance meto the 
| Dignity of a Commander in the Guards. This perplexed me very 
{ much when I ſaw him fo earneſt, thinking that if he could not 
get his will by fair means, he would proceed to rigour, and being 
abſolute Lord and Soveraign, as well of the Conntrey, as of my 
Perſon , would force me to. embrace the l1ahometan Refioion » how- 
ever I had already ſtood out ſo much Torture, that being a litle 
bardned to it I feared it fo much the leſs : but 'gave him a ſhort 
| E ce 3 An. 
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Anſwer ; to this Effect , Sir, All the fair promiſes you have already , and 


"that you may hereafter make shall nat have that efficacy with me, as to 


make me renounce my Faith, for I had rather diſpatch my ſelf, than to im- 
brace Mahometaniem. He hearing me ſay ſo did not tor that time preſs 
me much more. 

On the gi. dio I continued ſtill in Chains, at what time the 
young Damoſels that had been with me before, were ſent again, 
who, as they did the laſt time, endeavoured to perſwade meto turn 
Mahometan , neither did they deliit to uſe all manner of Allurements 
they could deviſe, toentice me toly withthem , for ſo they thought 
that if 1 had done that, I muſt ether become Turk, or dy a mi- 
ſerable Death; They further did what they could to put me in mind 
of my preſent miſery, and told me that I muſt neverexpect toen- 
Joy wy better than what I ſaw before my eies ; and in the conclu- 
ſion of all, told me that they wondred at the Folly and Vanity of 
the- Chriſtians who were fo frictly tied to Monogamy , or only to 
marry one Wife , when as the Mahomerans might have as many as 
they liſted , or thought themſelves capable to maintain. 

My Maſter altho he was a Prince yet thought it no diſhonour to 
trade in Commerce: but the chief thing he had which brought him 
up the moſt Revenues , were the Baths which he kept ; having 
ſom almoſt in every City, as well in his own Juriſdiction as in Perſca 
and other Countreys , whereof thoſe were the moſt conſiderable, 
at Derbent , at Scamachy, andat 1/pahan, which brought himina vaſt 
ſum of Money yearly. | 

The reaſon why the Baths are there in ſuch eſteem , and fo 
much frequented by perſons of all Ranks and Degrees, 1s not' on- 
ly their aftected Cleanlineſs , in which they ſurpaſs all others: butas 
well thro Superſtition : for that after the uſe of their Wives , they 
are to bath, being till then reputed unclean, and may not enter the 
Hoſques : and this both ſexes are injoyned to upon ſuch Caſes by the 
LAlcoran. A man among them may not ly with his wife fon 
Conception to her Delivery : which is probably inſtituted as a Pre- 
cept in the A4lchorzy to make thoſe Countreys more populous; for 
ſo one Man 1s capable of generating many Children in one year. 
The Baths are frequented from Break of day to the Setting of the 
Sun. From morning till noon the Men bath, and from noon ill 
night the Women, fo taking it by Turns. On 
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\ On the 10» came my Patron to viſit me and, asked me how 2vr. . 
I didy and if I had taken good Courage : I anſwered him that 9%. 


I had no great occaſion to thank him for my Welfare, ſince he 
did all he could to make me miſerable, and contrary to that 
Honeſty and Truth , which the Turks boaſted of, he had ſhown 
me an odd example : Withall telling him that he had little rea- 
ſon to chain me ſo faſt, and make my Slavery . the greater 
when- as he had promiſed me my Freedom , upon .the receipt 
of the Money which was paid- him. Upon this he ſeemed to be 
a little moved to compaſlion and commanded that the greater 
Chain ſhould be taken off : Now when I obſerved that my: rea- 
ſoning had a litle prevalency with him I - purſued on' in my 
Argument, with theſe, or the like Words, Sir, 1s it not ſufficient 
that { am your Slave ? Why then muſt I be kept in Chains , when. as 0- 
thers have their liberty? If it be ſo that you fear 1 should go from you, Know 
this , That you cannot keep me longer than I liſt : for 1 can at once part 
with my Life and take leay of this miſerable Bondage, which if you perf 
to uſe me ſo inhumanly 1 am reſelyedto do. This I could perceiy wrought 
in him no ſmall change, for he was naturally very covetous, and 
would have loſt the price of a Slave. Beſides that, it is a Maxim of 
their Law, that tf any perſon do any way murther himſelf, the Houſe 
is to be accurſed and -pulled down to the Ground. My Patron 
conſidering what the Ifſue of this might be, altho I had .not the 
leſt thoughts to lay violent hands upon my ſelf. he therefore to 


prevent the worlt fold ne to one Hadſy Mahomet Sala, a Perſian for —_

ſum in compariſon to the ordinary Market price of CArgers, and Perf 


$ other places in Barbary. My new Patron ſpoke 'the Reſian Tongue 
very well , by which means we came to underſtand one another the 


better: for he uſed me more kindly than the other , and would of- 
ten bid me have courage, ſaying,he would go with me to Iſpahan where 
there were many Engiuh, Dutch and other Europeans, and probably. 
thoſe that would buy me off his: hands , and fo ſet meat Liber- 
ty again, which gave me no ſmall encouragement to do my utmolt 

to pleaſe him. 
On the 12 4iio, I went with my new Maſter to Derbent , and fai- 
led with him feveral times over the Caſpian Sea: his principaldealing 
LE being 
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being in' Crap, which with ſeveral other Roots ufed in Dying , 
grow "there in great abundance. He had alſo a ſmall Bark of 
his own, wherein he tranfported his own Commodities: This faid 
Veſſel alwayes hay ina Bay about halfa League from the City, 
and thither his Slaves alwaies _ the Wares; for about 
Derberit it is very rocky and -unfafe for Veſſels to lie at Anchor, 
in caſe -of Storm or tempeſtuous Weather. But in the ſaid Bay 
is very good anchorage, at 6, 7and8 Fathom Water , and aclay 
ground with Shells. The Coaſt from Baynak to Maſarderan is altogether 
fandy , and here and there low land, where _ the Tops of 
the DageFan Hills': between thoſe two Coaſtsit isall a long verygood 
anchorage , there being many fair Roads able to receive Ships of a 

reater burthen'thanareuſually built forthis Sea; thereare alſo many 
8 Towns, builtfor the 'moſt partat the mouths of Rivers , and 
have many Veſſels and Shipping belonging to them, as well for 
Traffic and Tranfportation of Merchandizes , as for the Fiſhing 
trale: for this Sea is very plentiful of Fiſh, and brings up the 
King of Periz an incredibleſum 'of Money yearly , receiving from 
ſome as Toll, and from others 'as -Contriburion. In the Bay of 
Gilan are 2 great Whirl-pools, for which the Perſians are very 
featfull 'in failing from their own Coaſts. to Gilan. The Water in 
thefe Whirpovls is hurried about with an incredible violence and 
makes ſucha noiſe, that if the Weather beſtill, they may be heard 
at 5 or 6 leagnes diſtant. It is my opinion that theſe are the Paſ- 
fages whereby this great Lake has aſubterranean communication 
with 'the EZuxin , or ſom other Sez, for it is well known that it 
receivs 84, huge Rivers, beſides the Wlge, which is reputed the 
3«River ofthe World forgreatneſs, and hither doall the Floods of 
the Perſian and Tartariar Rivers haſten, as it were to their Cen- 
ter, with an admirable celerity, ſo that when we ſailed we al- 
ways madea calculation how far we would be carried off in thwarting 
the ſtream , and fo bore up tewards the Coaſt, as well for 
fhortning our Courſe, as to avoid the Whirpools, where if any 
Veſſel be brought ſhe muſt inevitably periſh. The beſt and mot 
commodious Shipping for this. Sea , 1s a Flat-bottom, from $0- 


to 2 hundred 'Tuns:. 


Upon a time it happehted that my Maſter and I fell into a

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Words, I told him That if were once again at Liberty, I could 
make 4 good Advantage, and did not doubt but that in 4 hert time 1 should.

me , If I was ſo rich then? I anſwered No z But if I came ſafe into my 
ori countrey ſome or other would intruft me With a Cargo for thoſe parts, being 
now well acquainted with the Conveniency of the Caſpian Sex. My Pa- 
tron hearing , that thought that I might probably be ſom way 'in- 
ſtrumental to do him fervice and: that might diſcourſed for. Ar- 
wenians about me who dealt in Silk : upon which they, deſired: to 
ſee me. My Maſter having appointed them a day, I went along 
with him, where one of the moſt eminent asked me if I coulll 
ſpeak 1:4haxn, and if I was of Amferdam, orif I knewſucha Merchant 
there ? I anſwered him in 1:aha», That I was of 4Amflerdon, butdid 
not know the Gentleman he named , . yet' was acquainted-with feye- 
ral there who dealt in Silk. He thenentred intoa difcourſe: which 
was much after this manner: « That the only way to. Trade with 
« Holland, was to bring over,. Lead , Quickitlver, Cloth, Serges, 
« Says and all kinds of LZow-Coauntrey Commodities and Manufa- 
«ures , which would be very marketable at Derbent,. Scamachy and 
« 4rd<bi1 and might produce good profit, fo that all the Staple of 
&« Silk might be brought to Holland. and, "That all Goods whate- 
*yer form be more conveniently tranſported over the CafpianSea;, 
* and ſo up the Wolga, bringing it down to Archangel , and ſo for 
« Hilland-: which would not prove fo tedious by far, as tobring 
« it over Land to Smyrze, where by the way ſo much Danger 
«and ſo many Duties were met withall ; and then from 
« 5myrna to runthe Hazard of the' Barbary Corfſairs thro the Medi-

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we had for that time, . but not much hopes were then given me of 
gaining my Freedom, by aſliſting them ina Trade to Europe. 

The Caſpian Sea may more properly be termed a Lake, were it not that 
its Greatneſs and Saltneſs gave it the name of the latter, for it is enyi- 


-roned on every ſide with the Main Continent, and receives 85 great Ri. 


vers ( as has been ſaid before ) which nevertheleſs do not make it ſwell 
any higher upon extraordinary Rains and Tempeſt, which the more 
confirms what I have already mentioned about the two famous 
Whirlpools. W hat concerns the Breadth and Greatneſs of the Caſpie 
Seazas alſo its* Scituation, Bays, Rivers, Creeks, Iſlands, Towns 
and their diſtance of Bearing , they are ſufficiently noted in the Card 
hereto annexed, which I have;with great diligence compoled, part. 
ly by my own experience and partly by the help of ſome Armen. 
an Marriners, who were well acquainted herewith. Its length which 
is reckoned from wolga to. LAfrabath, North and South is computed 
to be 129 Leagues, and from Tarts to the River Jemle which is 
accounted the Breadth, being Eaſt and Welt, is about 60 Leagues 
For 6, 7, 8 and 9 Leagues from the Coaſt, the Water 1s ſomtime 
freſh and ſomtime brakkiſh , and from 12 to 5o fathom Anchor 
ground, but the Sea is within freſh and out of founding. Ir is alfo 
called the Ayrcan and the Salt Sea. It has many Boughts , In- 
lets, Creeks and Angles: the Bay of Gilantends above 38 Leagues 
inwards, taking its beginning at the Cape of Scabaren and reaches 
to. Sengar Haſam. 'T his Sea1s environed moſtly on the Eaſt and North 
with a ſandy and barren ground, having alſo many Quarries of Mar- 
ble and Alabaſtre. On the Eaſt {ide of this. Sca 1s a Noble River, not 
much inferior to the olga, which river parts the Celmuc-from the Gwim- 
Tartars but the Countrey on each fide being inhabited with a wild 
People, uſing among themſelvs no kind of Traffic, and therefarc un- 


fafe ſor others to adventure themfelys. My Maſter 4ahomer Sale 


once failing paſt the mauth of this River, preſſed him hard to fail up 
to view the Conveniency and take anaccouni of the Quality of the 
Countrey. But he told me , he hada greater cſteem for-his Life , Ship 
and Goods, than to ſatisfy my curioſity about a buſineſs of fo mean

This is alſo reckoned as 
a Barrier againſt the Irruption of the Tartars and other Savages, 
being the only place on all that Coaſt for many miles together, 
where they can come aſhoar, for the Shoar is there naturally ſe. 
"cured with a ſteep Bank and wholly inacceſſible. Wherefore 
this City is not improperly called Derbent, which in their Lan. 
guage imports as much as The Kingdoms Key, Der \ignifyinga Key, 
and Bent a Kingdom, or Countrey: and fo the City Gammeron on the 
Indian Coaſt 1s called Bender, which is the ſame Word with tranfſ- 
poſition of the Syllables, and a little variation of the Dialedt. ' 
This Town is very ſtrongly munited with a Stone- Wall, and 
as ſome ſay, was built by Alexander the Great, who had here his 
Reſidence for ſom time, altho there doth not any Building res 
main of his, fave only the Wall on the South ſide, and the For. 
treſs :. but all the Fortifications on the North were buult by the 
famous X au{chirwan, King of the Medes; having no other x OUN- 
dation thana ſolid Rock. The Walls both on the North and the 
South ſide are ſo broad that Horſes and Waggons may ride all 
along, and the Stones are ofa hard rock, bronght hither from a 
Hill not fardiſtant from the Town , being all equally 6 foot Square. 
On the Wall of Alexander | for it ſtill bears his name |] 1s an 
oblong Stone having an ancient Inſcription in old Syriac and Ara- 
bic Charatters, which none now a days can read. 
Der- Þ The City Derbent is divided into 3 parts, The uppermoſt 
bentbe® Ward or Quarter , ſtands on a riſing Ground and has a Fortreſs 
furniſhed with Braſs-Cannon; and at that time when I was there 
-and ſince the Uproar of the Coſacs it has bin Strengthned with a Garri- 
ſon of 1000, or 1200 Soldiers, and in this Quarter is the Sultans 
Court. The Midle Ward is inhabited by Perſians , but the Build- 
d ings go moſtly to decay, The Loweſt Ward 1s about 2000 pa- 
ces long, but this part 1s ws tilled and uſed for Gardens; and 
as they ſay has been, heretofore inhabited by Greeks , bearing ſtill 
the name of Schaher Iunan or , City of the Greeks. 
ol Above Derbent appear the Ruins ofa Wall which reached from 
zam* thence to the Necropont, or Euxm Sea: which has been a workof 


Perbent an incredible Charge and Labour. In ſom places the ſaid Wall 
; | - appears 
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appears very plain, and is about four Foot thick. Round about this:wr.\ 
City are alſo divers ſtone Redoubts, whereof -Four are fiirntthed, 197% 


with Ammunition and a Garriſon of Soldiers ſuitable to the Occaſion 
of the Times. In the Countrey round aboutare al{sthe Ruins of ma- 
ny ſtrong Caſtles, inſomuch that it plainly appears in what eſteeny 
this Place has bin with the Hedien and Perſian Monarchs in times paſt; 


Not far from this City ar alſo ſom Watch-towers of Wood, which Welck 


are raiſed exceeding high ſo that they can with caſe deſcry theap= {537 


proachment of an Enemy in time of War. On that fide of the Town Derbent: 


which faces the Countrey are many Sepulchrets,or Tombs ; ſom of 
an oblong form , and others fſemicircular, being in breadth abouta 
mans length and hollowed , ſo that a Man may ealily ly in them. In 
this great Sepulchre was in times paſt a famous Bartel fought,between 
Caſſan King of the Aedes, and the Dageſtan Tartars , where the former 
had a notable overthrow ,. with the loſs of ſeveral T houſand men, and 
the principal Heros and Leaders were buried 'in thoſe Tombs. Be- 
tween thus place and the Seas alſo another Plat of Ground , environed 
with a high wall, wherein are 40 Tombs, under which are ſo many 
Perſian and. Median Princes interred and made facred to Memory. 
Upon the Walls are ſeveral Flags pitched, and by each an old Man 
to began Alms of ſuch as out of Devotion and a Religious Zeal come 
to viſit this place, as it is throughout all Perſia held very meritorious 
to viſit the Sepulchres and Graves of the Deceaſed, This Superſtition 
beſides that of Bathing is all the Ceremonies and Rules which their 
Religion preſcribes the Women, who receiv their Dire&tions and 
are injoined by their Parents and Husbands what to do, being ſeclu» 
ded out of the Moſques. | | 

Within Derbens live no Chriftiens but altogether Aabometans, ex» 
cept a few [ws who boaſt themſelvs to be deſcended from the houſe of 


Benjamin: theſe commonly follow baſe and diſhonorable Trafhc, as 


buying of Prize-goods and Booty taken at Sea, which the Dageſtar 


Tartars bring,.thither tomarket: The reft of the Inhabitants likewiſe ,,,,z 
trade in buying and ſelling of 'Slaves that being the main and almoſt markes 


only Merchandize:they deal.in, which they buyof the Dagefan Plagia- 
ries and ſend all over Pearfia, making an incredible.gain thereof. Thoſe 
that are brought hither. for Slaves are very unhappy, for they are no 
More looked upon than an — Animal or Bruit : and when 
| 2 they 
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they are about buying , they pull of their Cloaths and grope them all 
over as if it werea Swine ora Calf. Beſides their low eſteem they have 
for Slaves as to their Perfons they are very unkind and void of Mercy, 
fo that were it n6t for the Loſs of ſo much money very few of thoſe 
wretched caitiffs would dic a natural Death ; Thoſe people being by 
nature very prone to Anger, and belides that too jealous to live upon 
Earth, thinking that if a Slave do but ſmile or caſt a friendly look 
toward one of their Wives that ſomething extraordinary muſt be 1n 
the caſe; altho I had never reaſon to complain of my Patron for any 
fuch thing: but one that lived in the neighbourhood was much ad- 
dicted to that inquietude and reſtleſs humour. The bed where _ 
was upon the Top of the houſe for coolneſs fake, and could very well 
ſee into my neighbours Court, or Garden, where his, Wives walked 
and played together being undreſt. The man ſaw me ſeveral times 
and I him ; but he not knowing how to prevent it , wentand told my 
Maſter that I hurled Stones among his Wives, which was not trye, 
for conſidering what circumſtances I was under and ſenſible of the 
Condition of a Slave in thoſe Places, it had been a Token of thegreat- 
eſt imprudence in the World to hazard my felf ſo far as to offend ſuch 
men who were both void of Reaſon and had my Life in their hands. 
My Maſter told him he did not beleev that I would do any fuch thing, 
well, replies the other , zake your Slave away ,' or , I ſhallbring him down 
for you. Upon this my Patron warned me to take heed of looking down 
any more , not knowing what might come of it. I was very curious 
to know what courſe the Infidel would take in hand, to fetch me 
down, and accordingly went down to the old Place, where I faw fe- 
veral long Hand-guns ready levelled and cock'd , laying out at 
the Window, which made me in all haſt toturn abont and out of the 
way, but was no ſooner turned before I heard him fire, altho it did not 
the miſchief he hoped and expe&ed. The Inhabitants, as was ſaid 
before, are in this place ſomthing curriſh-natured , but the Perſians 
in general do not uſe their Slaves ſo unkindly ,asthe Turks , which E 
could well obſerv the time I was on the Galleys, nor yet ſo mhumanly 
as they do at CArgiers, Tripoli, Tunis, Salee , and other maritim 
Towns in Barbary , according to the univerſal report given by thoſe 
that fall into the hand of theſe cruel Men ; for here when they do uſe 


them ſo hard, it is more to make them renounce their Faith and be- 


- come 
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ancient Nobility , famous in Hiſtory, and renowned from the Monar- 
chy of the £Meaes. The Soldiery, which they call Ki{l-baſſchen, are 
yery unruly, and take the left word that one can ſpeak for an affront, 

ea, ſuchis the aw they have gained of the People , that they dare not 
z eak without great reverence ſure Iam they have taught me ſilence, 

ince they are accuſtomed to be the Interpreters of other Mens 
W ords,and are as apt to miſconftrue what is faid, whence conſequent- 


ly they fall to blows. 

On the 30%-of /uly my Patron brought me again to Market, where Th .4«- 
he ſold me to one Hadzi Biram Ali, Avery rich Merchant in Jewels. 
-The ſame Hadzi Biram had g Wives, 5 at Derbent, and 4at Scamachy. 


The Chief of theſe g wasa Poliſh Gentlewoman by birth, and a Chriſ- 
tian , but her Father was an CAmpterdammer , by name Nohn Fluſjus, who 


had a Command of Horſe under Caſemire K. of Polaxd, and married 


there a Gentlewoman of that Countrey by whom he had 4 Children. 
Upona time, when theſe People lived in the Countrey, it happened 
that the Tarters made an irruption into Poland, and among many others 


carried away my faid Patroneſſe, being then a Damoſel of 12 yearsold, 
and fold her for a Slave. She was a Gentlewoman ofa very faircom- 
-plexion , and a well proportioned Body at that time, for which reaſon 
alone ( Iſuppoſe ) my Patron bought her and made her his Wife, 


promoting her ſhortly atter above the reſt. 


It was my Maſters cnſtom to bath himſelf once a day in the Sea, airre- 
which the Inhabitans of thoſe Parts doaccount very wholſom, and 
- his cuſtom was alwaies to take me with him to hold his Horfe til he 


had don. It-happened that one time he went a litle farther in than 
was uſual , and lighting accidentally in a Whirl-poothe was forcibly 
overturn'd and notable to recover himſelf. ſeeing him then iramerge 
made all the haſt I could toget himout : and coming to the Place 
could not get'aſight of him for it was as I ſuppoſed in a Quickſand : 


-but at laſt , by accident I felt his head with my Foot, which I endea- 


yored to take hold of with my hand , and at laſt got him out , brought 
him to the Land and lay him over a Stone, till abundance of water 
came guſhing out of his Mouth, but ne appearance of Life was left 


i him, when I thought he was ridof the moſt part of the Water, 1

come Mabomerans , than innate Cruelty. Moſt proud they are and 7vrr, 
lofty , boaſting in their honorable deſcent and Pedigrees from their 7% 
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ſect him upon the Horſe and [24 up my ſelf. behind him, in the 
mean while he continued bleeding at the Noſe and Eats, and {6 
weak that I had' much ado to hold him upright upon the Horſe 
After he came home he was put to bed , which he kept for 14, 
days together before he recovered lvs Strength. It was no ſmall cauſe 


of Joy to me that things fell ſo well out , as that helived.tode- 


Clare the true cauſe of this diſmal accident : whereas if he had. 


died , 't would certainly have coſt me my Life, among thoſe brui- 
tiſh, furiousand unreaſonable People , eſpecially in conlideration of 
of the Condition I was in, not only a Stranger both to their Re. 


| — and Manners as well as their Countrey and Perſons , but 


likewiſea Slave, for whoſe Death and Slaughter a man-is no more 
accountable than for the ſlender Value and Market price ; whilſt on 
the contrary it fell out that I got the Credit of ſaving his Life , and 
his Benevolence ever after for an aft of ſuch merit, having run the 
jeopardy of my own Perſon. So much kindneſs he profeſled for 
me, that he promiſed to take me with him to 1ſpahen, where he 
ſaid he would beſtow me upon ſome of my own Nation. 

This Motion liked me exceeding well, but my chief Patroneſs 
who ſpoke _— Low-dutch adviſed me to the Contrary , ſay- 
ing , My Husbard, your Lord , "tis true goes for Iſpahan , but fromrthence 
he intends to go on 4 Pilgrimage to Meccha , and beſtow 200000. Gil. 
on the Sepulchre of Mahomet , fr which Gift he and his Son Hadzy Kan, 
Will be canonized and regiſtred among the Saints , for 4 perpetual memery of 
8:emſelvs ani Honor of their Poſterity, ani now you are not ſenſible what 
Danger hangs over your head inregardof your Religion. T his ſaid ; ſhetold me 
if I would vow Silence ſhe would impart me a Secret, which per- 
haps would be of more importance than that, and without doubt 
I should judge it more worthy of Acceptance. I promiſed her 1 
would not detect her Council , be what it would; but for accep- 
ting it deſired her not to injoyn me till I had heard and well 
conſidered of it. To this ſhe replies. See if you can prevail' with 
your Patron to excuſe you on this Fourney , or if you can counterfeit with Dex- 
zerity , feign your felf ſick : To which if he gives his aſſent , we will trip off 
together , afier he has beena few weeks upon his Fourney , and being you 
are well :cquainted with the Caſpian Sea we, Will rake our Bark with us. 1 
have means enough to Maintain #s in any part of the World ſo long as we

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live, 1 have at preſent in my Cuſtody a Casket of ?ewels worth 300000 gild TULr. 


a leſt , beſides a ſumof 10000 Dwcats in Gold, 1 prethee then let's not loſe "87% 


this opportunity but away with our own Bark; and I hope that we hall in 
$ or 10 days be in Ruſtia, from whence we can go forward to Holland , 
and if your Wife be not alive we shall marry , if not I hall ſeek np my Re» 
lations at Amiterdam , ſuppoſing my Fathers Brother may be ftill alrve. To 
this I replyed , Ao gracious and worthy Madam, What you propoſe is 
yery well, and what I could freely embrace and would willingly undertake 
fo manage , But Madam, are you not ſenſible that Aſtrachan tis at preſent 
under hands of the Cofacs , and the Caſpian Seafull of Pyrais, how then may 
be promiſe our ſelvs a ſafe Arrival in Ruſſia? Fell , quoth ſhe, Do you 
think that Aſtrachan will be fill in tenure of the Rebells? no , Without doubt , 
we Shall ſpeedily hear that the Czar will come down witha great Army 
and deſtroy that Fermin. &c, Hereupon ſhe ſhowed me an incredi- 
os Treafure of Diamonds , Emeralds , Rubies and' other Precious 
tones. 

* Theſe Propoſals I muſt confeſs gave me work enough to ſtudy 
upon day night , and certainly had not <Afrachan then bin \n the 
hand of the Coſacs I had taken it upon me , not doubting , but 
to have good fucceſs, being able enough to pilot a Veſſel from thence 
to the Wolge, for I was very well acquainted with the Coaſts, 
but becaufe of the before mentioned difficuly was fain to refuſe 
her offer. I could obſerve that the Lady was fom way diſattetted 
to her huſband, which I preſumed was {m certain Jealouly ; for 
my Patron had bought not long before 2 Georgian Girls for Slaves, 
the one of 11, and the other of 12 years old, with whom helay 
by Turns, which was no ſmall trouble to his Wife, who was her 
ſIf not above 26 years of Age, and therefore very uawilling to be 
a Widdow witha living husband. 

On the 22 came two of our Ships-company to Dextent , to wit, 
Cornelius de Fries , the Gunner , and Peter Arentſe of Schevelinaen, T hele 
had been taken in Boynakt, near the Scemkal , and had betakea them- 
ſelvs to flight, being followed by ſome Tartars to the: Gate of Der- 
bent, where they were reſcued by a Soldier , who ſpoke the Rujil- 
a» Tongue very well , which Soldier ſeeing them fo hotly purſucd, 
and the Tartars cloſe at their heels , interpoſed himſelf between 


them, and asked ours, Who they were ? whorepled , They were 


patch , 
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Dutch, and had Letters for the Sulrav. Whereupon the Soldier tur. 


"ning, to the Tartars bade them ſee what they did , for that thoſe 


men had Letters for the Su/rax : and fo they got free from the Tar. 
zars, but were ſuddenly carried before the Sulta2», who fo ſoon as 
they were admittedasked them, What Countreymen they were? 
They anſwered Hollanders. Then he asked for the Letters which he 
was informed they had for him, upon which they fell down u- 
pon their knees humbly begging Forgiveneſs, ſaying, That we have 
ſaid, how t hat we had Letters for the Sultan, Great and Mighty Prince , 
We carmor deny, for moſt true it is, but that Was only an Invention to ſes 
cure and releaſe our Perſons from the 1 artars , that purſued us to Twithin the 
Perſian Furiſdition: Wherefore , Great Sir , vouchſafe to have Compaſſion 
rpon us, for we are thoſe very people that fied from Aſtrachan upon the 
approaching of the Coſacs, and have been unfortunately Stranded on the 
Dageſtan Coaſt , where we were plundered, beat and made Slaves by the In- 


habitants, and ſince continued in miſerable Servitude under the Scemkal , 


and therefore have made bold to ſeek Protettion under your Highneſs, They 


told him moreover how that they had been 3 days and 2 nights 


by the Way; Travelling only by night and hiding themſelys «by 
day, leſt they ſhould be detefted, and retaken, as they had ſure- 
ly been at the Gate , if the Soldier had not ſhown them ſuch a 
a Favour. The Smltan freely pardoned them and ſent them to a, 
Houſe where he had ordered they ſhould have abode and mainte- 
nance , till they were otherwiſe provided; for this Prince , has 
ever been favourable to our Nation. But theſe two fearing that 
their Living ſo would coſt them too dear, and that one time or 
another they muſt pay for all, they removed into a Carwanſcra, for 
ſo they call an Inn or Tavern, where they took no care for Diet, 
being well ſupplied by the continual concourſe of people that came 
thither, as well Indians as Perſians. The Sultanallo promiſed to write 
to the King about the Redemption of the reſt of the Captiv. 
Slaves , and as much as in him lay to further the ſame. Certain 
it is he did as kindly for our Countrey men as might beexpeCted 
from him, when as the Brother of the Scemkalcame to demand them 
as Fugitivs , and'he refuſed to let them go , for that they were 
now in Derbent, and that the King had undcritood how unkindl 

they had dealt with thoſe that were his Alles , and with thoſe with 
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taining what he came for, and the Slaves they had ſtill were for 
this reaſon more ſeverely uſed than before , and kept with more 
ſtrictneſs , ſince by that they were ſenſible , that 1f they could but 
make their eſcape to Derbent they were protected. 

So ſoon as I underſtood that P. CArents and De Pries were arri- 
yed at Derbent I pray'd my Patron to let me go to viſit them, 
which he granted. So ſoon as I came to them, I begun to en- 
quire of their manner of Eſcaping, and of their oatine Condi- 
dition , which they related from the beginning to the end of all. 
My Patron was allo curious to fee them and came himſelf in per- 
ſon: Upon which I did bethink my felf of a Stratagem to redeem 
my Companion Els Pzeterſ7, who was (tilt at Boynak. I told my Ma- 
ſter then that I had ftilla Son in the Hands of Prince 0/mm, and 
looking towards the Gunner I gave hint a wink with the Ee, that 
he ſhould aſſert it, which when my Patron asked him he did: he 
therefore ſent to redeem him with intention to keep us both, but 
the Party ſent, who was a Ru{1a7 and a Renegado, brought us news 
that he was gone within Land, which ſadly troubled me: For, 
had I got him to Derbent I could have. brought him to 1Þahan where 
there was more apparency and likely hood of obtaining Liberty 
than among the obſcure Tartars. 

Meanwhile I went dayly to vifit the Gunner and Peter Arent/z , 
and once finding them very heartleſs and Melancholic I did all I 
could to comfort them. How, faid I, can you be ſo ſad being free, and I who 
am a Slave ftill keep a good heart? Be not ſoacgefted , for the Perſians will 


ſom time or other take you with their Caravans ro Ifpahan , and ſo you may 


get to Gameron , and thence be tranſportcd for the Indies , by which means 
you Will be brought home, &c. They told me alſo that the reſt of the 
Company were at hberty and without Chains, that they had alfo 
reſolved to flee together , but judged themſelys aſweall unſafe at 
Derbent , which they had intended for their Alum, ſaying , That 
they ſhould come thither ſoon enough, when they ſhould be ſold 
at the Slave-Market ; and certainly they were not much over-bur- 
thened, for the greateſt Fask ther: had was only to hew wood for 
Fewel and other uſes 1n the Princes Houſe: andif my companion

3rLy, and I. had but had the ſame opportunity they had to be unchain'd 
1679, we ſhould not have dallied long about a Reſolution , whether tq 
' ſtay or betake our ſelvs to flight, for it was not above 12 {| En. 
glich| miles from Derbent. We often contrived to break or file the : 
Chain in ſunder, but the Links were ſo maily that we durſt not at. } « 
tempt leſt we ſhould not perform it at one time. They were alſo 
| taken by the Dageſtan-Tartars, which are reputed the more mercifull, 
but we by the Calmucs, the one being under the 0f-wn and the 0. 
ther under the Scemkal. C. Brak was fold by the Scemkal for three 
years , after the expiration of which time his Patron was to have him 
again: His Wife whom the Prince had raviſhed , was alſo taken 
from him and made uſe by the ſaid Prince for a Concubine, being 
attired in Princely Habit, and had much favour ſhown her. Brat 
therefore intending to make his eſcape, intimated his Deſign to his 
Wife; who would by no means afſent tothematter , becauſe of her 
Child , and told him further that if he did offer to go that ſhe 
would dete&t the matter to the Prince. To this he replied, 
that inaſmuch as ſhe was taken from him they were never like to 
come together again, and that he probably for that reaſon ſhould 
be carried farther within Land , where he ſhould be out of all 
hopes of ever being redeemed; whereas on the contrary if ever he 
came to Derbent that there he. ſhould not only himſelf be free, but 
alſo ſeck a mean to get her redeemed , yet all this was but in 
vain, for ſhe would not hear of it ; inſomuch that he was fain to 
run away without her knowledge; but what then became of him, 
and whether he was retaken by ſome others, or is dead, I could 
never.yet be ſo happy as to know. As to his Flight, we were well | 
aſſured, for his Patron ſent to us at Derbent to enquire after him), 
but had a very unwelcom Anſwer : and the Sway , to hearing | 
that ſuch a Perſon was Come to ſeek for them, gave order to ap» | 
prehend him, and ſo continued him Captiv till he proved that | 
he only came to ſeek one that he had bought for ready Money, | 
and was not of Intention to meddle with any body elle ; upon | 
which the Sultan, ordered him enlargement. | 
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The great difficulty of getting Wood witheur Derbent. The Author and bis 
company aſſatled by Robbers rwo ſeveral times, The kind nature of his 
Patron. They travel to Scamachy. The Hill Barmach. The Pit of Naph- 
tha. Arrival atScamachy. A Deſcription of that City, A great Earth-quake 
«t Scamachy. Abundance of men misfortunatly killed. The Author meets 
with 2 Franciſcan Friars : A rehearſal of ſome.part of their Diſcourſe : 
their Zeal to get him out of the Service of a Mahometan. Advice given him by 
his Patron, He comes firſt into the Service of the Polish Ambaſſadovr, 


N the 29 were ſent out about 5o Slaves together with 
ſome other free perſons to hew Wood in the Countrey , 
amongſt which my Patron ſent me alſo. We rook our way ©- 
ver the Mountains, having with us two Carts, with 5 Oxen, 2 
Afﬀes and a Horſe, we had alſo ſeveral ——_ with -us. All 
the Company went ito the Wood , and fell tro work leaving 
me alone to look to the Carts and Proviſion. After they had 
been about 3 hours at work, I eſpied a Troop of about 300 
Men coming towards us, and thinking by the haſt they made towards 
us, that they were Robbers , 1 theretore called out to them in 
the Wood, to give them Notice that they might keep together. 
When I ſaw them come within Bow-ſhot of me I ran away as 
faſt as I could drive, which they ſecing me, ſenta Shaft or two , 
but they did not hit me. Having entred the Wood I met our 
Company coming out, who at firſt ſtoutly reſiſted , but finding 
that the Robbers fell on with a greater wer gong and exceeded us 
both for Arms and Number of Men, they thought good to re- 
treat with as much haſt as they could. We lefthere 32 dead, a- 
mongſt which was a Polizh Renegado, beſides theſe that were kil- 
led we had 20 wounded , and loſt all our Baggage , with Carts , 
Oxen, Aſﬀles, &c. and were fain to retura ſo home. For this reaſon 
is it very perilous to hew wood or to paſs thoſe mountains upon any 
other Occaſion , being the Rendevouz of the Bandirri and Tartars x 
who notwithſtanding all the Indeavours which the King doth, by 
ſending of Troops down toexpellrhem, cannortbedrivenour , for 
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when they perceiv that any- Forces are ſent out againſt them , the 
run into Caves and holes in the Hills and Woods: They are, alfo 
very well diſciplin'd and as well arm'd , the greateſt part thereof 
conſiſting in deſerting Soldiers. And by reaſon thoſe of Derbent muſt 
have all their Fewel and Timber from this Place, and the work put 
upon the Slaves, it; happens that every year a great number of thoſe 
miſerable ſort of men areeither diſpatched or wounded. 


The next day I was ſent up into the Countrey to a place where ' 


my Patron kept his Cattle , which I was to look after and drive 
them up and down where I found the beſt Paſturage. When the 
Sun was gon down and I driving the Cattle to their Houſe, I met

before we met with 8 Gentlemen of Derbent, ſom whereof knew me, } 


being frequently at my Maſters houſe. Theſe therefore releaſed me 


and retook the Beaſts, ſo that I came ſafe home : for which kindneſs 


my Maſter gave them a Preſent , I ſuppoſe , of more value than 
what I was fold for to him. Unſpeakable was the kindneſs of my Pa- 
tron that he had for me, for altho my Work was a litle ſervile and 
Slavith, yet my Bed and Table was Lovdly ; and whatſoever I did 
whether well or ill, he always took it in good part, and would after 
that time , never fuffer me to go abroad to do any work, ſaying, 
that he beleeved that I was born under ſom malevolent Planet. 'To 
be brief I found my daily Taſk fo eaſy, and my uſage ſo comfors- 
table, that were it not for the name of a Slave and that to a homes 
za, I could not havelived better abroad in any Place of the World, 
having litle or no care upon my head. 

About this time my Patron made preparation to take a Journey 
for Scamachy, there to repair his Houſes which were thrown down 
with an Earth-quake in the year 1667. On the firſt of Seprember we 
were ready and ſet forward with a Caravan of 1800 Horſes, and a 
great number of Camels, Dromedaries , Afles and other Beaſts 
of Carriage, having in Company ſeveral Thouſands of Men. The 
firſt day we paſſed over three Rivers, to wit Kurgani, Koſtar, and 
Sambur, whereof the ſecond is the greateſt, running thro the Moun- 
tains of Elbyr, This River divides 1t fſelfinto5 branches, or arms, 
broad but ſhallow , and runs over a ſtony Ground. The next day 
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goodly Tomb ereCted to the memory of a Perſia» Saint, The Inha- 
bitants of this Town and the Countrey about it are called Padar in 
their Language. They are much addicted to ſtealth and Robbery , 
ſo that we were fain to keep a narrow watchover themthe time we 
lay in the Town, which was not above 8 hours. Their Houſes are 
bur little, built ſquare and covered on the Top with Earth , not excee- 
ding 6 or 7 foot high aboveground, but areas deep below, as they 
are high. 

On the 3 ofthe ſame moneth we ſet forward and travailed through 
many great villages, amongſt which wasa very fair one called Niſe« 
bath , or Nayſabath , which I gueſs lies about 4.1 degr. and a quare. 


+ Itiis ſeated in a very pleaſant Countrey of 0/4 Hedia, now called 


Surwan., or” Schirwan. This is the Place where ſom time agon the 
Holſteyn Ambaſſadours ſuffered Shipwrack. At night we ſet down at 
Wituyſker, being a Town without Walls, or any other Fortification 
but ſeems to have bin in times paſt a place of truſt , as well from its 
Situation, as the Ruins of the Walls and Bulwarks which yet ap- 
pear, By the way we ſaw abundance of Robbers in the Woods , bur 
they knowing us to be too ſtrong would not adycnture the Attempt. 

Gn the 4 we broke up , and that day came to Scaberan a little City , 
where the whiteſt and beſt Rice in all Perf is broughtto market, and 
grows in the Countrey round about. Ir 1s alſo in ſuch plenty that 
the Hundred weight is ſold for 13 0chbas, | being about 4. Shil, 2 Pence 
Sterl. or a halfpenny per Pound. | The Walls of this City are now de- 
moliſhed ſo that it is no more than an open village. The only Re- 
markable I found here was the Ruins of the Ovens, wherein they 
averr Alexander the Great had Bread baked for his Army. 

On the 5 we came to the mountain Pay---- or Barmach, which

160%; Watch-Towers, and below have been ſeveral Fortlets to check the

Robbers. Amidſt thoſe Ruins, is a huge deep Pit digged and laid 
* Per- 1n with ſtohe. Naphms, otherwiſe called Petrolewn or * Petreleum 
oa 4 19 an Oil-coming naturally out of the veins of the Rock , which 
Greck yeins do run thro the alle ſtones, as in Marble. There are 40 Pity 
wort digged as Receptacles to hold the faid Oil, being convey'd thither 


Oil, & by feveral Pipes , or Conduits; But there arethree of thoſe whence 

«kock, it naturally flows or ſprings , where you may ſec it buble up like boil- 
ing pitch. Of this Oil there be two forts ; the one tending to a 
brown or black , which has a very ſtrong ſmell , but the other which 
is white is ofa lovely ſmell when freſh, and held in far more eſteem 
than the other. 

On the 6 dite we ſet forward again , and went over very high 
Hills, coming at night to Barhel a village feated ina low but frum. 
full Valley. Here grows much Rice, and that very good, it being 
a marſhy Ground, where that Grain likes beſt ; Barley alſo grows 
there in good plenty. The Inhabitants have an excellent way of 
making Cakes , the main ſtuff thereof being Honey and Oil: whereof 
for the rareneſs and novelties ſake my Maſter bought certain to 
uſe on our Journey. 

On the 7 aite we left Bachal , and after good Days Journey caine 
into Cithany, which 1s a very pleaſant Place: and here we touk up 

. our Lodging. This Village hes in a low Valley which is full of 
Woods of Haſles and other ſmall Trees, in which Woods are the 
greateſt plenty of Hares that ever I have ſeen in all my Life. 

On the 8 a:zowearrived at the famous Scamachy, called alſo Sumahi, 
and Samachy. It 1s a very famous Mart, and lies in 40 degr. 30 min. 
In the Province of Schirwan, or Meats. It is handſomly feated ina 
Vally , ſo that one cannot fee it till he be within Cannon Shot of 
the Town. The diſtance between Derbent and Scamachy is computed 
a Weeks Journey, excluding Sunday), to wit, following the High- 
way which ts crooked and Winding , for by reaſon of Hills and 
Rivers they are fain to travel far about, or otherwiſe onc might go 
it in 2 days: there is alſo another way which Paſſengers take when 
they go not with the Corayen; the Carayan wouldalfo gothat Ways 
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but the Tolls about the Mountains of Zahars arc very (great , and g5pr, 
oftentimes long a clearing, fo that they rather chuſe to go the ather 1570- 
way. In former times this was a Town of ſome conſideration as to 
matter of ſtrength; but.in the Wars of dts, the Scach, or King 
of Perſia againit the Turks, it was by him diſmantled and made an 
open village, which was ever by him a Maxim of Military Policy , 
by reaſon the Turks were wont to retire into,fortified Places under 
pretext of Refuge , and after a few Moneths proving ſtrong and 
numerous would ſurrender up the Town to their own Nation in 
time of War, or upon an Uproar: fothatall the Walls toward the. scamas 
South were demoliſhed and only thoſe on the North-ſide left ſtan- hyde 
ding , which will not much avail upon ſuch fudden Occaſions. _ 
| The Northern Quarter is far leſs than the Southern , and the 
Mote ſo ſhallow together with the mean condition of the Walls, 
that one may enter in as they pleaſe in many Places, notwithſtan- 
ding therr due ſhutting of the Gates , that are in number5. The 
Streets are all thro the Town very narrow and the Buildingslow 
made up of Clay, Planks and Twigs daubed over. In the South- 
| quarter is a ſpacious Market-place which they call a Bogaw, having 
-$ round about it ſeveral rich Shops in Galleries and Piazzas, wherein 
are ſeen'many rich Merchandizes and Mianufa&ories, as Silks , Cot- 
| tons, Furrs, Cloth of Gold and Silver, Tapeſtry , &c. Nearthis 
ace are alſotwo great Warehouſes having ſeveral Portics or Alleys , 
"| where all Merchants-ſtrangers buy and fel ſeveral ſorts of Merchan- 
* | dizes. The one of theſe is called Scach Corwenſers, or , the Empe- 
iT: . * 
* | rours Lodgings , whither Ruſians for the moſt part bave recourſe, 
'- || - and barter their Tin , Copper , Sables and othies Commodities : 
the other is called LZeſgi Carwanſers, i.e. The Tartars gow and 
| hither repair moſtly the Dagefan and other Tariers, whole Trade 
«| conſiſts chiefly in Men and Children, ftole either from their own 
Nation or the Ruſſians, as alſo m Horſes: hither alſo repair many 
Jews who deal moftly in Bedding and Cottons. This Town upon 
: my arrival there was zltogerher new built, alchd about 3 years be- 
ſ fore it lay on heaps. This place is very fubje& to Earth quakes and 
bf 


in the ſpace of one year were 3 great ones , but that in the year 1667 
was the greateſt that has been known or heard of in any Age. It con- 
"| tinued for the ſpace of 3 moneths, but not with chat terrar and 
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violence it had at the beginning for when this Earth-quake made 


it's firſt overture, all che Towers, Churches | or Moſquees | Walls: 


and greateſt Buildings were overthrown , and that with ſuch ſudden. 
neſs that they reckoned above 80000 men were loſt , beſides Women 
and Children not yet come to maturity , nor yet was the Earth. 
quake ſo raging at Scamachy , but alſo all the Countrey round about, 
where vaſt Mountains were removed , and whole Villages thrown 
into the clefts of Rocks and cloſed again. We alſo ſaw a place 
where ſeveral Towns and Mountains had been ſunk , not very far 
from Scamachy, where only appeared the tops of ſome of thoſe Hills, 
The High ways neare the Town were alſo ſo chink'd and crack'd 
that the Caravans muſt go many times far about. Day and night con. 
tinued this Earth-quake thatthe Inhabitants thought the World 
would be diſſolved. 


Being now arrived at Schamachy , I was ſet to work at the Building . 


of my Patrons houſes , about which I was cloſely imployed from 
the 8th September to the 28th Offober. In the mean whule I received a 
meſſage from 2 Friars of the Society, or Order of $7. Francis, where 
being come they aſked me if I could ſpeak 7talian; I told them I could 
not ſpeak it with its due Property and Elegancy, but could makea 
ſhift to underſtand and expreſs my mind. They aſked me then, 
From whence I came? and, 1f I was a Chriſtian ? I told them that I was 


2 Hollander, They then, if I was a Lntheray? I faid No, but of the. 


true Catholic and Apoſtolic Church; and with that began to give 
an account of my Faith as what my Opinion was about the Divine 
Efſence, the Holy Trinity , the Incarnation of our Lord , the Sacred. 
Scriptures, Everlaſting Life, &c. To which they made no objeCtion, 
as it they did approv of my Confeſſion for good conformity with 
theirs, but charged me to perſeverea true beleever in the Lord Jeſus , 
and not give way to the many allurcments I muſt expett from thoſe 
of the XMahometan Faith to become a Proſelyte in the Sect of that 
foul Impoſtor, When they. had out of their great Zeal admoniſhed 


me a litle, they began to enquire of me how I came into, Slavery; .|. 


I told them all the whole paſſage from the Beginning to the End; 
for which they ſhow'd themſelvs much concern'd, and promiſed me, 
if I were willing, they would indeavour to get me into the Hands of 
a Chriſtian , and conſequently that they would intreat the ſh

Ambaſſadour to buy me of my Patron. This gave a delicate ſound ger, 
in my Ear, being the only thing I deſired to hear of; and coming 579. 
home began to ſupplicate my Maſter that he would vouchſafe to 
ſell me into the Hands of the Poliſp Ambaſſadour, at which he ſeem'd 
tobealitlealtered, and ſaid, John , conſider withyour ſelf rhe nature of your 
requeſt : have you found ſuch hard uſage the time you. have been with me ? 
Why then would you go from me ? Go rather with me to I{pahan, where, | 
ſince you have once ſaved my life and in all things elſe proved faithfall , 1 will - 
beſtow you wpon ſom of your own Nation without Redemption Money : or any | 
thing elſe in ſtead of you, where you ſhall be aſſuredly free. But I till re- 
membred the words of my Patroneſs Mltine, and had no great ſto- 
mach to go for !ſþahan with him: However with many thanks de- 
clined his Offer, praying him rather if he had the Kindneſs for me 
he profeſſed , that he would pleaſe tolet me have my requeſt herein ; 
for 1 longed mainly to be among Chriſtians. well, ſaid he , ſince you 
will go, you ſhall, but be affured you ſhall not find better uſage than you have 
here , alths it were with a Chriſtian , [for ſooth |. As for this Bochdan 
the Poliſh Miniſter, he is not ſo good a Chriſtian as yous think, but « light 
vain Georgian , Whom the King of Poland has __ to the Sophy, 
to treat about a War With the Turks, Lut ſach is his deportment here , and 
remiſineſs in the Affairs of the King his Maſter , that he will in all probability 
be called in queſtion about it, All this did not a whit daunt me from my 
Refolution , for I gave him a certain allowance as to the Charater 
he had given him; or, altho he*had been ſuch a Perſon there was 
more hopes of my coming home thro Moſcoviat, ſooner than thro 
India, and ſo from Batavia. "This Bechdan as I have been ſinceinfor- 
med hadformerly a Command of Horſe under the King of Poland, and 
was ſo well acquainted with the Humor of the King , that he was im- 
ploy'd on this Ambaſſage, but much envy'd by the Polanders. The 
next day I was fold and delivered up to the Ambaſſador for 150 A4bas, 
being the ſum Hadſfy Biram had paid for me tothe Prince. Upon my 
{.taking leav of my Maſter , he wiſhed me happineſs, and withone 
told me that he was ſenſible the King of Poland had Money enough 
toredeem a Chriſtian, otherwiſe he would have taken nothing for me. 
And now was none more happy than my felf in imagination, not 
thinking otherwiſe than ſuddenly to have my Freedom. On the 
1of November I was ſent for by the Ambaſſadour , where being 
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introduced into the Parlor, he ſpeedily bad me fit down, and fell 
to aſking many Queſtions about my Nation, and my coming to be 
a Slave. I told him all from the Beginning to the End. He then cal. 
led for a Bowl of Wine, and bade me drink. Whilſt I ſat there, were 
two young Georgian Girls brought to the Door , who being ſtole 
by the Dageſtar Tartars , of handſom Bodies , and tolerable Beauries: 
as alſo the Ambaſladours own Countrey Women he had compaſſion 
of them and bought them for the value of 100 Crowns. Theſe he 
kept for Warming Pans, and would upon Occaſion , when he made 
any Feaſt, cauſe them to dance: nor did they much feem to be con- 
cerad at the loſs of thoſe heavy burthens called Maidenheads , alth& 
the Art is to know where they firſt got rid of 'em. 
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CH AP. XXIL 


The Hatred and Churliſbneſs of the Ambaſſadour againſt the Poliſh Gentry. A Poliſh 
Gentleman murtbered in his bed. The pitiful caſe and condition of the Polan- 
ders, who were in the Retinue of the Legate. The Ambaſſadours Greedineſs. 
He indeavours to turn Mahometan, The Authors intention to make his eſcape. 
Captain Butler and others of his old acquaintance come to Scamachi , where 
they do what they can for the Captivs. The Ambaſſadors Brother goes for 
Iſpahan, where he deſires to be admitted as a Mahometan ; but is n:t recei- 
ved, William the Maſters Mate of the Ship Eagle comes to Scamachi. A 
great Earth-quake. Conſecration of Water among the Armenian Chriſtians, 
4 great concourſe of People, and remarkgble Ceremonies. 


N the 2 of Nevember came the. Siſter of the Ambaſſador, and 

his Brother with a great Retinue and Pomp : their Reception 
was withan Extravagant Banquet, which dured ſeveral days. Solong 
as this Junketting laſted , was ſuch Gluttony, Drunkneſs and Pro- 
digality, yea ſuch beaſtlincſs ſhown , that I almoſt abhorred the name 
of a Chriſtian , when on the other ſide I ſaw the Mahomerans point at 
them, who are themſelvs very abſtemious and temperate. Yet this 
only was to gratify the-Georgians and Perſians, for he demeaned himſelf 
very churliſhly towards the Poliſh Gentry who were ſent to grace 
his Perſon as a Retinue. Scarce were they ever admitted 1nto 


- his. preſence , and beſides that pinched in their. allowance 
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13 | 25 well in Dict as Habit, and at laſt having ſpent the Money they wor. 
« | brought with them out of Poland, were reduced to ſuch poverty , that '9% 
1. | they went up and down like Beggars, being aſhamed to com into 

« | honeſt Company ? for beſides their coſtly Artire which he always 

je | kept locked up, he would not allow them a ſufficiency of Linnen 


to keep them clean. It any offered to complain he threatned to ſell 
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them for Slaves, which tended to the great detriment of thoſe his 
Domeſtics, and Diſhonour of the King and Crown of Poland, This 
bred in the Poliſh Gentry ſuch diſsaffeCtion that they reſolyed often- 
times to have revenge; but as thoſe who know themſelvs conſcious 
of ſuch ill demeanor are ever in fear of their Perſons , ſo he who 
knew himſelf guilty of ſuch wicked doings , had always a certain 
number of his own Nation to ſecureand guard him. However they 
once finding opportunity , and being already com to the very Ca- 
taſtroph of Patience , began to hew him with their Scymiters and 
Axes ,as he ſhould goout of his Dining-Room, where they chopt Th.am- 
and mangled him fo that he lay for dead upon the Floor , in the jew 
Portic , having received 17 grievous Wounds , and loſt three Fingers ame i 
of his Right hand: yet by the great diligence and {kill of his Chirur.. 4«. 
geon who was then at hand, he was reſtored to his former Healchand 
Sanity. This outrage as it could not but ingender bad blood , fo 
it rendred the Ambaſſadour much more deſpightfull than before , and 
that very night to be revenged , ſent a Georgian Soldier to Pantegros , 
a Poliſh Gentleman , who was as Aſliſtent in this Ambaſhage , and 
equally 1impowered to treat with the Miniſters of State at the. Per. 
ſian Court , and therefore reckoned by the other as an obſtruftion 
in the Promotion of his Intereſt, as well as his being ready to repre- 
fent the Occaſion of theſe Tumulrts to the King , in ſuch manneras 
might tend to his diſadvantage : yet it ought to be underſtood of 
this Gentleman , that he neither gave incouragement , nor knew 
any thing of that extravagant Action. The Georgian having obtai- panic. 
ned entrance, ran to his Bed-ſideand there moſt inhumanly murthe- gre, « 
red him whilſt aſleep. This Paziegros was a Gentleman of a brave —_— 
conduCt, and withall of a meek temper, having purchaſed the Love mes 
even of thoſe that ſeemed to be. his Lot-enemics for his prudent and Toh 
civil deportment , He had hved for ſom years together at Amer bed. 
dam, and ſpoke very good Nether-dutch. The reſt of the Poliſh Na- 
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tion , were taken and ſecured , ſom whereof were faſt in Chains, 
Nor with this did the Ambaſſador hold up , but dayly revenged him. 
ſelf of the Poles, which he uſed as Slaves; and the more to over aw 
them liſted ſeveral Georgeans-Soldiers to guard his Body. The Prince 
of Scamachy now ſenſible of the Differences and ſad diſorder of affairs, 
took upon himſelf the Office of a Mediator and adjouſted the mat. 
ter fo well, that the impriſoned Parties were ſet again at liberty : yet 
were no better uſed than before as to their Suſ-and Maintenance, 
whereas one Man might caſily eat the Allowance he gave for 8. He 
on the Contrary continued a Junketting with thoſe of his own Na- 
tion, that an Ox a day would not have been too much, 1t it were not 
for varictie and change of Dict. He bought 13 Kine which he ſent 
out into the Field, and ſet me to look after them , but finding my 
felf at a loſs for Victuals, I aſſumed the liberty to tell his Excellency 
that he muſt pleaſe to ſend me ſomthing to eat in the Field. His anſwer was: 
If you will have any thing , ſteal a cow from the Perſians ,, aud help your 
Felf ſo. But that Commuſlion I took occaſion to let alone, being ſen- 
ſible that my maſters Order would not excuſe me. Thus I ſuffered 
more hunger than in all my life, and fore againſt my will intimated 
the matter to my tormer Patron Had// Biram , who gave me this reply, 
I told you of it before-hand, What 4a villain that Georgian is, That he was 
but a Chriſtian in ſhow , and far too baſe ts be a Huſulmen, And cer- 
tainly the Gentleman had good reaſon on his (ide: for this Ambaſſa- 
dour well knowing what Beer was brewed for him at the Court in 
Warſaw , diſpatches his Brother to the King at 1ſpahen , to ſuppli- 
cate that they might both be circumciſed , pretending that now know- 
ing better things than he had hitherto don , therefore could not have 
Peace or Reſt in Conſcience , but continual Horror and Inquietude, 
if he were not admitted as a member in A4:hometariſm, But they had 
ſuch ample and clear Information at Court of his Life and Beha» 
viour, that they eaſily perceiv'd upon what account hedid it, and 
conſequently declined his Requeſt. Shortly after he alſo received 
a Mandate from 1ſpahan to depart immediatly for Peland , which 


was acceptable news for the Ph/h-Gentry , hoping at once to be 


rid of that Slavery and Miſery they ſuffered. After my old Patron 
had diſcourſed me a litle about this affair , took his leav of me, ſay-

With theſe and other reaſons I gave himhe ſeemed 
to be ſatisfied , and promiſed to do all that lay in his power to pro- 
cure our Redemption, as from that time forward he laboured very 
much to do. And this was the reaſon , that my intended Journey 
| for Smyrne , was not undertaken thinking this to be a more hope- 
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full and a more ſecure way to get free : for this happened juſt the 
ſame day I had purpoſed to ſet forward with the Armenian, and fg 
after 2 or 3 days Journey to wait for the great Caravan. Our Cap. 
tain applies himſelf to the Char of Scamachy to intercede for the Cap. 
tivs, but all he could do might not ayail, for there was no Au- 
dience lent him, Ir ſeemed as if the $«/ta of Derbert had hardned his 
temper, for in preſence of the Dutch and others that had taken the 
Mediation upon them; whereas on the contrary they had ever been 
good Friends with the Calmuc & 0ſmin, frequently ſending and recei- 
ving mutual Preſents from each other. 

When the Captain faw there was no hopes to procure our Re. 
demption at Scamacky , he purpoſes.to go tor 1ſpahan, and addreſs 
himſelf to the King ; the more for that the Commiſſioners of the 
Eaſt Indis Company might aſliſt him. He therefore took up ſeve- 
ral CAfbas of an Armenian , for which he muſt have pay'd 25 per 
Cert more at 1/pahan : he left 1. ven Termund at Scamacky for ſecurity. 

On the 18- Chrifian Brand by the interceſlion of I. var Termund , 
was taken to board in the Pol:ſo Ambaſſadors Houſe, giving good ſe- 
curity for the ſame at Scamachy. | 

Mean while the Brother of the ſaid Ambaſſador went a ſecond 
time to Court, for to get the conſent of the Scach 1n changing of his 
Religion , but the reſult was as unwelcom to him as the "_ 
with an expreſs order to depart immedaatly for Poland, and to give 
a reaſon of his delay. This news as it was very unacceptable to him, 
for that he was ſenſible how affairs would be repreſented at Warſaw, 
there being a Courier diſpatched off from the Scach to the K. of 
Poland; fo was it allo very welcom and acceptable news for the op- 
preſſed Gentlemen in his Retinue. Nor did this outwardly appear 
at the Perſian Court , for upon ſuch occaſions they never acquaint 


any Forreign Miniſter with any dislike , but intimate it by their own 


at the Court from whence they are ſent in ſuch Quality , whence 
they expe SatisfaQtion. This when Bockaan underſtood he ſtudied 
all means to avoid going back to Wa ſaw, and aſked me if I thought 
that the Eft India Company, or their Dire@tors there, would con- 
ſent to let him imbarque there for Holland? My reply was that I did 
not beleev it would be granted , and told him ſeveral Precedents for 
it, as alſo the improbability of the thing ſince their Intereſt was ſo 

great 
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great in Commerce with Perſia ; as that they would not do any yy 
thing to quit it: However it he would go clandeſtinly and occaſion 1673, 


a Rumor as if he were gone for Moſcow ,or ſom where in Tartary, he 
might 1imbarque himſelf as a privat Perſon. Thus I faid in hopesto 
come that way home my ſelf. Yet he was yarious in his Intentions , 
fomtimes taking a reſolution to go for Smyrna , and ſomtimes for 
Conſtantinople , or elſewhere. However during the time he was at 
Scamachy, he Lorded it ſo bravely, that the Chan durſt not check him 
in any extravagancy he committed : for it ſeems that the ſaid Char 
had taken up a conſiderable Sum of the Ambaſſador upon Intereſt 
and not being able to pay was fain to reſt contented. But the Am- 
baſſador willing to get in his Money and the Chan not ina Capacity 
to pay it upon demand, the Ambaſlador ſent his Brother to 1/pahar 
to make complaint to the Schach , which when the Chan had under- 
ſtood, ſent a Poſt after him , who intreated him to return back , upon 
promiſe of Payment, and full Solution both of Stock and Intereſt. 

On the 21 came a Perſian to Scamachy with William Barentſ7 Klopper 
our Chict-Mate , who had been taken, by the Tartars and ſeverely 
uſed all the time. The ſaid Perſian offered him to the Poliſh Ambaſſa- 
dor who on the 3ot® bought him. "The Scemkal had firſt ſold him to 
a Perſizn of Bachu for 150 Abs. This new Patron ſet him to keep 
Cattle , in a Paſture , between Derbent and Scamachy , where upon 
our Journey to Scamachy I ſaw, but knew him not. He had 2 very 
churliſh fellow to his Patron , and therefore attempring ſeveraF 
times torun away was ſt;ll caught again, and beat moſt ſevercly : and 
now being redeemed came unexpettedly out of the Frying Partinto- 
the Fire. : 

Upon the firſt day of Zanuary 1671 ,-on which day weuſually in 
our own Countrey wiſh one another Happineſs: we were aware of 
a mighty and moſt dreadfull Earth-quake , which had ina moment 
hid ſome hundreds of Houſes in Rubbiſh ; moſt terrible was it ro 
ke ſo many Souls ſwallowed up in the Earth aliveand as lamentable 
to ſee ſome cruſh'd to pieces and others half dead ,. ſome fo faſt clo- 
ſed up between Walls that they could not be got out. And others. - 
wanting their Legs; Arms and other Members, nor was thereany 
but fullained- fome loſs one way or other. When it ceaſed eve 
one hoped that all was done, but rhe next day at night the Eart 

) began: 
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xo,, began again to tremble and ſhake, inſomuch that all was ina con- 

1670, ſternation , but none ſuſtained any conſiderable loſs that I could 
hear of.

and {rom afar in the Countrey , who came with Croſſes, Flags and 

Bells, ſinging Hymns all the way till they came over the Pulcy Mm. 

bery (a Bridge ſo called) where they fate down. On the morning very 

early the Biſhop came out with great Pomp and ſung Maſs, after 

which an Oration was made ſuiting the Day , being Epiphany, 

which he performed with great Zeal and Pains. After that was a Feaſt 

which they call Chalſe Schuran, or Dipping of the Croſs: 

Theſe Ceremonies were performed as follows: On each ſide the 

River were placed the Chans Guards, and all the Soldiery, to pre- 

vent any Tumult or abuſe of the Armenians, who pay dear enough 

for the ſame. After the Chaz had taken his placein a Tentexpreſſly 

rovided for that Prince , and the Watch ſet in good ordor , the 

Biſhop went to beg permiſſion , before which obtained he dare not be. 

gin. So ſoon as the Token was given, ſome of the CArmenians ran 

naked into the. Water, and cut up the Ice with Bills; the Biſhop 

all the while continues reading and the Common people ſing. After 

this they begin to play upon Bels and Cymbals , then the Biſhop 

ſtepping ſoftly to the River fide , pours in Oyl and Water. Then 

he took a litle S:1lver Croſs, ſet with Diamonds and other precious 

Stones , which he dipt 3 times in the Water. 'T his done he took 

a {taft | or Crotter ] and ſtretched it ſeveral ways over the River, pro- 

nouncing ſeveral \BenediCtions. Immediately upon this all the 

People ran together, and ſtrove who ſhould be firſt at the River to 

drink and waſh their Faces. This was obſervantly don of all forts 

of People, young and old, Men and Women, Laſt of all ſeveral 

youths uncloathed themſelvs , jumped into the River and ſwam 

to and again, diving ſeveral times together, as if it had been in the 

midſt of Summer. The Biſhop departing homewards , was accoms- 

panied 
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panied with ſeveral Damoſcls playing upon Inſtrumentsand ſinging F.4x: 


all the way-before him. On the other part there were ſeveral Perſian 
Whores and Proſtitutes who came to ſeek their Game, ſinging and: 
dancing after a very laſcivious faſhion. In ſhort it concluded as the 
Orgia or Bacchanalia 1n the time of Gentiliſm , which werecelebrated 
by the Thyades, or Prieſts of Bacchus, with the Perſians , who made uſe of 
this ſeaſon as*a Fair , whither repaired many Juglers , Pedlers , 
———_— » & other Vagabonds ; but:the Armeniens , did not 
cither 1n Eating or Drinking exceed the Limits of Moderation.

«" Encine F urpentine Oil upon the Wood and ſo ſet it on fire, and then gave 
brow the Engine a turn, upon which the Woman fell into the fire, *Tis 
#74 true the Woman ſeemed by vertue of that Potion to be fallen into 

a Catapher , or Dead-fleep , yet I heard her ſhriek out feveral times 
till the Drums, Pipes, Trumpets and other Wind-Mulfic began to 
play, which was ſo loud and altiſonant, thatI could not hear any lon- 
ger , alth0 I got a place near the Pile which was erected for theſe 
Ceremonies. Such —_ was alſo in uſe among the Idolaters 


of Paleftins, who offered their Children to Moloch. When the Fire 


had conſumed all , the Aſhes were thrown into thic River. 
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On the 21 was a great noiſe in Town about 2 Men that wete +.4y, * 
murthered , and the Homicides unknown. The Widows ; Chil 157% 
dren and- Friends of the Partys murthered brought the Dead Bodies yy, ua 

to the Gates of the Princes Palace as demanding Juſtice , and Pu- marthe- 

aiſhment for the Delinquency. About two hours they fat by the Bo- _ 

dies with their Heads, and Right Arms bare, as a token that thoſe 
{were their Allies and Friends, and kiſſed the Corpſes ſeveraltimes 
for they repute thoſe that are ſo murthered indiſputably Saints in 
Heaven. Hither flocked alſo Women from all parts and Countreys 
cound about, eſteeming it a work of merit. The Perſogs murthe- 
red were but ordinary People , aud Citizens of the meaneſt ſort , 
ſo that the Chan, did not uſe much diligence in hunting out the Ma- 
lefators , for without Money Fuſtice is rarelydon. After the Corps 
bad laid here about 2 hours , as was faid, they were by Order of 
the Char carried away upon Barrows and interred in the Field, 
with ſom few Ceremonies. Every night were ſet up ſeveral Torches, 
and by day went Hundreds of Women to perform the uſual So- 
lemnities and ſuperſtitious Rites at their Tombs. The Ceremonies 
are as vain as fooliſh which they do about the Dead ; at their firſt 
coming there they bow down three times at the Grave, and as often 
kiſs it, adoxning the Place round about with Flags of ſeveral Co- 
lours which they make faſt to ſticks. | 

On the 27 was a general Exultation expreſſed at Scamachy, with 
Beating of Drums, Sounding of Trumpets and variety of Wind- 
Muſic, for that the Chans Son had a Robe of Favour beſtowed upon 
him, and one of the Kings Wives; which were ſent him for a Pre- 
ſent as a Mark of Loyalty: and indeed the latter is never don but 
upon the ſcore of an exceeding high Favour ; and altho they have 
the names of the Kings Wives , yet it moſtly happens that they are 
pure Virgins, it being a thing impoſſible that he ſhould make uſe 
of ſo many as are dayly brought to him from all parts of his wide 
Dominions , which are alwaies the moſt feledt Beauties ; however

our Nation , deſiring if he ſhould chance to be neceſſitated or at a 
tols for Money they would pleaſe to affiſt him, he having upon his 
departure no more than 20 Crowns. I gayethemalſs a full Demon- 
ſtration of what he had done for the Dutch Slaves , as alfoanaccount 
of his Worth in reſpect of his Race and Deſcent, he being of one 
of the nobleft Families in the Countrey , and was able to remitt 
what they thought good to difburfe for him.

kdgment of a wrong. / 

About this time came news from Tefſtis about the Chirurgeon who 
had done that operation. on the Ambaſſador , how that the Prinee 
having, underſtood that he wasarrived fent for him, and after many 

reſfes and in order to his Promife, ſent ſor one of the nioftem- 
nent Merchants in the Ciry , who had one 6nly Davghter.

The Father gives 
conſent but thought her too young for the nuptial Bed , ſhe not ex- 
cceding 12 years of Age, and therefore pray'd the Marriage might 
be put off till ſhe was 2 years elder ; however the Contract was 
ſigned in preſence of the Prince, with Condition that ſhe came to 
dic without Iſſue that her Eſtate ſhould devolve upon him. La fine 
he was there in very great reputationand gave the Merchant reaſon 
to be well ſatisfied with his Perſon ; who ſhow'd him all Poſlible 
Favour and Friendſhip. | 

On the 26 ito our Patron , the Ambaſſadour, got intelligenceof | 5 
the Party that had ſtole his Plate, being diſcovered by a Goldſmith 
that had bought it ; for Noticc was given to all che GoldſmithSin > 
Scamachy , that if any one bought it, he ſhould have his Vioney ggain 
and a Reward to boot. Yet this Delinquent had more favour ſhown 
him than the Party who was put to the torm-nt before , tho 1nno- 
cent of the Fatt; for this received only a few blows on the Foot, 
and was declared free. He was a Pelander, not in ſervice of the Am- 
baſſador , but only a Par ifite who frequented the Houſe. 

On the firſt of March was another 1djan Corps burned with a 
Live-Woman , after the ſame manner as was ſaid before; only the 
Wood was poured over with Nphte, in place of Turpentine Oil.

My Patron profeſling Chriſtianity 
was excuſed from theſe Expences , holding out , that he being a. * 
Chriſtian could not ſafely maintain Mahomeran Superſtition. This 
was a happy time for our Gzntlemen, who now with Authority 
went a mumping among the Perſians, nor did I think it good todine 
with Duke Humphrey, ſo long as I had ſuchan honeſt Hadſ7 Biram to 
addreſs my {clfto, wither I went and was very kindly entertained. 

On the 21 we received a Letter from one of our Company , who 
was a Slavein Scewkal, altho there was no name ſet to it, at which we 
wondred ; yet did beleeve it whs Anthony Munſter the Diamond-cutter. 
The Contents was , © 'T hat he underſtood how that there were 2 
*« Dutch Chirurgeons at Scamachy , whom he intreated to redeem 
« him, and he would order the Money to be paid at Moſcou. The Letter 
was delivered to us by order of the Chan, but we had not the Power 
to doany thing forhim; yet underſtood not long after , that the ſaid 
Aſunſter was carried to Iſpahanas Captiv , or Slave. 

On the 25 we got a Letter from Meyndert Meynderiſz one of our. 
Company , which was direCted to my Patron Bechd» : the Contents 
thereof being much at one with the former ; yet he gave no other 
account of his faſt Reſidence, than that he was a Slave and lived not 
far from Derbent , where being a Smith by his Trade he made Wea- 
pons for his Maſter. He was afterwards bought by a Perſian of Bacchn , 
and ſince redeemed by 1, van Termund. 

The next day happencd a Fray between 2 Georgians, the Ambaſ- 
{adors Countreymen , who hacked and hewed ſo long with their Scy- 
miters till they had hardly a free hand-breadth 1n their Bodies that 
was not wounded, nor could our Ambaſſadour part them , notwith- 
ſtanding all the means he could uſe , whereas every one has the Free- 
dom to right himſelf in ſuch caſes, | 

On the 31 at night we had another great Earthquake, accompa- 
nied with: fearfull Flaſhes of Lightning and Thunder : On this 
day was alſo ſeen at Scamachy and other places in Perſia huge Balls 
of Fire, which ſeemed to be hurl'd down from Heaven , with ſuch 
Force as if the Bands of the World would be diſſolved : this being 

the moſt dreadful ſight that ever I haveſeenin my life, The Flame 
thereof was blewiſh like Sulphur when it burns. 
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The next day wegot Tidings by way of Terky, that Affrachan was ran; 
retaken by the Great Dukes Forces, and, that ſeveral Thouſands '%" 
of the Rebells were executed; but hearing thoſe news ſo often rela- wewe 
ted and afterwards found them to be but falſe Rumors, ſuppoſed _ 
to be diſperſed by ſome Perſons whoſe Intereſt had dependence has, 
thereon , we could not ſo cally be induced to take this upon Credit, 
and therefore, acquicſced in the Indifferency of the matter till we 
had a Confirmation. 

On the 2 of April came an Order from 1ſþahan, to make a Gene- 4n0rder 
ral Muſter of Girls , from 2 years of Age upward , out of which *52, 
the Beauties ſelect wereto be choſen out for the King of Perfia. This for the * 
Muſter paſſed throughout the whole Kingdom , not reſpecting *** 


either Nation or Religion. The Commiſſioners had Order from 


the King, to complete the number of 500 of the beſt featured , com- 


plexioned and ſhaped Virgins that wereto be found in all the whole 
Muſter. The manner of it is thus ; Some time befare, the King 
iſſues a Mandate , which is publiſhed thro every Province-of his 
Realm and Dominions , That all the young Maids from /2 to 17 
years | if there be any of that age] ſhall be drawn up to their reſpeCtiv 
Metropolitans, or Chief Towns (as theſe in Medie, were brought 
to Scamachy ) where the -Kings Commiſlioners ſhall make choice on 
the Kings behalf. This Mandate is duly and with all reverence 
obey'd by the Parents of ſuch Children, who, if they have but one 
Child are obliged upon pain of Death to bring her to the Place ap- 


| pointed , where the ſaid Commillioners are to view and cenſure them 


if they be worthy to be culled out for the Kings uſe. Deplorable it 
was to {ee the dejectedCountenance of the Parents, who brought their 
Children where they muſt take their laſt leavs of them , never think- 
ing to ſee them again; and as remarkable it was to conſider the va- 


, rious tempers . and differing humors of the People, whereas ſom 


who having a great love and efteem for their Children', would at- 
fire them in the ougleſt Garb, and uſe what Arts they could to make 
them ſeem deformed and miſhapen ; whilſt on the contrary others 
thinking it a Honour,and being ether overburthened with their Chil- 
dren, or void of that tenderneſs, which by nature all are injoyned 
to have over their Iſſue, would uſe every mean they could conceiv 
to tender-them handſom ,- and ſpend their utmoſt mite for Orna-

* which he theſaid Merchant took diſlike at , I cannot determine; yet 
certainly he courted her long before he could gain the will-and con. 
ſent of the old Man, which till theſe Summons came he quite de- 
ſpaired of. But no ſooner did the old Gentleman hear of the Man- 
date. but he ſent for the Youth , and not only gave him his Daughter 
for his Bride but made him in Poſt-haſt to-bed with her , that ſo he 
might juramentally declare ſhe was no Virgin. The Youngmandid 
not deſire many- Moneths to deliberate the buſineſs , but ſuddenly 
accepted of his Offer , and ſo anticipated the King. Yet this did 
not altogether excuſe them, for 1t was not ſo univerſally known but 
that ſom. Pick-thank Neighbour thinking that the Gentleman con- 
cealed his Daughter to-eſcape the Cenſure, went and informed. the 
Commiſlioners , that-ſuch a Virgin was not brought to the Teſt, 
being a great Beauty. and well bodied. The Commtſſioners immec- 
diatly ſend out a Privat Summons to the Old Gentleman to. bring 
his Daughter into the Chans Antichambre where they held the Ren- 
dez-vous; the Old Gentleman makes his Appearance with his-Son 
in Law and Daughter, together with ſom Perſons of Quality to make 
uſe of in caſe Evidence were required where being come, he pre- 
fents his: Daughter , and pray'd them to take his Son too , for he 
was the Perſon that had her Miaiden-head, which was the only thing 
the King deſired; In fine he declared the matter ſoctrcumſtantially

| that I began to deſpair of Redemption. After I had conſulted all 
means , 1 concluded it my beſt way to diſpatch Letters to ſom of 
my own Nation, and accordingly ſent one to the Butch Conſul at 
Smyrna , and another to the Sieur Molives at Leghorn, humbly. en- 
treating them to ſend them forward for Holland,, with one acquainting 
them that I was 1n Slavery at Scamachy', and could not ſend any Letter 
with ſafety and conveniency thro Moſcovia, which was the reafon 
of my being ſo tmportunate , as to dirett them that way. ; 

On the 9% we had very tempeſtuous Weather, high and impe- 
tuous Winds, mixed with Thunder and Lightning , ſo that all ſhaked 
again. On this day went all the Woman to the Sepulchers of their 
deceaſed Friends, to perform the cuſtomary Rites. 

The next day was a great Feſtival , or Holy day among thenr, 
which was ſolemnized with Beating of Kettle-drums , ſound of 

Trumpets, and Playing on all forts of loud Wind-Muſfic. 

On the 11" was one of Raedzins chief Officers brought into Scama- 
cy, being with 3 more of the Coſac Commanders ſent upon an Am- 
baſſage to Boulat a Prince of the Circas-Tartars , to delire his Afſiftance 
of ſom Auxiliaries, promiſing not only to fpare his Subjects ,. but 
alſo to give him a conſiderable Reward. The Prince having under- 
ſtood the ſum of their Inſtructions , cauſed 1immediatly Three of 
thoſe to be beheaded, and their Bodies to. be thrown tothe Eagles 
and Ravens. The Heads hecauſecd to beembalmed and put in a Bag , 
which he compelled the Fourth to carry to am and preſent t 
King. His one Hand and his-Neck was nailed to a Wooden Collar 
madelikea | Y. | with 2 Branches, between which his Head was ſup» 
ported , ſo that he continually looked upwards. This Cefac., or 
rather Renegado, for he wasa Ruſs born , I knew very well at 4/ra- 
chan. He was mounted on a bay Horſe, and attired-in a Garment 
of yellow Silk, and notwithſtanding the unexpected ſevere Uſage 
he met with did not ſeem by his Countenance to beat all concerned. Thece- 

When he was brought into 1/pahan, was put into cloſe Priſon and j;, %s. 
loaden with maſly Fetters and Manicles , but ſhortly after got his «6+: 
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enlargement promiſing to impart ſom weighty and important aftair 
to the King. 

I havealready made mention, how that about 2 years beforc, Rad7in 
had diſpatched 7 Ambaſſadors to the Court at ſpahar, deliring a 


Supply of Men and Ammunition, asalſo toenterinto a League with 


the King : but by reaſon the Co/acs had plundered C4ftrabath , Ferre 


.bath and Lenkeran, and committed many infolent Outrages within 
his Majeſties Territories, and that Radzin was not by any acknoyw. 
ledged as a Soveraign Prince, his Ambaſſadors found a very unkind 
Reception at Court , and meeting with ſome menacing Sentences 
in their Inſtructions , the King cauſed their Heads to be ſevered 
from their Bodies, reſerving only one to bring back the Tidings, who 
was upon his delivery of the Meſſage ordered by Rad7in himſelfty 
be chop'd into Gobbets, as may be read more at large in Pag. 192, 
193. So that I held it ſtrange that Stephen Radzin would aſſume the 
freedom to ſend any more Legates , without other Ground of Hope, 
that they ſhould have better ſucceſs than the former had. 

On the 25 was a Perſian of reputed SanCtity murthered by a Geor- 
gian after a very baſe degenerate manner. The Murtherer was forth- 
with apprehended and brought before the Prince , where he was 
accuſed of the Fat , and conſequently delivered to the neareſt 
Allies of the Patient to uſe at their diſcretion, as is cuſtomary 
in Perſia; for rarcly it happens that either the King , Prince, 
Deputie or the Civil Magiſtracy take notice of ſuch delinquencies, 
but turn over the MalefaCtor to the aggrieved Parties, who if the 
be Poor oftentimes ſell their Vengeance for Money , after which 
the Law 1s ſilent: but here the Delinquent had not that 'Fortune, 
for, the Brother of the Murthered Party had neither Poverty nor 
Mercy , but ſo ſoon as permiſſion was granted him , he cauſed 
two Men to hold him down till he had ſtabbed him with the tame 
Weapon , ſaying , Get thee hence, thou drunken Dog , to the Devil to 
whom thou belongeſt z for the Georgian was a drunken Fellow , and 
executed in the ſume fit of Drunkneſs wherein he had fo far miſtaken 
himſelf, fo that the Murther, Complaint and Execution were all 
done in the ſpace of three Hours.

After theſe Pageants, or Brancar4s, fol- 
lowed 4 Noble-men ; each: leading a horſe of State, richly cappari- 
ſon'd : .The Saddles being of Gold, and beſet with Precious Stones. 
On the far-ſide had. each Horſe a Damaskin Scymiter , and on the 
neare{ide a Shield. On each Saddle was a 'Furbant, adorned with 
variety of Gems and unſpeakably rich. This Solemnity was con- 
cluded -with a:grand Retinu of Citizens, who ſeemingly ſurpaſſed 
all -the reſt in Devotion. When the Pageants were: come before 
the Door. of the Deputy they ſtood ſtill: and the Deputy accompanied 
with all the Nobles about the Court, rode out to hear the Charyb-| or 
Sermon | that the Prieſt before mentioned, according to the cuſtom, 
was to preach , which hedid with ſuch Zeal, as that the Chaz | or De- 
puty ] with all that heard htm could not refrain from weeping. Moſt 
of the Sermon was a collſudatory-Reheaxſal of the Sanctity and Noble 
Ads of Heſſeyn, together with a Hiſtorical reciration of his Martyr- 
dom.

When 
they were come to the Sepulchre , the Body was ſet down before the 
Door of the Chappel, or Oratory , where the Nobility diſtributed 
Alms to the Poor , beſtowing alſo very liberally certain pieces of 
Gold upon the Prieſts thereby injoyning them to pour out their 
Prayers for the Soul of the Departed, and to have him in perpetual 
Remembrance. This don the Body was carried inward , and laid 
in anew Grave, upon which was a fair Tomb or Monument of white 
Marble, with admirable curious Foliage, and other Ornaments of 
Sculpture. The Prieſts received the Body to interr 1t with many Ce- 
remonics and Bowing. When all was cloſed the Chan drew near to 
kiſs the Tomb, as alſo his Son, and the reſt of the Nobility, and 
fo after their former rank and order returned back to the Palace.

On the.22 a Youngman (according to Sentence paſſed upon him) 
was beat to death with Sticks, being to paſs thro the Town and at 
the.

Kinzdom in general? Or. are you indeed becom a Chriſtian? &c. This Inno- 
vation he meant, was an Interdiction which the Chan or Governour , 


had iſſued 3 daysafter the Proceſſion , That none.ſhould hew and cut 


(as was their Cuſtom) with Swords 1a the Streets, like as we have | 


ſpoke more amply in the Feaſt.of Aly. The Father, ſom ſaid, durſt 
not but make complaint, Icſt.it ſhauld have been imputed to him- 
ſelf as Miſpriſion, it being well known by others that it was his Son 
who ſent the Libel.

On the-30 aroſe a moſt hideous Tempeſt of Wind , Thunder, ,,,, 
Hail and Lightning; which. continued for two days together after Storm 
which all was very calm-and ſtill and the air very ſerene. The Hail *4# 
.did much damage to the Fruit, every Hailſtone beingof an unuſual 
bigneſs, ſomas largeas the Egg of a Henor Turky. 


On the. 6 of Fuze I went with a Yexetian (who had biir a Slave 
in Twrky and run away) about 15 Miles w.thin Land, where we found 
an Armenian Friary. The Monaſtics received and treated us very 
kindly ,- when they underſtood that we were Chriſtians , and in 


ſages we had met withabroad , which the Fenerian firſt did , and after- 
wards deſiring me-to do the like, I related all in brief, which they 
took great de!rght to hear, eſpecially about the taking in'of Afrachan. 
They deſired us furtherto tarry with themfor ſom time, which we pro- 
miſed to: do, and accordingly ſtay'd there two nights. AlFthe time 
they: careſled 'us. with all kindnefs 1maginable-, neither ſparing for 
V ictuals nor good Drink! profethng themſelvs ſorry -thiat our con- 
dition would not allow them the happineſs of a longer enjoyment of 
our Company. Their manner of Lite was very ſingle, - without any 
Incumbrance-of the - Mahomerans , their: Hous-holding regular and 
gentile ,' and: the-Men among themſelvs mutually loving one-ano- 
ther , and ſociable with ſtrangers , very charitable to all that were 
in neceſhty ,. of what Opinion or Faith ſoeverthey were. Right loath 
we were to leav them, but: not daring to ſtay any longer, we took 
our leavs of them; thanking them for theirkindneſsand civility they 
had ſhown us: In taking out way to Scamachy , we were fain toctimb 
over ſome Hills, and one great Mountain flatat Top: 'upon which 
was a Lake, according to our gueſling, 3 miles in Circait:Going along 
the ſhore to our-great amazement wefound four Bodies of Men that 
had but newly been murthered, having their throats cut , we ſup- 
poſed them to be Anglers, ſeeing F:ſhing Canes and other: Imple- 
ments about them. However, we'thinking it for two reaſons unſafe 
for us. to ſtay there any longer, = all the haſt wexcould to get out

our Pcople faw that they were com 1n a warrantable way , durſt not 


Women and Children , and heard her cry out moſt bitterly. Yet 
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of the way. This Lake as we afterwards underſtood was very plen- 
tifull of many kinds of delicate Fiſh , which are fold very dear and 
highly efteemed of abroad throughout all that part of the Countrey, 
and indeed it was once our thoughts to makea 'T rial if we could take 
any thing , till meeting with theſe new murthered Perſons , we chuſed 
rather to let the Fiſh remain in their Element , than by the probable 
conſequence to pay too great a price for our ſport. 

On the 9 happened a very Tragical paſlage at Scamachy, which, 
notwithſtanding the horrible ſpectacle [ had feen the Day before, 
made my Heart beat withrn my Breaft , as it did many times after that, 
when it came into my mind. A Poliſþ Woman and a Slave was taken 
by a Perſian for his Wife. Whether ſhe had ſom private Quarrel with 
him, or that ſhe was conſcious of ſom misbehaviour to him I cannot 
determine, however ſhe came to my Patron the Poliſh Ambaſſador, 
firſt making a large Demonſtration of her State, and of her Friends 
and Family 1n Poland, ſhe requeſted that my Lord would vouchſafe 
her his ProteCtion , till ſuch time as ſhe could meet with an oppor- 
tunity to convey her felt clandeſtinly home into her owa Countrey, 
My Lord , at the earneſt intreaty of fom Domeſtics who were his 
Minions, aflented: but after ſhe had ſo privily held her (-If about rhe 
ſpace of 14. days, her Husband got Intelligence by ſom Pick-thank 
or other, where ſhe was, applies himſelf immediatly to Court, where 
(after a litle ſoliciting) he gets an Order to fetch herout, and uſe 
her as ſeemed good to him. But conſidering that the Domeſtics of 
my Lord were too numerous and alittle unruly , he durſt not attempt 
to make the demand, but went back again to Court deliring Aiſi- 
ſtance upon which the Prince ſent ſom of his, Officers , who when 


oppolec them, nor had they any conveniency to put her out of the 
way , ſo that ſhe was forthwith delivered into the hand of her Huſl- 
band.

of Continency , harbour and ſuſtain an il Opinion of their Wives , 
whom they will have to be chaſt and loyal. This Jealoufy is the rea- 
ſon that few who covet a good name and would be reputed haneſt 
go with any partof their bodies uncovered, faveonly their Etes , their 
Face being muffled up in Silks or Cotton. Thoſe who go withun- 
covered Heads, are fuch as we commonly call Gameſters , and pro- 


ſtitute. So ſoon as any one comes ina doors, the Woman runs into a* 


Chamber and locks her ſelf up that ſhe may not befeen, althdthe' 


Slaves have often the Opportunity to violate their Mafters Couch 


notwithſtanding all the Indeavours they ufe to ſuppreſs thent. But #,que, 


the King and the Great ones of the Realm prevent that by gelding 
their Slaves; which they doe very effectually , but Modeſty forbids 
me to make further mention of the Manner. They do it commonly 
when they are young , buying Children that are ftollen from their 
Parents , and are therefore in regard of their bringing up, held in 
greater value than others , as alfo becauſe that there 1s hardly one 
in three that both live and like. The price which 1s ſetupon them 
is one reaſon why ordinary Perſons have them not, and another js 
becauſe that if they thrive they grow very fat and hazy, and conſe- 
quently unfit to do any ſervice they have occaſion for. And byrea- 
fon that Women-Slaves are ſomewhat rare among them , the Mer- 

* chants and Citizens Wives are moſtly attended by Men, who ifthey 
have a ſprightly and airy way and Carriage, arefomtimes admirred 
to enjoy thoſe 1]licit Pleaſures, which 1n proceſs of time they recom- 
pence with the loſs of their Lives.

1671 $ 1m the Evening I ſaw a great maſſylampof Fire, which made the 
Earth ſhake again when it fell, and fo burſt all to pieces. Formidable, 
I thought, were the great Ordnance in the Dardanelli when they were 
diſcharged , being reputed the greateſt in the World : But there 
was as much difference between thisand them, as there is between a 
Mountain and a Mole-Hill.

down, and abundance of Men cruſh'd to pteces. When the Earth- 
quake was patt , it began torain very hard, and blew extremely. The ,,,.,,. 
ſame day I had occaſion to go withaut the Walls where walking a tion of 
btle towards the Fields I faw abaut 100 Beniess performing Sacri- —oopgyy 
fices to the Fowls and Fiſh. They lay upontheir knees and {trowed | 
Rice and Beans upon the Land and inthe River. Theſe /ndians will 
never kill any living Creature, not fo much as Lice, whichalth6 
they take yet ſet them down in ſom place or other to paſture , and let 
them ſhift for themſelvs. Whea they fee any Perſon .go ont a Bird- 
ing with a. Fowling-picce, Ginns, or other Implements they will ' 
give him Money to go home again ; or, if they perceiy any one 
about to ſhoot they will be fure to ſpoil his Game, by chacing away 
the Fowl , infomuch , that if the Party be a Choleric man, they 
are in danger of their Lives. Thelike they doe with the Fiſh, when 
they ſee any com to Angle, and trouble the water . When they are 
about to make water , or caſe themſelvs they alwaies look avout 
them if there be no Vermin or any thing that hath life upon the 
Ground, which it there be, they remove itaway very carefully, leſt 
they ſhould do it harm. During the time of theſe Feſtival Days , 
which happens 8 times a year, they will burn no Candle, Tapour ,, 
or Torch; leſt Muskettos , and other InſeCtsthat fly aboutthe Flame 
ſhould finge their Wings. They have alſo offered the Char a conhide-- 
rable ſum of Money that no Beaſt ſhould be ſlain during the time of 
theſe Feaſts, but the Chan would not liſten to any ſuch thing. Thele 
people are alſo very ſuperſtitious in manyother things , ad withall 
ſtrict and zealous. They will not uſe either Difhor any other Vellc] 
belonging to fuch as are not of theirown Set, yet will ſuffer others. 
to make uſe of theirs. They abſtain from Fleſh, and Fiſh , and what- 
foever had, or may have life, infomuch that they are as ſhy of an 
Eggasof the Bird that lays it. Theyarevery ſubtle m Traffic , and im 
that arc ſaid to {urpaſs not only the other Indians,but all other Nations.

On the 26 was a great Holiday among the Perfians, when as all the 


Women went to perform their Solemnities at the Graves of their 
deceaſed Friends and Allies upon the Mountains, where they fre. 
quently beat their Heads, [Kiſſed :the Tombs and.other Ceremonies 
more , which are all the Religious Duties their Wamen are injoyned 
to, that I could obſerve: for they never goto the CAtofguees , or Chur- 
ches, nor ever do they pray at home, bur leav all to the Piety of 
the Men, who go to prayer 3 times a day, and there appear very 
devout, 'to wit at Morning,, at Noon and at Night, invoking the 
Aſſiſtance of the Angels. Ar their firſt Entrance into the Hofquite, 
they utter theſe words, This 1 do in the Name of the CAlmighty G 0 D: 
whicit ſaid they utter ſom ſhort Prayer , that they have by form pre- 
ſcribed, direging 4t to certain Angels, that they would vouchſate 
to chace away the Devil, that he may not incommadate them in their 
Prayer. When-they have made.their Addreſs to the Angels , they 
then apply themſelvs to GOD, 1n theſe words : Praiſed be GOD, 
the Lord of the Laſt Fudgement. Thou O Heavenly G 0 D haſt power to help 
us , Wherefore Wwe adore thee. Help us to find and continue on the right Way , 
not on the Way where ſinzers commit fins , .but on that Way where no Error is. 
Amen. 

The next day being the 27 1 preſented Haedzi Biram my former 
Patron with the Model of a Ship and a Galley which coſt me about 
3 Moneths Labour. On the Ship were 4o Guns , and 10 on the 
Galley , with 42 Oars, both being complete, as to Maſts., Sails 
Rigging , Anchors , &c. Hadz accepted of it kindly, and forth- 
with preſented it to the Prince as a great Rarity. The Prince was 
greatly taken with it, and asked Hadzi Biram., whether I wasat Sca- 
machi, which underſtanding defired to ſee me ; upon which my Pa- 
tron ſent a Slave to fetch me. I had hopes that this might work out 
my Redemption and bring me into Favour , went without much 
delay to give Attendance, where being admitted and come within 
preſ2nce I bowed after the Per{an manner , with my Hand upon 
my Breaſt. The Prince, ſ_ me ſtand at a dritance, bad me com 


near, which I did. Then he fell to asking me ſom Queſtions as to” 


my Countrey, and the Occation of my coming thither , waich I an- 
ſwered. Then he asked me if ſuch Ships.ever 1ngaged in Battel , one 
againſtanother? To which] replyed,, 'I hat 2 Flcets being between 2 
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and 300 Sail of the Eng/i/b and Hellanders, encountered cach other , vc. 
continually firing their Guns, and then proceeded to Boarding, Sink- '*7"* 


ing, Burning, or Blowing up. He then asked me, why thoſe two 
Nations profeſling one Faith and Religion made War upon each 
other. 'I anfwered him, that it was for no other reaſon than the Afa- 
hometans made War againſt each other, and thoſe two mighty Po- 
tentates the Schah of Perſia, and the 0ttomen Emperour, profeſſing 
-one and the ſame Faith in ſubſtance. The Prince turning about to 
Hadzi Biram, told him that what I ſaid was juſtly true.” Upon this 
came 4n.ſom Great Perſonage, and giving me the Beck, a Token 
that I muſt withdraw, I went away as much a Slaveas I came 1n. 

On the 28 was a great Silver Goblet ſtole out of our Houſe , but 
there was ſucha narrow ſcrutiny that the Thief was immediatly found 
out , and afterſeveral blows on the Foot with a Staff, was put an Fet- 
ters. He wasa Georgian, and the Ambaſſadors Townsman. 

On the 31 I took a melanchalic Walk chrough the Town, and 
immedaatly had a Reſcontre with one of the Tartars that took us and 
made us Slaves, he being the very Man that tied me to his Horſes 
Tail, dragging me backwards thro Thorns .and Brambles ftone- 
naked. I had no ſooner ſeen him but my Blood began to boil in my 
Veins, and my heart beat, flill ſtudying what way to.be avenged of 
the Villain. I dogged him ſo fartill I founda convenient place, and 
having a good Truncheon in my Hand, with a knot at the end, as 
the Perſians commonly carry about with them , with which Lent him 
ſuch a Dandy-flute on the Forechead , that he tumbled down like 
an Ox, upon which not willing to loſe my Labour I pumme'ld ſo 
about the Chaps, that Blood came guſhing out at his Noſe and Ears 
and well it was that I had not my Knife about me, forif I had, I 
ſhould ſurely have ſent him to ſalute his Grandfather : yet my fear was 
that I had already ſent him on that Errand , for helay asdead upon 
the Ground , which I obſerving , and dreading the conſequence , 
made all the haſt I could to get away: However being ſeen by ſom 
Perſians , who it ſeems had bin SpeCtarors all this while at a diſtance , 
one of them caught me by the Arm and with a ſurly look., asked me, 
ſaying, H nat is your meaning, Friend? dee intend to murther 4 Man at 
noon-Aay upon the Street? Hold, hol4, you are 10t to go ſo, you muſt be an- 
ſwerable to the Governour for this Inſolency. But toſatisfy them , Imade 
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. anſwer, Ther he was « Dageſtan Plegiary wo, Manfedler and took me , 
beim 4 Free Perſon 10 fell we #5 a Slave ; and with one told them, how inhu.- 


manly and with what cruelty he had uſed me: I told them alfo that 1 
was a Domeſtic of the ?diſb Ambaſladour : Hearing this they let me 
go: byt coming at the Corner of the Street 1 met with to or 12 of 
his Company, all Tertzrs, who no fooner underftood what was don 
but they ran all over the Town to ſeek me, and perceiving my fef 
environed on every fide I ran into a Tobacco houte under pretext of 
ſmoking a Pipe, paying my uſual Penny: and here I turk'd til 1 
thought the Coaſt was.clcar, and fo ran home. But itwas not long 
before Lheard a whole Troop of Tertarsat the Gate,w ho were the ſame 
that tollowed me, bringing the ſilly Miſcreant along with them , all 
bloody and plaiſtered with Kennel-durt, to ſhow him to my Lord. The 
Ambaiſadour underſtanding what was the Matter, called me to him, 
and hearing all the whole Paſſage , faid to me , Get you gone , you 
Loggerhead, why did you not flrike home? then we had not had this clultey 
at the Door. Hence, hence, I ſay, and do your buſineſs better the next time 
When it coms to your turn , go tur me this Rabble from the Door, A hard Tatk , 
upon my Word, yet coming below , all the Gentlemen and Servants 
waited there, longing to hear what refult I had , and underftan- 
ding, what the Ambaſſadours Pleafure was , they reſolved unani- 
mouſly to furniſh themfelvs with Truncheons and Clubs, and fall 
upon them on a ſudden , which we did and threſh'd them mantully 
back and ſides, fore were 2 toone: The poor Dazeftan that wanted 
full Satisfa&tion got a handſom ſhare inthe Fray, and was fo throughly 
bafted with Oil of Canes that he who at the firft coming to the 
Door , pretended that he could not go, orftand , was fo well anom- 
ted that he knew how to cut a Caper as well as his Companions. 
Which Lalſo ſaid toa Gentleman that told it tomy Lord. He laughed 
heartily, ſaying , 7proteft this Hollander ts an excellent Surgeon, 

The Time drew on when all the Caravans fitted and made prepa- 
ration for 1/p1han, which I greatly longed for. And to lofe no Op- 
portunity that would makeftorit, I addrefſed my ſclf to my Patron, 


humbly begging that I might have my Liberty , which at laſt he 


aſſented to , on Condition I would be accountable to hm for the 
150 bas, which he told me he paid for me, refuſing togrveit me 
without. However he let me know privately by athird Perſon , that 
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= 1 was deſirous to be free that I ſhould give him a certain Preſent, ocroz;.. 
which was named. Finding now that I had ſuch means of gaining 197+ 


my ſweet Freedom, I applied my felf to Monfr. L, Fbritius, of whom 
I got ſo much Money as I thought would fery my Turn. With this 
Money I bought a good Perfian Horſe ; but coming to preſentit, he 
had no liking to it , {o that I was fain to buy another , whuch I thonghe | 
might pleaſe him better; yet this he fancied no better than the former , 
ſo that I was fain to look out for another. The Perfien{ Jockey ] ſhow'd 


me another , and a ſtately C4rabian Gelding , for which 1 was fain ,

to give a greater Sum. As for the other two the Scller took them again, 66 


for the ſame Money , for that is an Eſtabliſhed Rule in. Perfie, that #%nbir 
when ever 2a Man buys any ſuch Merchandiſe, to wit, Slaves, or : 


Cattel, he may return it in 3 days, if it benot for his Turn. This 
ſatisfied my Patron very well nd upon my delivering it, told me 
I might go-when I ſaw conveniency. | 

On the 291b. of 0Fober I went about to take my leav of all my Friends 
and Benefattors. 'Il he many great Favours that were ſhown me 
from Had7i Birem my former Patron , and the great Civility of his 
Lady obliged me above the reſt to perform that piece of Duty and 
manifeſt my thaakfulneſs to them for their Bounty. When I came: 
there I found my -Patroneſs Mlzme at home, the reſt heing all gone 
to bath as they do every day. My Patron himſelf was alto abroad 
about his Afﬀairs, My Patroneſs upon my coming in bad me wel- 
com , having underſtood the reaſon of the Vit: and feeing meftand 
at a diſtance, bad me tt down, ſaying, her Husband would com 
home at Noon. Entring, into ſom earacſt difcourte , ſhe asked me 
what my Maſter, the Ambaſl. had given me for the ſervice I had don 
him, Nothing at all, Madam , ſaid I, but my liberiy 80 famiſh, which 
I waſt certainly have dow, if I had not been ſapplyed by your bountiful Good- 
weſs, to Whom 1 have made bold to Dave recourſe , ſo often: that I was 
aſnamed. Well, replies thegood Gentitewoman , bus be grven yow nothing , 
#s 4 Cortolary for your Faithfallweſs? 4 ſhall do it my ſelf ,' upon: condition 
you zell 12:70 wo perſon whatjoe ver, and wah that ferrhed mea coftly Jewel, 
and ſeveral pieces of Money , which far outvalued the Price I was 
ſold for. After a liztle difconrſe the defired me to ftay.at Scrams- 
thy, and fo renewed what fhe' had propounded to ment Derbenr , to 
wit; that werthould gu rogother for Avwfcowe , and foborvicitand ;' bor 
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I weighing the danger of the Cofacs , who ſtill moleſted the Caſpia 
Sea, durlt not reſolv thereupon, but deſired her to put that out of 
her mind. She perceiving me not at all flexible to 1imbrace her Propo-. 
fals, grew on aſudden very Heartleſs and dejected , and witha deep. 
ſigh ſaid, Well, 1 findomy felf in d:ſpair of ever coming into Chriſtendom , yet 
the Will of GOD be don: and ſecing you are-reſolved to go for Iſpahan yow. 
Would.do well to take your Fourney with my Husband , Whointends if the ſeaſon. 
prove good to ſet forward tomorrow , veryearly. Incredible was my Joy to. 
hear the news, that my Patron was to take the Journey ſo ſuddenly. 
who had an entire and unfeigned Love for me , as 1 have already. 
ſhown. About 2 hours after my coming thither came my Patron him-. 


ſelf , who underſtanding by my Patroneſs that I was cont to take 


my laſt leav of him, bade me fit.down , andaftera friendly welcony 
told me if I would goalong with him to Z/pahan, he would bear my. 
Charges. I accepted of his kind. Offer , with all. celtinghim , how: 
that I was aſhamed of the freedom. I had aflumed to my ſelf inbeing 
a continual burthen and Charge to. : but {ince it was an inten-. 
tion of his to heap yet greater fayours upon me, | pray'd him to admitt. 
2 more. of my. Countreymen into our Company , to wit, £. Fabri- 
tis and Chriſtian Brands, who were redeemed by the Exff-Iniia-Com- 
pany., upon-:the Interceſhon of Monfs. Terwuzd, :they bearing their, 
own Charges: He. made anſwer, John, for your. fake it ſhall be dors 
alths there were Twenty of 'em. When all was ig a readineſs I went to. 
give my. Patroneſs the.laſt Adier, and obſerved that Tears ſtood in, 
har Eics. Willem B. Klopper. I would fain have had along with us, but: 
he judged it; better to ſtay withthe Poliſh -Legate, thinking to come. 
that way, aed:thro cH2oſcovie ſooner home ,* than hy the 1n4djes, the 
more becauſe he found himfelf.unſound of Body , and'very unfit. 
toundertakeſogreata Journey , andafterthatſolong a Voyage, and. 
paſs..the. Line. twice; thus wita Tears we took our Leavs of each 
other; with order that-who ſoever.did firſt arrive at home. ſhould 
give-an account-of the laſt-Condition he left the-reſt in, Theoſame 
day-that we leſt Scamachi I met with Meyndert Meynderiſ7, who, as 
wag ſaid in Peg. 258, being a Smith by his :T.rade, made Knives and 
Swords for-his Patron at Bach, and had continued fo long in Slavery , 
this Place being-the moſt noted in all the Countrey forStecl and Iron 
work , as Newrenburg in, Germany., or Sheffield in England, His Maſter 
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had tried all means polkible both by Promiſes.and Threats , to make ocr. 


him renounce Chriſtianity and imbrace Mahomeraniſm. He was alſo '9* 


redeemed at the Charges of the Eff Indz« Company , and deligned 
for Gammeron by way of 1jpahas, but he being not altogether = 
vided for the Journcy we could not get hum atong with us in the ſame 
Caravan.

Their departure out of Scamachi. The Countrey «bout Kafily deſcribed and the manner 
of living of the Inhabitamts. A Deſcriprion of the River Araxes. The Heath 
of Mokan , whither all the Banditti and Autinons Perſons bave recourſe. 
Abundance of Tortoiſes near Balharu. The Poverty , yet contented Life of the 
People and Inhabitants there about. The Author ſet upon by Robbers. The Car- 
ravan Aſſaled and Plundered. A famous ftone Bridge. T he ſepulchre of Zeyde 
Tzeybrail. Arrival at Ardebil. The Situationof that Town. The bitter Cold. 
Great and raging Whirl-winds. Extraordinary good Wheat. The great Toll 
and Duty paid for Sheep. Seven and Fifty Towns within the furiſdiHion of 
Ardebil. 4 Deſcription of the City, of it's Streets, and of the Street of Strum- 
pets , who are Potteſſes and ordained to compoſe Hymns of Praiſe to the name 
of the Great Aly, Free Places within the Cty. The Markgts and Shops. Sum 
ptueus Mezids and Chappels, 


N the 30 dit, by Gods good Condu& we ſet forward, with 
the whole Caravan, which conſiſted of 2000 Men, or upwards, 
and about 1000 Camels and Horſes of Carriage. My Maſter alſo 
had 20 Horſes of his own in particular loaden with Cheſtnuts, fora 
Preſent to the King of Perſia, for one having any Matter ,/or Aﬀair 
at Court never appears before erther the Scach, or any fubordinar 


Prince , empty handed. Our way was.over very high and fteep hills : 


amongſt which we found the Sepulchre of a great Perſian Saint called 
Pyr Maratzchan , being at the foot ofthe Mountains of Faherls. The 
Countrey here about lies waſte and deſart, there being neither In- 
habttant , nor Provifron to be had by the way , ſo that we madeall 
the haſt we could to get the Carawanſera, This hard travailing was 
not very unwelcom to us, becaufe that the weather was cold , alth6 
fom of the Horſes being heavy loaden and tired were tft behind- 
About the Evening we came to Kafly where we took up our mghts 
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lodging. 'The Countrey round about Caſs;y is altogether barren and 
dry , except here and there ſome good paſturage, fo that the manner 
of Living with the Inhabitants 1s like that of the Tarrars , movin 

to and again over the face of the Countrey with their Wives, Chil. 
dren, Utenſils, Cattel ,, and whatclſe they have, and when they ſet 
down pitch their Tents all in Rows, which they call offa+.: Durin 

our travailing thro this: Countrey we could get litle elſe but Milk to 
refreſh our ſelves: however my Patron out of his Bounty would not 
ſuffer me to want for any thing , but :tmparted to me what he had as 
well Victuals to eat, as Winetodrink , which ſerved me for a good 
Brcait-plate againft the Cold. | | 

Having ſtaid- one night at X2ſ,y, we ſet forward and: about 8 a 
clock the next evening came to a fair Village called T7442 , Or 
T7zawat, as {ome call it, whichis ſo much as to ſay, a Thorow-fare; 
becauſe that here is the Paſſage which brings over the grand River 
eAraxes, and here every one 1s to ſhow his Paſport , out of fear that 
ſome Twrks ſhould flip over with the Caraym, of whom the Perſian 
1s alwaies jealous, and are conſtrained to take ſharp notice of every 
particular Perſon. At this place isa long Bridge*made of Keels, and 
thwarted with maſfy Planks , thatare faſtned together with great Bolts 
and Chains , which for better ſecurity 1s guarded with a good 
number of Soldiery. When we were tranſported over the ſaid River, 
we took our Nights-reſt in the Open-fields. 

The River Araxes takes its head about the high Mountains between 
Schirwan and Mokan behind Mount CArarat, running North-eaſt till 
it finds the River Kr, or Cyrzs , where it diſgorgeth it ſelf, about 39 
aegr. 54 min, Northerly Jatitude, were theſe two Rivers are 1ncor- 
porated. Xr,as1t is yulgarly called, riſes in the Mountains of Georgia, 
or Gurgiftan. Araxes is reckoned to be one of the ſwiftelt Rivers in 
all Aja, very deep and good Water. CA4raxes allo receives ſeveral 
other noble Rivers, to wit, Ciraſ#, Senki, and. Kerni Arpaz About 
the Mouth of Caraſe it is at the deepeſt., but: about a league from 
Ordabath it makes a horriſonant roaring anda moſt hideous murmur, 
where it receives the floods of the famous Meahw, which River, as 
well as the Araxes, abounds with various kinds of Fiſh. The Banks 
which in moſt Places mount very:high , are all grown ore with the 
ſkrub Gl;yrrbiza, a kind of Liquirice , asallo Liquirice of the com- 
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mon kind ,- but far thicker than either the Spaniſh, German, or that wor. 
which 1s brought from 442/cowme , for I have fecn ſom of it that was 57% 
thicker than my Arm. 

On the 3 of November we travailed 5 leagues over the Heath of 
Mochan , and ſaw by the way many Hurdles and Boors Cottages , but 
durſ(t not call at any to provide our ſelvs with Refreſhments, being 
ſeaſible of the perils, for hither are all thoſe ſent to Exile whom the 
Scach thinks good to baniſh, and hither reſort all the Murineers ; fo 
that theſe like the Bandirrz 1n the Alps , render the way very unſafe 
and incommodous to travel, ſomtumes ſurprizing and aſlailing the 
Caravans, when they find themſelvs of Force enough, or the Caraven, 
too weak to withſtand'em. iow 

On the 4b. di/o, we ſet forward, and inthe way found the River Mi 


Baltharw, which for Greatneſs gives place to all the before named ; _—_ 


but , for the Multitudes of Tortoiſcs that are taken here about , no leſs <9: 
famous nor inferiour to any other in all the ſurface of the Countrey. «gary 


All along the Banks we ſaw holes and caves which thoſe Animals had 
made in the Sand , the ſhoar appearing like a Caney-borrough. 
Theſe Caves have their mouth or entrance alwaies to the Southward , 
where they lay their Eggs. On the Countrey through which. this Ri- 
ver ſoftly glides we ſaw ſeveral Cottages or Tents, as we did the day 
before-, but found the Inhabitants harmleſs and very poor, - yet mer 
ry and jocund , the Children were ſtark naked,and the Men and Wo-: 
man had hardly cloaths enough to cover their middle. They received 
us in very friendly manner according to their ability , bringing us 
Milk for our ſelvs, and Provender for the Camels and Horſes, which 
they ſold ata very mean and inconliderable Price , conſidering under 
what neceſlity we were then. This day we travailed 6 | Dnt-k | Leagues. 

Onthe 5 we travailed about as far as we did the day before , but were 
fain to take up our Lodging under the great Canopy ot Heaven, 
ſetting down with the whole Caravan, near ſom Water-pitts, where 
we found good paſturage for the Beaſts, conſidering the ſeaſon of 
the year. 

The next day we found an end of the Heath Akan , and had 
High-land to travail over, as the Mountains of Bethzzrvan, or Beth- 
2yrum. This day we croſſed a ſmall River (if L well remember) 12 
times, having a crooked or ſerpentine Cuurſe, which the Merchants 
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of Sramachy for their Conveniency , had promiſed a conſiderable 
Sum of Money to ſom Ingemeurs to to make freight , yet by reafory 
of many intervening Hills, and thoſe moſtly of a. hard rock could: 
not be effe&ed. At night we gotthe Village Schechmura; , where my 
Patron fent me out to fetch ſom Spring- Water: - but being abant half. 
an | Ezgl:ſb}- mile withour the Town wasaſſaild by'3 Robbers, who, 
ſuddenly came running” out upon me , having their Eies fixed! 
my Armor; fo that in/alt probability , that which F had for my De-« 
fence would have beet my Death, if fom»belongingto the Carawmen 
and ſent upon the fame Errand, had not:.com in time toaftift.me , for: 
I was almoſt out. of breath with defending my ſelf, having nvy Back) 
againſt the Ruins of an old Wall, which ſeemed to be the Retits of 
ſom Watch-Tower. One of the 3 I had wounded very ſore on the 
Arm , but the other two breaking in proved too ſtrong for me: yet: 
when they fay the reft comin and cloſe up with them, thought it better 
to make uſe of their Heels than their Hands. | | 

On the 7#- we travailed over very hilly and montanous Ground ,. 
eacamping that night in a Valley, which was waſt, and deſtitute of: 
Inhabnants. \ 

On the 8. we came to a very fair and commodious Carewarſire, 
built at'the Charges: of the 1ndjan Traders ,. for the conveniency of 
their Caravans: Here we intended to reinain over night , 'but begin-- 
niag to take our Reft, were alarm'd uponafuddenaſſault of a great 
Troop of Robbers , who felt upon the Caravan on eyery ſide, and' 
plundered all they came at, that was of any value and portable; and 
altho we had timely notice to detend our felvs, yet they had got a con- 
ſiderable Booty , and made their _—_ without the loſs of any Per-- 
ſan or the left damage. We therefore tearing that the incouragement 
and fuccefs they had met with might embolden them to make up a 
ftronger Troop , and conſequently our tarrying there might be

Situation; round about which is nothing to be ſeen , but Orchards, 
Gardens and Houfes of Recreation. Here we ſupplied our ſelvs

The next day we broke up, and went thro the Fown Xekhers, 


' which is about halfan hours walking from C#rdebst, where is the no. 


ble Mauſoleum, or Sepulchre of ZideTzaytrail, the Father of Stech &x« 
phy. This Tzabraif was in his Life timea man ofa mean and flender 
Fortune, as well in Subſtance as Parts, but: Sedrediz his. Grandchild: 
willing to make him coequalwith his Father in the Calender, cauſed: 
all his Bones to be gathered together and broughtto this Shrine, which. 
was erected to his perpetual Memory. The fame Sedrediz, alſo built 
that moſt ſumptuous Meſchaich, of: Sepulchre within Ardebil, for Sceck 
Sephy his Father. Certainly thoſe Bones of his Grandfather muſt have: 
bin very emphatical and-notedly eminent above all the Boors and Pe- 
fants Bones that had Tay there ahundred years, that could now; al- 
moſt reduced to Duſt, be diſtinguiſhed from theTeſt: otherwiſe, thrice 
happy were his Neighbours who had kept him company fo long a 
time, for it was hard if ſome Joynt or other was not canonized with the 
Anatomy of this Holy Teerbail. However the Perfans very devoutly 
pay their Devotions at this ſacred Tomb, without much refpeCt tothe 
Matter. But in what manner.thofe Bones appear I could not ſee, 
althd I was ſhorn after the Perſian faſhion, and in my converſa-. 
tion with Hadſi Byram my quendam Maſter , uſed more like a Conpani- 
on.than a Servant, much leſs as a Slave, and was 1n general looked

upon asan upright Muſulman. After we had recited a litle at Kelche- 
ran, we marched forward , and about 2 in the Afternoon came to Ar- 
delil , where my Maſter Hadji Byramw took up his Lodging in a 
Street called Xumyalum , being a very fair and well-provided Inn, 
<Ardebil, called alſo Ardevil, lies in 38 degr, and 50 min. in the 
Countrey of Aarilegiz24n, being ſeated in a round Plain , or Valley , 
environed on each tide with very high Mountains, the greateſt wherc- 
of is called Zebelahs, and much talked of in Perſia for its height. Thoſe 
Mountains,as they told me,which ly to the Weſtward, are all the Sum- 
mer covered with Snow; but on the other {ide,thoſe that lie toward the 
Countrey of Kielan, the Air is more moderate and not altogether ſo 
cold. And by reaſon that theie cold ſeaſons do not come gradually as 
when the Winter Solfticeapproaches, but caſually, and all oa a ſudden 
ſothat there is no ordinal Viciſlitude, nor can be any faſt Calculation 
made, it renders the Place very unhealthy , eſpecially to Strangers , 
whoare not uſed toſuch ſudden Changes. However , I would not be 
ſo far miſconſtr'd, as to ſignify that there is no ſenſible difference be- 
tween the Summer and Winter, for the Courſe of the Sun makes a 
noted alteration, ayd yet the Summer Colds ſeemingly more pene- 
trating than thoſe in the Winter , for Now the Body is ſhut, and Then 
itisopen , at what time they hold it more dangerous, but in the Ap- 
proachment of the Winter more tolerable and better to be endured. 
My Patron told me that ſom years before he took this Journey about 
April, taking with him 4. Slaves, whereof 3 were Strangers and 
unnacuſtomed to the aforeſaid Changes, died in this Place, but the 

other which had been brought up there abouts, ail'd nothing at all. 
Butabove all this are the W hicl-winds which come every day about 
noon very remarkable, being as conſtant as theSuns comming toSouth, 
oras the Tides thatare regulated according to the Courſe of the Moon. 
This ſaid Wind alwaies riſes at 12 a clock, and continues ſomwhat 
more than an hour, during which time it is not ſafe to hold either Eics 
or Mouth open , by reaſon ofthe Sand , which is hurried about with 
that Violence and Thickneſs that the Air is darkned ; that very 
much annoy the Inhabitants, who are not only fain to keep within 
Doors all the while 1t continues, but mult take care to cover all 
that may be damnify'd , and make every thing faſt , whichis Ii ght 
or apt to be carried away, and beſides that 3 or jour timcs a ycar bear 
away

Moncy. At that time when I was there, were Commilſlioners ap« 

pointed by the King himſelf, altho 2 years before it was farmed 

out, and the King coming to underſtand what large Profits ſu- 
crabounded to rhe Farmers, thought good to-bring that Remnant 

into his own Coflers, as a Corolary, Oneof thoſe faid Comiſſio- - 

ners, being an old Acquaintance of my Patron, told him that when 

they turned over the Accounts they had found Toll taken for a+ 

bove 700000 Sheep, between March and Seprember, which amounts 

to more then 26000 /b. S$rerl, which is conliderable for: the bare 

paſſage only ; but fax greater is the Toll which is-impoſed on 

" every Shcep that is fold. Within the Juriſdiction of Ardebd lie 

57 Villages and Hambkcts, and the fo cloſe together , that the 

Town 1s calily ſupplied with plenty of LaCtuarics , or what clſe the 

Land aftoards. 

Aracvilisa very great Town, but notcloſe built; forevery eminens 
Houſe hasa Garden or Orchard behind it. At this day it lies without ' 
Walls, Trenches and othcr Muniments. It is watered with-one {mall 
R:vulet, which thcy call Buluch!s, taking irs firlt ſpring from- the * 
Mountains of Scamaſchu,abuut 6-mules to the Sauthward of Ardeb:l, Bes - 
fore the I own it divades its (clf intotwo Chanaels, the one running , 
into the Town, and fo forward tillit finds the Cera/ze This Raveris + 

fome- 
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ſomes very ſmall , eſpecially in the Summer , butabout March and 
April when it ordinarily rains very hard, with the Snow and concur. 
rency of the Water that ſcttles off from the Mountains, ſwellsto an 
incredible 21gneſs. and overruns the Banks, fo that againſt this time 
they uſually makea Catarrat, or Dam, which diverts it fromythe 
Town, andupon negligence, or want of due Repair of the ſame,the 
Towa is indanger of being loſt , as in thetime of Schach Abas the great, 
the Dam being not ſufficient, the Waters came with that ſuddenneſs 
from the Mountains,that it made an irruption and waſhed away a great 
part of the Town, the Houſes being moltly built of Clay and a ſort of 
Brick. Inthis unexpected Innundation they record many Men and 
Cattle to have been carried away with the violence of the Floods. In 
Aracbil are 5 Capital Streets, to wit , Derwanſche,  Tabar , Niardouver, 
Kumbolan and Keſerkuſte:all theſe were very ſtately and broad,being plan- 
ted with rows of Aſh, Teil-or Linden-Trees which 1s very pleafant 
and cool in hot weather. Beſides theſe 5 great Streets,are ao many fair 
ones , but narrower and not beplanted with Trees , whereof the chief 
are, Banaer chan, Kamankar , Degme Daglir , and Urſumi Mahele, famous, 
( or toſay more properly, infamous) for Whores, who have here their 
Reſidence, and ply all over the Town, and in the Carawanſeras, and 
are reckoned as a Corporation or G1ld, Theſe are all Poeteſſes by 
Occupation, ſom Compoſing Elogies and Hymns in the Praiſe of Aly 
andHeſſeyn , others do make Encomiums , ſetting out the Noble Deeds 
of the Scach, and others dance naked before the Chan. &c. Thele of 
all that ever I have ſeen in my Life are the moſt impudent, and ſen- 
ſual, for they perceiving me to bea Stranger, peſter'd meas I went 
along the Streers , and gave me work enough to keep their Hands out 
of my Codpiecce. Moreover ſo ſenſual and beaſtly have I obſerved them 
to be by their Converſation with young-men , who are not ſhie, or in 
the leſt aſhamed altho at noon day in the middle of the Street, that [ 
ſhould not willingly uſe that immodeſty to relate all I have ſeen. There 
arc alſo ſeveral Squares and Plains with Piazzas and Galleries round 
about, inand under which are very rich ſhops. | 

They have alſo a Place of Refuge whither MaleſaQors betake them- 
felys, at the Entrance whereof isan Oratory or Chapp-l, in which lies 
interred the Body of a reputed Saint. But the Delinque't fearing him- 
ſelf unſafe can ealily gain the great Sanctuary of Scech Sephys Meſcaich , 
or 
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or Sepulchre whence the King himſelf ſhould want the Heart to fetch wor. 
him out by force. Coming from this faydaen or Santtuary , you com '97" 
to the Beſar, or great Market-plain. On this Plain 1s reared a very The Mer 


magnificent and ſumptuous Building , four ſquare, in which, as 1n w —_= 


our Exchanges, are fold all manner of coſtly Wares and rich Mer- 
chandizes, as Cloth of Gold and Silver, Jewels, Precious Stones , 
Tapeſtry, Silks , &c. This Place theycall the Kay/ery. Behind this 
_uu find three Streets, almoſt arched oyer, in which there are many 
hops ſtored with Wares of leſs value. The Carawerſeras, or Inns, 
of Ardebil are very numerous , and thoſe frequented each with a 
diſtind>ſort of People, as Turks , Taertarians and Indians, who ſojourn 
to and again , upon the account of Merchandiſe. In Hradebilare many 
fair Merzids , or Temples, whereot one they call Maine ſurpaſſes 
all the reſt, being founded upon the Top of a Hill inthemiddle of 
the Town, and beſides that graced with a pompous Tower, which 
outbraves all the reſt in the City, rearingits Topaloft toan excee- 
ding great Height. This Temple is thought worthy only to be 
viſited on Fridays, which according to the Inſtitution of AMchomer 
1s their Sabbath; and from hence it has it's name. Before this Tem- 
ple is a Fountain brought by an Aquedudt from a Place about 5 
| Engliſh | miles without the City , at the Charges of Muhamed Riſathe 
Rochtaf,, or Chancellor of Perfia. Thedeſign thereof is that every one 
willing to viſit the Holy Sepulchre muſt firftwaſh himſelf there.

CHAP. XXVIIL 


HadziByram = toperform his Religious Duties at the Sepulchre of Leyde Tzebrail. 
The Author begs of his Lord, that he may be Spe ator of the Ceremonies , which 
at laſt after many intreaties is granted. A Deſcription of that noble Mauſo- 
leum. Famous Baths in Ardebil. The Sulphurous Baths whither the Author 
acctmpanies his Patron. The manner of uſing thoſe Baths, The fiupendions 
and ſumptuous Sepulchre of Scach Sephy deſeribed.

tion of HadziByram. The Oratory, or Houſe of Prayer, where (as they ſay) 
Schach Sephy prayed and faſted for 40 Days together without Intermiſſion,

Pon the 13 my Patron Hedzi Byram, who was a very zealous 

devout Mahometan, went to perform his Devotion at the H. Se. 
pulchreof Zide T7zazbrail, in Kelcheran, having firit well provided him- 
{{lf with Faſting and the Bath. I pray'd himalſo that he would pleaſe 
to take me with him , but he politivly refuſed , ſave of this Antwer: 
he gave me, John, if you will indecd becen a Muſulman 1 am freer you 
ſheuldgo , than flay behind , but it is not lawful to bring a Chriſtian rhither 
20 pellute that moſt Holy ſpot of Ground. O Sir , replied I > why cannot I waſh 
my ſelf as clean &s a Muſulman ? and why ſhould it be thought that I pollute 
the Place, ſince I leav nuhing at all behind me but What 1 find there? All: 
this would not prevail with him, but rather ſeemed toincite him to 
anger, ſo that being unwilling to purchaſe his diſpleſure to pamper 
my ſelf with ſuchan unprofitable curioſity, I thought fit for that time 
to deſiſt. But the next morning finding him in a pleaſant humor. 
renewed my requeſt and he aſſented, tho conditionally , as, Firſt, 
to keep ſilence all the time, ſince I was not perfect in the Diale&, 
and ſo might com to be diſcovered ; Secondly , not to ſtare any 
Perſon fully in the Face ; and Thirdly , to a& for Changeling in 
caſe any Body. came to queſtion me, Fools and Madmen being with 


them reputed Holies, for they are of Opinion that all men havean 


equal underſtanding, and that thoſe, who are either Viad or Foo- 
lI:h implby the reſt of their Senſes in a Divine and Celeſtial Con-

The Grave or Tomb ſtood in the midſtot a ſpacious Court, and 
built round ; aboveall was a round Tower, which was covered with 
Blew. and Green Stone glazed , which made a moſt gorgeous ſhow. 
It was raized high, ſo that we muſt aſcend 10 ſteps before we enter. 
Being com to the Threſhold my Patron made there certain Prayers , 
that don he gave the Sign that he would be in, upon whichone of 
the Hefiſans, or Waiters came out, who demanded of him his Sable 
and Boots, and of me my_ Truncheon , which: he ſhut up in a litle 


Chamber : my Patron then having given him; a' piece of money in. 


the Hand), and fo we hoth went in bare-foot. The Floor was all laid 
wath Tapeſtry, the. Roof and. Walls were painted Blew » 1lluſtrated 


here. 
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here and there with Flowers of Gold, which made it look with a wor; 
great ſplendor; the Glaſs in the Windows was of divers colours like '57*- 


as in old Chriſtian Churches, and I preſume don by the ſame Art, 
which ſom will needs fay is loſt. On the ſides were ſeveral litle Cham- 
bers and Appartments , which alwaies ſtand open. Here ſit ſeveral 
Do&Qors, who are to inſtrudt Youth in the Hkhoren, as alſotoread 
and.to ſing, that ſo they may be fit to ſerve in that holy Fun&ion, 
and adminiſter at the ſacred Tomb. Here and there were ſeveral 
Chairs whereon lay ſom pieces of the Alchoran. Inthe Middle of all 
ſtood the ſaid Tomb, being about a Mans height raiſed above ground, 
6 Foot long, and proportionably broad, It was of pure Gold and 
laid in with Flowers and Foliage of Silyer , which was very artifi- 
cially don. Above the Tomb under a Canopy of Blew Silk hung 4. 
Lamps, 2 of Gold, and 2 of Silyer, which every night are lighted 
by certain Attendants which they call Tzirachiſchiken. When my Pa- 
tron approached to the Grave the Waiters took off the Covering , 
which was of green Velvet, upon which after he had mumpled over 
certain Prayers bowed himſelf,puſhed with his head againſt theTomb, 
kiſſed it, and ſo ſtepping backwards, was metat thedoorby one of 
the Hafiſans who gave him the BenediCtion , and ſo diſmiſſed him. 
When he was com to the Carawanſere, concluded this Devotion with 
a ſumptuous and an Epicurgan Banquet, with Drinking, Dancing 
and Whoring , ſo that it may eaſily be perceived that the extreme and 
furtheſt Hope they have, who are the greateſt Zelots in Twrciſmr is 
only for libidinous Enjoyments , and to obtain their fill of voluptuous 
Pleſures and ſenſual Delights in the World to com, as by an implicit 
Faith they are induced to beleeve. 

In Aradebil are many excellent Hot-baths , which bring in no ſmall 
profit tothe Owners ; my Maſter alſo made frequent uſe of the ſame , 
as well out of a ſuperſtitious Zeal, as for conſervation of Health. 
But about 3 | D7ch | miles without Ardebi are certain Hot wells, 
proceeding from a ſulphurous*quality of the Earth; Theſe are ex- 
ceeding hot, and may not be touched ; ſothat round about are ſeve- 
ral Baths and Fountains which are tempered with the hot water being 
convey'd thither in Pipes and Conduits. Theſe Baths fo tempered 
are reputed very good againſt the Itch, Biles, and other external 
Gricvances and Sorcs , and as ſom have found uſefull againſt in- 
Oo 2 tcr- 
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ternal Niſtempers , as was adviſed my Patron by a Doctor at Scamachy 
to make ule of it tor a weaknels in his joints. Ee. 

On the 16 my Matter ſetout to go to theſe Baths and asked me to 
go with him , bidding me takea Horſe, ſo that I was as well mounted 
as hc. himfclt: he took with him 3 Slaves with an Als to carry clean 
Linnen , Meat, and Wine, with other Refreſnments. A little 
before we came at thoſe Wells, we ſmelled a ſtrong ſmell of Brim- 
ſtone, and heard the Water bubble up and boil. We ſaw alſo ſmoke 
and vapours that roſe in many places from the Water , which made 
me very faint. The chiefeſt of thoſe Wells is called Grandauſch, but 
this my Maſtcr thought not fit for him to uſe, but went to another 
called Serdebe , which nevertheleſs is reputed the beſt Water, and + 
was therefore rooted over with a ſtately Arch , at the Charges of 
the Grand Chancelor Tzwipharachan. Among the Slaves that my Pa- 
tron had was an old Greek, for whom he had a great kindneſs, and - 
uſed him more like a Brother than a Servant. So ſoon as he was tin- 
cloathed this Greek rubbed his Body with a Towel, till he was all 
over red, then he ſtepped into the Bath , where for ſome time he 
ſat to the neck in Water , and then coming out dried himſelf, 
took a draught of very ſtrong Wine, and away again into the Bath, 
which having done 2 or 3 times together he clothed himſelf and rode 
away to a Carawanſera, where the Day before he had beſpokea warm 
Bed, in which he lay him down and ſtayd over night. The next day 
betimes in the Morning we rode back to CArdebil, where he kept his 
Bed for ſom days following. 

On the 20"-I went with my Patron to ſce the moſt noble Sepulchre 
of Schach Sephy. My ſaid Patron alſo prepared himſelf for this , as 
he did to vyilit the other at Kelcheran, by Faſting and Prayer, This 
famous Mauſoleum erected to the memory of Scaco Sephy , and now 
che Burying Place of other Perſizn Kings lies near the H1ydan. Before 
this pompous Sepulchre ſtands a fair Gate of rich Marble, in which 
is ſhown an Admurable Skill in Archite&ture. Within this Port or 
Gate hang two Maſly Silver Chains athwart cach other like Feſtons : 
thoſe they ſay were beſtowed on this Place by the Chan of Meggura, 
for a Monument of his Zeal. Having entred this Gate we came into 
a fair and ſpacious Court all paved with ſquare Stones and poliſhed 


Porphyr ; round about oneach {ide were Arches , as Piazzas , under 
whicly 


— 
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which were ſhops of all forts of Haberdaſhery Wares and Toys. vor. 
After this we weat thro another Gate far more beautitull than the 97" 
| former, and within this was a fair Garden, and indeed one of the 
faireſt I had hitherto feen; It was planted withall manner of Flow- 
| ers and Herbs that might delight the Eic and Noſe, and all kinds 
of delicious Fruits to ſerve the Palat. Every Man has his freedom 
to walk and recreate himſelf , but upon a very ſtrict penalty not to 
pluck either Flower or Fruit. I was told how that 5 years betore my 
being there, a drunken Perſian had hewn down a great bough with | 
his Scymiter , but being taken was 1immediatly beheaded with the 
ſame Weaport. In this Gate hung alſo another great Silver Chain , 
which was given by the Chan of Kentzay. Here they demanded our 
Weapons , which being delivered , my Patron. went forward to 
another Gate , which entring he fell down and kiſſed the Threſhold , 
* withall charging me not to touch it with my Feet, leſt I ſhould pollute 
that which many thought worthy a long Pilgrimage to com and kiſs: 
he told me alſo that it was a favour greater than ordinary , that I 
being a blind ignorant Chriſtian and an Infidel ſhould be admitted 
to pry into ſo glorious a Sanctuary. I was heartily content: to obe 
his Will, rather than todeny my Curioſity, and followed bim clofl 
at the Hzels, leſt coming into ſom Labrynth I ſhould looſe my Life 
by the Loſs of my Maſter. The next Place we came into was. a 7 hear 
Gallery, or rather an Antichamber , arched croſs wiſe, and neatly 
plaiſtered. On the right hand as I went in was a = Silver Cock 
whichran with Water that was conveyed thither by leaden Pipes from 
a fair Fountain about 4. | Ergliſh| miles without Town. Right over 
againſt this 1s another Apartment paved with green and blew glazed 
ſtones: and onthe Floor was ſpread a very rich Carpet: inthe middle 
ſtood two huge Silver Candlefticks about 8 org Foot high; round 
about were Seats as in our Chores, wherein fat ſeveral Prieſts all in 
white Stoles , who ſung all thetime, keeping good Harmony , and 
at the End of every Verſicle bowed allalike, one to another. This 
Place is called Tzichillachane, the Chappel or Oratory. of the King ; 
ſo called by reafon of the 40 days , which the Perſians atlirm that Scacy 
Sephy ſpent here at one time, in Faſting and Prayer, notuling any 
thing all that time, ſave only a Cup of Water once a day. Leaving 
this place we went 1nto another Gate where a Silver Chain hung,, 
Oo 3 that 
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that was preſented by LMly Chan. The Parlour, or Hall into which 
we now came was all paved and laid in witha ſplecked Stone; The 
Building its felf was round , like a Thcatre ; the Doors were laid 
over with Silver Plates and had two great Silver Rings like Wreaths, 
or Torſes. At the Entrance lay a coſtly and large Carpet , where 


we were to pull off our Boots, without which, none is admitted to 


o 1n, nonot the King himſelf, whoſomtames to bea Precedent and 

xample of Zeal, pulls off his Boots at the firſt Gate, but that, it 
ſeems, is heldtobea Work of Supererogation. From hence we went 
to another Magnificent Hall, thro a Gallery, the Payement where- 
of was covered with rich Tapeſtry. The Doors of this ſaid Hall were 
covered with Plates of Gold, which was don at the Charges of the 
Schach eAbas, whohad madea vow to do it, incaſe he returned home 
with Triumph, when he went on an Expedition againſt the —_-_ 
in Choraſan, as he did, and vanquiſhed the Rebels. "This Hall is not 
ſo ſpacious as beautifull by far , the Roof being no more than 48 Foot 
long,and 30 broad. In the middle hun G ſeveral Gold and SilverLamps, 
and on each fide fate 12 Prieſts, each havinga low Stool before him , 


on which lay ſo many Parchment Books, containing ſeveral Legends + 


of the CAlhoran , which they read and ſung by Turns. Leaving 
this Place we went into another which was ſeparated and environed 
with Silver Rails, and had 3 Aſcents or Steps to go up of ſolid Silver. 
This 1s the laſt and chief Oratory , or Houſe of Prayer , where our 
Patron pray'd with very great Zeal. From hence we aſcended into 
another Place, which was one Step highef, and ſeparated with maſſy 
Grate-work all of pure Gold and wreathed , behind this was the 
Tomb of Schach Sephy , which was of fair Marblg , being about 3 Feot 
high, 9 Foot long and 4. broad. It was covercd with a Carpet of 
Crimſon Velvet , richly embroidered and laid in with precious 
Stones. Above hung ſeveral Lamps, and on cach ſide 2 huge Candle- 
ſticks, all of ſolid Gold: theſe are lighted every Evening and burn 
all the Night long. The Door of this Place is opened for no Secular 
or Temporal Perſon or Perſonage, nor for the King himſelf. Near 
this Tomb we ſaw alſo the Tombs of Schach 1/mazl, of Sephys, and 
of ſom Queens, all which were only ſypplyed with Curtains, and 
void of curious Work and Ornament. Leaving the Sepulchre we 


went out at adoor on the Right Hand, that led into the Library *' 


which 
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which was very ſpacious, yet without any Pillar. Here are kept all wor: 
the Ancient Records of Perſia , with abundance of Manuſcripts in 57" 
the Chaldean , Perſian, Arabic and Syrian Tongues , the Books were 
piled up one above another and moſt of themadorned with Gold and 
Silver ; whence I concluded that they were more for ſhow , than 
for dayly uſe and recourſe. In this faid Library were ſeveral leſs 
Appartments, where were many Porceline Diſhes, Cups and other 
Utenſils, for the Kitchin and Table, which are uſed when the King 
or any other great Perſonage comes to Eat there , whereas they ſay 
it is not conliſtent with the Humility they profeſs, to be ſerved in 
Gold or Silver: the more becauſe that the great Schach Sephy himſelf 
did cat altogether out of Wooden Diſhes. From hence we went out 
and came into the Kitchin, the Doors whereof were covered with 
Silver Leavs by the aforeſaid Schach ©Abes, and the Room within 
yery neat and handſom. The Cooks were all the time very ſtill and 
quiet yf as if it were ſom Religious Duty they were about, andeach 
ene according to his Office had a placeallotted him, to wit, thoſe: 
that roaſted and.thoſe that boiled , baked ,. fried, ſtewed, &c. each 
by themſelvs. The Cauldrons were ſet faſt in the Walls , and the 
Water they uſed was _— ſom Miles by an AqueduQt,-and ler in 
by Silver Cocks. In this Kitchin is provided Victuals for more than 
a Thouſand People, one day with another, to wit, Prieſts, Pilgrims, 
and other Poor Pcople which have' here their Maintenance. They 
eat three times a day, at 6 in the Morning, at 10 before, and 3 in 
the afrernoon. The two firſt Meals were given by Schach Sephy', and 
the laſt at the Charges of the preſent King. Before the Meals do begin, 
they beat 2 Kettle-drums, which they ſay their great Prophet Ma- 
homet made uſe of when he was in the Camp , and were brought” 
from Medina by Schach Sedredin. They have not much variety in their 
Diet, and uſe moſtly Rice and Mutton,. which is diſtributed very. 
liberally to all-the Appendents , who ſeldom com ſhort but leay of. 
their Commons. 
Coming out of this famous Kitchin , we weat into alarge Court.

This noble Axuſcleum or Place of Sepulture was ere&ed by a very 
famous Archite& of Medina, with whom Schach Sedredin covenated 
to build it. The Perſians ſay that he had the Model out of Heaven. 
Above the Door ſtand theſe words in their manner of Rhyming, 
which jingles better than in Engliſh : Wheſoever is of a pure Heart let 
him enter in and pray to GOD, ſo ſhall his Sins undoubtedly be pardoned. The firit 
Part which the faid Sedredin had built was very magnificent and 
ſtately, but that which was added to it by Tzinid appears far more 
ſplendid, both in regard of the curious ArchiteQure, in which Art 

ſeems to ſport, and inthe Conveniency , and Proſpett from afar. 
Revenues The Revenues of this Sepulchre are very great , what with the 
of he5e- Jarge Gifts which were given by the famous Sedrediz at the Inaugu- 
patches ration thereof , and what by the Ample Donations that have been 
liberally beſtowed by other Kings and Princes from time to time lince 
it's firſt Foundation , not only of the Perſzans themſelvs, bur alſo 
of Indians, Tartars and others that are of the Sed of Aly : which 1s 
commonly don upon Sickneſs, Expedition of War , Dangerous 
ourneys , and the like, upon which they make Vows to beautify 
this Holy Strufture with ſome ſignal Ornament , or put ſomthing 
into the Treſury. There are alſo other Revenues accrewing to this 
Place, bequeathed by Teſtament, as if it were Remitted by Bills of 
Exchange to the Souls of the Departed, for they reckon , that ſuch 
Gifts will redound to the welfar of their Souls, Nor do ſuch Dona- 
tions ſolely conſiſt in Money , but in Cattle , Utenſils , Moveables and 
Merchandiſe. The Cattle ſo beſtowed is committed to Herdsmen 
for that end imployed , and improved, except ſuch as is fit for Slaugh- 


ter, other Things are ſold and the Money thrown into the Treſ! —

; ſure to fee what was worthy of Remark , and Opportumty beſides , 
bcing apparrel d hike a Perſian fo that none diftrufted metobea Arun 
ſ#lman., but allowed me acceſs over all. When theſe 14. days were 
expired , the C:ravan made preparation to break np , and purſite the 
Journey for 1ſpabau, for which end many freſh Camels and Horſes 
were taken in. When the Caravan was ready , we obſerved that the 
Company was conſiderably increaſed with new Paſſengers and Mer- 
chants. | q 

On the 25 by ſound of Trumpet all was warned tojoyn themſelyvs 
with the Caravan , that intended for 1ſpahar ; and accordingly left 
Ardcbil and came to Buſun which lies about 14 Miles from Ardebil, 
where we ftaid that night.

On the Banks of this River isa Village bearing the ſame name, where -

us all the way in ſtead of Paraſols: bur when we were comeover the 
River found the Way very bad , being forced to clamber over Rocks , 
the Path being ſo narrow that only one Camel at once could goon 
it. On each ſide, were many great Clefts;apd deep Caves , which 
with the rattling of the Horſes feet made a dreadfull and- horrid 
Eccho ; and being come: to a place which was the fulleſt of thoſe 
Cayerns,all the Company gavea Shout, which with an Eccho reſoun- 
ded from one Place to another, that it ſeemed as if there had been 
Io or 12 "Troops of Meniin ſo many ſeveral Places calling to one 
another. .On this way. it hippened that a Camel broke the Leathers 
wherewith his Pack was fait | 

juſt at the Brink of a wide and deep Pit,, where no Bottom could be 
ſeen, It coſt the Shves who attended him much labour to fave him , 
and were in ſtruggling once in great hazard themſelys of tumbling 
down,, Camel and all, yet at laſt, with loſs of the Pack whichia 
ſpite of all they could do fell down, they got clear, The Pack was 


very rich, and the lofs thereof ſoconcerning tothe Merchant ,. that 


if others had not hindred him he had thrown theSlaves after it, for 
their Negligence. This ill way much detarded us on this Days Jour: 
ney , for we were more than 5 Hours in travailing one Mile. Being

being very poor and not in a Condition to ſupply us with ſuch Ne- 
ceſſaries as we deſired forour Money.

night coming upon us here, we were fain to ſet downonthe Heath, 
and for fear of Robbers forced to watch all night, but were ſo be-

barren and dry. It has been formerly a great Emporium, and flou- 
riſhed more than 4. Centuries of years in Trafic and Commerce with k 
the circumjacent Countreys , but ſince it was demoliſhed by the great 
Tamerlen, 15 ſo run to decay, that it is out of Hopes, ever toarrive 
toit's priſtin State. | 

On the 2 of Decemb. we ſet forward and came in good time to Swt- 
tanie , 2 City lying in 36 degr. and 30 min, Northerly Latitude. Iris 
ſituated between two rows of very ſteep Mountains , and toward 
the Weſt we ſaw the Mountain Keydar Peyamber , whoſe lofty top ſeems 
to ſupport the Hcavens , this being , next to Arara?, the higheſt Moun« 
tain I haveever fcen. The City Su/tany affoardsa moſt noble ProſpeXt 
from abroad , by reaſon of her many, lofty Piles , magnificent Chur- 
ches, high Towers, Pyramids, Qbehſks and Cylinders which ſtil} 
remain, notwithſtanding the furious Irruption of the ſavage Turrers 
under condutt of the valiant Tamer/ay, who with many other Towns; 
laid this level with the Ground, ſave the great and tupendious 
Fabrics, even now remembred , which when one is within Town , 
look like aſet of Nine-pins, or the Stones on Sabsbury Plain: ſorhat 
this which was reputed one of the Royal Cities is meanerthan.moſt 
villages. It was built by Sulraw Choddabende a vey rich and porent 
Prince , who beſides many famous Conquelts:in- Perfex and. Uſbec, 
fubdued the —_— part of Twrky, and many nrdien Kingdomsand 
Provinces , fom, of which ſtil remain under the fubjetion of the 
Schach of Perſia. This City he called Swlzenie from.the * Honorary ».4c.. 
Title of. Sultan, for fo the Kings of Perfis. who are now called Scthach fares 
were of old entitled, asalſo at preſent the 0:19man Emperour. Nor: C1i., 
withſtanding the aboveſaid deyaſtation of this City appear yet many 
fgnal Monuments of it's former Glory; amongſt which isthe fplen- 
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did Court and Palace of the great Choddabenae, called , The Emarath. 
This was fortified on cach fide with ſtrong Walls and ſeveral great 
Bulwarks, altogether builr of huge ſquare Stones of 3 Foot Diameter 
it had alſo 4 high Towers, but ſtrong and of neat Workmanſhip. 
Within isa very noble Sepulchre built by Sultan Choddabende himichs: 
who lay here interred , but the too great Piety of his Succeilor would 
not ſufter his Bones to reſt, but removed them tothe Mrſchatchat 
e4racti. In entring this Sepulchreone muſt paſs thr6 three very high 
Gates all made of Indjan Steel, ' very neatly poliſhed, and as ſmooth 
as Glaſs , this being the ſame Mettal of which the Dameſkin, or Ardes 
bil Scymiters are made, and is preferred before any other Steel 
that is uſed. That Gate which leads out to the Maydar (as the Perſians 
would perſwade themſelvs and us )cannot beopened by any Force,but 
when one prays to GOD, for the ſake of his Servant <4, that it 
may open , it opens of it's felf. "The Building 1s very high, contrafting 


its ſelf at top into the manner of a Tower, and withyn is fet with' 
white and blew Tiles of Porceline. Above, where it begins to draw © 


ts ſelf into the form of a Tower, 15a Partition of Stcel Barrs, which 
makes a handfom Chore. In this Partition or Quire I faw many: 
Books,written.in Arabic Characters, fome whereof were above 30 Inch- 
es long, I opened one of them and' fonnd an mterhineary change of 
Gold and Black lines, like the Rubrics in the Rewin Breviaries , Li- 
turgies and Maſs books. Behind the Altar 1s the Tomb where' Sultar 
LMabamed Choddaberde lay interred but parted from the Body' of the 
Chore with great and mally Barrs of 1nazan Steet , which the Perfirrs 
ſay was all of one piece, no place appearing where it might ſzem to 
be well'd, or ſet together, and that it was ſeven years a making, in 
Indza. In this ſaid Emarath are 20 pieces of Braſs Ordnance, every, 
Carridge having 4 wheels a piece, and the Balls lying by rhem of 
white Marble, theſe are made (forfooth) for defence bf the H: Se- 
pulchre. The Tower above is 8 ſquare, and on cach {ide a Gallery, and 
upon each —_— a ſmall Turret going up with Winding-ſtairs. 
Before this Temple i5a Fountain, the curious Work whereof ſhows 
the great {kill and dexterity of the Workman that ordained it: itre» 
ceives its Water by an Aquedutt from the Keyder + and behind the 
Emarath 1s 2 very pleaſant Garden,” with Walksand Rows 6f divers 
ſorts of T rees.

Iris fituated in 36 
degr. 15 min. Northerly Latitude, lying in the Countrey of Erak, 

upon a level, but dry and ſandy ground, having on the Weſt the 
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Mountains of Elwind which reach as far as Babylon , or Bagdet, as it | 


is now called. This City 1s about 6 Engliſh Miles in circuit, and has 
bin formerly the Reſidence of the King and Court of Per//a : - but 
ſince the ſame was tranſlated to 1/pahan , it has continually run tode- 
cay , and dayly looſes it's glory. The Walls and Fortihcations waich 


ſcem to have bin very ſtrong , lic buried in their Rubbiſh and unre- 


paired , for that this City lies far within the Perſian Dominions and 
dreads not any ſudden Irruption as thoſe that lie on the Confines are 
ever fearfull of, , and thereforeeither without any Fortifications at all, 
to the end they may not prove a Check, ifonce inveſted and taker 
in by the Enemy , or elſe fo ſtrongly munited that they may reſiſt 
a durable Siege : and another reaſon why the City Caſwin fears no 
Forreign Invaſion 1s the Strength of the Inhabitants , who are ſo 
numerous that upon occaſion rhey can make up a mighty Army. The 
Houſes are, as moſt other Towns in Perſia, moſtly butlt. of Brick 


which is only hardned in the Sun: fo that without they appear with *P 


noStatelyneſs or Magnificency , but within neatly painted with Com- 
partments and Foliage. "The Streets are not paved as in other Places , 
fo that when it is windy they are not paſſable , for the Duſt that flies 
about , which beſides the aptneſs it has to hurt ones Eies, is no ſmall 
annoyance tothoſe who areapparreled in a gay Garb. 

The In this City Schach Tamas kept his Court as alfo his Son 1/mae!, 
palaceof who built that Magnificent Palace before the Mtjdan , which (till 
Schach ſyn 
Tamas, TEmains as a laſting monument of that puiſlant Monarch , and the 

Footſteps of a glorious Court, which, had not the Unthankfullneſs 
of the Inhabxants been fo great , might have been there till this Day. 


The Gates are very high and ſtately, the Roofand Walls within are 


all laid with Tiles of Porceline, and ſome of them embelliſhed wit 


Flowers of Gold, which arc annealed or burned in , as the Chineezes dot

Dog-market at u{mſterdam; theſe being ſuch Jewels as we commonly 
call Girls of the Game, Miſſes, or Cracks, and I Know not what 
canting names they have now a days for ſuch unnatural and ſenſual 
Proſtitutes: The Perſians call them Cabbahe. About Sun-ſet theſeare 
all brought out and ſet in a row by an old Woman they call Delal 
who officiates as a Broker. Behind theſe young Females ſtand a par- 
cel of old Women who have by them a Bolſter , aQuilt, a Coverlet , 
and a litle Lanthern in the Hand » all Implements for the purpoſe. 
Now ſo ſoon as any one coms to view the Merchandiſe, theſe old 
Punks light the Candle , unvail the Face, and fo going from one 
to another till he finds one he likes and then ſtrikes a Bargain; which' 
done 'one of the old Women follows him with the Moveables on 
her Shoulder whitherſoever he pleaſes, and all with as litle ſhame- 
faſtneſs as if it were the moſt honourable Merchandiſe in the World. 

On the Eaſt ſide of the City is the Common place of Sepulture : 
where alſo lies interred the Body of Schach Beſade, the Son of Heſſeyn. 
By whoſe Tomb the Perſians (wear, holding it fora moſt ſacred Oath, 
and conſequently very hainous to violate : and when one deſires 
another to aſleverate a matter will aſk him , 1f he dare ſwear by the 
Holy Grave. In Caſwin are 50 Churches which ſtand open every day , 
and are frequented by thoſe that go to pray, but the great Metzzd, 
or Temple, which they call 77amr, is open onedayin Four, when 
there 1s alwaics a great Convent. They have alſo-many Baths in 
Ceſwin, which are frequented from morning to night.

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from whom they ſay Mahomet is deſcended by a direct line : alledging 
that it was not 1/24, as the Chriſtians and Fews beleev ; and further 
that it was not a Ram that was offered in his ſtead , bur a She-camel. 
Wherefore they alwaies lead a Camel thro the itreets for 3 daics 
together before this Feaſt, adorning it with Garlands of Leavs and 
Flowers, if there be any to be had, and on the Feſtival ſlay it , with 
many Ceremonies. Firlt comes the Mulla, who is one {kilPd in the 
Law , and reads certain Paſſages out of the CAlchoran, when he is 
ſilent they play upon Trumpets, Flutes and Drums. In the mean 


while the Common-People run and crowd in to the Camel , to get 


ſom of the Hair , every one pulling as much as he can , which is 
kept for Relidts , and reputed good for Women in Childbed who 
cannot ealily be delivered ; inſomuch that the Beaſt is almoſt bare 
belore he com to be Offered. When they have led him 3 days about 
Town he is brought out of the City to a place thereto appointed , 
whercall the greateſt Perſonagesare preſent and immediately make a 
Ring. The Beaſt _ brought in , one of the moſt eminent Perſons 

pear , upon which all the People run with 
Hatchets, Bills, and Knives ſtriving every one to geta piece, which 
they carry home, ſom boyling it, and others preſerving it till-the 
year after , reckoning it a certainand ſure token of Happineſs to that 
Houſe, where there is but aſmal Morſel of this Camel. 'Thofe who are 
{ſlow or impotent muſt be conteat with the Entrails , Skin , and Blood , 
which they gather up ſo clean, that nothing of it appears upon the 
Place where the Sacrifice is done. The whole night continues this Feaſt 
with Muſic, Drinking and Banquetting.

E Ight days long ſtayd we in Ce/win and departed therice on the pg, 
4 17 of December coming at night tothe Village Hembere , where 1671, 
all the Houſes are-built round , ſo that at a diffance they appeared 
like ſo many Pigeon-Cotes. The Town its ſelf is well ſtored with 
Neceſſlaries , and affoarded us what we had occaſion for. 
| On the 18 we came to the Village Creſeng, which is ſituated in 
a very pleaſant Countrey and withall fertile, affoarding good ſtore 

| of Fruit, as Pomegranats, Oranges, Lemmons and other Summer 
Fruits then out of ſeaſon. Here we thought good to take up our 
Nights Lodging. 

Or the 19-we betook our ſelvs toour Journey , and that day tra- 
vailed about 24 | Engliſh | Miles, over a high, but lovel way , coming 
towards night to the great Cerawayſers called Choſkery. Fhis is a very 
'commodious and large Inn, built altogether of ſquare ſtones, within 
is a ſpacious Court where was a Fountain of very good Water: the 
Rooms and Appartments were no leſs commodious. On the Walls 
I found'ſeveral Dutch , Poliſh and Ruſfiezy Names, and alſo wrote my 
awn. 

On the 20 we had a very pleaſant days Journey through adelight- 
full Landſhip; very cloſe inhabited and- full of Villages and Ham- 
lets coming atnighttoa Carawayſera, where wetookup our Lodging 
for that night, and the nextday ſet forward for Sabs, which isa City Arrival 
lying'in 34. degr. and 56 min, in a plain Field havingon the Weſt the «5b. 
Mountains: of' Zlwend , which for their exceeding heighth may be 
ſeen many Miles diſtant. Saba is farleſs than Caſwin , butis munited 
with a Brick Wall, which Bricks arenot burned, as ours, but only 
hardned with the Sun. Within the City is nothing worthy of remark , 
batall hes waſt and foul. | 

They drive no Trade here than what is uſually don in Villages and 
mean Market Towns, to wit , Wheat and Barley , which rs both plen- 
tifull, and to behad ata low price, Fruits, as Pomegranats,” Oran- 
ges, Lemmons, Grapes and other forts which grow afycll within 
as without-the Town. There is a placenot far from'$Sabs; where the 
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Ground is red and barren, which, the Perjjans:fay , wag by reaſon 
that Omarzaed within whoſe Juriſdiction this Place was , had murcher- 
cd their Holy Heſſcyw#, and for this reaſon it was curſed by Mahomet 
for his Poſterities ſake , that it ſhould never bring forth either Herb, or 
Tree, nor that any Vegetable ſhould like or thrive beiag tranſplanted, 
On the Sontheaſt {ide of the 'Towa grows abundance of Tobacco, 
__ not cultivated or planted , which is no ſmall profit tothe ET 
itants. 

On the 24.-we departed from $4be, and at night ſet down at the 
Carawanſera Schach Ferabath. It. was now good travailing by reaſon 
of the Cold which in this hot Climate 1g very acceptable, being 
not far from the Torrid Zone; where in the Summer time beſides - 
the ſcorching heat of the Sun, the Ground is ſo hot that it brings 
all the Skin off ones Feet, the ways being altogether dry and fandy, Þ 
which alſo'caſts a refle&tion of the Sun upon ones Face, as if it came 
out of a Furnace , 'whence many are ſtifled with the Heat. _ 

On the'25 we came to the City Khom, and took up our Lodging 
in a Carawanſers near to the great Hayden. This ſeems to be a City: 
of an ancient ſtanding , and 1s at preſent very large, but by the Ruins 
of a Wall a conſiderable diſtance:from the Town it appears that it 
has bin anciently much larger than now it is. Itliesn 34 degr: 17 min, 
Northerly Latitude , and is ſituate on a level flat Ground having 
on the right hand the Mountains of Elivezd whence iſſue two Rivers 
which run thro this City , firſt uniting themſelvs a litle above the 
Town. In the Winter they lay a Bridge over it , but in the Summer 
it is ſome times dry. Near this Bridge ſtands a litle Chappel, wherein 


they ſay the Siſter of one Iman Riſa, who was one of the moſt eminent 'J 


Succeſlors of Mahomer lics interred. ThePerſians have alſoa ſpecial vene- 
ration for this Female Saint, and make long Pilgrimages ta kiſs her 
Tomb. However the City Khom has many fair and ſpacious Streets, 
with many Piazzasand Galleries, to defend from Sun and Rain. They 
have alſo great plenty of Fruit, as at Saba, as alſo Cotton and Tobacco, 
which grows here in no leſs plenty than at Ss aforeſaid, Beſides the 
many rare Fruits and Plants they have, there is an excellent fort of 
Melons, having the outward form and colour of an Orange, and 
is oftentimes taken for one, but being cut up appears within as another 
Melon. Theſe they commonly carry in the Hand for the delicate

The Inhabitants are ſociable and friendly caough to converſe withal 
when you have not.much tolooſe, but we were warned to look well 
about us ,. for they ſay.that theyare brought into the World with theit 
Fiſt, doubled. My Fatron loſt hero 2, gew Scymiters- he had lately 
bought,, and -I a'Tobacco'box. Six days long ftay/d- the Ceraven 
here, during which time there was much Merchandiſe negotiated. 
Here I was cruelly. peſtered with a Greek Renegado ,- who con- 
tinually rail'd upqn me, crying, Tow faithleſs, Dog. , you infidel z.8cc« 
The Fellow had fo often aftranted me with theſe and the ike! Words 
that I was no longer able roendure him , but finding an opportumiy 
I graſp'd him by the Collar, and trounc'd him luftily oft with-ny 
Fiſt, and at laſt getting him down I pummeld him back and:ſides , 
ſaying , You varlet , now you ſhall find the Fift of a Man, and not the. Paw 
of 4 Dog. He ſeeing himſelf ynable to get upagain , drew out his Knife 
which he indeavored to rai into. my. Belly, but-L obſerving. gat us 
wreſted out of his Hands, altho not without a licle flaſh',; or two 10m 
the Palm of my Hand: with which I gave him- an Excellent Crofs 
in the Cheek that he looked like St. Agnes of More Sante, withall tels 
ling him that altho he way a; Muſplman I would grichima Chiiftian 
Token. With, this he began to howl out ;' ant} L{eking:the-Coaſt 
clear thought good to get out of the way betimes.y-;being fain'td 
abſcond till ſuch- times as rhe Cereyan veas to ſct forward ; which was 
24 Hours after. 


On. the 1. of, 1auwary we left-Kbom:, and.came that night to. Cares 
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wanſers Koſmabath where we ſet down. That night it began to freez 


" harder than is uſual in thoſe Countreys, but was by day very fair and 


lovly weather. 

The next day we got the Village Senſex, lyingabout 5 Dutch Miles 
diſtant from Kaſchay» where on the 3 day of lawwary we arrived to- 
wards the Evening , taking up our Quarters ata very noble and com- 
modious Caravanſers, {ceming rather a'Palacethan an Inn. 


Situation © Kaſchan lies in 33 degr. 5 1 min. It is built long wiſe and points Eaſt

and: Weſt , being munited with ſtrong Walls and round Redoubts , 
after the old manner of Fortification , on the South ſide of the Town 


1s 2 place where they exerciſe the Spear in. Tilt and Tournament, , 


where arealſo ſeveral Pillars ſetup for Butts, or-Marks to ſhoot at.. On 
the other ſide of the Town are ſeveral Royal Gardens and Summer 
Houſes, andamong(tthe reſt one * a ſtately Fabric , having a Thou- 
ſand Windows. Xaſchar is atthis day the moſt populousand eminent 


' Marts in all Perſisz having alfoa very famous Baſar.and Maydm with 


Piazzas and: ſtately Galleries , iwherein-are many rich Shops. Ir is 
the ſtaple for the moſt part of the Silk ſtuffs thar are made1n Perſia. 
They have alſo many that work in Velvets and Sattins but not alto- 
vether ſo good as thoſe in Europe; fo that the King has ſent often to 
Fexice expreſly for Workmen to came and reſide there , which never- 
theleſs he cannot accompliſh. - The Carawenſeras which are here very 
namerous do furpaſs all others that ever Thaveſeen elſewhere : that 
where we took up our Quarters being morelikes Palace than an Inn 
as I have faid before , having 65-ſpacious Roams , befides many Con- 
veniences which - others want. - Below it'was all Arched and made 
into.ftable uſe, and aboye with Galleries to entertain the common fort 
of People. Hither refort-many: Indian and other Merchants , coming 
very far and bringing with them manyrich Wares and precious Com- 
modities. There are abundance of Looms for Cloth of Gold and Sil- 
ver , asalſo many that make-Tapeſtry-,- and no leſs is the number 
of Idle Perſons, who ſwarnr hither from all Parts, arn&1like Dranes 
are maintained. by the ſedulous Labours of thoſe that take Pains, and 
here have I feen more-Beggars than ever I haveſcen in any Town in 
all my Travels. As for the Countrey of X«/chavy, it 15 very fertile and 
of anexcellent Soil, producing vaſt Quantities of Wine, Fruft , Corn 
andis very rich of Cattel ,-infomuch that itis verycheap living _ 
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Bur this is alſo concomitated with other Annoyances , to- wit , the 7.4. 
Extreme Heat of the Climat, and the Multitudes of Scorpions which 97* 
haunt the Town , .thoſe being both great and dangerous, yer both 

in ſhape and colour dittering from thoſe in 1zaly. The Inhabitants for 

fear of that venemous Animal dare not ly upon the Floor , as in- other 
Places, where they only throw a Quilt upon the Tapeſtry,but have bigh 
Couches hanging from the Roofs of the Rooms, like Hammocks: 

and altho this Creature be very venemous and many are ſtung by it, 

yet few die, they having found out a ready Medicin againſt it,, which 

1s made of the Filings of Copper tempered with Vinegar and Honey, 
which is 2 very ſpeedy remedy, yet ifneglected the Party ſtung is1n 
danger of his Lite. This I preſume has bin firſt found outby an An- 
tipathetical quality which ſeems to be between thoſe Scorpions and 
Copper , for not tar from the City is the Copper-mint , where if one 

of thee be brought it dies immediatly. 

Beſides theſe Scorpions, they arc peſterd with another venemays 
Creature which they call Znturekan, being very much like a Spider , and weve 
but bigger than a Mouſe, ſom of theſe are ſpeckled , and ſom have To /*t 
long ſtreaks over the Back. Theſe keep molt in ſtony Places, and 
haunt the Herb Tremre, almoſtlike our Wormwood. The venemoys 
Matter which they have in them they ſpitout, as ſom ſay Toadsdoz 
which whereſoever it lights, whether on manor Bcaft timmediagly ,,. ,- 

netrates and incorporates with the Blood, and ſo proceeds -to:the tider for 
Head and Heart. So ſoon as the Patient is touched: he falls imames _ 
diately into a deep ſleep, in ſuch ſort tharall the calling and beating 
him , will not avail or awake him; or if by chance itdo he remains 
ſtill fenceleſs. The beſt and ſpeedieſt Das 4 for this, 1s the Grkyrekars 
it's ſelf, pounded into a Cataplaſm and applied : but whentheſeare 
not to be had, they uſe another mean, which 1s thus. The;Patjent 
1s laid upon his Back and his Mouth {et open., into which they-pour 
as much Milk as they. can make him digeſt; which done, ,they put 
him in a ſquare Cheſt, having oncach fide a.Ring ,. through which are 
four Cords put and made faſt at one Ring on the Cieling. This Cheſt 
thus hanging , they whirl: it about for a quarter of an Hour together , 
till the Patient breaks up and vomits all he has within him. This 
commonly lucks, it the Patientcan be brought to ſwallow the Potion ; 
yet they feel the vigorous force of the: Poyſon for along. time after.

Theſe nevertheleſs do not much annoy the Town, unleſs when they 
are brought in with the Faggots, which they uſe for Fewel. But what 
1s moſt worthy of Remark, is, that Sheep covet them more thanany 
thing elſe, and if they chance to ſpy onerun in ata hole will not leay 
-""" "Mg up Earth till ſhe gets it, and ſo ſnappirt vp, yet ail nothing 
at all. 

After we had lay Eight days in Kaſchan and bought Wares and Pre. 
viſion, we broke up, and on the 13 at night came to CaraWvanſera 
Chot7a Caſim , which ſtands in the middle of a Grove of Cypreſs 
and other 'Trees , which Winter and Summer grow always green. 
In the ſaid Carawanſera we found very good Accommodation. Here 
my Patron was taken with a ſudden Fit of the Cholic , which held 
him ſo hard, that, we very much doubted of his Recovery , alths6, 
atlaſt to my unfeigned Joy it went over. 

On the 144. we had very bad travailing way thro dry and ſandy 
Ground-, and found no Villages nor Towns to refreſh our ſelys at, 
till we came at Nazerns which is a very pleaſant little City, Here we 
ſet down and took up our Carrwanſera for that night. The Countrey 
cloſe by Nwens is very fertile and affords great plenty of good Wine, 
The Inhabitants being diligent Propagaters of the Phenads Near 
this City is a Hill upon which is ere&ed a very high Tower of ſquare 
and poliſhed ſtone which was built by Schach Abas as a Monument 
of a Battail between an Eagle and a Hawk, where thelaſt after a long 
Encounter came off with Vi&tory. It began now to freez harder and 
harder, as alſo to ſnow ſo that we were fainto ſtay 3 Day at Natens, 
during which time we made good Cheer, and ſpared not our Pro- 
viands which we had taken up by the way , having now got fight of 
the Roya] City !//pahanr. 

On the 17% we left Xatens and that Day had very rocky ground 
to drive over, and by the way ſtop'd ata famous Csrawxſera called 
Dombs , where we reſted and refreſhed our ſelvs, and at night were 
fain to ſet down at Ruk a Village not far from 1/paan, by reaſon of 
the ſnow, remaining there alſo the moſt part of the next day.

Aviag ſtay'd the moſt part of 2. Days at Rub, we fet forward Arriu 
again,aud on the 19 we came to the long-wiſhd-for /ſpahan. Where Hy 
being arrived I longed greedily ro fee my Countrey-men, and went 
tomy good Maſter Hadfz Byzaz to take my leav of him, with a Thouſand 
Thanks for his many Favours: I delired himalſotolet ſom gowith 
me to ſhow me the Durch Lodge, which he with great willingneſs 
aſſented to, and ſeat one of his Slaves with me: 
Thus I went with Monlſr. Lewis Fabrit;us and Chriſtian Brandt to the 
I odge, where for that time the Heer Freaeric Bent of Enkhuyſen was 
Chief Factor for the Eff 1:d:z Company, Monſr. Kaſtnbroot of Rhee- 
ea, Second, or Under-Factor, and Mr. Hnter! Balde of ,ImPerdam 
Aſliſtant. When we came at the Gate we found a Elack., who was 
the Pcrter , and ſpoke very good Nether-Dutcy whom we deſired 
to make our coming known; which when he had don, we were 
admitted in, and very friend!y received by the faid Gentlemen , . who 
invited u; to ſtay there , which without much refufal we accepted 
with man 7 Thanks. -'Fhey brought us forthwith into a very ſtately 
Room hung with Tapeſtry ,. and furniſhed with Beds, where we 
lay; and had alſo Victuals and Firing provided us, with what elſe 
was neceſſary. Beſides that they ſhow'd us all imaginable Friendſhip 
and Divertiſements, taking great delight ro hear our many Evaſions 


and Dchverances from ſuch hard Adventures. I kave cliwhere adviſed 
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7.4%; how that being at Scamachi, we had a Letter from one of our Com- 
1072 pany, to which was ſetno name; yet preſumed that it was from CM- 
thony Munſter the Jeweller. The certainty thereof I underſtood here , 
as alſo how he was brought to 1/pahan. Being com to 1ſpchan, his Pa. 
tron wrought very hard upon him to renounce Chriſtianity , and 
embrace the Mahomeran Faith , promiſing him upon. his ſo doing 
to eſteem him for his Son, to giv him one of his Daughters in Mar- 
riage , and a conſiderable Dowry , beyond what was cuſtomary in 
« thoſe Lands. All theſe the young Man declined, ſaying , that neither 
Promiſes nor Threats ſhould ever prevail with him and therefore 
begg'd of him to reſt contented. His Patron finally marking, that he 
was not flexible to efpouſe that Religion , he began to peſter and 
oppreſs him with all manner of Cruelty that he could invent, inſo- 
much that he became very Melancholic, and at laſt loſt his Sences , 
in which condition he made his Eſcape into the Dutch Lodge, which 
he took up for his San&tuary, and was kindly received by the Heer 
Bent, who held him fo long in private till he had obtained his Free- 
dom from the King. Yet ſtill continued this Frenzy with him, till 
he died, only ſom ſay that by certain Expreſlions he made, about 
the Eternity of the Soul, he was ſenſible of himſelf a little before his 
Death. He was buried with a more than ordinary Pomp, conſide- 
ring themeannefs of his Perfon , as to outward Eſtate; but was highly 
ſet by for his perſeverance and conſtancy in the Chriſtian Faith. His 
outward Qualities were very commendable being of a handſom ſta- 
ture, fair Complexion and in every Way and Geſture very taking : 
nor was he leſs to be praiſed for the internal Faculties of the Mind 
and Soul, being very conſcientious and juſt 1n all his dealings, and 
withall pious. His ſweet Manners and Converſation was ſuch that 
thoſe who had the left converſe with him were very ſorry for his un- 
timely, or to ſpeak more properly , hisearly Death , he not being fully 
26 years of Age. 

The Dwatch Lodge is a very fair Building , not far from the Kings 
Palace , having many fair Appartments, Ware-houſes, and other 
Conveniecnces ſor repoſing Merchandizes. The many fair Rooms 
it has, are furniſhed with all neceſſary Moveables, beyond thoſe of 
the Perſians, and far more coſtly. Behind the Houle is a fair and ſpa- 


cious Garden, having allſorts of Fruit-trees proper to that ET

{ing it's water in various Figures inthe Air, toan admirable height, 
ſurpaſſing moſt Water-works that I have ſeen in Europe. The Hollan- 
ders live there very ſplendidly » to uphold the Honour of the Eff 
India Company, and go in the Perſia» Habit, as alſo their Waiters 
and Attendants , who are moſtly 7wrks and eoors : and becauſe I 
was to go for Gameron they gave me anew Perſian Suit : which I was 
to take with me. In the mean while I had work enough to fatisty 
their curioſitic with frequent rehearſals of what had befallen me in * 
my foregoing V oyages to the /xazes, and the Levanz, 


1/pahan , called allo 1ſphahan, lies in 32 degr. and 26 min. in the Coun- * oy, 
trey of * Erak, formerly called Parthis. It is ſituated in a level and $*® 
plain Landſhip, environed on every fide with Mountains at a con- celtic, 
' liderable diſtance, as the Mountains of Demawerd on the South and rs 
South-weſt , Maſanderan and elak Perſan on the North-caſt. "This 1s chora- 
'the greateſt City that I have ſeen in all Perſia, being , withit's Suburbs fan, «nd 
and all 16 hours going in circuit | about 48 Ezgliſh Miles | It is but = 


very weakly fortitied , the Walls being only of Earth and ſloaping 
inward, fo that at Top they are not above 6 F oot thick; the Trench 
or Ditch 1s alſo very narrow, and in the Summer ſo ſhallow that the 
Children wade through it , and ſomtimes it is wholly dry : ſothat 
this City ſeems to fear no Enemy or forreign Invaſion, truſting to 
the potency and number of Inhabitants. 
On the South and South-weſt ſide it is watered with the Sexderut , 
a reaſonable great River riſing from the Demewend Mountains , 
which coming here is led thrd the Town by Pipes and Subterranean 
Aquedudas , for Kitchin and other uſes, altho in Gardens and Gentle 
mens Houſes they have Fountains apart. There is alſo a Branchof 
this River that runs thro the Park wherein are Harts, and other Beaſts 
of chace: this Park or Warrand they call Hozerzzieris. Another arm 
of the River 1s brought under Ground thro the-7Tzarbag, or Royal 
Garden. Not far from hence is a fair Stone Bridge which lies over 
the River, wherein is great variety of rare Workmanſhip. Beſides 
the Senderwt , there 15 another River, or rather Aqueduct,called Ab- 
kuren, begun by Schach Abas and not yet finiſhed , which is fetched 
from beyond the Moantains of Demawende. Aboyt the making of 
Rr -2 | this 
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this Aqueduct were morethan a 1000 Men continually at Work, each 
Man having about 74 ferl.a day wages, yet what with the Violence 
of unuſual Floods, and what with the Forreign Warrs in which this 
Prince was involved , the work was totally laid afide after a 3 Mo- 
nethslaSour. But the Chas, and Deputies who were more at leiſure, 
iceing the work fo dctarded joyntly lent their Aſſiſtance to carry on 
this laudable Nelign, in which they ſaw the King took fo much de. 
I:ght, maintaining ſo many Men at their proper Expences. The 
Difhculty they 'met with was unſpeakably great , having hard Rocks 
of Flint and Marble to cut thro , befides much rifing and falling 
Ground , which they had to make equal. But the work being brought 
within 600 Paces of the Towa the King died, and his Succeſlor, 
whole inclinations were quite of another ſtrain , had no mind to finiſh 
it infomuch that it remains {till as it was when Schach A325 died. 

The Streets of Tſpahan were formerly very wide , but when the 
abovementioned 4vas, King of Periz, removed the Imperial Throne 
from Caſwin lither\, he was followed by ſo many Gentry and others 
that had their Appendency from the Court , that waole Rows of 
Houſes were built in the middle of every Street , making, by that one 
Strect into 2. It 1s excceding-populous, infomuch that many times , 
when one would paſs thro the Maydai or Baſar he mait be fain ro ſtay 
a long time , betore he gets paſſage. The AMaydan, which isa place 
ſerving as our Exchanges, 1s very large , being 700 Paces long, and 
250 broad, and yet too little by far to contain the vaſt Multitudes 
which dayly have recourſe hither about different Buſineiſes, Oa the 
Weſt ſide towards the Kings Palace are many fair Galieries , Piazzas 
and Arches, whereall the Goldſmiths and Jewellers have their Shops: 
and before the ſaid Piazzas are planted many Palm-'Trees to fecure 
them from the vigorous heat of the Sun. On the Eaſt {ide is another 
Gallerie with many fairArches,whereall ſorts of Mechanics work in the 
open ſight of all. Right over againſt this ſaid Gallerie 1s a Triumphal 
Arch erc&ed ; where the Kettle-drummers , Trumpetters and Fifers 
fit, and play when the King goes out, or in, as allo upon the In- 
rroduCtion of any forreign Prince , Chan, or Ambaſlador. 

In the middic of the Maydan which is not far from the great Gate of 
the Palace isa Great Maſt like a May-pole planted, on the Top where- 
ofthey ſet Melon, at whick they ſhoot, and oftentimes make great 
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«. Matches , which 1s held for the principal Divertiſement uſed at 3.4%. 
Court, as Tilting was formerly in moſt Courts of Exrope. 1673 
On the 23 of Fanwary was a great Match which Thad the Fortune 
to ſee. It was appointed at the Intcrcciiion of the Uſ.ec Ambaſſador 
by the King who was himſelf preſent, and was mounted ona ſtately 
eArabiaz Rorſe richly cappariton'd , for the Sadle and Saddle-cloth 
were very richly embroydered and fo thick. beict with Rubies and 
other Precious Stoncs that one could hardly vicw it. The Court and 
Royal Retinue were alſo well mounted and appeared very ſplendid. 
When they were ready to try their Dexterity one went up tothe Top, 
and ſct up a Cup of Gold , which who could hit and bring it dowa , 
ſhould not only haye it for his Paias, bur alſo be preferred to great 
{ Honour, and take place among the Princeſs of Periz. The King 
| gave the Tartars the Advantage of ſhooting firlt who after they had 
{| ſhot more than an hour, were fain to give over: forit was to be don 
{| on Horſeback, and the Horſe in a full carier, and furthermore not 
48 to ſhoot till they came to a certain Place where they had the maſt 
y dire&ly on the left ſide. Thc Ambaſſador ſeeing that none of his men 
were ſo dexterous gave over, and defired the King that he would 
; vouchſafe to try the {kill of the Perſiavs. Upon which the King orde- 
red certain Perlons, who, without doubt , were very expert Marks- 
men, to ride in acircle, one for one, where the third that ſhot had 
the Fortune to bring it down , upon which the Perjians gavea ſhout 
»» {| | that the Palace rang again. Upon this he was ſent for by the King 
| and brought into the Palace with as much Triumph as if he had won 
| ſom ſignal Victory ; the Cup , Bow, and Quivers were like Tro- 
| phys carried before him , by certain Heraulds thereto appointed , 
and he himſelf altho but a pcor Mans Son of Kejian, promoted to 
great honour and reckoned in the Degree of a Chan. Beſides this the 
King gave him a conſiderable Penſion out of the T reſury to maintain 
| His Grandour. 
| On the South ſide of the 2azdan is a very ſtatcly t.27eft=id Which rheMer. 
{ was founded and begun by Schach 4bas , but finithed by Spry his 229, 
Nephew, who dedicated it to-Twelve Saints , which arcall inclu- ja %. 
ded under the name of Mches, and , as their Hiſtorians aftirm , ſcribes. 
wereall buried in one Grave. 'The way from the Mazdan to this Meſt- 
zid is all paved with huge marble Stones, in the middle whereot is 
Rr 3 a Treat 
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a great Stone Bath whereevery one that will enter the ſaid Temple is 
firſt obliged to waſh. Leaving thisPaſlaye you go up two Stepps which 
leads you into a broad Plain, and about 8 hundred Foot direUtly for. 
ward another ſtep which brings you into the Church. The Gate which 
enters the Meſquzre 1s of fair Marble and about as highas that of the 
Meſchaich of Choddabende in Sultanie. The Doors of this Temple are 
laid ore with Silver Plates, and fet in with Flowers of Gold. Entring 
within the Gate, you com into a pompous Antichamber, the Floor 
whereof is beſpred with very fine Matts , upon which they fall down 
on their Knees, and make a ſhort prayer. From hence on each hand 
is a ſtately Gallery , each leading into another ſpacious Court, 
having in the middle a great Fountain, with a Bath. Above theſe 
great Galleries are ſom leſs, which are ſupported by marble Pillars , 
the Chapters and Foliage whereof are neatly gilded, When you are 
paſt theſe Galleries and the Courts , you come into the "Temple it 
ſelf, entring in ata ſplendid Port, within and under the Cieling , all 
laid in with blew Tiles of true Porceline, and intermixed with Flow- 
ers of Gold. The Temple its ſelf is very large and ſumptuous, ſup- 
ported with huge marble Pillars. On the right hand at going out of 
this Church, you enter throan Arch into a magnificent Hall, where 
ſtands a Pulpit and an Altar , which ſaid place, for ſumptuouſneſs 
and uniformity of ſtrufture , 1s reputed the moſt coſtly Building 
and moſt glorious Fabric in the whole Fmarath. All the Marble where- 
of it is built , ſeeming to outvy the Snow its ſelf for whiteneſs , fs 
brought hither, not without vaſt trouble and Charges,from the Moun- 
tains of Elivend. 

The Kings Palace, called Dowlet, or Schach Chane is alſo a very 
ſtately Houſe. Before you enter the outer Gate is alarge Plain, on 
which are many Pieces of old Braſs Ordnance, unfit for uſe, and 
are only thrown together on heaps, and out of order : a true Em- 
bleme of ſuch Perſons as have in the Flower of their Youth been ſer- 
viceable to their Prince and Commonwealth , but growing old and 
impotent becom Abjects; and are laid aſide. The Palace, *ris true, is 
munited on every 1ide with a Wall, but ſo meanly, that it would 
not reſiſt a Cannon ball, much leſs ſecure the Perſon of the King , 
if attacqued with any ſudden Force, which is the leaſt thing they 
dread. By day the utmoſt Gate is only guarded with 4. Sentinels but 
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at night, by 15 Halberdiers: and in the bcd-Chamber of the King FAN, 


30 young Gentlemen, being moſtly the Sons of great Perſonages , 
in whom the King repoſes moſt Confidence. Every night the K;- 
ſehikizchi , or Captain of the Guards, brings the King a Liſt of their 
Names , who are to ſtand upon the Ward the night following. Withs 
in the Palace are ſeveral great Halls or Appartments, among(t which 
the Tabchane and the Diwan-Chane are the chiefeſt : The former being 
the Banquetting Houſe, and the latter the Court of Juſtice. In the 
Diwan-Chane Ambaſſadors are always received and thence introdutted 
into the Chamber of Audience, the more becauſe the Glory of the 
Cavalcade and other Solemnities can be here the better ſeen. Another 
Appartment which 1s not much inferior to thoſealready made men- 
tion of, is the Haram-Chane, where the King diverts himſelf with his 
Wives and Concubines. The Deksy is the Place where the King 
retires, and has his Reſidence, when not ingaged in any important 
Afﬀair , holding here his Table with his legitimat Wives. In ſhort 
there are many other Appartments within the Palace for inferior Con- 


cerns. Behind the Palace 1s a Garden which they call the Chobbadar;. 


in the middle whereof is a beautifull little Chappel. Hereis alſo the 
great Sanctuary , or Place of Refuge , which they call Allycarpi, 
which 1s as much as to ſay, Gods Gaze; in which Placea Malefactor 
is free from Juſtice. There 1s alſoanother ſuch Place of Refuge, an 
the other ſide of the Maydan, called Tzechil Sutun, ſo called from 40 
huge maſlſy Beams that reſt upon one Pillar ſtanding 1n the middle, 
and ſo ſupport the Roof. Hither it was whither the Perſzans fled when 
the Town was taken in by the great Tamerlan , and oppoſed him 


again, but he breaking in with violence put all to theſword, fave 


thoſe that had got into the interior Temple, or Merzid, for which: 


he had ſuch a veneration that he would not violate the Inſtitutions 
of cMahomet, or pollute the SanAtuary with Blood. | 
On the North ſide of the Maydan , are many Tavern and Tap-

houſes, and among thoſe a Houſe greatly frequented by Traders ,. 


called the T7«ychaiti-Chane or Thee-houſe, which they ptepare quite 
after anothcr manner than the. I»4jans , of whom the Europeans firſt had 
it; for here they put in ſo many aromatical Ingredients , that one can: 


neither perceiv any. Taſte or Smell of Teeinit. In drinking Tee my 


alſo accuſtom:themſelvs to Play , and eſpecially at Cheſs, at whic 
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they are very quick and expert. The Cofftee-houſes they call Cahwe. 
Chaze , wnere they only go to drink Coftee and ſmoke Tobacco, 
with which they are ſo deeply affcHed that they ſomtimes ſmoke in 
the Church. When they are within doors they have a great Glaſs, 
full of water , thro which they put their Pipes and ſmoke , much 
after the manner of an Alembic Still, which renders it very cool. When 
they draw , the water bubbles up as if it boyled, yet by reaſon ofa 
ſtinking vapour that riſes from 1t, 1s very annoyſora. But when they 
ſmoke along the {treet have only ſuch a Pipeas thofe which are now 
crown common in the Zow-Countreys , being of ſeveral joynts, and 
the Head of Earth. Their Coffee they drink very hot, and arc of 
opinion that it ſedates and afſwages their Luſt ro Women , which 
make their Wives ready to proteſt againit it , rather. willing that 
their Husbands ſhould tranſgreſs againſt the Alchoran and ule the 

uyce of the Grape than that Arabian Berry. The chiet Cuſtomers 
which thoſe Public Houſes have, are the Barbers, who frequently 
haunt them to be 1mploy'd in ſhaving their Heads: but every man 
that 1s able to buy a Raſor always carries oneabour with him, being 
very ftearfull of the Yenereal Murrain, which they call Keſcii, and we 
the French Pox , orſom ſuch thing. 

Burt quaint 1s the Habit, and more ſtrange the Cuſtoms of their 
Clergy , and ſuch as are under any Spiritual Order, who notwith- 
ſtanding their vain and palpable Fooleries , have drawn themiclvs 
into a great eſtcem of the Laity of all degrees. Theſe abſtain from 
Wine, live an auſtere life, and never marry till they grow very old. 
Som go 1n a long courſe Robe, others halt naked, and athird fort 
only with a Skin girded about their middle. 'Fh{y go about the Streets, 
and when they come to any large Place as tne Mayde», Baxſazr, or the 
like, fit down, and with a moſt hideous yelling convoke an Auditory , 
which being aſſembled they make a kind of a hortatory Oration, 
which notwithſtanding the Scope or End, contains little elle than 
a commemoration of the great and worthy Acts of Aly, and alwaies 
at Peroration vilify and curſe the Turkiſh Saints Omar , Oſman and 
Ababeker. but more eagerly againſt the dogmarical Decrees of the 
Ubec-Tartars : But thoſe of that nation being of late years grown very 
numerous at 1/pah4», aſſumed the boldneſs to oppoſe them, for which 
end the King has allowed thoſe Worthies to go armed with Hatchets , 

, as 
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as at preſent they do, and have free Toleration to knock any man y.4y, 
down that ſhall ofter to interrupt them. They have one only Mona- '57*- 


ſtery, or Cenobium , where they all live together , which was built them 
at the Charges of the preſent King : and have alſoa conliderable Sum 
allowed them tor their maintenance, beſides what they gather from 
the People by mumping , or rather Mountebanking. 

On the Welt ſide aboutDowlez-Chane are all theSooth-ſayers,of which 
there be two ſorts, to wit, Remaland Falkir, both which are in their 
practiſe more ridiculous than our circumventing Gypſies , and conſe- 
yo not worth my Pains to recount, nor the Readers Patience to 
hear of 'em. x 

In going from the Haydn to the Northward you find a way which 
leads you to the Baſar, where isa very ſtately Kay/erie, full of Shops 
and thoſe ſtored with very rich commodities. This Market conſiſts 
in a certain number of Streets , that are moſtly arched over. Hither 
repair Merchants of all Nations , except Perſians alone , as Indians, Tar- 
jars, Turks, CArmeniazs, Georgians, aSalſo Engliſh, French, Italians, 
Hollanders and other Europeans. Their way of Dealing is altogether 
for Money, nothing by Barter. Abss is the moſt plentifull coin in 
uſe among them, valuing ſomthing leſs than an | Erg{sſh | Shilling, and 
the Schach 4bas which 1s half the value of the other ; the latter is alſo 
moſtly called Choadabende. They do not uſe much Gotd , but abun- 
dance of Copper which they call Pall, 40 of which Pieces make an 
Abas. T he Ewropears who com thither bring commonly Rix-dollars , 
which the Per/7ans once getting into their Hands will by no means 
part with them, for they are diligently ſought up by the Money- 
changers, who bring them to the Serab-Chane, or Viint, and make 
a coniiderabie profit of them, 
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Taberik Kale the Treaſuric of the Kingdom. The Suburbs of Iſpahan. Tziulfa. 4 
lace zvhcre the Armenian Chriſtians have their Reſidence. Tabrifabath. Haſſe- 
nabath. Kevrabath, fo cal/cd from Kebber , Perfans that are fill Pagans. 
Tzarbag. -The Nature of the Perlians. Preperty of the Land. Celebration of 

the Epiphany by the Armenian Chriſtians. 
Spahaz, 28 If iS a Royal City of fo conſiderable a Monarchy , and 
one of the iirit magnitude, ſoit has 2 great concourſe of Strangers 
H S{ from 
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trom all Couatreys in the World, fo that aboveall other Vocations 
the Inn-keepers generally thrive the beſt, and by their great doings 
accommodareall Perſons to their full Content: The Carawarſeras here 
are more ſumptuous by far than either thoſe of Caſwin, orany other 
City in Perſza. They are for the moſt part ſquare, ſom of them having 
4 or 5 Galleries abov one another , and thoſe furniſhed with very 
commodious Appartments, angl for their better Security for Theeves 
areſurrounded with high Stone Walls. 

In 1/pahaz are alſo many fair Buildings , beſides what are already 
remembred , amonglt which the Taberik Kale, or Fort Royal where 
the Kings Treſury 1s, 1s one of the moſt eminent, lituat d between 
the Palaceand the Meſftzid Mehrati, whichis both munited with ſtrong 
Walls, guarded continually with a ſuthcient Body of Soldicry , and 
has plenty of Braſs Cannon.” The ſame alſo ſerves for a Magazin or Re- 
politory of Armory. There are alſo two fair Chriſtian Monaſteries , 
the one for the Carmelites and the other for CH»2uſtin Monks. 

Theſe with many other fair Buildings , too tedious to recount , 
are within the Walls. "There are alſo many ſplendid Piles of Buil- 
dings without in the Suburbs, which they call the Ravarh. In the 
Suburbs are two eminent Wards, to wit, Tzwfaand Cilfa, moſtly, 
or altogether inhabited by the Armenian Chrittians, whoare reputed 
the ableſt Merchants in ſpahan , being tranſported hither by Schach 
Abas trom their own Countrey , and have ſince injoyed ſundry Im- 
munitics, and have a Governour of their own, which they call Da- 
ruza who mult bring up 200 Tymain yearly contribution to the King , 
which 1s taken our of their Public Stock, The private Dw<clling- 
Houſes of thoſe Armenians do equal, or rather ſurpaſs thoſe within 
Walls for ſplendid ſtructure. On the one fide of the River Senderut 
1s another Place , called Tabri- or Abas-Sabath for that Schach Abas 
had allotted the People of Tabris this Part of the Town to dwell in. 
Another Ward, or Quarter of the Suburbs is called Haſſenabath, which 
1s moltly inhabited by the Georgian Chriſtians , commonly called 
Trurtzi, Theſe as well as the Armenians are great Merchants, being 
alſo highly in favour with the King, not only for the vaſt Tribute 
which they pay , but aſwel for their Loyalty and good deportment : 
and theſe are the only Chriſtians who are tolcrate'l to live within the 
Walls, and have a Quarter of the Town allotted them near the Mft- 
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aid Mehedi Y altho they rather chuſeto dwell in the Suburbs, that they 7.4x 


may be retire from the Calumny of the Ci4ahometans, and the better 
enjoy the Benefits of a Chriſtian Society. "The Kebrabath isa Diſtrict 
of the Suburbs lying on the Welt {ide of the City , ſo called from 
the Kebbers, which area ſort of ancient Perſea Pagans, who following 
the old opinion of the Perſians, when they were yet Keathens , will 
not embrace Mahometaniſm. Theſe differ from the reſt in Habit, as 
well as in Cuſtoms and Religion , wearing looſe Drawers , with a 
long Coat only faſtned at the Collar , open at the ſhoulders: Their 
Hair they let grow, all over their Head and Face. The Womenare 
attired as the Men only with this difference, that they wear a long 
Silk or Cotton Scart which trails on the Ground. The Language they 
ſpeak 1s ftill the ancient Lingua Perjica, for they are very curious in 
preſerving their ancient Tongue without any Innovation, inſomuch 
that the Perſians who ſpeak the modern Language cannot underſtand 
them | as the Engli/h cannot underſtand the old Britziſh, or Welſh | yet 
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theſe can both underſtand and ſpeak the preſent Per/ian» Tongue. - 


They retain alſo the Ancient Characters, and adorethe Sun and the 
Elements for Deities performing Monethly Sacrifices. Beſides the 
veneration they have for the Sun , they do worſhip to the Starrs , 
but have little or no Judgement in the courſe of the ſame. Snakes 
and all other venemous Animals they hold tor unclean, ſo that whoſo- 
ever touches any of thoſe, whether voluntarily, or by accident, 
muſt not enter into their Temples ill he be purified. Their Dead they 
do not burn as moſt Pagans do, but when any Perſon dies, whether 
it be an Infant, or one com tofull growth and Maturity , they waſh 
the Body very clean, and carry it toa Place far diſtant from any Hou- 
ſes, and there ſet it upright againit a Poſt, where they wait till the 
Ravens com and pick out the one Eie , which if it be theright Eie, 
they are of opinion that the Soul of the Neparted is in Paradiſe, and 
theretore interr him very decently ; but it the Bird pull out his left 
Eie firſt, then they holU it fora ſure Token, that he 1s damned, and 
for his wicked Life to ſutter perpetual Torments, and therefore eſteem 
him rot worthy of ſuch ſolemn Exequies , but caſt him head-long 

intoa deep Pit. | 
Without the City of //pahan are many fair Gardens and Summer- 
houſes , belonging to the King and divers great Perſonages. The 
Sf 2 mott 
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moſt eminent of all theſe is the Tzarbag , not far from the great Bridge, 
being 4 ſquare, and about 2 | Engliſh] Miles in circuit. This (as was 
ſaid before) is watered with an Aqueduct that is conveyed under 
Ground by ſeveral ſmall leaden Pipes from the Niain, and hereand 
tiicre vented by Fountains, which force the Water ſomtimes 36 or 
42 foot high. On each corner ſtands a noble Summer Houle, ofan 
admirable rare Fabric. The Garden it's felt has the moſt and greateſt 
varieties of Fruit-Trees and Vegetables that ever I have (cen, altho 
it was then Winter when I was there. And indeed the Per/zans are great 
Lovers of Planting, Gardening , and all manner of Tillage; fo that 
there 1s hardly a Houſe in all 14-47, but has ſomthing of a Garden 
behind it, more or leſs , whence 1t coms that this City 1s ſo great in 
compals. 

As to the manner of their Hous-keeping and other peculiar Cu- 
{toms, I hold it needleſs to treat any thing about, fince it may be 
collected out of what I have already faid in the foregoing Chapters. 
They are in general very ſociable, and for their Urbanity towards 
ſtrangers, draw. many Forreigners thither. They are alſo Lovers of 
all kinds of Diſcipline, and the Gentry very amvitious in Arts and 
Sciences. The Land about 1/pahan 1s very fertile , and affoards all 
that 1s neceſſary for human ſuſtenance 1n good plenty. But the Town 
being very populous thro the great concourſe of Strangers from all 
parts of the World makes all things very dear , but eſpecially Fewel , 
infomuch that Wood and Charcoalare fold by the Pound , and not- 
withſtanding it may ſeem to be in awarm clunat, yet inthe Winter 
itis very cold, or at left fo ſeeming to them, who are uſed to the 
great heat of the: Summer Solitice. During the time of my being 
there they were very buſy about gathering their Ice , which 1s got 
and preſerved after this manner : Firſt they dig a great Pit in the 
Earth , about 40 Foot deep, which they encompaſs witn a Wall, 
about 19 Fathom high which is commonly made of Clay , but that 
ſide next to the North 1s lower than the reſt;that the cool North Winds 
may allay the violent Heat of the Sun: then they dig or plow certain 
furrows 1n the Plains round about, which when it freezes, they ſet 
all over with Water, and ſo garher the Ice , and when they have 
enough cover it with ſtraw. This Ice is very common in uſc amon 
the richer fort in the Sunamer time, not only for coo}ug the Wines , 
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but aſwell tor lying upon their Diſhes of Fruit , when they are brought zz. 
up to the Table, which is only laid on a heap | in the middle of the '%** 
Diſh, and ſo diſſolves i it ſelf, through all the Fruit. This is reckoned 

for a good commodity if it bea hot Summer, and is ſold as well along 

the Streets , aS in Houles. 

On the 16 of Feb1#4r7, was the Epiphany celebrated by the Arme- 
ian and Georgian Chrittians. So ſoon as I heard what was the matter , 
I roſe pretty carly in the morning with intent to ſee the Solemnity of 
the Day. 'The firſt I met was che Feſaulcor, or Great Marſhal with 
all his ſubordinat Oihcers, who were ordered. to prevent T umults , 
and not to ſuffer Horſes and Camels with any Burthens ro paſs 
over the Bridges and thro the Streets that lead to T=ulfa and Tzarbag; 
which was not only don forthe ſake of the Chriitians, but upon the 
account of one of the Kings legitimat Wives , whom he entirely 
loved, being a Georgian by birth and educated in the Chriſtian Reli- 
g10N , and had adelireto go and fee the Solemnitics performed, which 
the King would not deny her, for that ſhe was great with Child. 
About 8 "in the morning were all the Chriſtian Ladics in Balconies , 
which were all hung with T apeſtry , and thoſe of the greateitrank 
with Canopies over - head. Thoſe of meaner degree ſatc.on each ſide 
the River Senderurt, and had a Guard of Soldiers under the Command 
of an Otfhcer, to ſecure them from beingabuſed by tine Mahometars , 
and to-ſufter no Men to crowd 1 upon them. About 9 aſſembled all 
thoſe uader Spiritual Orders and the Clergy helonging to the 10 
Churches of 77uphe, and the 2 Churches of 1/pah.m. Thoſe were all 
attircd in white' dtoles and Capps of Cloth of Gold upoa their Heads , 
with long Labels hanging down to their middle, but more gOrgeous 
was the Attire of the Pat:larch , being all over ric aly embroy dered 
wita Gold and adorned with coſtly Gems. Ev ery Prie't carricd 2 
Silycr Croſs hung with Ltle Silver Bells and Baſons. 'The Crofies 
which were carricd by thoſe of higher degre2s and in the formoſt 
Ranks were ſupported , each by 3 Men. The Iaferior Clergy tol-- 
lowed aiter with 1: zhred Papours in their Hands , accompanied 
with the moſt eminent of the Laity. 'The Superior Monks of 1/paiars 
adjoyned themfelvs to the Patriarch, 5 of them bearing up his Pon- 
tthcal Robes, 2 on cach ſide and one behind. . Abour one a clock 
came the King mounted ona ltately _4r:biay Horle , without any con-- 
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ſiderable Retinu ſave only the Chancelor and Grand Marſhal , the 
the Guards and the reſt of the Court having order to keep behind 
the Procetlion. The Begzm, or Queen before mentioned was carried 
before as a privat Gentle woman 1n a Sedan toa great Merchants houſe, 
accompany'd only with one Gentlewoman, the iVlaiter of the Eu- 
nuchs and + of his Company : for the King ever repoſes great Con- 
fidence in the Chriſtians, and eſteems them as the moit loyal of all 
his Subjects, as appcars by his adventuring his perſon amon; them , 
without any Guards. But before the Proceilion was eaded 1t began 
to ſnow veryhard , which did not only cauſe the King toleav them 
but pur a ſtop to the further Celebration of this great Feſtival , which, 
by the preparations , ſeemed to be intended to be folemnized with 
very great Pomp : for beſides the Contribution of all the Chri- 
ſtians, who, as Il haveelſewhere noted, areveryrich, the King ſends 
the Patriarch a conſiderable Sum of Money ſom time before, in order 
to the carrying on and maintaining this anniverſary Cuſtom. The 
Patriarch and Superior Clergy ſeeing there was no hopes of the 
Weather growing better , they departed without performing the 
ritual Ceremonies : but the Laity continued Dancing and Singing all 
the Night long. 

In the mean while the Caravan was in a readineſs to depart for Gam- 
meron , and the Heer Bent gave order for Horſes and Camels to be 
bought up for us, to carry our Proviſion and Baggage. Healfo took 
care to buy us all Necefſaries we had occaſion for on our Journey and 
was pleaſed to appoint me as Caffil 4baſii , or Overlcer of the Provi- 
fion. About this time 1t froſe very hard, and as I not without won- 
dring ſaw Ice 3 Foot thick, which was averred never to be known 
in that Countrey in any mans Age. How hard a ſeaſon it was for poor 
People may be gathered from what I have already ſaid how ſcarce 
all kind of Fcwel 15 is /ſpahan. 
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The great Civility of Had(i Biram. The Authors Departure out of I{pahan. Their 
sncommodous T ravelling thro the Snow, Wells and Pits of Water abounding with 
Fiſh. They are much imcommoaated in their Travailing. The Caravan aſſailed 

gby Robbers. Their Super(tirious horrour of Swines Fleſh, Sepulchre of Schach 
Solyman's Mother. The Sepulchre of Noah, his Wife, Children, and Chil- 
dreus Children. Tzilminar. The Pompons Relicts and Ruins of the famous Per- 
{epolis, and the noble Fort thereof. The Statue of Rultan, 4a Perhian Cham- 
pion, 


N the 17 of February we had order to make ready for our Jour- xs, 
ney , whcrefore that morning I went to return my hearty Thanks 57*: 

to my good Maſter, Hadz4 Byram , where coming and finding him *' 
at home I ſaluted him after the Perſar manner, withall manifeſtin 

my gratefullneſs to him for his many Favours , which he had ſhown 
me, altho without the leſt deſerts; but he.interpelling mein my dif- 
courſe, forbad me to talk any more of that, ſaying, 1 have not yer 
bin ſo worthy as to give you the Reward I promiſed you: Which was to ſet you 
free When you came to Iſpahan , and now 1 underſtand you have redeemed 
your ſelf with your own Money : however I ſhall make it good t: you by an Equi- 
valent. With that he opened a Cheſt and gave me 100 Dollars, faying, 
This I give you as part of Reward, for your care to fave my lite when 

I was in danger of looſing it at the Caſpian Sea. 'T his extraordinary 
great Bounty coming ſo beſides my expectation , put me toa ſtand 
wit reply to make at firſt , but contidering how he might look upon 

it as an Ingratirude to be lilent, Iexpreſled my lclt after this manner , 
Sir, I am not able ever to ao you ſuch ſervice as mty recompenſe your Good- 
weſs , but I hope that GO D will remember your' Bounty don in ſecret , which 

is the trueſt Charity , nor withſtanding the unWworthin Ie of my ſelf on whem 

it is ſhown. Great reaſon it 1s that I ſhould record the worthy Deeds 
of this Turkiſh Chriſtian or Chriſtian Turk: nct only as don to me, but 
as don to one of another Faith, and that without vain Glory , a thing 
he ever hated : his calling me-afide and forbidding me to make it 
known , manifeſt the Abſ--lutenels and Integrity of Charity , well 
knowing that I was jult upon my departure, and contequently not 
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who lvyed all this time as Widdow and Orphans) I could have bin 
more content to ſery him all my Life asa Slave, thanto have the Li- 
berty which I have before and ſince enjoyed , with ſuch Anxiety. 
When, with a faint Heart and Eies full of Tears, Itook my laſt leay 
of him he embraced me , and told me he had yet hopes to ſee me 
once again, and when I was at a diſtance, cried out, G OD # the 
higheſt Heavens conautt you: GOD cAlmighty bring you in [afety home : 
which were the laſt words I heard him ſpeak. 

My two Companions , to wit , C. Brard , and L£. Fabritius were 
returned back again to Derbext , with intent to go by way of Ruſſia , 
and I departed with the Caravan of the Honorable the Eaft India Com- 
pany , from the Royal City 1ſpahan, having a ſufficient number of 
Camels and Mules to carry our Provitton and Baggage to Gam- 
MEH ON. 

The ſame day we travailed 8 Leagues and about 102 Clock came 
to 2 village called Hajar, where we took up our nithts Lodging. 
We had alſo in our Company ſom of thoſe Perſians, of wiom I have 
already made mention that Ive {till in Heatheniſm , whom I found 
very c1vil and faithtull in all rheir Doings. | 

On the 18 it was very cold weatherand ſnowy, that we could hard- 
ly keep a Horleback. 'The ſnow was here thicker than ever I have ſeen 
it (to my knowledge) in the Low-Connrreys, being, between 4 and 5 
Foot deep upon tne Ground , and the Path fo arrow , that the 
Horics oftentimes going out of the Way, tumbled down 11 the ſnow 
wit the Packs , which happening ſo ofren mainly detarded that 
days Journcy. Before night. we got the hilly Countrey and ſet down 
in the v i122 Caniſcha, where, by reaſon of bad Weather, we reſted 
Z days Witt TC Cara74n, a , 

Upon tic 22 we ſet torward again and had very hilly way, which 
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proved fo incommodous that we travailed that day no more than 6 xe; 
Dutch Miles, and took our Nights reſt at a Cerawanſers, where we 1572+ 


met another Caravay coming from Gammeron richly loaden with all 
ſorts of India» Commodities , and bound for ſeveral Markets in Perſia. 
On the 23 we broke upand the ſame day had bad and ſlippery way 
inſomuch that ſom of our Camels and Horles fell , whereby the Cheſts 
and Goods were much endamaged. "The Heer Bent, as Ifaid before, 
having appointed me as Crfil 4baſſ#, or Overſeer, it was my duty to 
look to the reparation of this Namage , and to ſee the Cheſts effectu- 
ally mended, and therefore I went to ſce if I could meet with any 
Perſon who could help me in the Village, letting the Caravan remain 
{o long 1n a Cerawarſera. At hſt after much enquiry I found one, but 


coming back underſtood that my Portmantle and my Money was 


ſtole, which put me1n a great ſtrait for I had not above the value of 25 


gild, [ or 55 ſh. ſterling. ] left. I ſuſpe&tcd that ſom of our Company was 
the Party that had commutted the Theft, and had alſoa privat hint 

iven me of it. The matter concerned me ſo far, that I forthwith 
we to tax the Party with it that I had in ſuſpicion , but he ſtoutly 
denied it, and was ſo difpleaſed at me for blemiſhing his Reputa- 
tion, that he intimated the matter to ſom of his Companions , who 
unanimouſly ſwore to be revenged on me and taking their opportu- 
nity tell all together upon me , and uſed me in moſt cruel manner. 
It was the Brother of the Party that told me, averring that he had 
ſeen it , but when he came to confront him; denied every word he 
ſpcke to me , infomuch that I was fain for the time being to be patient , 

et fully reſolved to have it out of his Hide the firſt opportunity. 
That day we travailed 7 Dutch Nliles and cameat night toa Village 
formerly called Zurge/tan , now leſegas. 

On the 24 we broke up again, and that morning met a Poſt coming 
from Gamcron, and intending for J/pahan, of whom I underſtood that 
the Director var der D#ſſen, who had remitted the Money for my Re- 
dcemprion was gone for Bavia. Theſe Tidings I muſt confeſs , were 
very unwelcom to me, becauſe I knew it would be 4 Moneths betore 
any Ships would go for Bazaws, the more becauſe I was to endure 
the hot ſeaſon at Gamerer. "This day we travailed 6 Dutch Miles and 
at night came toa fair new-but:lt Carawvaiif "4. 

The next day we broke up and patied thro a fair Town called 
1c Strind. 
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Swurina. About 12 a clock it began to ſnow very hard, ſocontinuing 
till the Evening when we met with a good Carawanſers, which was 
no ſmall comfort to us, having no itomach tolc tuch weather without 
a Roof in the open Field. 'The ſame day we travailed 7 Dutch Niles. 

On the 25 we had very good weather, and the Way. allo reaſo- 
nable good ſo that in good time we got to a CaraWayſera, which lay 
about 8 Dutch Niles, or ſomthing more from the other. Near this 
placeare divers Ponds of fweet W ater affearding allo great plenty of 
Fiſh: wherefore we went to Angle , and took about 40 Carps, which 
becauſe of the Novelty were very acceptable, having eaten nothing 
all the way but ſalt Meat. Theſe Ponds as well as the Carawanſera 
were mads , as we underſtood from an Inſcription over the Door ,. 
at the Charges of the Dutch Eft India Company. 

On the 26 we had very high Hills to clamber over., ſo that the 
hollow places in the way being fill'd with ſnow , put us (notwith- 
ſtanding all the care and vigilance we could uſe) to a great deal of 
trouble, for the way being very ſlippery, the Camels, Mules and 
Horſes often ſtumbled and tell , which greatly endamaged the Cheits 
which were but newly and very looſly repaired. Beſides that it ſnew 
very thick all che Forenoon, which made us long for a C:- awanſera,that 
we could not reach till late at night coming to the Village G«/, 
where we reſted for that night, having made no more than 5 D«ch 
Miles the whole day. "That night and the next day it continued ſnow=- 
ing, ſo that we reſolved to contiaue under roof till the weather grew 
better. About noon c.mea Caravan from S yr.a , but we having taken 
up theplace, they were fain to go forward till they found another. 

On the 27 the weather grew better and the Sun ſhone, ſo that we 
proceeded on our Journey , but having travailed an hour or two, 
we were ſurprized by ſom Robbers, who all on a ſudden afſail'd us 
and beſcr the Caravan round, and fella tearing all they could com art. 
Our Company , being aſtraid of their lives deſerted the Camels and 
left me alone to ſtand out the brunt of all. One of the Robbers thruſt 
his hand into a Bag in which were 3 or 4 Flitches of Bacon and ſom 
Hams, who, when he came to know what it was, fell a curſing and 
menacing me, that I did not warn him, for he was thereby unclean , 
and according to the <Mahomeran Superſtition not to com into the 
Society of others, orenter the I cmple. "That Gre , it ſecms he ſtrain'd 
at,, 
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at, yet ſtuck not to ſwallow a Camel. Having taken what they could 2». 
carry they left me , but not without a Token to remember them, ge 
giving me ſo many Kebounders about the Head with their 'Trunche- 
ons, that I was taken.up for Dead by my faithfull Fellow-Travellers , 
who came again waen they ſaw there was none to moleſt'em. That 
day we travailed 24 | Engiiſh | Niles , andatnight cametoa very com- 
modious and ſtately Carawerſers, ſuch as I had not met with all the 
way unleſs in ſom great City, being all round with Galleries. | 
On the 28 we ſer forward on our Journey and came toa fair Vil- 
lage called Myftzid, where we had a very commodious C:raWanſers, 
and ſtay'd there that night. 'The ſaid Carawaerſere was nothing inferior 
to that we had the night before, aſwell inreſpe& of Conveniency as 
ornament , having much variety of Carved work, as Foliage, Fru- 
&arage, &c. after the Perſian manner: the Walls alſo were covered with 
a neat ſort of white glaze1 Tiles. Nearto this Place is the Sepulchre 
and Tomb of the Mother of Schach Sol; man, being a fair Monument of The 
white Marble: hither repair many devout Women to viſit the Tomb jag” 
and pour out their Prayers and Supplications for themſelvs and Schach 
Friends, which Iremark'd was very brief, for they only (according _ 
to the general Injunction) puth'd the Tomb wirh their Head 3 times , other, 
and as often ſ{t-oped to kiſs it, then muttered our a ſhort prayer, 
which doubtleſs they haveby form , and ſo departed. Having ſtay'd 
thcre that night we went in the Morning to buy up ſom treſh Provi- 
ſions and Fruits, that place being very famous for Winter-growth 
of Fruits, both as to plenty and Cheay nels. 
On the * Nine and Twenticth of Fer. we came toa little village * Ferir 
called S/w4, having that day travailed 5 Durch Miles. HS G pong 
The next day we ſct forward on our Journey and travailinga good 
pace, came pretty carly'into the viIlage 4/274a{ch, where we reſolved 
to reſt a little being almoſt wearied out with the badneſs of the Way 
and Weather. The next morning I took a turn without Town on 
Horſe-back , with one of our Company ; where having rode about 
2 Miles to the Eaitward from the Town, we deſcricd a huge fair 
Pile of Building , which afterwards by ſom Pilgrims that we mer, 
we underſtood was a Sepulchre. The general Structure was a very 
fair Temple altogether built of Viarble, ſtanding ona riſing ground 
and ſupported with 10 high and mafly Pillars. When weentred we 
STA alcended 
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aſcended ſeveral ſteps, and went thro a very ſtately Gate of fair 
white and ſpeckled Marble; but underſtood very well that no Chri- 
ſtian was permitted to enter, leſt they ſhould pollute it : however being 
ſhorn after their manner, and having nodiſcrepance of Habit whereby 
they might ſuſpet me to be any other than a very 11uſulman, I went 
boldly in to view all that was to be ſeen , whicha privat Perſon and a 
Layman was permitted to view , for the innermoſt Vault 1s not to be 
{een unleſs of Princes and the Spiritualiſts. Above the ſaid Vault 
hung ſeveral golden. Lamps , which burn continually, and as the 
Watchmen told us the Coftins that ſtood below were of maſly Gold. 
In this Sepulchre they told us were preſerved the Bones of Noah and 
his Wife , of Shem, Ham and Faphert, together with the 5 Sons of 
Shem , viz, CAihur, Arphaxad, Lud, CAram and Elam, by whom 
the City * Perſepolis is ſaid to be firſt founded of old called Elamus. 
This was told me by an old Perſian, with whom I had fom Diſcourſe , 
whoalſo ſaid that he had the keeping of ſom old Regiſters and Anti- 
quities. Here they alſo ſhow ſeveral Skeletons and Pieces of Bones 
to Pilgrims in Golden Diſhes, which they ſay are the Bones of 24h 
and of his Grand-child Elam | tur belcey it that ; 

From this Temple we poſted forward to the Ruins:of the Royal 
Fort called Schilminar, on Tzilminar, or according to the variety of 
the Dialects Ceh:ilmmar, which is as much as to ſay Forty Pillars, fo 
called from ſucha number of Columns that ir has formerly had, althd 
the number is now ſufficiently diminiſhed , partly by the negligence 
of the Perſzans, in reparation of the ſame, and partly from other Occa- 
ſions which make'em to uſe ſom of the Stones of this ſaid Caſtle: 
beſides the great diseſteem which the Aahomerans have for Heatheniſh 
Antiquities, rather inclined toraſe and demoliſh, rhan maintain and 
repair the. Relicts of Gentiliſm , eſpecially what has bin built to any 
ſuperſtitious End. Thoſe Pillars that remain (ſtill whole are 9 Cubits 
high, and. about Five in compaſs at the Baſis. I told about 18 
or 20 of thoſe ſaid Pillars that were whole to the Chapiter. It retains 
ſtill the name of K: Dariws his Palace that being his Manſton-houlſe. 
The ancient Greek and Latin Writers aſcribe the. Founding of it to 
Cyrus , but the Perſians to one Schach Tamſcha, which I preſume cannot 
be reconciled : but however their. Difference in Opimon be, certain 
1&4 that. the. Founder muſt have bin a mighty Prince , who hath 
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raiſed ſuch an admirable Structure, appearing more likea vaſt City M.4R.- 


than one entire Building : and ſuch was the Satisfagtion I reaped 
from it, that I ſhould not have repented my Labour to have travai- 
led a Thouſand Miles to ſee it. This ſtupendious Palace is ſeated , 
as appears by the Ruins, on a. Plain, environed on every ſide with 
Hills, and has extended it's Compals as far as the Hill called Kuhs- 
rahmet , Which is as muchas toſay , the Moune of Mercy. On the Eaſt 
are two places of Entry w.th Marble Stairs , each ſtep being 3o Foot 
long and 17 of thoſe ſteps are wrought out of one Stone, which muſt 
neceſſarily have been a. very great one, each ſtep being halt a Foot 
high. Being aſcended 32 or 33 of thoſe Steps we came at a great ſquare 
Reſting placethe Walls and Pavement whereof was altogether of hard 
and poliſhed Marble. On each fide were the Images of divers Beaſts. 
as Lions , Elephants, Grithns, Horſes and others Animals, after- 
wards we came intoa largeand ſpacious place, about go Paces ſquare, 
where were Eight Gates, 4. whereof were 4. Paces and 3 Two Paces 
wide. Above and on each {ide of theſe Gates were divers. Statues 
and other Figures, which for their Boldneſs, due Conſtrution of 
Members, Symmetrie of Parts, Analogy of Depreſlion and Eleva- 
tion , Holding and Foreſhortning of Plains, with all other Tokens 
of true Art, ſurpaſs all the Carved works that cverlT have ſeen cither 
in Greece, /taly, or the whole World beſides, that I have had the 
Fortune to ſee. Below ſtood a hard bright poliſhed Stone, ſet faſt 
in the Wall which might have ferved tora Mirror, on.which was an 
Inſcription 1n very ancient Characters ſuch as the modern Perſians 
cannot read. The Letters below were broad and-riſing higher grew 
ſmaller towards the Top like an obeliſt. I had work enough to view 
all the Images that were upand down, as of Giants, Lions, Bulls, 
Griftins, Tygres , The Olympian, or Games of Hercules, Bat- 
tels, &c. The Statues have moſtly Weapons, Inſtruments of Mu- 
ſic, orGarlands in their Hands, Here and there areſeyeral Horſemen 
armed with Bow and Quiver, Som with Spears, Rondaces, Scymi- - 
ters and ſuch like Weapons. "Their Habit.is very ſtrangeand ſeems 
to be very ancient: ſome have round Bonnets as the noble. Yenctians : 
now , and Knights Templars of old uſed to wear. Abov the great 
Gate is a huge Statue appearing abov the reſt ,. having along. Robe 
on, with curled hair and a long Beard, a Torſe about his Head as - 
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formerly the Roman Emperours were went to have: under his Robe 
he had a Veſture full ot Foldings. which were very ſoft and lilk-like , 
the ſleeves were very looſely cut and wide, hanging down hke a Sur- 
plice , | or as thoſe of a Batchlor of Art in Oxfera | In one hand he 
had a Mond, and in the other a Staff or Scepter. *Þ'ie Perſians ſay that 
1t 1s the Statue of Solo;zon King of the Hebrews , bur I rather take it to 
be Alexander the Great , becauſe of the Mond, who was the firſt 
Monarch (according to Hiſtory) that was ſo painted , as ſuppoſing 
himſelf to have conquered the whole Vorld, and for ſom time had 
his Reſidence 1a this Palace. Beſides this were on cach fide ſeveral 
others which ſeemed to be c# leſs degree and meaner Perſonages, as 
well by the Places where they ſtood as by the Habir, being clad in 
ſhorter Robes and narrow Veſtures, with fleevs cloſe at the wriit, 
like the Peſantry about Derbenr, Som of thelc had long old-faſhion'd 
Spears, others led Horſes and Mules, and others brought oxcn and 
Sheep with Mallets, Hatchets, Knives and other Implements for 
Slaughter as if they werea going to Offer. In this ſpacious Hall were 
allo many other Figures as Emblemes, which were too dark and ab- 
ſtruſe for me to unriddle. Leaving this Appartment wz went into 
another more wide and ſpacious than the former. At one End was 
another Statue cloſe and (as I ſuppoſed) faſt tothe Walls, which 
by the Crown, orrather Cap of State, ſeemed to be ſom Prince. He 
was on his knees, and as it were, praying to the Sun, Fireand a Ser- 
pent. 'The Inhabirants told me that 1t was the Image of Famſcher, or 
Femſcha to whom, as I have already faid, the Perſians aſcribe the 
Founding. The moſt part of thoſe Statues were gilded, and appear 
ſo yet, There were allo ſcyeral Battails admirably well don , and 
had good Symmetry and Proportion according to the Diitance , Hol- 
ding and Ferſpective, all hewn out of black Marble and ſer faſt in 
the Wall. When this illuſtrious Pile has bin 1n1t's glory , might not 
only have bin recounted among the Wonders of the World, bur for 
it's admirable rare Works and ſtupendious Structure , well have 
claim'd the Priority as Paramount, according to the appearance of 
it's Ruins, which I found conformable to waat 1s recorded of it in 
Hiſtory , for there appears the Foundation of a triple Wall; the firſt, 
or outmoſt was about 32 Foot high, having many Bulwarks and 


Towers, which have bin as excellent for their Ornament as Strength 
| as 
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as ſufhcieurly appears by what 1s ſtill remaining. The ſecond ſeems y, x, 
to have beca aothing inferior to the firſt for Beauty nor Strength , 1672. 


and twice as high: The third was 120 Foot high: oneach tide was 
a Paſſage rocnter , whcre were many Watch-Towers and Gates of du- 
rable and hardeſt Marole. I heſe Fortifications wer.: alſoenvironed 
with Palliſados of huge Beams, and maay Batteries, to the Terror 
of the Enemy. It 1s neither to be known nor gueſſed what an-im- 
menſe Treature this vait Fabric has coſt, when it has bin firſt 
founded: and 1t 1s highly to be lamented that ſuch a ſtately Fabric 
ſhould be laid waſt upon ſuch a light account ,. which in ſom manner 
might be thought 1ntranfitory , or not to ſutter decay fo long as Art 
had any Countenance upon Earth, The Hiſtorians all concurr in this 


Opinion that it was burn'd by * CMexander the Great in a dranken *qg, 
mood, at the inſtigation of the notable Whore Thais , who perſwa- NY 
ID, 3s 


ded him that he could not gratify the Greeks and ſpite the Perſrans 

more, than to ſet this City on Fire, which had ever bina Terror, not 

only to Greece but to the whole World. Upon this Motiv the King 

weat himſelf in Perſon and lay the firſt fire to it, being imitated 

by a Train of Courtiers and Whores all befotted with drink', fo 

that this wonderfull great and the moſt ſplendid Palace in the Uni- 

verſe was 1n a moment laid in Rubbiſh, there being much Cedarin 

it: When the duldiers ſaw all ona flame, they ran toquench it but 

ſecing the King very bulſy in ſetting it on Fire, they fell to a con- 

trary work , an«+1n ſtead of indeavouring toquenchit brought wood 

to increaſe rhe Fire; whence it appears that the ſtrongeſt Fort, I pre-- 
ſume, that ever was, orS1n the World, was demoliſhed by the power- - 
ful Intereſt of Women and effects of Wine. 


About 2.Leagucs from Chehilminar are the Ruins of ſom Statues, - rhe 
and amongſt others one which they ſay was the Image of Rufar, a oo 
Perſian Champion of great fame; for which reaſon every great Hero ſtan ry 
among them that has performed any valorous Atchievment is called > | 


Ruſtan, and glories as muchan that, as the Greeks of old by the uſurped ics, 


name of CAchilles, or the Roman Stage-players in the name of Roſerus. - 
This Image as alſo all the reſt are about 3 timesas great as the Life, 
and armed with Clubbs and other ancient Armor. But to rehearſe 
all the Fables that the Per/4ans told me of thoſe Heros , would rather -- 
impair the Credit of what is already ſaidia conformity with Truth 
than ! 
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than giv SatisfaCtion to the Curious; wherefore hereas in many other 
places where I might have interſperſed ſuch Dreams , Ithought good 
to ſpare the pains of relating them. 
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Arrival at Scyras. They meet with ſom Carmelites. The baſe dealings of thoſe of the 
Caravan. The Author meets with the Theef that had pillaged him. Mr. Struys 
well entertained by a French Chirurgeon.

A Fter we had refreſhed our ſelvs and reſted the Caravan, we got 
all in a readineſs, and the firſt day towards the Evening came to 
the Village cAlikor, which.we found well pleniſhed withall neceſla- 
ries and Refreſhments for our ſelvs , and good Provender for our 
Horſes and Camels. Thus having ſpent the fore part of the night 
in mirth and divertiſement , we took our reſt, and the next day 
puriued our Journey coming on the 8 of arch to Scyras, where [ 
brought the Goods of the Eaſt /ndia Company into their Ware-houſe 
there. 

So ſoon as I was artived at Scyras I came to underſtand that there 
was a Monaſtery of Carmelites in the, Town who had bin always friendly 
to Chriſtian Paſſengers and Travailers in aſſiſting them with their 
advice, &c. Whereupon I went ro find out the Convent, and being 
come got ſpeech with 2 of them who received me very kindly, and 
deſired me to lodge in the Convent ſo long as I ſtay'd at Scyras 
and treated me all the while with all the Delicacies they could 
get , and the Wine that the Countrey affoarded. 'T he one was an 
Italian of the City of Naples by name Felicel/o, the other a Pole from 


Warſaw and called 744ilaw. 
During 
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me, and thatupon veryſlender and weak pretences:: they had already 
received halt their Moneys at 1ſpahaz, and/ we wete not half way by 
much: but whether 1t was becauſe my Money was ſtullen , or becauſe 
(perhaps) that they teared to be examined about the Theft when we 
came to Gameron and fo condignly pumſhed, Icannotdetermin: But 
whatſoever ther Reaſon was, they left me-thereat a great loſs, fo 
thar 1 was jain-to feck out anew Condutt ,- and ſupply my feli with 
freſh Camels and Horſes, which without the help of the 2 Monks 
had binimpoſlible for me to accompl:ſh. 

The third day after my arrfval at Scyxes. I went without the Towr 
to walk; and accidentally. found the Thief who had ſtole my Mo- 
neys, and with the help of his Brother had ſo miſuſed me , as was 
ſaid before, bathing himſelf in the River ; fo that ſeeing ſo: fairan. 
opporrunity to revenge the Villany, I ran towards him and with a 
Damaſkin Scymiter I aiwaics wore, gave him an excellent Croſs on the: 
Cheek, , and beſides that lent him a few flaſhes about his back and 
ſhoulders, which dun I took his clothes and cut them all to patches , 
fo. that the poor Caitiff was fain to gomother naked intothe Town. 
I threatnedhimalfo to writeto //pahan, and make complaint at Court , 
and invrder thereto to addrefs my ſelf to the: Chan of Sczr45.ro diſpatch 
the Letters, This it frems pur him into fuch Conſternation as well 
as his Companions:, that be durſt not appear abroad to challenge 
me- for any injury don him, fearing, perhaps upon my addreſs. 
to the Deputy that they would be ſecurcd till further Informatian :: 
nordid Tever {ce hinviince: 

Beſides the gentle Reception and the great kindneſs theſe Friars 
ſhowd me, 1 was kindly treated by one Doftor Robin , a French-man ,. 
which the Perffans called Hakim Robin , for Hakim:iin their Tongue is 
as much as to ſay DoGtor : bur his firſt name Þcannot remember. This 
ſame Gentleman, I muſt confefs ,, ſhowed me great friendſhip, and 
fent a Letter for me to Holland. incloſed in his-own. So thatin the 
hardeſt and greateſt extremities I ever found ſom Friends, and when 
I was almoſt in deſpair of ever returning ta my priſtin. State , and 
plunged 1n the molt grievous Miſcries, obtained nevertheleſs by the 


Providence of Almighty GOD , ſom unexpected Sublevation;

During my aboad here our Caravens Company had made unanimous x4R; 
reſolution among themfelvs not wo proceed on their Journey with 97: 
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that I ſhould know what 1t 1s to be nuſcrable, and what 1t 1is:to-be 
thankful. - 

Scyras as moſt other Townsam Perſza lics ina Valley , environed on 
every fide: with Hills. On: that fide towards /fpah4z 1s only one 
Thorowiare or Pailage , which 1s laid ore: with an. Arch all over 
painted with varicty of Beaſts and Animals, and inſcribed in ſeveral 
Places with 7w7&4:ſh and Perſian Rhymes and Mottos. When one is 
paſled thro the ſaid Arch 1s a fair and ſpacious ftreet,, which leads to 


.the City, bcing plain, wide ,:eaven ,: and planted on each ſide with 


Trees | like the Palmal in $&nt fmes's Park | which: with the great 
number of Gentlemcns Houſes on each: fide renders it as an amiable 
Paradiſe.. At the end ofthe way asa ſtill tanding poolor pond , which 
is drawn off with a Trench an cach fide: having paſt this we come 
over a Plain or Flat field, and juſt before the Gates of:the Cityto: 
a great long Stone-bridge which hes over 1 Ditch, which.inthe Sum- 
mer time 1s dry,, but inthe Winter gives the Inhabitants work enough 
to- keep it in with damming , for ſomtimes when it ſnows and the. 
Warer falling unexpectedly from the Mountains it overflows the 
whole champain Land, between the aforeſaid Pool and the Ditch ,isa 
litrleChappel foundedby aCarmeliteFrar,whichis often viſited by the 
Chriſtians that liven. Scrzs.: The Afarydazor Market of Sryras 1s with- 
out the Walls, which they ſay-is by reaſon thar this Place.is of great: 
Importance .and- in. danger of being furprized or taken in by the 
Boors that live without the Perſian Juriſdiction , who have:morethan 
once attempted to. make themſelvs. Maſters. of the! Townand Fort; 
On..each ſide the Town appear. the Ruins of Old Walls, Gates , 
Towers , Pillars and other great Buildings , which 1s a fair argu- 
ment that Scy#as has bin formerly much larger than it 1s now at this 
day , which is nevertheleſs x Town of conſideration; 1n reſpe& of 
the preſent Trade and number of Inhabitants. The greateſt part of 
che City Wallsarc of Marble, for that 1s there in zreater plenty than 
Friſe [ or Portleyd | Stone with us: but as for the'Streets theyarenei- 
ther fair nor ſpacious, but void of elegant building and uniformity 
of ſtructure, and: byreaſonthat they lie unpav'd very foul and hardly 
to be paſſed/in bad and rainy Weather. 'Fhere alſo many Meftzaas, 
or Churches but thoſe 'very mean and hardly worth our taking notice 
oi : onely one which they call Sadvr , being as.the "> 
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Minſter may paſs foran eminerit Building , m which they ſay that one MAR. 
of Mahoniers SucdeTors Les interred: Within Tr 4Ppears with great 197% 


magnihcency, and'1s = well ordained as to it's ftrucure and Ordet 
of Colums; m the riddle 16a Chore, or Quire, whichreceives it's 
light from a Lanthorrt'or Towerof Glaſs above. The next remarka- 
ble Temple is that- of  Riza x very-rich /ndian Merchant who 
founded it at his-proper- Oharges and left a-confiderable ſum to cre&t 
him a Tomb art the Eaſt and thereof. There is a very fair Beſir round 
about with rich'Shops and many Galleries. There is alfo an Academy 
which miy take place with the beft pubhcPdiftces about Town, in 
which are t#ught' the Lireratare there 1'uſe , beſides variety of other 
diſciplitie and fciences. Theſe are all the Buildings that are of any 
notein Scyrasfave only the Palaceof the Deputy , which ts environed 
with a thick ftone 'Wall , and has on each fide ſeveral ſpacious and 
fair Galleries. 

The T-and round abonr Secyras is very fertile, produces great plen 
of Corn and Fruit, but aboy alt 1s eminent for the rich Vineyards; 
inſomuch that - this Place and Conntrey has got the name beyond 
all the Provinces mm Perſia for delicate Wine , ſurpaſſing not only 
the Candian and Canary-Wines bur all the Wines tn the World for 
a delicatetaſt , reliſh , and flavor. Fromhence the King of Perſia and 
all the great Perſonages at '7ſahan have their Wine , and hither repair 
the Exzliſhand Dutrhto market : nay, fuch is the eſteem thereof, that 
notwithſtanding the great abundance of the yearly product, it1s as 
dear here-as C:miry Sack in the Low-Countreys. This Trade in Wines 
which they-of Scyras have 1s at prefent fo conſiderable thar there is 
not ſo much as half an Acre together of waſt ground , orhardly im- 
ployed in any othernſe, for the Vineyards com ſo cloſe tothe Town 
that one may throw a ſtone from the Walls into them: Such ground 
as is not proper to nouriſh the vinethey convert to Orchard ufe, and 
have many fair Arborets or Nurſeries for young Frui--Trees of all 
ſorts, which arc tranſported hence to other Places, the Fruit of this 
Countrey being nothifg infertor to their Wines, . They have abun- 
dance of Oranges , Cittrons , Pomegranats , Almonds , Dates, 
Apples, Pears and almoſt all.Fruits that Thave ſeen elſewhere, in- 
ſomuch that the Town of Seyras, as one beholds the Commtrey from 
fom high building or T ower ſcemsto ftand tn the Center of an Earthy 
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Paradiſe. Without the City is a Ward inhabited by a People that 
came from B«bylon, when that City, was taken in by the Turks. With- 
out ſtands a tair Houſe built for charitable uſe , waere all the Poor of 
the City that are dcititute of a Meals meat may have their needs ſup- 
plyed at the Kings charges, if they have the humility to fetch it : 
this Houſe 1s called ly Kapin where there are ſeveral perſons in ſer- 
vice to dreſs Victuals for the ſaid uſe, and have as good cuſtom as all 
che Inns in Scyras. 

Having ſtaid here a conſiderable time, and fo nobly entertained 
by the ſaid Carmelites all the while I was in Scyras, I went to take my 
leave of them, giving them many Thanks (the only Treſure [ had 
by me) tor their many Civilities, and ſetting forward on our Jour- 
ney came at night to a good and very commodious CaraWanſera , 


where we took our Reſt, Near this Place was a Fiſh-pond in which\ 


ſom of our company got great ſtore of Fiſh on a ſudden, witha Hoo 
and Line, for they were alwaies, provided therewith to uſe when 
occaſton and opportunity concurred. 

The next day it blew hard and was intermixed with ſhowers of 
Rain, ſo that we had very bad travailing and almoſt wearied our. 
Towards the Evening I hippened to eſpy ſom perſons driving on 
very hard after us, and coming nearer, to my great joy and happi- 
neſs I deſcryed that it was Father Feliſello the Carmeitte, and Door 
Robirve , who were going for Gameron to direct ſom affairs they had 
there. 

Belides my good Fortune to enjoy the Company of ſuch Friends 
I was further obliged by freſh kindneiles, they oftering me alwaies 
to cat with them, till we came to our Journeys end , wich was no 
ſmall happinefs for me, conſidering my mean Condition , and great 
ſtrait, being very ſhort of Moneys and almoſt in deſpair of coming 
to Gimeron with the Charge I had upon me. I cannot but tell your 
how much I was aſhamed to be fo careſſed by Strangers, who had 
nothing to expect from me, and Joath I was to be ſo burthenſom to 
them of whoſe hands I had not deſerved the ſmallcit iriendihip and 
kindneſs that they manifeſted towards me , yet being ſo cruelly 
ſtrairned on every hand I was forced to accept of their Offer. They 
held a very noble Table, and had taken along with them a great Caſe 
of Burcles tull of Scras Wine, which they ſpared nor fo longas it zafted, 
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The DoCtor had with him 3 Mentoattend him and was every where x42; 
highly reſpe&ted, being a Gentleman of a ſweet Temper , diſcreet and '7* 
and ſociable, ſo that my Journey ſeemed much ſhorter for his Com- 
pany. This day, being as I ſaid very bad weather, we hardly tra- 
yailed 6 Dutch Miles. 

The next day ſetting forward we cameat nighttoa Village called 
Dobbs , where we ſet our Caravan down. This Village appeared 
like a Campor Army with their Tents, the Cottages being ſo mean , 
and the higheſt houle hardly ſufficient for a tall man to ſtand upright, 
being built only of Reeds and Twigs plated like Baſket-work and 
daubed over with clay. 'The Inhabitants like the Cottages they lived 
in were very poor and deſpicable People, inſomuch that we had not 
much Divertiſement or accommodation there. 'I his day we hardly 
advanced 5 Dutch Miles. 

On the 4. weſet forward and went over very Rocky and hilly way , 
paſling through ſeveral villages. Upon thofe Hills grow great ;,,, 
ſtore of Dates , and are ſo cheap that one may tuy 100" weight for the fore of 
value of 2 Shillings Szerl. andare both of an excellent taft and lovely ®** 
colour. The Date-tree ſeems to have ſom harmony with living Ant- rhe 
mals, in their Procreation, and havealſo their Sexes. The Female will ſrange 
not bear any Fruit if planted alone, ſo that they are always planted of pro- 

. by Pairs together all along , and indeed do naturally grow ſo. But Fihoſs 
the Female growing old will not bear Fruit, unleſs they take a piece Tres. 
of the Top-branch of the Male and ingraft it in the Female, which 
they alſo do to ſom young Trees*to make them bring forth good 
Fruit, which would otherwite be of a bitter and odious Taft. I have 
further remark'd that when the Male and Female are planted a {mall 
diſtance afunder they will lean towards cach other, as if there were 
fom mutual ſympathy between them. The Inhabitants whohave bin , | 
from one Generation to another, uſcd to plant and propagate theſe 
Trees told me many remarkable things about them, which becauſe 
I will not be prolix, I ſhall ommit. This day we travailed 7 Dus: 
Miles, and atnight got a fair Cerawanſera to take our relit in. 

The next day we had very dry ground and a barren Countrey to 
paſs thro, and in ſom places rocky , ſo that we travailed that day no 
more than 5 Viiles. On our way and near the Crrawarſera which we 
took up for that night , we ſaw great Flocks of wild Goats which 
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' fom of our Company had a great mand totaſt;, and wentoutin the 


Evening apon the Chace, | but the Creatures were too cunning to be 

eatch'd , ſo that our Hunters were fain to returnto the Carawanſers 

hungry and weary. The ſeaſon being ſharp and cold we laid on a 
reat pile of wood, and warmedour ſelvs throughly. _ . 

The day following in the Afternoon we came-to 2 Town called 
Scharim , which I prelume had bin anciently a City-and- walled. ja+ 
it ſtood in the middle of 4 grove altogether of Date-Trees. Itas alfo 
a Town of conſiderable Traffic in contideration of their Manufadtu- 
rie in Cottons, there being very many Weevers. There isalſoa very 
fair Market-place, where belides the many Shops-of their own Ma+ 
nufattories , are ſeveral rich Ware-houtes of Silks and -Perfan 
Stuffs, in which they alſo drive 2 great Trade and havecorreſpon- 


dence with the greateſt Marts inall the Countrey round. Beſides the: 


great Concourſe of Trading-people, they havea Market twicea week: 
for the Boors, which is no ſmall advantage to the Town. Finding: 
this a very commodious place to reſt in, we tarried here 3 days to 
refreſhour ſelvs, and eaſe our Camels , Horles aad Mules , having for 
3 or 4. days had very bad way and weather. 

Having ſufficicatly taken our rſt at Sch2rim, we ſet forward and. 
had very good weather, travailing all the day long thro aflat Coun-- 
trey , and by. the- way ſaw many Noblemens houſes , and here and 
there a Grove of Date trees, and many fair Orchards, fo that this 
was the moſt pleaſant days Journey we had from 1/ps/has. Here we 
met a huge Caraven conliſting of a great Troop of Men, Camels, 
Mules , and Sumpter-Horfes loaden with rich /zaiay Wares. The 
ſaid Caravan.came from Gammeron,and intended to go by the ſame Poſts 
we came, being bound for Sceamachy and Swrwan. In this company TI 
met accidentally with a Per/iaz who had bin our Neighbour at Sce- 
machy , and delivered him two Letters, the one for my Maſter Wadf 
Byram which was written in Turkiſh, and the other for my Wife , which 
he promiſed to ſend for me by way of Smyrna. At night we came 


The Ca to have very rocky and ill way , but found a Carawenſera where we took

When we were lay down to ſleep we were ſurprized with about 
39 Robbers, that came boldly intothe Carawarſera, with intent , as we 


had reaſon to beleey , to murther us. all whilſt we were aſleep. *Tis 
true. 
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F*_ they did not at firſt make any aſſault but deferred their purpoſe MAR, 
till midnight, thinking perhaps , that we not ſuſpeCting them might 1673. 


grow ſupine, and judging our ſelvs ſecure, grow ſo negligent as to fall 
afleep; but we thought good to ſet a narrow Watch and kept our 
{clvs ina readineſs all the Night, with Weapons in-ourhand , for fear 
of a ſudden aſſault. About midnight they fell in- and fought out- 
right, ſo that 5 of our Men lay preſently under Feet , being in all 
37. We fought joyntly together with good Courage ſo that we ſpee- 
dily allayed their Fury. Our Party as we could obſerve were much 
ſtronger than theirs, yet it we had. not bin unanimous and faithfull 
to one another we had notcom ſo well of, for there was not one Man 
from the greateſt to the leaſt, but fought manfully and with a good 
will, till che very laſt, when they ran into another Room and ſhut 
the, Door after them ,, which was-no ſmall advantage tous: for , when 
we had them ſo pen'd up we knew our ſelvs ſecure, there being no 
other Paſſage for them to com out at. 'The Door we barricado'd in 
with huge Stones , and* with all our Carbines and Blunderbuſles 


poured in ſhot upon them, ſo long , till they began to beg for Quarter, re 
which we reſolved not to giv them, but promiſed them the liberty Re%ers 
to com forth and to ſtand to our mercy. .ln the mean while we had "x A 


obſerved that ſeveral of them lay dead and wounded. After they had 
conſulted a while among themſelvs they reſolved to comforth, but 
we refuſed:to let them com all together , but oneby one: keepinga nar- 
row watch at the Door that they ſhould not ruſh out altogether. Ha- 
Ving got them out they were very patientand ſuffered us to ty them 
back to back, Thoſe that were wounded we killed outright'; and 
and when it began tobe light we ſet forwardon our Journey , taking . 
the reſt ocing abov 20 along with us, and coming to a Grove of Date- 


Trees,there hung them up by the heels,and {tripping off their Cloaths.71.;s 
{laſhed off their Noſes, Ears and Hands , which we nailed to'a Free as. _ 


Monuments andRelicts of Roguery,and left theBudies hanging: How: 
we came to be ſo happy as toconquer thoſe Villains was no ſmall won- 
derto me,ſfince there was never a man among the Company that fought 
withany other Order than as his Courage led him, ſothart we ſee what 
ſom will do and can atchicve, when Litc and Goods lic at tlie ſtake. 
Their Puniſhment 'tis true, was ſevere enough to Ict them die alin- 
gring Death , but the Loſs of our Companions was ſo precious to 
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us that could we but have bethought a harder, they had bin ſure to 
have gon that way to pot: and not have had the opportunity to prey 
upon Paſſengers again. | 

Having performed the Hangmans Office we went to our Camels 
and Caravan, leaving the' Bodies there for an Exampleto their Come 
panions. The way proved very hilly and uneaven, waſt and rocky , 
being of a hard Flint-Stone, and indeed ſo uneaſy that we had much 
ado to get all the Camels and Horſes forward, ſom weary and ready 
tolay down, others ſtumbling and others ſtraying, for the way was not 
beat. However in the Evening after 4 Dutch miles Travail we got a 
Carawanſera, and there reſolved to take our reſt. Here about we ſaw 
great Flocks of Partridges , which Father Fel:ſello who was paſling 
dexrrous with a Birding-piece, went out to ſhoot, and brought as 
many as ſerved us for ſupper , which we illuſtrated witha Glaſs of de. 
licat Scyr.as Wine, 
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Theincommodons Travelling over Mountains. They cominto a» Inn (or Carawanſera) 
where they are well entertained. Arrival at Lar. A Deſcription of that Town; 
The Unwholſomneſs of the Air and water there. The Inhabitants given 10 
Hoſpuality and Lovers of all kinds of Diſcipline and Science. Mammay Kobas, 
a pretious Balſam, Remarkable Monuments of Robbers executed. Departure 
from Lar. They meet with another Troop «f Robbers, whereof 7 are killed. 
They are overtaken by Monſr Kaſenbroot, Their Arrival at Gamron, | 


He next morning being the 12 of AMarch, we got all in area- 
dinefs in order to our Journey, and had very ſteep and dange- 
rous rocky hills to clamber over, inſomuch that we durit not kezp 
a Horſe-back but were fain to allight and lead thegreateſt parc of the 
way, being in danger it the Horſes ſhould happen to ſtumble to be 
daſht in pieces upon the ſharp Flints which were terrible to look at, 
in reſpett of their acuity and ſharpneſs. Theſe are a part of that Circle 
of hills which encompaſs the famous Taxrus. This day we advanced 
5 Dutch Milesand got a good Carawanſcra. 
On the 13 we betook our ſelvs to our Journey , and about 3 in 
rhe After-noon got to a Carawanſera. Father Felſelio finding here: 
ſom; 
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ſom ſhcep to be told bought a Lamb , which altho it was in the Faſt ,, zz, 
he was reſolved to Feaſt of , ſaying that all Meats was diſpenced 1672, 
with a Travailer who muſt eat what he can and not whathe will. Bur 

this being the Birth-day of the good Father he was reſolved to cele- 
brate it with a good ſupper, which indeed we had, and drunk good 
ſtore of Wine to boot, in which we remembred the Catholic King 

and his Royal Highneſs the Prince of 0ranze in ſeveral healths, and 
that to ſuch a Meſure that we were in as good as mood a thoſe Poten- 
tates themſelvs could be; in ſhort we were fo moiſtned within , that we 
fleprt that night without much care, 

On the 14. in the morning betimes we ſet forward and paſſed by 
ſeveral Pitts which were digged through from one to anotherunder 
ground, ſo that the water ran through them all. The ſame Pits were 
well ſtored with Carps and other Fiſh which our Company angled 
for and took leveral , which terved us fora Novelty at night, theſe 
Pitts or rather Ponds were convey'd by a channel or narrow Conduit 
to a great Stone Ciſtern w::ich was near oa Carawanſera, where we 
took our Nights reſt , having that day travelled 5 Dutch Miles. 

On the 15t. about Noon we came into the Village Barry where we 
ſet down and ſtay'd there 2 Days, finding ourlſelvs unable togoany 
further without a Pauſe, and the Camels and other Beaſts almoit 
wearied out; uauderitanding moreover that we had very hilly and 
rocky way to pals over. 'T his day we had only advanced 4 Miles 
[ Dutch | 

On the 18th. betimes in the morn weleft Barry, and clambered up 
a very ſteep Hill , mceting by the way ſom Gentlemen that wered1- 
verting themſelvs with the Hawk, which there, as well as in Emrope , 
1s held for a noble Game, and not a Gentleman but has his Faulcon. 
In the Afteraoon we got the height of the Hill where we found a 
very old \\jan, wao neither combed nor ſhaved his Hair bur let it 
grow negl:centiy, fo that it looked likea Mop. This Man as we un- 
derſtocd aticrwards was one, that lived a Heremitical and auſtere 
Life , being reputed for a Saint among the Inhabitants. "The faid 
Hermite came to me and begged that I would give him a pipe of 
Tobacco wiich I did, and got his Prayers for it. HavinSthat day 
travelled 6 Leagues we came pretty latc in the Evening to a Cara- 
Warſera. 
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On the 19 we travailed through a moſt pleaſant Valley , where 
we ſaw many Boors Cottagesand great groves of Vate-trees., on the 
right hand and on the l:ft. We called at a Boors houſe and would 
have bought of tkem ſom Milk , but the People would take no Money 
tor it. They aſked me from whence I came, I cold them from Surwan 
Scamachy ; but that being a place they had never heard of in their 
lives, atked me further if that were as far as }/pahan, Itold them it 
was more than twice as far, at waich they greatly wondred thinking 
thar I muſt needs com from the utmoſt bounds of the World , *theſe 
being a poor ignorant People an(l never travail farther than their 


Market Towa,which is a little Grange in the Valley, and never heard 


. tell of any Countrey than their owa; in ſhort they would have had 


\me to ſtay longer with them, but my Time was too precious to ſpend 
in anſwering all they would have aſked me. At night we came to the 


City Laar, where we took up our Reſting place in the Dw1ch Lodge, 
where we found very good Convenience, and only an old Man and 
a Woman to look to the Houſe and aſlift the Caravans , who were 
ſet there by the Company. Here I got the Cheſts and Caſcs repaired 
that were broken and endamaged , by the often falling of the Camels 
thro the rocky way. _ 

Laar or Lar is a pretty big Town ; but has no Walls to reſiſt or 
cndure a ſtrong ſiege, ſave only ſuch as are made of Bricks thatare 
dry'd in the Sun, but 1s reaſonably ſtrong in reſpect of its Scituation , 
as well as for the Fort or Caſtle, waich 1s built upon a Hill on the 
North-ſide, the Walls thereof are of ſolid ſtone, and the Fort it 
{clf ſo ſeated that it can command the waole Towa, having one nar- 
row Patlage to enter it, which is very ſteep: it is ſupplyed with ſeve- 
ral pieces of great Qrdnanc2, wich the King ſent hither from 0rmws , 
when by the help of the Engli/ he took that City in. About Leer 
grow abundance of Date-trees , but no Wine , aad by reaſon that 
they have no Commerce or Trafſhc abroad but poor , muſt ſupply 
themſelvs with Water, which, as wellas the Air here avout, 1s very 
unwholſom, inſomuch that many times Strangers wi are to make 
uſe of it for want of Wine fall ſick, and are tormented with a ſmall 
Worm; Tor long , which breeds between the Skin and the Flcſh, and 
cannot be taken out without great pain. They ſhow'd me one that 


was above 5 Foot long , and not ſo thick as au ordinary Goos-quill. 
| The 
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The Inhabitants of Lazy are very free and fociable to converſe with- x42; 
all, and great Lovers of-Sciences and Learning. Not far from the '97*: 
Caſtle is-a certain Rock out of which ifſues a very precious Balſem , 
called by the Perſians, Mummay Kobas, This Balſem, or Oil, is ga- Amp 
thered only in the Monethof Zune about which time it runs ffillatim , precious 
or drop by drop, out at a Vein. The ſaid Rock from whence it coms - 
15 _— guarded with a ſtrict Watch, by Order of the King , ding «

and none is ſuffered to touch it upon pain of Death. This Oil is rec. **+- 
koned and well known by «xperience to be the greateſt Antidot againſt 
Poyſon in the World, altho never lo ſtrong; and 1s therefore held 
by the King as an incſtimable Tr:ſure, and never ſuffered to be ex- 
ported out of his Dominions. "The King alſo willing to ſhow any of 
his Subordinat Princes and Depuries an extracrdinary and high Fa- 
your, always ſends them a few drops thereof , to make it the great- 
er in eſteem and value, and with one injoyns them, not to Rnd it 
out of the K:ngdom, upon pain of his diſplefure. Without Lazr are 
erected ſeveral Pillars for Monuments of the Execution of ſeveral 
Robbers , who had-made the high Ways unfree to Travel : Half 
of their Bodies are ſc up on theſe Pillars, and the other halt buried 
in the Ground, being cut aſunder whilſt they are ſtill alive. 

Having tarried here 3 Nights and 2 Days, welſet forward on the 
22 and had very bad and rocky way. We ſaw here great Flocks of 44s. 
wild Swine whereof our Company ſhot 2 with their Hand-guns, but =_ 4 
durſt not fetch them for fear of the Perſians, that threatned toleav Swine, 
us if we did, for they loath them more than Toads. We alſo ſhot 
ſeveral Eagles which norhwithſtanding they prey upon the Pigs the «nd Fe 
Perſians fed heartily upon them. This day we travailed 7 Darch Niles , ** 
which we thought more than a dierarationabilis, or an ordinary Stage, 
in regard of the badneſs of Way and Weather: and atnight had a 
- good Carawanſera. 

On the 23 we broke up and paſſed by a fair Town called Pharare, 

which we lefr on therighr hand. The ſaid Town was pleaſantly ſeat- 
ed in the middeſt of a Grove of Date-OQrange- and Lemmon Trees. 
By the way we met with a Party of Robbers who furiouſly ſetupon The 
us, but finding themſelves toq weak betook themſelvs to flight leaving 7719? 
7 Dead behind them. We alfo loſt 2 Menof our Company that were 6» x06. 
outright killed 11 this Bickering wa had iix wounded. The Dcad ** 

_ WC 
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we buried near the Way and bound up the wounded. At night we 
came to a fmall Village called Sarep, where we took up our nights 
reſt, having that day advanced 6 Mules. 

On the 24 we ſet forward again, and at night came toa great Vit 
lage which we took up for our Stage, having a fair and ſpacious Cara- 
wanſera in it. We had no ſooner diſburthened the Camels, but had 
50 or 60 Women who cameand proffered us Milk to fell, and were 
ſo importunat and troubleſom , that we could not get rid of 'em, till 
we {ct the Doggs upon them. Theſe wenrtall with their Face uncove- 
red, which I had not ſeenany Honeſt Women in all Perj{ado, except 
in one Village between Scamachy and Jſpahan. This day we had fur- 
thered our Journey by 7 Miles. 

On the 25 we had a great and weariſom Mountain to travail over 
at the Foot whereof was a River which we were forced to wade thro, 
by reaſon that the ſtone-bridge which had formerly lain over it was 
broken down. After we had travailed 5 Dwtch Niles we took up our 
nights reſt in a C:irawarſera, But we could here get no manner of Re- 
freſhment , the Countrcy round about being dry and barren, pro- 
ducingnothing but Date-trees , that we could ſee. 

On the 26 towards night we came to a Grange of Fiſher-men of 
whom we bought a few tor our uſe. We were no ſooner fet down but 
came Monſr. Kaſenbroot with his Slaves riding into the Town,. being 
ſent for from 1/pahan to Suratte. The night being very ſtill we could 
eaſily hear the ruſhing of the main Ocean. That day we had travailed 
7 Miles. 

On the 27 we went onwards, and about Noon came to a Cara- 
Tanſera which Jay cloſe to the ſhore, and could fec Ships a failing , 
which filled me with a more than ordinary Joy , not having ſeen ſuch 
a comfortable ſight ina long time. Hence we ſaw Gammeron and could 
diſtinctly diſcern the Engliſh and Dutch Flaggs fly abroad that were 
planted upon the Lodges. However we thought good to tarry there 
that night having only advanced 4. Dwich Miles , that we might eater 
Gammeron the fore part of the Day. 

On the 28 for the Jaſt time we made ready for the purſuit of our 
Journey and in the Fore-noon cameinto Gammeron, where we were 
friendly received and, I by permiſſion of the Heer Francoys de Haas , 
then Director brought into the Companies Lodge. At my firſt coming 

evcry 
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every one took me for a Perſian, being ſhornafter that manner , but 1.4, 
hearing me ſpeak Dutch , they aſked me if I was one of thoſe who '7*: 
were in the ſervice of the Czar of Moſcovia, I anſwered, Yes, andalſo 
gave them a full Relation of what had paſſed and of the great hard- 
ſhip I had ſuffered ſince in Slavery and otherwiſe, about which they 
were very curiousand aſked me divers Queſtions. The Director him- 

ſelf was alſo pleaſed to ſend for me into the great Hall where he wel- 
com'd me out of my Slavery, and promiſed to ſend me by the fir{t 
Shipping for Batavia.

In the Moneths of Auguſt and September it is here ſo incredible hot 
and ſcorching), that I am not able to expreſs the condition that Stran- 
gerSarcin, being as if they were in boiling Cauldrons , or in ſweeting 
Tubs, ſo that I have known many who not able tocndure the Heat 
would jump into the Sea, and remain there till the Hcat of the day 
be over. During the time of my abode there the Heer Paaberg carae 
as Envoye from the Lord General, to eſtabliſh the Commerce and 
Trade of the Company on a better foot at Moſchare : but he had not 
made an end of that Afﬀair when we left the Place. 

On the Third of Aug we ſet ſail, and on the 22 got ſight of the 
faſt Land, and Cape Comorine, which is a fair Promontory on the 


Malabar Coaſt. We directed our courſe thence for Ceylo», and ſo for 


Batavia. 


On the 28 we got the Straits of Suadz, where we met ſeveral Favaners 
that came aboard us, and bartered Fiſh, Coconuts, Picſang, Ana- 
nafles , and other Fruits for Iron Hoops. The Day following we 
got the height of Toppers Angle, and on the 30 came into the Road 
of Batavia. 

Onthe firſt of Seprember, I went aſhoar and ſodireMy to the Gene- 
ral and Council to return them my humble Thanks for their unſpea- 
kable Favour and Goodneſs in redeeming me trom the wofull Eftate 
of Slavery, with promiſe of returning the Moneys diſourſed upon 
my return home, which in the year 1673 I faithfully performed. 

On the 27 I went to liſt my ſelf in the Comp .mes ſervice for Sail. 
maker for 18 gd per foneth aboard the Ship called Deg Dollanatſche 
Tupn. | 

On the 15 of 0ober we received Order with 6 other Ships to cruſe 
upon the Engliſhand French Ships before Bartham. Niean while Llon C- 
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ed ſo to ſee my Wife and Children that I had no more enjoyment of 
my ſelf , ſo long as we made ſuch delay : wherefore I aſſumed the 
boldneſs to fend 2 Letters, one to the Heer Spelman then Ordinary 
Council for the 1nd:es, and another tothe Heer Pieter van Hoorn , hum- 
bly begging that I might be diſmifled my preſent ſervice and be ſent 
home, wich they were graciouſly pleaſed to aſſent to, and gave order 
that I ſhould imbarque my ſelf aboard the Flyboat Nieuw-poot to 
return to Batavia and fo to go aboard the Ship Exropa: wherewith I 
ſet ſail on the 4. of February 1673 , in Company with the Ship Ter- 
veer , as Admiral; The Alphen , V ice-Admiral , and Ppnaker, Rere- 
Admiral, beſides the Ships Dtarmeer , and Papenburg. We directed 
our Courſe W. and by S. thro the Straits of Sunds. 

On the 5 we came before Bantham and found there the 7 Ships 
which were cruling before that place for the Eng/iſhand French. 

On the 6 we found our felvs without the Straits of Sunda, and ſet 
our Courſe dire&lySouth-South- Weſt till we came in the height of 14, 
degr. then altered , and bore up W, S. W. till we came at 28 #2r. and 
then ſet our courſe directly South till we came at 32 degy. which is the 
height of C. de Boya Eſperanza where on the 15 of CApril we arrived 
in the Bay, and found there ſom Ships rhat were bound for the Indies, 
coming from Helland. Here we firſt heard the doleful news that the 
French had already made themſelvs Maſters of 3 of the 7 Provinces, 
that the 2 De Witts, the Penſionary and Ruart of Putten were ſadly maila- 
credinthe :7xe; as alſo that his Royal Highneſs the Prince of 0ranze 
was made Crf-Htabt-houder , or Lord Deputy Hereditary. 


CHAP. AAAVIL 


Their Departure from the Cape of Good Hope. The Ship Europa taken by the-

E tarried here till the 17 of May, on which day we received 
an Order from the Govcrnour to depart with the Ship Europa 
for 
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for the Ifland St. Helens , which INland he had taken from the Enz2/ish MAT. 


about 14 Wecks before. The reſt of the Ships were to follow us in 
7 or 8 days time, and fo to fail together for Holland. 

Thus having a brisk Gale of wind we hoiſed fail , and had aboard us 
one Captain Bredenbach who was to be Governour of St. Helena , We ſet 
our courſe North- Weſt and on the 21 of Hay being Whitſuntide 
came before Saint Helena, but coming juſt in at the Bay we found 
we had gota wrong Sow by the Tail, finding inſtead ot our own, 7 
great English Men of War, with a Fireſhip and 3. Merchant Men. 
The Engliſh finding us within Shot did fo welcom. us with their 
upper and lower Tires , that we were prefcatly quir of Hopes, Ship 
and Goods. They gave us Nutmegs enough , but thoſe were ſo cru- 
el hard that we could not grate ( much leſs digeſt) chem with our 
wills: In ſhort they ſhot ſo hotly upon us that we had ſeveral Men 
ona ſudden killed and many wounded. We had aboard us about 
$50 Men and had not above 5 or 6 Guns that we could ule. Being 
thus in a great Strait and not knowing: what to do having no le1- 
ſure to conſult, it was reſolved that we ſhould board the 4fiftance 
an Erglich Friggat of 48 Guns, which followed us with the Fire- 
ſhip. Hereupon our Captain gave order that the Hatches ſhould be 
ſhut and nailed up, that none might creep out of the way , but una- 
nimoufly to fall upon our Enterpriſe: yet when all was don we 
came ſhort of Ammunition, and were at laſt fain to ſurrender our felvs, 
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Ship and Gools to the Mercy of the E2z{i5h, who never Icft firing upon ***» 


us with 12 and 18 Pounders.

The Erzlich were no fooner com aboard but they fell a plunde- Flanders 


ring us, ſearching ſo narrowly that I knew no longer how to con- 
ccal the Jewels which my Patroneſs A/tne had given me, being Tea 
Bruto , or rough Diamonds, for I had fold one at Batavia, which was 
the mcaneſt, tor about 1090 gl. And now that good Trealure, which 
] had ſo long hid , and fecured from 'Theeviſh hangs , lay at Stake 
for an Offering to 1mpious Aars, and finding that they began to 
make anew Search, I called an Enz/:4mar aide , and told him that I 
had ſo many rough Diamonds, which it he would pleaſe totakeand 
hide for me, I would give him 5 , upon furth-cr Condition that he 
would be faithtull 'to me and redeliver me the other back again when 
we arrived in £zz{ard : but abuy all to keep the matcer ſecret. He

promiſed me with many Proteſtations that he would. In the mean 
wiule the E221i5sh continued plundering and breaking up the Cheſts, 
tarow:ng the rich Silks and Cottons ſo on Heaps, that we could 
hardly yet a paſſage through. My Treſurer was 2 while very faith- 
full and ſtill, but coming accidentally to get drunk, revealed our Se- 
crers to another of his Meſs-Mates , hoping that it would gono fur- 
ther; but it was not long before it came to the Captains Ear who 
without the leſt warning came and commanded the Cheſt to be 
broken up, where he found the Stones: and gave the Aſs halfa Hun- 
dred Blows on the Ribbs for his pains: and fo was. I bereaved of 
the laſt and beſt Treſure I had. The only thing they left me was my 
Papers and Journal , which was not without much Intreaty : a poor 
Abſtract for ſo _ years Mifery , having incluſivly no more to 
thank (nay much leſs) the Chriſtians than the Mahomerans and Pa- 
gans, fave for my Slavery; for which I may not blame any in par- 
ticular , it being a general Rule among them to convert ſuchas they 
hold for Heteredox to Slaves. 

Thus being newly delivered out of one miſery I was immediatly. 
involved inanother; and fo far might this deſpair have wrought with 
me, that had it not bin the Goodneſs of G OD to indue me with a 
more laudable and a more ptous __ I could have willingly 
thrown my fclt precipitantly out of the World; being weary of 
Lite, andas unwilling to embrace the greateſt Solace that can be ex- 
pected, yea, or enjoyed in this weariſom Pilgrimage to the Grave, 
which puts an cnd ro all corporal Affiictions, and the Haven whi- 
ther we arealla failing, howſoever we be provided for that Spiritu- 
2] Mart. Nor do I doubt but that thoſe who ſhall have the Patience to 
read thefe Memorials, will imagine my Miſery to have bin great. But 
I farther preſume thar they in the molt earneſt contemplation of this 
Scheme of anxiterous and calamitous Events that from time to time 
have betallen me, will never be ſuch real Compatients as to ſurvey 
rhe amaritude of my Suſtcrings by the Scaleof their Thoughts and 
Cenſures. Tet welcom , moſt welcom , be the Decrees of the moſt glorious LORD 
of Life; and HE out of his immenſe Bounty grant me patience to ſuſſer what 
he is pleaſed ro inflitk upon me, how ſcvere ſo ever it be, | | 

Eight days beforc our Arrival there had the Z»glish taken 1n the 
Iſland, being forced to put in there for want of Water : not knowing 

any 
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any thing to the contrary, but that it was ſtill in poſſeſſion of theirown 1, 


Nation, and were ſent out to convoy their Eaſt-India Ships howeward: 1673. 


but coming into the Bay were not a little ſurpriſed , that they were ſa- 
luted with Balls in ſtead of looſe Powder. However the Ex2lishwere 
reſolved to com aſhoar ſom way or other , for they were deſtitute of 
Water, all the 7 Ships of Warand the Merchant - men with-the Fire 
Ship hardly able to make out 15 Hogſheads of Water,and were beſides 
that ata great loſs for Refreſhments, having been long off at Sea toand 
again. The Admiral theretore gave command toattempt an entrance 
at the South {ide of the Iſland , where it was ſo narrow that they could 
not go abov- 4, ina rank, inſomuch that if the Hellanders could have. 
miſſed ſo many men out of the Fort, might have knockt them all 
down with Stones, with 50 or 60. Men, fo that the Enzlich invaded 
the Iſland unmoleſted. 'The Governour ſeeing that they were ſur- 
priſed, ard he unable to defend himſelf againſt to great a Power, ſur- 
rendred upon Articles and Compolition.. This was the Relation of 
the English. | 

On the 4. of 7une the Englich got two Ships more of the 5 that fol- 
lowed us with another coming from Ceylon, who, not knowing any 
thing to. the contrary but that the Hellanders were ſtill Maſters of the 
Iſland, came failing without any dread direGtly thither from the Cape. 
For the E»elish had planted the Princes Flag alofr, anda Red Flag 
on the High way, which was a privat Token that the Ho{landers had 
among themſelves. When I remarked what the meaning of all this 
was, and how ealily our Ships would be deceived , I went to the Shore,, 
where I eſpied the Ships not abov half a Dutch league diſtant, 
and immediatly pulled of my Shirt and ſet it upona Stick , that at 
leſt they might begin, 1f they ſhould have the Fortuneto ſee it, to: 
conſider well with themſelvs, what ſuch might import ; but it ſeemed 
that they took no notice of it, or elſe did nor ſee it, otherwiſe it 
had bin time enough for them to have ſfcap'd the Scouring. * Twas 
not long before I was ſpied by two Erglish Sentinels, who came in 
all haſt, and beat me atter a moſt lamentable manner : which when 
they had don Brought me before the Governour , who asked me, 
what I meant by that Token, | told him with -reat liberty 3 That 1 
thought it my dainty to Warn my. Nation from the Peril which they were ready 
to run in, and that I ſuppoſed that if, I had bin an Engliſhman and had 
Yy 3 known.

known them under the like Circumſtance? I ſhould have don no more than what I 
We 10:10 49, 10 whiihthe Gove Fuvur fmiling r: pled; Fhat I did ho- 
neſtly and auierved to be commended , but withall charged me not to 
tranigrets airy more, and ſo-let me go without any further Trouble. 
Whence we may learn what difterence therc 1s,between drinking at the 
Fountain , and drinking at the Current. 

Mean while the Ships came on undauntedly; and were hardly fail- 
ed within the Bay, bur deſcryeda Lym inan Aſſes Shin, inſtead of 
an Aſs in a Lions Shin, and diſcerned a Wolts Body with a Sheeps 
Voice, the Colours theyſawſpoke good Dutch, but the Ships danced 
in Enzlſh Jig , wherefore they thought it beſt to tack about and make 
all the ſail they could : which the Engliſh perceiving , out after 
them all in a Body, and took the Admiral and Vice-Admiral , but 
the Rere-Admiral and-the other 2 made their Eſcape, and could not 
be overtaken. The Admiral behaved. himfclt with good courage, 
and had probably not bin taken if his Mizzin Peek had not bin brought 
by the board. The Ship that engaged and took him was the weſta 
Freezlanat , being formerly a Dw1ch Ship and taken by the Engliſh in the 
year 1665 , and was now mounted with 54 Guns. Our Admiral would 
{ain have boarded her but could not , for the Engliſh poured nceſlantly 
upon them with ſmall ſhot, inſomuch that he was fain to yield, the 
Commander himſelf being wounded in the Leg. 

The next day we were ordered to go aboard direCting our Courſe 
for Aſcenſion Iſland , which ſerv the Enzliſh for a Rendezvous, where 
we arrived on the 19 of Ine, Here the \len went to take Tortoiſes , 
which are there in very great abundance , ſom of 200 and ſom 
200+- weight. Theſe Creatures are Amphibious , that is to tay, 
living as well by water as by land; but by night com upon the Strand 
waere they lay their Eggs, which are by the heat of the Sun cngen- 
dred in the ſand. | : 

T he Ifand Aſcenſion lies in8 degr. and 30 min, Southerly Tatitude 
about 40 Leagues from Saint Helena, It is altogether rocky and pro- 
duces nothing of growth , having in it high Hills, yet not ſo highas 
thoſc in Saint Hclczz. The whole Iland 1s white with the Dung, of - 
Mews, C:rmorants, and a fort of Wild-geeſe that com thither to 
bai!1l and breed, as a'fo tn prev upon the dead Fiſh which lies in 
heaps upunthefhorc, andinti.ciinall Inlets, and Creeks:

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| There is no freſh Water upon the Iſland, which if there had we 7Ox. 


had bin very unhappy, forthe £ngliſh had intended to leav us there 1073» 


with a little Provition , till our own Ships ſhould come to fetch us off: 
bur ſeeing there was none, they were ſo kind as to carry us tor 
Eng/and, The reaſon of their defign to do fo, was becaule they had 
'very many fick aboard, and grew every day weaket and weaker by 
the Death of their Men: fearing therefore that we ſhould riſe and 
make our felvs Mafters of the Ship when we found an Opportunity , 
being abour 300 DPurchin all. 

On the 23 of Fane we left £4/cenſion Ifland, and ſet our Courſe N.W. 
till we came under the Aquinottial, and then North till we came 
in 13 4egr. which is the height of the Barbados, then ſteered N. and 
by E. till we came in 43 4egr, where we altered our Courſe N. E. till 
we found that we were in 4.8 degy. then changed our Point N.E. and 
by E. till we came at5 1 degy. 11 min. then ftcered Eaſt till we had 5 1 
degr. 20 min. and the next day got light of [re{ana,and the day following 
arrived ſafeat Baltamore, which isa very fair Haven and good Anchor- 

round, as alſo a fafe Harbor for Shipping againſt all Winds. 
hong arrived here the Captains gave us liberty to go where we liked, 
ſo that ſomofour Men went over Land for King ſale. 

On the 26 we had news of the Engagement between the Enzli/b and 
Dutch. "The day following I ſet forward with ſom of our Company 
afoot over land, paſling through many fair Towns, as Balthamore, 
Top, Refs and others. 

Onthe 28 we came at the Caſtle 7 Britton, where we ſtay'd all night, 
and the next morning betimes fet forward on our Journey , and about 
noon came to Kale, being one of the molt commodious Havens 
and ſtrongelt Place that I had ſeen inaff rrelard. The Haven is ſuth- 
cient to contain a contiderable number of Shipping , asat our being 
there were 80 or 100 ſail laying at Anchor,all Ships of a great Burtke:. 
The Ciry 1t's ſelf is alſo ſtrongly WalFdand has an impre32able Forr, 
We tarricd here 10 days, and ſet forward a7ain for Cot, where we 
happily tound a Ship ready to fail for 8>ifel. Cort is a fair City and 
the Mcrropelittz of the Province of that name, being alto a Bithops 
Seat. The Matter received us' aboard, and in the Attecnoon ſet fail, 
and that night came to Anchor betore Gov» , which hes about 5 
Leagues from Cork. 
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On the 10 betimes in the Morning we weighed , and had a brave 
Gale of Wind. About Noon we delſcried a ſmall Veſſel which we 
reſumed was 2 Detch Privateer , but ours being a good ſailer outſtript 
her far. The next day we found ourſelvs in St. Georges Channel, and 
about the Evening came before Briffol, On the 12 1 went aſhoar and 
purſued my Journey afoot to London, where on the 15 I arrived, and 
ſtayed 3 Days , viewing to my great aſtoniſhment the City all rebuilt 
aftcr a magnificent manner, being nor long before in Rubbiſh and 
Afﬀhes by a dreadfull Fire, that happened in the year 1666, but now 
appearing with a far greater luſtre than before. From Londen T] travailed 
to Harwich paſſing thro many fair Villages and a moſt delightfull 
Countrey. And,from hence imbarqued for Helland, where after many 
Miſeries and Perils, by the Goodneſs of Almighty GOD, Icmbraced 
my Wife and Children on the 7 of 0ober, in the year 1673,

Written from aboard the Ship EAGLE E, belonging to his Im- 
perial Majeſty the Czar of Moſcovia, riding at Anchor before 
ASTRACHAN upon the River Wolza, bearing dateSeptember, 
XXIV, M DC LXIX, 0.5; 


N the 28 of ay we left Moſcou and with a ſmall Boat fell down the River 
Occa , till we came at Dedenof, being the Wharf where the Ship and 
Yacht were built which we found ready tor a Launch. ; 

ON the 6 of June we letfail with our Ship, and Yacht coming the day following 
before Niſen Novogorod, where the River Occa incorporates withthe }olga. In 
the mean while we hadrun ourſelvs aground three or 4 Times, but that was more 
thro the unſkilfullneſs of the Pilot than the Badneſs of the River, which is deep 
and navigable: as alſo on each fide inhabited and grown with Woods. The 
name of the Gentleman who reſided at Niſen as Waywoed, or Governour, was 
Maxim Tvanowitz, Nachokkin, who made us very welcomand according to their 
cuſtom ſent us ſeveral Diſhes of Meat, alſoduring the time we lay there ar Anchor 
came ſeveral times aboard us; and at our departure convoy'd us down ſom part 
of the River, and ſupplied the Officers with Neceſlaries and Refreſhments. 

HAVING the advantage both of Wind and ſtream we arrived the Firſt of 
7uly ,- before the mouth of the River Caſanka, which is abouta mile from Caſar. 
Here we broke our Cablcs, and with much ado made faſt to the ſhore with a ſingle 
Rope: We had allo loſt our Bowſpriet among the Trees in falling down the Occs. 
The Waywods name of Caſan was [urien Petrovitz, Trobieskay, a liberal Gentle- 
man and notatall incomſtable; he treated us ſeveral Times at his own Houſe, and 
upon our Depaxture gave us ſom Proviſion aboard us. After 15 days aboad here 
welooſed and paſled by ſeveral fair Towns, as Camuſchinka, Doſoroſka and others 
too long to relate. This ſaid Camuſchinka is lately built by Orderof the Czar, 
being fortified Diamond wile by Collonel Thomas Bailey , an English Gentleman: 
'Ir's end is to prevent the Irruption ot the Coſacs , the River Camuſchinka running 
into the Don. | 

ON the 13 of Auguſt we got ſight of Aftrachan, and on the 14 came before 
the Town where we gave the Salve with all our Cannon and 60 Muſquets, andin 
the Evening dropped Anchor in the Road, near the Town. Wc had before gor 
Intelligence how that the Coſacs had appeared upon the HWolgs, but coming to 
Aſtrachan were turther informed how that the Ruſſes were gon out againſt them, 
in which Expedition were 50 Stroegs and about 3000 Men, under the Command 
of Knees Simeun Ivanowitz, Geboof , who was the third Voyce , or ſuffrage of 
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Aſtrachan. It is now 3 years ſince the firſt rifing of the C:ſacks in which time they 
have depopulated many fiir Towns upon the Caſpian Sca, and abouta yearagon 
had taken in aich, a City belonging to the Czar, where they had beſides many 
Inſolencies committed killed and diſpatched abov 8000 Men by cruel and unheard- 
of Torments, amongſt whom was one Dutch Officier , of known fame for his good 
Conduct. 

IN Per/iz they had taken in and demoliſhed 3 Citys, and moſt barbarouſly maſ- 
ſacred the Inhabitants, and growing both in number and power were becom very 
formidable, both to the King of Perſia and the Great Duke. 'I hey were headed by 
one Stenks (or Stephen) Radzin, a diſcontentcd Perſon and one of great Power, 
as to his proper Abilities, bearing a Soveraign Aw among them. About 14 days 
before our Arrival at Aſftrachan, hc had taken a coſtly Perſian Boes, valued at 
ſeveral Tuns of Gold, in which were Horſes and ſcycral other Preſents ſent from 
the King of Perſia to the Great Duke of Moſcovy. 

ON the 17 as the Waywod of Aſtrach im was aboard our Ship came an Expreſs, 
bringing news that Radzun and the Coſacs had ſubmitted themſelys to the Great 
Duke, upon which the Y/aywod gave order that we ſhould fire our Guns, which 
we did, The ſaid Letters further mentioned how that they had delivered the Horſes 
belonging tothe Great Duke tothe Ruſſian General. 

ON the 19 came 3 Ceoſacs into Aſtrachan in very coltly Attire and with great 
pomp , whereof the youngeſt was the Orator, The Waywood aftera long Treaty 
aſſured them of being eſtabliſhed in the Great Dukes Favour, Burt it ſeemed that 
they had ſom diſguſt, becauſe they were not formally introduced , as is cuſtomary 
with all Ambaſſadors and Legates.. The Waywod excuſed it, ſaying That hehim=- 
«ſelf was a Bojar, and reſided there in quality of yy/aywod , yet at his firſt taking 
& that Dignity upon him was not introducted by his Predeceflor, nor the Nobility 
& of Afrachan, which was Argument and Token that he was not to do the like to 
others. W'i:cn the Conference was over, thewaywoed invited them to his Houſe 
and gave tiemalplendid Treat. 

ON the 21 carly in the Morning came the Ruſſian Fleet before the Town confi- 
ſting of 53 Stroegs, or Rowing-Barks: upon each Stroeg was only one Picce of 
Ordnance, but thoſe inthe Rere had 2, to wit, one betorc and another abatft 
Aboard cach were ſo many Strelitzers (which are the Soldicry) that they couid not 
mov it there had bin occalion, to doany cxecution. The ſaid Fleet by order of the 
Waywod came to Anchor on the other ſide of the River, About 3 in the Afternoon 
came the Coſacs, conſiſting in 23 Sail and a conſiderable number of Men. Upon their 
Arrival we had an order from the Waywod to receiv 2co Strelitzers aboard under 
our Standard, who placed themſelvs in order round about the Ship. The Ruſſian 
Army then looſed and came before the City, giving the Salvo withall their great 
C,uns at once, with ahbov 3000 Muſquets: which the Coſacs anſwered with their 
Cannons and Muſquets; upon which they in the City put outa white Flag, which 
was a Token for us to Fire, whichwe did withall our great Guns, and about 209 
Muſquets. Mean while the Maſter of our Ship fell over board, but was taken up 
again , tho with much ado, for the weather was a little tempeſtuous, Soon after 
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the Reflavs gave fir ſecond time and camecloſe up to our Ship; upon which we 
gave fire for the laſt time with 13 Guns and 200 Muſquets. The Coſacs rowed off, 
and came to Anchor where the Ruſſian Fleet rodeat firſt, 

ON the 22 in the Morning betimes, the Coſacs rowed up the River, and were on 
a ſudden out of ſights and that morning iſſued a Proclamation that none ſhould have 
any Commerce or Converſe with them. On the 2 3 came Radzzn himſelfin Perſon 
into Aſtrachan and was ſaluted by all the Gentry: the Waywod was alſo council'd 
to bring the Ammunition and Standard of the Rebells into the City, which he rcſolv'd 
upon. Mean wile came news tothe Waywod that Radzin was drunk, whereupon 
he gave order that they ſhould endeavor by good and gentle words to get him 
out of Town: he being very unruly when overtaken with Liquor , in which mood 
he had deſtroyed many Men, bothof his own Routand others. Butthe Infolencies 
he had commited during this Uproar cannot be recounted , alths *tis ſaid that 
beſides the many Thouſands of the Great Dukes Subjects he had cauſed to be maſ- 
ſacred, whereof himſelf boaſted to have diſpatched $000 atone time, he had from 


time to time maſſacred aboye 40000 Perſians.

Sent from Capt. D. Butler, dated at 1S P AHAN , 
March 6. 1671. 


Worthy Sir , 


FTER a tedious delay we finally received an Order from the Great Duke to 
imbark our ſelvs with the Ships Company , and com to XMoſceoug Which 
being ſhown us Iinfiſted continually that according te the ſaid Order | might go up, 
but it was thought good that the Ship ſhould be firſt put in Equippage, and ſup+ 
plicd with Ammunition, and in caſe ofneceſlity be uſed againſt the Coſacks , who 
under the Condu& of one Stenko Radzin as chief, had already depopulated many 


fair Countreys upon the Caſpian Sea, and then reconciled tothe Great Duke, Butin: ; 


the Moneth of March came news how that the Coſacs were again revolted, upon 
which Colonel Levents Bogdonof was diſpatched by the Great Duke with a Band 
of 800 Men, to wit, 400 Ruſſiazr Cavalric and 400 .\ agaian T artars, tomarchto 
Zarit a, a City lying about 8o Dutch Miles above Aſtrachan ; that being a City 
which abut:s upon the Frontiers of the Coſacks, and commands the paſlage of the 
River Dor , or Tanats; which River nevertheleſs doth not tall into the Wolga, 
as ſom have bin of opinion , and as moſt Maps do make it, for the Coſacks do come 
almoſt a days Journey with their Boztsfrom the Don to the Wolga , which they bal- 
lance with pieces of Timber, the better to endure the violence of the ſtream, for 
they are but of one entire piece, or Trunks of Trees hollowed out, Theſe people 
have the Ruſſian Specch and the ſame Religion. They have allo their Ala, or 
Places of Refuge, granted them by the Great Duke , whither they haye recourſe 
when they have perpetrated any villanous Fact, or Enormity. 

ABOUT the27, or28 of Aprilcame a Narrativ by a Courier from the above- 
ſaid Bogdanef, importing how that the Coſacks had taken in Tzaritza, and that 
about 1200 Moſcovians were kill'd and drown'd : bur to give a full account of 
the Stratagems they had uſedto gain the Town , would make me more prolix and 
tedious than my preſent deſign 1s tobe. Theſe 1200 Strelitzers or Soldicrs, were 
a part of thoſe that were fent trom Moſcon to enforce the reſpeiv Garriſons upon 
the Wolga, but cſpecially this City, in which the Great Duke repoſed great Truſt, 
being able to check (as I have ſaid before) the main Paſſage of the Rebels, in their 
March for the South-Eaſt Countrey. 

THE {ame day came news how that the Ficld-Tartars were at diſcord and facti- 
@us among themſclys , and being drawn into 2 Head-partics ulcd all manner _— 
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ARs againſt each other, ſo that Bogdanef thought good to draw up and march for- 
ward to Chornojar , a City about 50 Dutch Miles from Aftrachan. He had alſoſens 
down a Captiv Coſac to Aſtrachan who was put upon the Rack, and infuch manner 
tormented that all had compaſſion of him. 

MEANWHILE all things are made ready at Aſtrachan, and the Shipping deſign'd 
for ſervice in this Expedition put inequippage. The Waywoed alſo ſends a Perſon 
of Quality with a Body of Soldiery to joyn with thoſe under Boogdanef: thele were 
then to be commanded by a Pole, heals name was Tvan Ruſſinſks and a Proſelyte 
in the Ruſſian Church, and next to him one Fames Wondrong, a Scotch Gentle- 
man, born in Edenburg, aged about 33 years, and univerſally well ſpoken of , for 
his Picty and faichfull deportment, The Dutch Officers, were Paul Dolf Cap- 
tain and Engineer, with his Son in Law Lews Fabritinus, belides Captain Robert 
Hind an Engliſhman , Nicholas Schaak my Lieutenant was allo made Captain. 
There were alſo z Dutch Licutenants ſent upon this aftair who were baptized into 
the Ruſiian Church. As allo 2 or 3 Enſigns. The reſt ofthe Officers were moſthy 
Poles and Ruſſes, 

UP ON the 25 of May being Munday in Whitſun-week the Captains departed 


from Aſftrachan in about 40 Stroegs , all under the command of Knees Simewn Tva- 


* nowitz, Elboof. Each Stroeg had one Piece of Canon and all neceſſary Ammuni- 
tion, the whole number of the Men that were aboard this Fleet (as appeared by the 


Muſter-roll) did not exceed 2600 Men , whereof 2100 were of the Strelitzers 
of Aſtrachan who have ſome manner of Diſtin&tian among themlelvs. 

THE ſame day the Coſac who had bin ſo cruelly tortured was hanged up in light 
of the whole Army. In the mean time the Inhabitants of Aſftrachan began to mur- 
mur and breath Rebellion, inciting one another againſt the Governour and Magi- 
ſtracy, which ſeemed to be a very bad Omen of ſome ill Conſequence, for from 
that time forward they continued bolder and bolder till at length i burſt out into 
palpable Rebellion. About this time arrived a Dutch Chirurgeon at Aſftrachan, 
who had bin in the Retinue of the AZoſcovian Ambaſſador at /ſpahan, of whom I 
bought ſom Silk ſtuffs and 480 Hides of Turky leather, for which I immediately 
tendered the Money, | 

ABOUT the beginning{I think the 4h. day) of June came a Gentleman fromChory- 
nojar with very unwelcom News. «His Meſlage was that the ſame day that Knees 
Simeun Tyanowitz, with the Ruſiian Army was arrived before that City , the Coſacks 
appearing far more numerous and ftrong , thoſe in the City revolted , declared 
themſelvs Coſacks, and furrendred.up the Town to Radzn and the Rebells. He 
added further, That all the loyal Officers who indeavored to diflwade them there 
from, were molt inhumanly maſiacred. This fad Exprels, altho {mothered as much 


" as was poſſible by the Waywod and Council of &4ſtrachan, was nevertheleſs come 


to the knowledge of the Townsmen, who were very impatient to bear the yoke of 
Obedience any lpnger. Upon this news I was ſent for by the j#/4ywod, who al ked 
me if my Men were able to manage the Cannon, and gave-order that in the firlt 
place all the Cannon ſhould be viſited thatlay upon the Walls, and to repair thoſe 
that were defeCtiy which was forthwith done. 
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ON Thurſday the 5h of Zune, weleftthe Ship , and brought all the Goods into 
the Fort, by order ut the Governor, our Gunner allo loaded a great part of the Or- 
dn1nce. Still continued whiſpering and murmuring againſt the Governour, ſo that 
:cither He, nor the Council, durſt appcar without doors for fear of an Uproar, The 
C:icurgcon of whom I have already made mention, having bin converſant about 
I4ycars Win the Ruſes, and not unacquainted with their tumultuous ſpirits, told 
me. he could eaſily forcſce that the City would be betray d ere long, ifthe Common 
ſort did not ſee better marks and clearer evidence of Security; and without doubt 
we that were Strangers and in ſervice of the-Great Duke muſt expect ſom wofull 
Cataſtroph: andthereforelince our Pay was retracted , and our ervice only aboard 
the Shin, andnot in the Land Army, itwas m.orcadviſabie to betake our ſelves/over 
the C:/pian Sea to the Perſian Coalt. I had already ordered our Men to buy up 18 
Moneths Provition of Neceflaries, fearing a Siege. 

UPON this Motion of the Chirurgeon I ſummoned up my Officers and took 
Council together with them, what was belt to be don in this caſe : they unanimouſly 
rclolved that it was more ſecure to betake our ſelves to flight, ſince we had no Pay , 
and therefore not under any obligation to ſerve the Duke by Sea, much leſs by Land. 
They were willing to lcave all they had at Aſfrachan except only their cloaths, be= 
c2uſe it would bean incumbrance: yet becauſe Ihad many coſtly Cloaths and other 
Goods, they reſolved to take as much as they could with them, and pack'd all up 
in a great Portmantle and a Trunk which I had, beſides two little Cheſts, which [ 
aſſentcd to. Every one took as much Proviſion of Bread in his own Portmantle as 
he thought might ſerve him ; and it was relolved that we ſhould leave none behind, 
ſave only 2 Seamen, who had cacha Wite and a young Child. On Friday in the Atter- 
noon my beſt Things were brought aboard, it being intended that we ſhould 
depart that night, which the two Seamens Wives coming to perceive would by all 
means £0 with us. But I weighing well the Enterprize with my ſelf, and conſidering 
the danger of adycnturing with 22 Perſons more, in a Shallop of 26 Foot long, 
I thought it not g20d to eſſay the matter, I had with me one Chriſtian Brand my 
Gunners Mate, with whom I reſolved to ſtav and fee what the event would be at 
Aſlracian, and (if our fate was ſuch) to die on the Bcd of Honour, ratherthan 
to fee we knew not v. hither, This I intimated to the Maſtcr and the DoCtor who 
allo were content to venture their Lot. Immcdiatly I ſent a Seaman to the Maſters 
Mate aboard the Shallop to acquaint them with the Alteration of my Reſolution 
but that night the Gates were ſhut ſooner than the cuſtomary hour ; fo that he could 
not get ſpeech to them. This put me into ſome doubt, fearing that they might put 
of wittour me: butthe Maſter and two Scamen per{waded me tothe contrary ſaying 
they would never have the boldneſs to go without me which for that time made 
me reſt contented. That Evening I went the Rounds with the Vice-roy upon the 
Wralls of the Caſtle, which was laid orc with Heaps of Stones, to uſe in caſc of 
$:orm. 

ON the ſeventh of Zune, being Saturday early in the morning, I ſenta Seaman to 
the nipagn with ſom privat Inſtructions ; but he making ſom delay, and I not have 
the patience to wait any longer went my ſelf , with the Chirurgeon, and found that 


they 
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they were gone off with the Shallop. The Maſter and the reſt were (or ſeemed 
to be) ſurprized at the matter , as not beleeving they would have had the boldneſs 
to go without further order. Tis true it ſeemed not fo ſtrange to me being only . 
what I expected from them. However we concluded it the {2te& way for our own 
ſecurity to acquaint the x/aywod with the matter , before he thould come to hear 
it from others, and with one to let him know the reaſon. But he who was my In- 
terpreter was alſo fled with them, ſo that I was fain to make uſe of the Chirurgcon 
betore mentioned, Having acquainted the Governour with what had paſſed, he 
ſhow'd himſclf outwardly not to be much concerned, eſpecially when I rold him 
that they were not gone over to the Coſacks, 

THE tame day camea Courier with an Expreſs from Moſcon, being the ſame Gen- 
tleman who had brought the news how that the Ruſſes about Zarit/a were revolted, 
This Gentleman's name was Danile Tourlekojof, and had been formerly with me a- 
board our Ship npon the Wolga, between Caſan and Aſftrachan, and intimated me 
with privacy how that the Reyolting Party had uſed the Lievtenant General and 
other Ruſſian Officers \after a moſt barbarous manner , and that Afrachan it 
ſelf, as well as all the /Countrey round about, was already betray'd: but further 
ſaid he nor. | 

THE day following, being the gth of Zune, I received an order from theGovernour 
to viſitthe Fortifications of the City. The like orders had an Englich Colonel, 
who was come hither from Terks which City was was allo fortified anew by the 
ſaid Coll, being fituated in the Land of the Circas-T artars, about 2 Leagues trom 
the Caſpian Sea: The old City, or Caſtle, as Adam Olearins writes, was firſt built 
and fortified by one Cornelius Claaſe, , aHellander. This Gentleman had the eharge 
of one Quarter committed to him, and my ſelf the other, to repair it ſo, that the 
Men might be ſecure. Soon after came the Way wod himſcltin perſon and deſired 
our Advice what to do for Security of the Town. The English Gentlemans ad- 
vice was to make ſome Outworks without the Walls : but I adviſed him to make 
Proclamation that all ſuch as had any way revoltcd or engaged themfclys to the 
Coſac Party thould be pardoned , and declared free Remmiſtionaries, in caſe 
they would come and ſubmit themſelvs to the Governour , and that the Towns- 
men ſhould have ſome money diſtributed among them, and the molt popular to 
be drawn in by promiſe of Advancement and the like; fo that thoſe being leading 
Men might appeaſe the reſt : However my advice in that was rejeCted. 

ME AN while a narrow Watch was held , and the Soldiery lay all night upon the 
Walls, and 2 Men at cvery Port-hole, to beready in calc ofa filent Artacque. 

THE Perſians, Calmuc-and Circas-Tartars, under conduct of a Perſian Gen= 
tleman, who was therc upon his way to the Courtat A7oſconu, uponan Ambaſlage 
from the King of Perſia, did alſo their, utmoſt indeavor+ to afliſt us, and pafled a- 
way the night with Muſic , Dancing and other Mirth. The Polt allipncd them vas 
the Poet Nietze Baſna, bcing the Rulwark where they uſually torture their Nale- 
factors. | 

ON Sunday, being the 15th. of Zune 1 was invited todinner with the 1am od, 
When the Table was done he gaye me a Preſcnt, to wit, aycllow Suk Coat, 2 
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pair of Breeches and 2 ſhirts, that being the Cuſtom of the Ruſſians upon extraor-= 
dinary Occaſions [forſooth] He alſo made me many fair promiſes, beſides the free- 
dom of his Houſe and Table for my Good ſervice, having about x60 Men under 
my ConduR: nor did I appear too remiſs in my duty, for 1 went the Rounds eyery 
night ofter than my Order and Injunction was. 

THE Thurſday following, being the x 9th. we had Intelligence how that the Coſac 
Forces were greatly increaſed and that they were a Marching towards us ; which news 
continued and was confirmed by a continual recourſe of Land-Tartars and Fiſhers 
into Aftrachav. There was alſo a falſe rumor ſpread about the Town, as if our 
Men that were fled had loaden the Cannon that lay upon the Walls with looſe Pow= 
der, others that it was with Balls and no Powder, andathird, that it was firſt with 
Balls and then with Powder, all which coming to the Governours Ear he ſent for 
me, but coming to worm the Guns in his preſence found it was buta falle and ma« 
licious report raiſed by ſome prejudiced Perſons to caſt an edium upon them and to 
turn me out of Favour. 

ON Friday the 20th. of Zune, the Waywod made me Lieutenant Coll, in place 
of Pames Wondram, which by proviſion I took upon me, bur being not well pleaſ- 
ed with my Charge, the Coll. who obſervedit, ſeem'dalittle diſcontented, and 
ſaid in preſence ofthe Governour, That it was not now a fit time to ſolicitin for ſuch 
things , whence I collected that he thought that I had made it my bulineſs to be adyan- 
ced, but was ſoon after better informed, when he would himſelf have confirmed 
me in the Regiment and I with great carneſtneſs deelined it, The Poſt which was 
aſſigned me was in the ſame Quarter with the Coll.. on the Tartarian lide, where 
the Fort was the weakeſt. j 

ON Sunday, Zune 22 came the Coſacks within ſight of Aftrachan, and ſenta 
Coſac Trumpeter with a Ruſſian Pricſt ro demand the Town. The 1aid Coſac had 
allo a Letter for me in Dutch, wherein I was adviſed not to fight with my Men, if I 
hoped for Quarter, or Mercy at their hands. The ſaid Letter was taken from me 
by the V/aywod, before I had read it quite out, and torn in Pieces. The Trum- 
petter and Prieſt had Gaggs pur in their Mouths, that they {hould cauſe no com=- 
motion or alteration among the Commons; and were ſoon after beheaded. 

ON Munday came the Coſac-Army with about 300 Kecls, great and ſmall 
clofe to &:e City, puting in at a River nearthe Vineyards thatly about halfa League 
from the Walls of the Town. U,,on this we ſet the Tartarian Tents on fire, Mean- 
while I togd upon the top of the Governours houſe, with the Governour him- 
ſeif, and caſually cſpicd ſeveral Boats in the Riveribefore the Town: I therefore 
adviſed the Governour not to let them tarry there for althd they were but Fiſhers 
Boats yet they might give imtelligenceto the Enemy ; wherctore he gave order imme- 
6:arly to fink them, wiiich was forthwith putin execution. That afrernoon the Perſians 
and Cire4-Tartars had taken 4 Coſachs, who were put to the Rackand after con- 
fallion, wc were hanged up, and other rwo beheaded in preſence of the Governour, 

THE day following thc Collonel would have confirmed me in the OffceI then 
ſupplicd, to wit, as Licutenant Colonel which I nevertheleſs declined as before, 
This fame day aboutnonn ths Great Dukes Factor preſented us with a Pipe offtrong 
Beer, 
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Beer , and a Quantity of Tobacco , which we diſtributed among the Soldiers to 
give *em Courage and keep them content. In the forepgrt of the nightI went with 
the Chirurgeon to do the Rounds, which don I lay medown tofleepa little in my 
Tent but wis quickly awaked with the Alarm, which gave notice how that the Co» 
ſacks approached to begin their firſt ſtorm, which happened about 3 a clock at 
the Woſnaſinſke Gate , where our Ship-maſter and the Waywods att thr had the 
watch, The firſt I eſpied was a ſquare Body of the Enemy who approached very 
near, upon which I gave fire with our 12 Pounders, and was ſeconded by thoſe 
of the next Poſt, who ſhot very faſt. Irterim came the Engliſh Colonel Baily to 
me in great haſt with moſt ofthe Dutch and German Officers, bringing news he 
that the City was already betray'd. The Colonel was himſelf wounded on the cheek 
with a Pike, as alſo in two or three places on his Leg, for being all in Armour they 
could nat hurt him elſewhere: and this he ſaid was done by our own Soldiery. He 
told me further that he had done his utmoſt indeavour to pacify them and if it were 
poſlible to caſt an odium upon the: Coſacks, as Rebells ; but was fain to ſmother 
all his reaſon ſore againſt his will and at laſt glad to come off with his Life. After a 
ſmall conference together I adviſed the Colonel to go again to his Poſt, and ſee 
if the perſwaſion of other Officers had wrought any thing upon the Strelizzers : but 
the next news I heard was thatthe Strrelitzers had maſlacred all the Officers, which 
grieved me moſt highly , becauſe that they had adventured their perſons by my 
advice. Neither did this bloody Action hold up with that, tor it came forward ſo 
far that Captain Wederos who had the next Poſt to me was taken by his own ſeryant , 
pinion'd faſt and afterward in moſt cruel manner murthered by his Soldiers. The 
Chirurgeon of whom I have already made mention ſceing this, would haye thrown 
himſelf off the wall to ayoid the danger of thoſe bloody Traitors ; but I did allI 
could to with-hold him, and at laſt called to mind a certain Port-hole juſt under 
the Tower which might ſerve us for an Exits out of all thoſe imminent dangers, 'in 
which we had certainly ſuffered if we had not taken care betimes. Thro this we took 
our way and I charged the Chirurgeon with his Servant (being a Pole) to follow 
me, asalſo two of our Ships-Folk, to wit, Zames Trappen, and Chriſtian Brandt. 
Coming below we found there two Ruſſes,who ſtood Sentinel, whom charged to 
let may h, Theſe not knowing any thing of the Tumult let us thro without 
much difhculty or Interrogations, The Chirurgeon went out before, and I follow- 
ed, but knew not what became then of the two Scamen and the Pele. Wre were 
forced to wade thro the Ditch to the neck, aiming at the Tartarian Field Quar- 
ters, Which, as I have ſaid, was burnd up that it might not be an advantage tathe 
Enemy, which place we held for the moſt ſafe and ſecure. They thot at us mainly 
from the Walls, but alltolittle purpoſe for we were got pretty far withour Cannon 
reach, at leſt for lingle Bodics: But marching a little forward we met two men, 
whom we {uppoled to be Coſacks , the Chirurgeon having a Firelock refolved to 
diſcharge as he alſo did , and fo far (ſurpriſed he was that he grew deſperate and 
throwing himſelf into the River fell a fwimming, When I came up wirhtheml 
underſtood that they were alio fled for fear of being maſlacred by the Commonalty ; 
upon Which I called out to the Chirurgeon that they Were aonclt Men and —_ 
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the ſame Circumſtances we were our felyes, &c, but could hayeno anſwer from 
him. However not willing to leave him ſo, I wentto look out forhim , and found 
_ him among the Reeds half ipent, whence I drew him out, and perceiving him to be 
in a way of Recovery marched torwardalong the River; and art laſt found a Fellow 
fleeping in a Boat , whom we awakened and compelled to bring uF over tothe 
other ſide; but finding no place of thelter or ſecurity we fell down the River, and 
about to inthe forenoon came to a Fiſhing place called Troſi/zen Outzjouge, where 
we related all what had paſſed at Aftrachan to the Fiſhers, We would haye gone 
further, but the Ruſſians would not go with us. However I prevailed fo far with 
the Chirurgeon that he was willing rather to go to Sea, than to truſt himſelfto the 
mercy of the Coſacks. But he was very loth to truſt himſclf in ſuch aſmall Boat, 
being well acquainted with the danger by untemperate Winds, inconſtant Seaſons, 
and uncertain Tides. I had no more money by methan7 Rubbels [ about 3 1b. Sterl.} 
and bought a Mug-tent or Pavilion with a loaf of Bread weighing about 101b. and 
with that put off, truſting to the Providence of Almighty G OD, having the ad- 
vantage of the Tide, Atter two hours rowing we met 2 Fiſhers Boats, to whom 
we related how affairs ſtood at Aftrachan, The Filhers gave us very good words 
and comfortable Language, promiſing to aſb{t us in what they might. Werowed 
as hard as we could, and bart them company to their Fiſhing place, called [vanowa 
Outzjoug , where we met with a Ruſſian Colone], 2 Captains and 46 Strelitzer-. 
The Colonels name was Maxim Lopatim, and lay in Garriſon at Terkyintending 
for Aftrachan, but had not as then heard of the horrid Treaſon and Rebellion of 
the Commonaltie there, nor ſo much as of the Attacque and Siege ofthe Coſacks. 
He underſtanding how affairs ſtood there, reſolved to row back with us in the Boat 
to Terky, and adviſing the two Captains to do the like who put their Goods aboard , 
and tacitly lett the Strelitzers at [vanowa Outzoug. Thus we rowed with all our 
might, till we got the CaſpianSea, ſtill keeping near the Bank, After alittle rowing we 
eſpicd a Boat which rowed very hard after us: we alſo did all we could to outrow them, 
but they being more expert than we in general, gain'd room of us, and com- 
ing near our boat, one of the] Ruſſian Captains jump'd over board, and was 
atterwards taken up by them. All the Arms we had was my Piſtol, for the Chirur- 
geon had thrown his into the Water, when he ſ{wamto ſave himl{c}f without Aftra- 
chan, as I have already, mentioned. In the Keel or Veilel that followed us were 
ſeveral Fiſhers, together with the Strelirzers, which were formerly under the 
Command of thoſe Officers that were with us ad left at [vanowa Ontzong, who 
ix lecms {o reſented the matter that they had declared themſelves Coſacks , thro © 
diſguſt rhat che Officers had not given them warning of the affairs of Aſtrachan, 
who probably would have bin faithfull if they had bin fo kind as toacquaintthem 
with the matter, In ſhort hey cloſed up with us, rook, plundered, bound and 
brought us back again to the Fiſhing place , where the Colonel alone had the Liberty 
to exerciſe his Devotion in the Church, but we were ſecured with a ſtrong Guard 
all the night long. 
ON Thurſday the 25 of 7aly they made preparation to bring us up to Aftrachan, 
and about noon We got light of the Town: and coming toa yery convenient place 
to 
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to land at, they went a thoar and divided the ſpoil, which they had taken from ug; 
Being now alone I conſulted with the Chirurgeon how that we might caſily make 
our eſcape being unbound and the Boat only made faſt to a half-pike which I could 
very ealily manage. The Chirurgeon intimated the matter to the Colonel, deliring 
that he would joyn indeavours with us to getfree: but (whether outoffear, orin 
hopes of better uſage at the hands of the Rebells I cannottell) he forthwith diſco- 
vers the deſign, and gave the Rebells warning tojbave acare : upon which they ſeta 
watch and guarded us fo ſtriatly that we conld not make our eſcape. Secing thatour 
Enterpriſe proved abortivy and ineffeRual, I told the Chirurgeon that I would 
run a little up the Iſland and ſwim over the Water tothe Tartars, which Ieflay'd 
to do, but was follow'd and taken; yet had that attempt not bin in vain if I had 
not chanc'd to fall which was no ſmall diſadvantage to me: however I betook me 
to the Water which I found there very ſhallow, ſo that they wich a little wading 
fetch'd me out; But having got me, I cannot exprefs with what cruclty they uſed 
me, beating me black and blew, which done, they bound me faſt and threw me 
into the Boat, lo rowing up to the Town. By the way the Chirurgeon madea pro- 
poſal to them thar if they would ſave us alive, they ſhould have 100 Rubbels for 
my Ranſom and 70 for his own. They promiſed todo their Indeavour for us. In 
the Evening we arrived at Aftrachan where we were brought up before rhe General 
of the Coſacs. 1 had no Cloaths about me ſave only a pair of leathern Breeches, 
which were full of holes The General ſate at the Gates of the Biſhops Palace eroſs- 
legg'd after the Twrki/o manner drinking Brandy, and was fo drunk that his Eics 
roll'd in his Read. He aſked the Chirurgeon who he was? and what his FunQtion 
was ? which when he knew, gave him his Life, and ordered him to take care of 
the Coſacs that were wounded. Afterward he aſked, who 1 was? the Chirurgeon 
made anſwer that I was his Companion : he further aſked me what I could do; bur 
the Chirurgeon leaving me, I could not return himany anſwer. The Ruſſian Co- 
lonel being examined , was immediately carried up to the top of a Tower called 
Rooſcat, and hurled headlong down. From the ſame Tower alſo was the Vice-roy, 
or Waywod, \\hoſe name was Ivan Sinfewnowitz, Proſorefsks, after many Tortures 
thrown alſo przcipitantly from Top to Bottom; as alſo the Vice- Chancelor with 
all the Officers, of what degree ſoeyer they were , cither thrown down , -or caſt into 
the Water. 

MOST dreadfull was this maſſacre which continucd for ſome time together; 
but G O D Almighty gave me an undaunted ſpirit. The Coſac General conng 
carneſtly upon me commanded his Men to give me Brandy , and made me dri 
oft 2 cups one after another, and then gave order to bring me into the Camp: But 
what became of the 2 Ruſſian Captains I cannot tell, As I paſſed by to the Camp being 
' put in a Boat that lay next to & Generals, I was clpiMofa Ruſſian Strelitzer who 
brought news of my being ſtill alive ro Madam Wonderham, the Lieutenant Colo- 
nels Widow. I have already made mention how that ameng the Dutch Officers 


that went out with the ſaid Lieutenant Colonel, was one Paxl Radoiph his Son-jp 
Law who was the only Perſon that remained alive: feigning himſcltin ſuchextre- 
for he was well acquainted with their ſpeech and manners. This 
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young Gentleman hearing that I was ſtill alive came to find mgout in the Boat; and 
during this while were whole Boat-loads of Men broughtinto the ſtream , and thrown 
mto the Water, being tied together ſo that they could nothelp themſelys with ſwim- 
ming. In this poſture I lay my ſelf till Friday Zune 27, expecting every moment 
my laſt Cataſtroph. That day they brought meintoa Tower, and tied meſo hard, 
that my blood for want of a natural reflux began to corrupt within my Body. My 
Arms were pinion'd, and my hands made faſt behind my Back: my feet alfo were 
ſo hard bound that I never expected to haye the uſe of them again. Lying in this 
Poſture and moſt lamentable ho I ſpent my Time infighing and groaning. The 
Chirurgeon of whom we have already ſpoke came to vilit me : I deſired them to 
ſollicit for my Death, but they ever diſlwaded me from it. Yetſtill I inſiſted very 
hard that they would make interceſſion for me to the General that 1 might be diſpat- 
ched, giving them a _— reaſon for that my earneſtneſs. Now there was a Rule 
among the Coſacks , that if any came to intercced for a Captiv that he ſhould dy 
himſclt for him, which the Chirurgeon told me alſo, yet promiſed he would ad- 
venture himſelf tothe General, and for that time took his leave. 

THIS nightI was moſt barbarouſly uſed by the Coſacks, and Gogelats, a People 
of Ukrain | 
and other -yermin that continually ran over my Body and about my head in whole 
ſwarms. However I ſpent my time in praycr as one-condemned to dy and aſſured 
of a ſpeedy Death , of which (I'may truly declare) I was not in the leſt aftraid, 
only | 2aw.. that they would hang me up by the Heels, or put me to ſome ſuch lingr- 
ing death, with which they contioually threatned me. 

ON Saturday the 28 of Zune came the aforeſaid Chirurgeon, and told me that 
the General had ſent for me: and being untied I could hardly ſtand upright, yet 
made a ſhift to hupple after him. Being comein to the preſen ce of the General atter 
a few-idle impertinent Queſtions he aſked me bad me go home with the Chirurgeon, 
From Sunday to Thurſday I continued there in houſe with him, in which timel 
ſaw much cruelty commited, ſome hanging up by the Feet, others with their Fect 
and hands chopt off left in the open ſtrect to ſhift for themſclves , none daring ſo 
muchas put fortha finger to help « wh 

ON Thurſday 7uly 34 I was again taken and carried to the Brink of the River 
where I expected to part with my Life. But the Coſacks told me, if I wouid pay the 
100 Rubbles, which the Chirurgeon had promiſed them on my behalf, I might 
go free: which the Chirurgeon, who againſt his will feigned himiclfto bea Coſack, 
was content to diſburſe for me, which.afterwards I was obliged to repay upon de- 
mand. when able. 

ON Sunday I was ſent for by the General, who was thena Drinking at the Em- 
perors Cellar, but nothing of moment paſlcd at that time he being drunk, and 
forced me to drink off ſeveral Bowls of Brandy and Wine atter one another, ſo that 
I was affraid to diſpleale him, being (as I have elſewhere remembred) very outra- 
gious when drunk ; wherefore I took occaſion to ſteal out of his preſence, 

ABOUT this time happened many memorable paſſages, and crucl Examples 


of Tyranny , which would proye x00 tgdious to relate. I fhould want words to exprels 
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the moſt barbarous and inluman Acts and Torments , which the Coſacks ſtudied 
to kill and torture the Inhabitants and Loyal Officers , who did not forthwith ſubmir 
themſelys to their unreaſonable and unjuſt Wills. 

On the Wedneſday following was the Secretary Alexo Alexowits hung up ups 
on a Fleſh-hook by the Ribbs, and ſuffered much deſpightful uſage and Tor- 
ments before he died. The ſame was done toa Noble mans Son of Gilan. Alſo 
two Sons of the Vice-roy , Deputy , or Waywod were hung up by the heels, the 
one beinga very hopefull youth of about 16 years of Age, and thc othera Child 
of about 7 or 8 at the moſt, : 

The Day following they were both found alive, and the youngeſt at the in- 
terceſſion and Mediator of ſome of Radzins Minions was taken down, andfav- 
ed alive, but the eldeſt was thrown down from the- Top of the Tower, whillt 
{till alive, which was the Death his Father ſuffered, 

The ſame day I had News how that Chriſtian Brand one of my Men was ſtill 
alive, and wag conſtrainedto feign himſelfas Coſac. 

On the 2othof July the Coſac General Radzin departed with an infinte num- 
ber of ſmall Shipping and ſeverall Thouſands of Men , drawing 20 Men out of 
each Company to ſerve for the Garriſon at Aſftrachan and lgft there 2 Governors 
of equal Commandand Power, the one being a Coſac, andthe othera Ruſs. 

ON the 2 of Auguſt began a New Maſlacre continuing for ſeveral days to- 
gether , where takeing one day with another , were 150- Perſons killed , ſparing 
neither {cx nor Age. For which reaſon I began to hunt out for a Cave in the Earth 
where I might ſave my ſelf in time of need, hearing ofnothing but a perpetual and 
inceſſant maſſacre; and a general Lamentation of Parents for their Children, Wid- 
dows and Orphans for their Huſbands and Fathers, and that as well among thoſe 
who had bin inſtrumental and moſt forward to letin the Rebells, as others that op- 
poſed it; a juſt, reward fortheir Treachery who had been aſſiſtant in the Bloodſhed 
of thoſe who under GOD thould have proteted them from ſuch diſmal Calamiries, 

ABOUT this time I diſpatched three Letter for 1ſpahan and had notice how that. 
Chriſtian Brands was ſer free. It ſeems that he was taken for a Perſian , having a 
brown, ſwarthy complexion, and by ſuch means was ſpared in the maſſacre; tor 
all: the Dutch were hewn down , or otherwiſe diſpatched, ſave onely L. Fabritins 
Son in Law to Captain Raudelph. 

ABOUT the ſame time I had news by the Chirurgeon , how that my Ships» 
company that betook. themlſelys to flight with the Shallop were run aſtrand on the 
Scemkal or Dageſtan Coaſt, a Countrey butting our againſt the Caſpian Sea, 

ON the 22 of Auguſt was much Tyranny commited in the City, and people 
of all ages maſſacred, The Chirurgeon after a long ſoliciting procured a Paſport 
to depart with a Servant to attend him, altho not without giving Security for his 
Return. This gave me likewiſe opportunity-to leayg the place under pretextof being 
his Servant, 

ON Munday in the afternoon being Aug. 25 weleft Aſftrachan and imbarqued 
our ſclves aboard a Veſlel belonging toſome Banjan Merchants, who were alſo p3l- 
lagedand robbed of all they had, 
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ON Tuſeday we came to Sea, failing cloſe by the Coaſt and to the Southward, 
We alto ſaw 3 {mall Veſſels, or Barks which indeavoured to keep Company with 
us. Having palled Settinabo Gora the Wind was|flat North, andabout the Evening 
all was calm. 

T HE Day following one of the above mentioned Shipping hail'd us, and ſaid 
that they were bound for Terks and came from Aſtrachan being laden with Salt. 
We kept them Company along the Coaſt near the broken Land which is all grown 
over with huge tall Reeds: we had 11 and 12 Foot Water. At night one of thoſe 
Veſlels ſtray'd about a Cannon {hot from us: and the next morning 2 Barks made 
np towards us and gave Fir2, without doing any Execution: But when they came 
near us the cowardly Banians fell upon their knees and begged their Lives. Incach 
Boat were 9 Perſons and aboard of us were 46, fome Perſians, Tartars and Bouchars, 
but moſt Baniars. Coming to board us they plundered all to our very Proviſion. 
I had about 8 Rubbles in Money and my Seal-ring which had bin once already re- 
deemed from the Coſacs, This Ring with the Money I gave to the Chirurgeon ; 


but they threatning to put him to the Torture when it came to his turn to be pillaged >. 


he confeſled all and delivered up the Money and Ring, beſides 4 double Ducats 
of his own : but found an opportunity'to hide 52 Ducats more after an eſpecial 
manner about his Body, 

WHEN the Coſacks had takenall and pillaged us of what they.could find, they 
held a certain ſort of a Council among themſelys what they ſhould do with us. At 
laſt it was reſolved after a long debate, that we ſhould be favedalive but turned off 
to Sea, with charge not to come anjgh the Coaſt any more, upon pain of being thrown 
over board if they came to take us again, 

UP ON this they leftus, and gaveus opportunity to make uſe of the Wind, which 
was Weſterly, and about the Evening with a briſk Gale,' and a dark moon we ſet 
ſail and bore up to the Sea. 

BUT after we had failed about 2 Leagues the Weather began to be ſomwhat 
boiſtrous, ſo that we were fain to put in at a-{mall Creek of an Iſland, where we 
lay at Anchor till Saturday following ; at what time the Weather growing more 
calm and temperate we weighed and bore up again to the Coaſt , where we imme- 
diatly deſcried 2 Barks that made uptous, andatlaſt came cloſe by the board. The 
Chirurgeon and I had taken our Jak Farewel of cach other , expe&ting nothing more 
than Death. In ſhort, they fell a plundering us, and I to paſs for a Banjan had 
anointed my felt with Black tempered with Greace, and tieda Handherchcit about 
my Head , but it was {o botchingly don that they found occaſion to aſk the Chi- 
rurgeon, what for a Black Devil that I was? In the mean while they ſearched very 
clolc for Bread and Proviſion which I ſeeing pointed to my mouth, whercupon 
they were ſo merciful as to return mea part of the Proviſion back again. I wo Da- 

geftan Merchants were —_——— board and the Chirurgeon who paſſed for a 
Pole was molt {everely beat, They threatned that if they met us = ncar the Coaſt 
that vre ſhould have no Mercy attheir hands, Meanwhile I had loſt my little Com- 
paſs, ſo that we had no other help in dire&ing our Courſe, than only the Sun and 


North-ſtar. Towards the Eycning it beganito blow hard again and the Pyrats left 
*. us, 
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us, bearing up cloſe to the Coaſt. The Surgeon had again hid his Gold in #place 
where they did not once make ſcarch for it. 

THE Wind continued hard till Thurſday following , blowing moſtly from 
North-W. and by N. and now changed again into W.. N, W/. which was goodand 
favourable for us; but the Banians would in no wile give their conſent that we ſhould 
weigh Anchor, for that they chought it too high and boiſtrous, 

BUT on Saturday the Wind continuing ſtill in the ſame point , we weighed, 
and with a freſh Gale ſtzered away South and by Weſt; and ſoon alter deſcrieda 
ſmall Veſlel riding at Anchor, being one af thole that left Aftrachas with us: thoſe 
aboard were Perſians and had the luck to eſcape the Coſacks, keeping off at Sea. 
When they ſaw who we were, they weighed and kept us company, Towards the 
Evening the Wind blew North-Eaſt, and I found that we had failed too much 
Weſterly, I preſs'd hard that we ſhould alter our courſe, but could not prg- 
vail with them to ſtcer another way: fo that in the Morning we found our ſelves 
cloſe to the Coalt, and had the Wind at Eaſt and by N. With this ſort of Shipping 
it is very difficult to ſteer without 12 points of the Compaſs Wind to their ad- 
vantage. 

HOWEVER we thought good to keep cloſe tothe Coaſt, but towards the Even- 
ing it growing calm we rowcd off tothe Seawardand loſt the other Veſlel. Meanwhile 
we began to be diſtreſled for want of Proviſion, and fed of thecrums of moldy Bread: 
and the greateſt part of the Company had no more to eat. Butthe Banjens were beſt 

rovided, and imparted to us ſuch as they had. 

INTERIM, the Wind came about Ealt, and E. and by S. fo that we were 
conſtrained to drop Anchor , and fo to ride three days at half a fathom Water. 
Yet growing calner we ever now and then rowedalittle. But haying ſpentall our 
wood were at a great loſs for Fewel to bake bread, of that little quantity of Meal 
which the Banians had left: and were fain art laſt ro cut up ſome parts of the Ship 
for Chips , which ſtood us in yery good ſtead. The Wind then continued Eaſterly 
and we ſtcered as far Southerly as we could, till on the 10th, of Seprember towards 
the Evening we came to a good place of Anchorage, near the Coaſt, of 5 Foor 
water, wherel ſteptaſhoar to {eek up ſome Wood and Herbs, or whatelſe I thought 
might be ſerviceable to us on our Voyage. 

ON Thurſday being the 1 1th. of Seprewber we ſailed cloſe by the Coaſt which 
we kept in ſight till Saturday following, when as the Banians, a poor and helpleſs 
People not able to endure ſuch hardſhip, prefled very hard that we ſhould pur 
aſhoar , which out of meer pity wwe were willing todo, being all wetand very cold. 

MEANWHILE we wcre ſet upon by aparty of Coſacks, who now the thirdtime 

lundered us : but the Chirurgeon not having time nor the conveniency to hide 
bis Ducats as betore, digocd a halc and hid them in the Sand, and threwdown 
his Muſquet about the ſame place for a token to find them again. 1 alſo being afraid, 
ran and hid my ſelf among the Reeds ; but they making a: very narrow {crutiny 
found me out: and having by me a Plalmbook found that patlage or Title of a Plalm, 
where David is faid to have fcigned himlelf mad betorc the P/aliflines to: eſcape 
them, I reſolycd todo the like, by which means 1 cicaped. When they had me 
. they 
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they diſputed what Conntreyman I was, and ſome of them ſaid I was a Dutchman : 
but others ſaid I was a Georgian, and to my Happineſs the latter {way'dit, How- 
eyer (not without wounding and killing of ſome of our Company they let us go, 
and themſelvs departed from us ; which the Chirurgeon ſeeing wentand after much 
ſeeking found his Gold, 

ON the 20 of September it was very good Weather; wethereforc made ready 
to ſet (ail. About noon bcing under {ail we ſaw about 3o Tartars on the Strand who 
called out to us that we ſhould come athoar : This unwelcomſummons mainly ad- 
ded to our fear; inſomuch that one of the Banians ran aſhoar and fell down upon 
his Knees. The Boat was drawn athoar, and after they had conſulted a little together 
what they ſhould do with us they demanded Ranſom, which was agreed upon for 
3 Rubbles each Man. They were Circas and NNagayan T artars, and accepted of 
one of the Banians tora Pledge till the Ranſom was paid. We went about two Miles 
with them and left our Veſſcl behind us. I had with me a little Cofter of Books which 
I carried along with me; and was fain totrudgeafoot without either Shoes or Stoc- 
kings thro Thiſtles and Brambles , inſfomuch that my Feet were all bliſtered and 
bloody. Towards the Evening we came in a Bay where their Shipping lay. Here 
I met with an Armenian whom I had formerly known at Aftrachan who treated me 
very kindly , as alſo my Companion the Chirurgeon : but we having in ſo long 
a time not eaten any thing which was fitting for human food , did Anatomize what 
was ſet before us at ſuch that the Armenian obſerving it, thought good to take away 
before we had half ſatiſfied ourappetite for fear we thould ſurfeit our ſelves, 

HERE we tarried three Days, waiting for agood Wind to go for Tarky, but 
that not falling out in this time are determined rather to go by land than to ſtay there 
Wind-bound, it being not above a nv” roy.” yet very perillous for the Tar- 
tars who continually lay in wait for diſtreſſed, and ſtranded Paſſengers, in theſe 
unhappy Proceedings of the Coſacks, who made the Caſpian Sea very unſafe to 
{ail. 

ON Tuſeday being the 30 of September weſet forward, and aftera very tedious 
Days Travel thr6 Boggs and Marthes we got to a Village inhabited by Nagayan 
Tartars : where we mM our nights reſt in the Circas Quarter, Here we metwith 
a Friend ofthe Chirurgeans, whom we offered $ Ducats to conduct us to Derbent , 
which he undertook to do. Here I ſpoke alſo with Ivan Turken Agent to his Im- 
perial Majeſty, who was a Turk born, buta Ruſſian Proſelyte, and had a Brother 
at M ſcou who wgs of the Reformed Religion and an intimate Friend of mine. This 
ſaid Gentleman intreated me to ſtay longer at Terks, 'but I declined their kindofter 
yet was fain to accept 'of it for 2 Days having ſo charged and overloaden my ſtomach 
with cating that I fell ſick upon it. 

ON rhe 6h, ef Ofober we ſet forward for Derbent in company with the Barians, 
Now by the way you are to#note that eyery day weluffered ſuch hunger, a Mans 
ranſom was thrown into the water , which the ſuperſtitious Banians hold for a 
ſpecial a& of Piety and a Religious Injunction. By the way we met ſom Thouſand of 
Tartars, for whom we were not a liatle afraid, they being Nagayans and noted 
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'AFTER three days travel we came to a Village called Andre Dereef.id 
which was ſubje&t to one Chapelle, a Tartarian Prince, We ftaid here till 
Munday following being the ſeventh of Ofober. Here I happened to ſpy a 
Perfian who had my Pluth-Coat on, which he ſaid he had bought at Tere, 
'The Fur or Lining colt me thirty five Rubbles at MMuſcon; and the Perſian was 
willing to ſell it me again for five or (ix Rubbles, but I could not accomplith ſo 
much Money as to purchaſe it. Here we alſo came to underſtand that my Ships- 
folk who fled in a Challop were ſtranded and taken flaves. 

ON Thursday the tenth dirro, we came in:o Terkr, where w2 had two 
Armenians for our Friends; theſe alſo brought me to one of their Acquaintance 
for Protetion, where I was adviſed to keep my {elf very private, being a free 
Prize for the Tartars. Here we allo found Lewis Faber of whom I have alrea- 
dy made mention, as allo Chri/tian Brand one of my Ships-folk; v. ho lett Affra- 
chan three Weeks after us, and had becn cig'ht UVays at Terky, 

ON the thirteenth we lett Terk, and hired a perſon tor cight Ducats to 
conduct us to Derbentr. 

ON the ſeventcenth we paſſed by Boyntk,, where I underitood fom of our 
Men were in ſlayery, I ſent our Con duct up ro the Town ( not daring appear 
there my felf) wita Letters to adviſe them to perlilt in the Chriſtian Fai: h, if they 
were preſs'd upon to embrace Mahometaniſm with promiſe of doing my belt to 
procure their Redemption. But my Squire the Courier, thought good to give 
us the Bag, having already got his Money in hand, nor did I ever hear a w 'ord 
from them, altho I gave them direfions how to write to me at Derhent. Howe- 
yer when I arrived there I found Cornelins de Vries, who had been my Gunner, 
and one Peter Arentſz of Sceveling, who gave me a pertect account of the 
Ships-Company , how they were taken Slaves, and whither they were car- 
ried, &&c. 

WE ſolicited by the Sultan of Derbent for the Redemption of our Men, 
who was pleaſcd to diſpatch Letters on that bchalt ro the Prince of the Calmuc- 
Tartars; but having ſent two Polts, and all to no purpoſe or cftct, I went to 
tender my thanks to the Sultan for his Civility and Indeavours ; to which he 
reply'd, «That he was forcy he could not prevail v ith the Tartatrs to anfwer 
« my Dc fire, yet was villing to do us any kindneſs that lay in his p_ it 
* we could imigine any mean whereby they m1 gat procure their [.1bc ty, Fc 
I infiſted fur ther to have ſom Horſes for our ule on the Journcy which he grant- 
ed; but there was none to be had in all the Town, the Caravy: being but 
newly let forward for Scamachy. Yer finding another ready to depart, the 
Seamen weat atoor in company” of the Carav.in. I {lupplicd them alto with ne- 
ceſſary Proviſions, and toll them that I would ſty a day, or two longer, ro 
ſce if I coulll get fom Horſes and then follow them. Bur it was in vain , for 1 
could not get any, wazrefore | tollowed the Cariyy: and coming at Scabren. 
waich 1s r-: ck! med the halt way, we were informcd that there were ic -yeral Hackneys 
in the Town, which we hircd. 

ON the twenty ninth we arrived at Scamaci : where we found /obn Struys 
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our Sail- Maker z who was bought by a Poliſh Ambaſſadour, whoſe Aſſiſtance I 
deſired in an Addreſs to the Ch.m; *tis true he ſeemed willing to do us ſuch a 
favour if it could have been done without much Trouble, Here I delivered a 
Requeſt to the Chan, and had Audience, wherein I made a plain demonſtration 
of hs Injury our Men ſuftered by the Calmucs,&c. He promiſed me to do his 
beſt for them, bur all was to no purpole, ſo that I was fain to take up ſeventy 
five Abbas upon ſecurity of a Banian Merchant, which was to be paid at Iſpahar 
within ſeven Wecks time and twenty five Abbas Ule, or Intereſt; but in caſe 
of failure of payment in /ſpaban, to be paid at Scamacty within three Months with 
fifty Abbas Intereſt ; the Chirargeon being my ſecurity, Here [ allo reck'ned 
with the Chirurgeon, and gave him an Obligation under my hand for what [ 
had received of him, as allo for what he remained ſecurity for me at 
Scamac.y. 


O N the fifteenth I left Scamar!y having with re Cornelizs the Gunner, P," 
Y £ 


Arentſz ſtaid with the Chirurgeon, and . Struys, £. Fabritim and Chriſtian 
Brand with the Poliſ» Envoy. 

I had very much difticulty by the way to come to [ſpahan, yet by the Provis 
dence of Almighty. God arrived here the tenth of Marc), and nave Reſidence 
for the time, in the Dutch Lodge: where I find Sr, Frederic Bent Preſident 
for the Eaſt-India Company, to whom, as well as the. Gentiemen lis Afſt- 
ſtants, I am infinitely obliged ro for many Civilities ſhown me, Cornelius 
the Gunner they have ſent away for Gameron, I alſo cauled f. Struys and 
the ſaid Gunner, with another Fore-Maſt Man to fign a Declaration how they 
ed away from Aftrachan and left me and the Maſter aſhcar. 

SIR, I have not clſe to write, but fearing by this prolixity to have tired 
vour Patience, I ecaſe to be more tedious, and commit you to the Protetion 
ot the Moſt High GOD, who that he would ina Mercy vouchlate us a happy
